L—PUNJAB PROPER. 

T he Sikh sect traces its origin, to the preaeliing of Kanak, a Hindu 
of the .Kshatiiya caste, bom in 1469 at 'Talwandi, near Hahore^ 
The new creed spread rapidly, but soon provoked the persecution of the 
Mogliul Emperors. The cruelty with which, the Sikhs were? treated 
iiuMjed them, under Goviiid Singh, their teiitli and last Guru or teacher, 
fiumi a l)a.Md of religious devotees into a religious and inilitaiy common- 
wealtli or Khalsa aiiiniated by undying hatred of the Muhainrnadans* 

Guru Goviiid Singh waged an unequal war with the Emperors of 
I){dhi. Openly to profess the Sikh religion heeame a ('apital exime, 
a! id the sect would soon have been exterminated liad not the distractions 
(d‘ ihe empire, ■whicl) followed the death of Aurang^el), given them a 
hi’eaihing time from persecution. Tlie Sikhs the.n gjudnally gathered 
in small ])ar1ies ajid established themselves in isolated forts. From 
these tiny scoured the country, burning and jd tin dering, and giving 
infinite annoyaiu'e to the weak Muhammadan Governojs of Lahore ami 
SiihimL After the return of Ahmad Shall Abdali to Kabul from his 
fifth invasion of India, in whic.h he had broke.u the Maliratta power 
at l^aii.ipat, the Sikhs found themselves strong miough to occupy the 
country round Lahore. But when Ahmad Shall returned to India in 
17G2, he disastrously defeated them at Bariiala near Ludhiana, and de- 
stroyed and polluted their sacred temple at Amritsar. 
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From tliiy defeat the Biklis soon recoTered. . In 1763 tney defeated 
tlie Afghan Governor of Sirliiiids and spread tlieniselves over tiie plains 
soiit'li and east of tlie Sutlej, as- far. as. tlie Jn.iiina. Tlie eiglitli invasion 
of Alnijad Sliah, s\in*(di iook place in 176.7, left tlie Sildis masters of tlie 
coi.in.t.ry hetweeii the Jumna and Rawalpindi . Within' tliree years tlieir 
authority was extended over Jammu and the Rajputs of the lower hills. 

The spread of the dominion of the Sikhs south of the Sutlej received a 
sevej'e dreck from the Mahrattas, who y recovering from their disastrous 
ovei'thro'w at Paiiipat, again' overran northern .India. In 1788 Seiiidia 
was in possession of Delhi, and hv. 1.80.2 the MahiniJas had established; 
their supremacy as far as the Sutlej, and exacted from the Sikh States 
to the '.south of: the river a tribute .of three lakhs of rupees, .The 
Mahratt*a power ■ i.n the north was broken by' Lord Lake „ in 1803. The 
Chiefs of Kaithal and Jind tendered their allegiance to Lord Lake, 
ami all the Cliiefs of Sirhind virtually became dependents of the British 
Government. It was the policy of the clay, however, to maintain a 
sirict neutrality in regard to tite affairs of the Chiefs nortli of the Jumna : 
and, beyond estaldisliing the Sikli Chiefs in the territories which thej 
then held and rewarding those who had done good service, the British 
Government did not intei’fere in their affairs till 1809, wlien the Sikh 
Chiefs claimed their protection against the encroachments of Ran jit 
Singh. 

The coiistitiitioii of the Sikli Klialsa contained within itself elenients 
of weakness, and discord. The Saidars or Chiefs owned no subjectiua to 
each other. Tliey wei-e folhjwed into tlie field by their relatives and 
dependents, and eacdi seized for himself wliutever temitory he wuis strong 
enough to hold. The Chiefs, witli their (dansmmi and retainers, assO’ 
ciafced themselves into twelve Misls or confederacies of equals. Each 
Chief parcelled out the conquered lauds among his followers, who held 
their portions in independence, bound only by coiisidera.tioiis of mutual 
advantage and tjie geii(u*al wx^al of the Misl. A hoiul between the coiife- 
(leracues >vas supplied in the solemn assembly of the whole Sikh people, 
wdiich met at least once every year at Amritsar. There the council of 
Chiefs, termed the '' Gnrumata discussed affairs affecting the Klialsa 
or planned new expeditions. 

Under such a system causes of quarrel were never wuiiting*. The 
clifliculties with which the Siklis had to contend in their early struggle iov 
existence kept tliein at first wmll together ; but with success came dissen- 
sions, and the w^eak fell before the strong. One of the Sardars who 
earliest raised himself to power and influence was Maha Singh of the 
Sukarcholda Misl, who married a daughter of the Raja of Jind and by 
her had a son, Ran jit Singh, born in 1780. During the invasion of 
Shah Zaman in 1789, Ran jit Singh rendered him service by reeoverim^ 
several pieces of artillery which had been lost in the Jhelum, and he 
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' liad tlie address to procure for .timself tlie appoiatiiiejit of Governor of 
Laliore, 

IJanjif Siiigli estaMished' and, in coiicerl witli 
Fa, tell Siiigdi iyiluwalia/iuid ' Mai Sadda Iiarir liis in,otlier4ii-laWj tlie 
virtual' Fead of tlie powerful KajiBay a Misl, lie soon extended Ms supre- 
macy over tlie neiglilioiiriiigr Sardars between tbe Jlieliiin and tlie Sutlej j 
and meditated tbe extension . of Ms ' antliority beyond tlie Sutlej. At 
tlie same time lie was . steadily ; labouring to bring under liis dominion 
tlie : scattered elements' ; of ■ tbe' " Sikli '■ people , ■ a ' task wliicli wa.s liglitened 
diy tlie .iiratual Jealousies' of tlie. :■ Sardars-. ■ In 1803 lie made proposals 
to liortl Lake for. tbe transfer to tbe British, Government of tbe territory 
belonging to tbe. Sikbs south, of tbe Sutlej', ..on tbe condition ■ of Mutual 
defence against tbe . enemies of Mmself . and tbe 'Britisb imtioii* Tbe 
■offer was.' declined. 

In 1805 tbe last Giiinmiata was; held, ■ tbe system of confedera- 
cies acting in grave matters jointly for the common benefit was extiii- 
giiisbed, and tJiereafter the force of the Ivlialsa was directed by tbe 
..will o,f one 'man.. .In tbe "'same year Ra.i.ijit Siiigli was recalled, from, 
.a.' campaign.' aga'inst’ the' Muhammadans -.between tbe Clienab: and' tbe 
Indus, by tbe sudden appearance of Holkar in tbe Punjab, closely 
pursued by Lord Lake. Disappointed in tbe hope of procuring assistance 
from Ranjit Singh, Holkar concluded a treaty with tbe British Govern- 
ment, and returned to bis territories. A treaty of friendship and 
alliance (No. Ij was at tbe same time concluded by tbe British Govern- 
ment with Ranjit Singh and his ally Sardar Fateh Singh Ahluwalia. 

In 1800 Ranjit Singh, began to lay hands on the possessions of tbe 
idiulkiiiii Mi si on tbe -left bank of tbe Sutlej, liis systematic aggres- 
sion excited the alarm of the Sikbs of Si.rbind, and in 1808 they seiit 
a deputation, consisting of Raja Bbag Singh of Jind (Ranjit Singb^s 
uncle), Bliai .Lai Singh of Kaitbal, and Chain Singh, Diwaii of Patiala, 
to l)eg the ])rutection of tbe British Governineiit. Tlie answer they 
received was such as to encourage their hopes, although it conveyed no 
■ibii'Xial .'assiiiurice of protection, 

III the meantime tbe prospect of a French invasion o.f India bad 
induced tlie British Government to depute Mr» Metcalfe to the ccurt of 
Ranjit Singh to establish a friendly alliance. Towards the close of 1808, 
bi consequence of acts of hostility committed hy Ranjit Singh on the 
soiiili of the Sutlej while negotiations were pending, (iovei’nment deter- 
mined to comply with the wishes of the eis-SutleJ Chiefs, and .Mix 
Metcalfe was instoioted to declare the country between tbe Sutlej and 
the Jumna under British protection. Mr, Metcalfe’s mission resultetl 
in the Tnuty of Amritsar of 1809 ' (No. II), by wlridi the British G()V- 
erimient agreed to have no concern with tbe territories and subjeiits 
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of the . M;&!ia,-ra.ja.- of Jjaliore to tlie' nortli ' of ■ tlie. E-aiijit Siiigli 

agreed iieitlier to coiiiBiit nor suffer eiicroacluiieutB on tlie possessions or 
riglits of tlie Cliiefs to tlie south of- the. Sutlej, and he was guaranteed 
in, the possession of the conquests made, by hiiii on the left hank of the 
Sutlej up to September 1808.. 

After the eoiiclusioii of this treaty, the intercourse of the British Got- 
ermnent with the Lahore Darba-r was, for many years, confined to the 
interchange of frieiidly letters and presents. Raiijit Singh was too 
prudent and: far-seeing to give occasion of olfence by a violation of his 
treaty engagenieiits, and he confined his schemes of eonqiiest to the 
directions of Muliaii, Ivaslunir a;ncl Peshawar. Bj the close of 1811 
he had occupied Kangra, and completed the absorption of the old trans- 
Sutlej confederacies. A battle in July 181d between, the Afghans and 
Llie Sikhs left Port Aitock in liis hands. \u the same yeur he extorted 
the Ivoh-i-iSIiir diamoiid f;roin Shall Shuja, then a refugee at Lahore. 
In 1818 Multan was seized. In 1819 he took Kashmir. In 1823 he was 
at last successful in occupying Peshawar. 

In 1831, when Lord William Bentinck visited Simla, Ranjit Singh 
vsent a complimentary mission to him. Arrangements were made through, 
the Political Agent at Ludhiana for an interview betu'een the Governor- 
General and the Alaharaja of .Lahore, wliich toolc place at Eupar in, 
October, when, at Ranjit Singh’s pa,rticiihtr reipiest, he was given an 
assurance (No. Ill) of perpetual friendship. 

From this period the utmost cordiality prevailed between the British 
Government and the Lahore Darhar, In 1832 a Treaty (No. lYj was 
concluded, to regulate the navigation of the Indus and the collection 
of duties on merchandise. The levy of duties on the value and quantity 
of the goods, however, gave rise to niisunderstan dings, and in 1834 it 
was arranged, by a siipplementajy Treaty (No. V), to sub>titiite a toll 
to be levied on all boats with wJuitever luerchaiidise laden, in 1839 
another Agreement (No. VII) was made for tlie levy of duty on the 
merchandise at one place and not on tlie boats. A huuih Treaiv (N<n 
¥*111) for the regulation of these duties was nunle in 1849 with Ivharak 
Singh, tlie son ami sn<*cessoi* of Ranjit Singh. 

In 1833 Shah ITiuja, vvlio wa,s living as a Britisli pensioner at 
Ludhiana, resolved (o make another eil'ort to recover his kino'^loai of 
Kaiml : and for (his piir[K)se he entered into a treaty*'^^ wifb Ranjit Singh

Relations of friendship haviii|i; been firmly established between .Maliaj'aja Ranjit 

Preamble. S.nifih and Shah Shuja-nLAIiilk, so that there neither is nor ever 
sliali be anv aiiei.iatiori or difierence of interest existing between 
them, they agree to adopt die following Articles in consideration of the terms of 
good will and friendship by which they are recfiirocally actuated. 

isL— Shah Shuja-ul-MnIk disclaims all title on the part of himself, his heirs suc- 
oeisars, and aR tho Saddozcds, to whatever territories lying on either bank oi the 
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in wliicli, in consicieration of tiie/assistanoe to be rendered by tlie Siklis^ 
lie disclaimed: all title to' tie. terxito^^ Ilaiijit; Si,iig*.b;s possession on 
either side of the/ Indusy-.; S.]iab;.SMiJa’s' expedit^^^^^^^^^ to ICabiil ended in 
clisaster^ and he ' returned to ■ his exile m I/iidhiaiia^ whence he was 
siiiiiiiioned in 1838 to ■ make another' effort for the re-establishment of his 
power. The supposed , d.esigns - of on Afghaiiistaiij the prefer- 
ence shown by Dost Muhammad for a Enssian alliance j, and hiS' immsion 
of the : territories of. .Ban jit ■.Singh^,: induced the British Cto’soriiiiieiit to 
a.dopt the cause of Shah Shuja.' Their operations in Afghanistan were 
preceded By a- tripartite . 'Treaty ■ concluded in 1838 (STo. TI) between 
the' British Government^ Raiij.it Singli^ and Shall Shiija^ which renewed 
the provisions of the treaty of 1833 betweeii Shah Shuja and Ran jit. 
Singh; bound Shah Shiija'j in the event of the atiainiucjit of liis object^ to 
pay two lakhs of rupees for the assB^^ of Ran jit Singh’s troops; to 
give up claims to supremacy over Sind on coiidiLiun of payment by the 
Amirs of a sum to be fixed by the British (iovauriiuent, of which fit'teen 
lakhs should go to Ilanjit Singh; not to attack or molest the ruler of 


JLiiyer Indus that may be possessed by the Maharaja^ Kaslmiir .. tiiGliidmg its, 
limits Vy», N,, and S., together, with the tort of Attock^ Ohach^ MuzmUyKalj el ^ 
Amb, with its dexjcpideueies on the left bank of the aforesaid river, and on the right 
baiik^ Feishawar with the Yusufzai territory Khataks^ ILa&htnugar^ Michni^ Kokat^ 
and ail places dependent on Peshawar as* far as the Khaihar rasa; Bannu, the 
TFa^jin territory, Daivar, Tankj Giraug, Kalahagh, and Kkushalgarh with their 
dependent districts; l>6ra Ismail Khan, and its dependency, together with Dera 
Ghazi Khan, Kot Mithan and their dependent territory, Sangarh, Harand, Bajal, 
Majipnr, Bajipur, and the three Kachis, as well as Alansera w'ith its district and the 
Prov^ince of Multan, situated on the left bank. These countries and places are con- 
sidered to be the property and to form the estate of the Maharaja ; the Shah neither 
has nor will have any concern with them. They belong to the Maharaja and his 
posterity from generation to generation. 

2nAl . — The people of the country on tlie other side of Khaibar will not lie suftered 
to comiuit robberies or aggression or any disturbances on this side. If any defaulter 
of either Btate, who has embezzled the revenue, take rei'uge in the torritory of the 
Ollier each party engages to surrender him. 

Jrd, — As agreeably tc the Treaty established between the British Government 
and the Maharaja, no one can cross from the left to the right baisk of the Sutlej 
without a xjassport from the Maharaja, the same rule shall be observed regarding 
the passage of the Indus, whose waters join tlie Sutlej, and no one shaiJ be allowed 
to cross the Indus without the Maharaja’s perjnissioji. 

4th . — .Regarding Shikarx3ur and the territory of Bind lying on the right bank of 
the Indus the Bhah will abide by whatever may be settled ns j'ight and proper, in 
conformity with the happy relations of friendslup subsisting bei.ween the British 
Govcrnmc'nt and the Maharaja, through Captain Wade. 

— Wheji the Shah sinall have established ids authority in Kabul and Kandahar, 
ho will aimualiy send the Maharaja the fallowing articles, ric., 55 bigli-bred horses 
of approved colours and pl’^asant paces, 11 Persian scimitars, 7 Persian poniards, 
25 good mules, fruits of various kinds, both dry and fresh, nud sardas or musk- 
melons o! a sweet and delicate flavour (to be sent throughout the. year). By the 
way of I\a.hul River to Pesliawar, grapes, pomegranates, apjdes, quinces, almonds, 
raisins, pistahs or cliesnuts, an abundant supply of eatk as well as pieces of satin 
of every colour, cboghas of fur, kimkhabs wrought with gold and silver, Persian 
carpets, altogether to the number of 101 pieces; ail these articles the Sliah con- 
tinue to send every year to the- M.aha.raja, . .. . ,, 

dtE.— Each party shall address the other on terms of equality, 

7^;^ ^Merchants of Afghanistan, who will bo desirous of trading to Lahore, 
Amritsar or any other part of the Maharaja’s possessions, shall not he stopped or 
molested 'on their way; on the contrary, strict orders shall be issued to facilitate 
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Herat ; not to iiegntiate rfith foreign States without the consent of the 
ihiiisk and Sikii (Joveijinients ; and to oppose any power having the 
(iesip-ti of iii\ the British or Sikh territories. On the death of Shah 

ykiijii, iliis li-eaty was considered to liare become iinll and YOid. 

Baiijit Singli died in 18d9. This remarkable inoii^ who was abso- 
lutely illiterate, had raised himself from being the head of one of the 
siiialJest of the Sikh clans to a kingdom which, at tlie time of his death, 
yielded a revenue of upwards of two and a half crores of rupees, covered 
an area of .] 4,000 scjiiare miles, and was garrisoaied by a well drilled 
ui'iiiy of 820)00 men. Within a .few years aiter his death, the kiiigdoiii 
which .lie had created 3)y liis personal abilities fell to pieces imJer his 
successors. 

He was succeeded by his so3i, Kluirak Singh, who died in 1840. .Nao 
JS'eliid Singii, the only son of Kliarak Singh, was killed when retnrii» 
ilig fj'Oiu Iris fa tiler's iuiieraL Tliereafler there followed u series of revo.lii- 
tioiis, by wliifdj <be |)uwer passed successively into the Lands of Ohand 
Kaur, tiie nsother of ISTuo Nehal Singh, his nude She.]* Singh, and 
lastly Balip Singii, the reputed sun of llanjit Singh. 

During the luinoriiy of iJalip Singh and the regency of his inother, ail 
regular goveruiueiit was overthrown, and the Khulsa army became 
virtually the rulers of the countiy. Military operations, as well as the 


their iutercuurse, and the Maharaja engages to observe the saiiie line of conduct on 
his ijart in respect to traders who may wish to i>roceed to Aighanistan, 

— I'ne Maharaja will yearly send to the Siiali die following articles in the 
of udtaidshlp : — do paces ut .shawls, 25 pieces of muslin, 11 dopattas, o pieces 
of kimkiiabs, 5 scarves, 5 turbans, do loads of .Bareli rice (peculiar to Peshawar), 

Olh . — Any of tiie Maharaja's olUcers who may be deputed to Aighanistan to pur- 
chase hovsi'S or on any other business, as well as those wlio may be sent by the Bhah 
into the Ihmjab for the purpose of purchasing piece-goods or shawls, ete., to the 
amuuid- oi il,U00 ruj)ees, will be treated by both sides with duo attention, and- every 
facility will be aiforcied to them in the execution of their commission. 

Whenever tlie armies of the tnn States may happen to be assembled at 
the saiuc i)iiiue, on no account shall the siangiiter of idne be permitted to take place. 

the event of the Bhah taking an auxiliary force fr(mi the Maharaja, 
\Uui lover boofc> may bo acjpiired i'rom the iiarakziai, in Jewels, horses, arms, great, 
or small, suail equally be divided betaeeipthe two contracting paj'tios. If the Bhah 
should succeed in obiaiuing possession of their xiroperty without the assistance of 
die Maiiaraja’s troops, the Sliaii agrees to send a portion of it l}y his envn 
Agent lu the Maharaja in the wav of friond.ship. 

An exoliaiige of missions charged with letters and presents shall constantly 
take place between the two parties. 

loih.—Bkonld tiie Maba.raja require the aid of any of the Shah's troops, the 
Shah eogages to send a force yjoinjiianded by one of his priiicipal utliccrs ; in like 
manner the Maiiaraja will furjiish the Shah, when required, with an auxiliary force 
eoniposed of Muliaminadaus and commanded by one of his inincipai ulhccrs ashlar as 
Jiubui. When the Maharaja may go to Peshawar 'the Shah will 'depute a, Bhah^sada 
to visit Iiim, on which occasion the^ Maharaja will receive and dismiss him with the 
honour and consideration due to his rank and dignity. 

Util.— The friends and enemies of the one shall be the friends and enemies of the 
other. 

Both parties cordially agree to the foregoing Articles; there shall be no 
deviation from them. The piusent Treaty shall be considered binding for vxor.

attitud,e of tlie army towards, ■fhe executive go vein men t of tlie country 
were solely- determined by '-tlieir.'/Paiicliayats or regiiiicnital eoiTiinittees. 
Tlie army considered itself, ■and' ■ was ^ regarded l.>y otliers, as tlie repri?- 
seiitative body of tlie. Si kli .people,. ' as. tlie visible KJialsa and master of 
tlie coin in on wealth. To divert tlie attention of ilie army Itoui domestic 
polities, they were led to resolve oii; a "campaign across tlie Sutlej, a 
niovenieiit wliich for .some . time previous bad been, .expected by the 
Britisli Grove] n TO ent. In Novcnuber 1845 the ]b«H']iayat of the Kbalsa 
resolved on vair; and tlie resolution ivas approved by tlie Darbar. Tlie 
Siklis committed tlie first act of aggression in Deeembei' 1845, liy cross- 
ing* the river near Ferossepore and carrying off some camels* On tlie 
Idtb Becember tlie (jovernor-fTeneral issued a Ibnelania’iion (No. IX), 
setting fortli tke views and objects of the ih'itisli Cioverninent, and ibe 
unprovoked invasion of Britisli territories by tlie Sikhs; declaring the 
possessions of Mabaraja l)alip Bingh. on the left 1)ank of tbe Sutlej 
confiscated UJid aiuiexed to tbe Britisb territories; and calling on tbe 
protected Chiefs to co-opei’ate cordially v'itli tbe Britisli Grovernment 
against tlie common enemy. G)n the 18tb Deifember 1845 tbe first action 
was fought at M'lulki. Idie bailie of Firozsludi follmved three days later. 
Un tJie 28lli January 1840, Ihe vSikbs were defeated at Aliwal, and 
sustained tlieir final defeat at Sobraon on tbe lOtli Febnuiry, Gin tbe 
13tb the whole .Britisli force crossed the Sutlej, and on tbe 14tb a 
proclamation was issued, declaring that the occupation of tbe Punjab 
would not be relinquished till full atonement liod been made for the 
lu'eacb of their treaty engagements by ibe Sikhs, and that the bill and 
plain districts between tbe SuileJ and the .Beas would be oiuiexed in 
part i?ulenmity to.]' the expenses of tbe war. Ou tlie night of tbe 15ib 
a cuiuerence was lield bcitweeji Mr. Currie and Majoj* Ijaurence on behalf 
of the British Government, and Raja Gulab Singh, Diwan Bina Nath, 
and Fakir Xur-ud-din on belmlf of the Sikhs, at whiGi ibe preliminaries 
of a treaiy were arranged. Tbe Treaty (No. X) was signed at Lahore 
on the 9tli March 1846. This treaty left the Britisli Cjovernment in 
possession of the bills ami plains east of tlu^ Beas, and of the bill 
countries between tbe Beas and tlie Indus, iiududi ng 'Kaslunir and 
Hazara; it regulated tbe strength and constitution of the Sikh army; 
gave tlie British Government tbe control over tbe Beas and tbe Sutlej 
as faj* as the Indus, and of tbe Indus to tbe borders of Baliiebistan ; and 
jiiade tbe British Government tbe arbiter in all disputes between tbe 
Lahore Darbar and neighbouring States. Two days later an Agreement 
(No. XI) was made, by wdiicb Government left a force at Lahore for tbe 
protecdioii of ibe Mabaraja, and certain maiiei's regarding the territories 
ceded by the treaty were specifically determined, 

Tbe Lahore Darbar being anxious for ibe assistaiu^e of the British 
Government to maintain tbe administration of tbe Lahore State during 
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the iiiiiixMty of IMip Siiigli, an- Ag^eemeM (No. ■ XII),, kiiowji. as the 
' Agre.eiiieiit,,of Bhyrowal^ was ■ coneliided on the 16tli -December I 8465 by 
which the treaty of the 9tli March ;was temporarily modified; , a. Resident 
was appointed at Lahore; a council of regencjj congistin.g of eight' mem- 
bei’Sj was' established to conduct the gOTcrnment in consiiltatioii- with the 
Resident; anddhe country was occupied- by a British force., to be paid 
'fol^hy the Lahore State. ■ 

Many of the Sildi Chiefs, who had- been accUvstonied to revolution, and 
e.xcitenieiit, were not satisfied with the arrangements for the pacification of 
the country and harhoured evil designs. The murder, on the 20th April 
.1848, of Mr. Vans Agnew and Lieutenant Anderson at Multan, and the. 
. revolt of its ex-governor, Mulraj,- gave. an opportunity for the develop- 
ment of a wide and dangerous conspiracy wdiiehhad for some time existed 
in the Sikh army, svifli a view to the rc-establishnient of the independence 
of the Klialsa, vSardar Clihatar Singh Atariwala raised the standard of 
rebellion in the north. Eaja Slier Singh, his son, joined Miilraj, and 
proclaimed a religious war. He was followed in open rebellion by the 
great body of the Sikh army and the Sikh population, which the Darhai* 
were powerless to control. In Octolier 1848 the British army crossed 
the Sutlej. The indecisive battle of Chilian vvala was fought on the 18th 
January 1849. But on the 22nd February the rebels -were totally defeated 
in the decisive battle of (lujrat. This was followed by the suiTender 
of the entire Sikh army, and the annexation of the Punjab. 

On the 29th March 1849 an Agreement (No. XIII) was made until 
Maharaja Dalip Singh, wEereby he resigned the sovereignty of the 
Punjab, receiving a pension from the British Government. Shortly 
afterwards he took up his residence permanently in England, wEich w^as 
Ills domicile dowm to 1886. He was gazetted to a personal salute of 
twenty-one guns for life in June 1867, In the course of time the 
Maliaraja became dissatisfi.ed with the allowances made to him, which 
he declared to be less than those to which he was entitled under the 
Agreement of 1849. He also put foiward claims to certain estates, etc., in 
ibe Punjab, which lie stated to have lieen his private pi'operty and there- 
fore not liable to confiscation under arti(*le2 of the Agi^eement. Much was 
done from time to time, ])y the grant of loans, etc., on easy terms, in 
improve the Maharajahs position, which had become em'banussed owiuo* 
10 wani (»f e('omTmy, [IHie demands put forward by him were, however, 
quite inadmissible. Failing to obtain what he asked for, the Maharaja, 
accompanied by liis wife and family, left London in March 1886 w^ith 
ike avowed object of resettling in India. Before leaving England he 
had used men airing language, and had issued a seditious" proclamation 
addressed to the Sikhs. He was detained at Aden by order of the Gov- 
ernment, but -was finally allowed to return to Europe where, 
resigned liis pension, he lived first in France and afteiwards in E-ussia. 
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Ill I 89 O 5 lio'wever, AtaTi.araJa'Da].ip- Siiigli expressed regret for Ms- past' 
eoiicliiet and sued for pardon, wliicli- .ivas. aceoiTlec! on conditions. Tlie 
allowa.iices wliidi lie; liaii enjoyed 'np. -.to': 1886 were restored to him, tlie 
iiiiclmwii a;rrea;rs heiiig ^pla.ced- at': ']iis '.'disposaL At tlie same time tlie 
rate of interest payalde ' 011 ■ the;- debt .owed by tlie Maharaja to Cxoverii- 
iiieiit was rediieed. 

The Maliaraja died in October 1893, leaving bye siiiwmiig eliihMeii 
by his- first wife anil two by his ■second wife. Of these- cliilclren the eldest^ 
Prince Victor- Dalip Singh-, .. was,- born on the- 10th July 1866, and in 
1898 married Lady Anrie ■ ■ Coventry. TTie ■lAdiie.e/ addition to the 
■inoney left hini'by his fa-ther, drew an allowance of £ 8,000 a year from, 
the Indian (xovernmeiit, and on- his marriage this wns iiiereosed to 
£ 10 -, 000 . He died' -on' the 7th 'Jnimv 1918, with oiit issue: and an allow* 
anee of .£7,000 a year was then made to his' brother, Prince Frederick 
Dalip Singh, the last innle represeiitative of the fa,.mily, who died ‘Oii* 
married on the 15th August 1926. Suitable provisio.ri has l)een made for 
the reniainiiig members of the family.

i’liriirtg’ tlie irintiiiy of 1857. wlieii coiiimiiiiication between Belt i and 
Agra aiif] fn'ioiitta was for tlie most part' cut off, tlie -aaiiiiBistratioii of 
ihi^ T)r]]]i and llissar toiTitories was -assimied by-tlie Cliief Gonnoissioner 
of tlie Punjab, and after tlie restoration of pen,.ce.t]iese districts were 
thuilly placed under tlie control of tlie Punjab GoTeriiinent. In ibis 
fcrriforT there were seTeral Chiefs who held the position of jogii’dars 
]>atbcr tlian of priiines. They had been snlijeets of the Moghul and; 
aftto' tlu‘ oAnnlbrow of the Mahratta power by Lord Lake, their Estates 
well* (‘I’tlier eonfinnecl to, or conferred on. them by the Eritish Govern- 
ment, iu most cases as a reward for services rendered. Tliese Chiefs 
were the Ifawmbs of Patandi, Loharn, Dnjaiia, Jliajjar, Dadri and 
Bahadirrgarli, and Farrnkhnagar, and the Eaja of Ballabhg*arli. The 
(duefs of Jliajjar, Ihdialdigarh and Farriikhnagar were executed, and 
tbeir Estates wci'o confiscated foi’ participation in the mutiny of .1857 ; 
while tlie Badri and Bahadiirgarl] Estates w^ere also confiscated, though 
the Chief was allowed a pension of Rs. 1,000 for his subsistence. 

The Ballabhgarh Chief held no sanad of a hereditary nature from the 
Bi'itish Government. The Badri and Bahadiirgarh territory originally 
formed part of Jliajjar, and is included in the Saiiad (No, XXI) 
granting'fhat. Estate. . ' ■ ■■ ' 

On the formation of the new Belhi Province in October 1912 the 
States of Loharii, Dujana, Tvalsia tnid Patandi, which were formerly 
under the political superintendence of the Commissioner of tlie Delhi 
Division, were transferred to the 'puliticnl cliarge c>f the Punjab fTovern- 
meut. In 1921 Tiolinrii was brought into direct realtions with the 
Govermnoni of India riirongb the Agent 1o the Governor-General of llio 
newty h)rmod Punjab Slates Agency. 

1, Dotafa. 

The Estates of this Afghan family are held on condition of fidelity to 
the British Government, and military service when required. The ori- 
ginal grant was conferred hy Lord Lake on Abdus Samad Khan, and 
his sons for life: but in 180fi the tenure was made perpetual by a Ranad 
of the Governor-General (Xo. XIV), and several Estates in the Frariana 
ferrifoiy w^ere added. The Kariana Estates were after’wards exchanged 
for the villages of Bujana and Meh'rana in Eohtak. Abdus Samad 
Khan wmnS succeeded in 1825 by his son, Diinde Khan, who was succeeded 
in 1850 by his eldest son, Ha.san All Khan.

Aliiintaz Ali Khan wns ■sncceecled in 1.908 by Miiliammafl Klitirslifrifl 
All Khan, witli wlioni an agreement was coii'.Gliided in 1919 imder wliicli 
tlie control of poppy cultivation and the inannfactiire and sale of opium 
and inirax icatiii.fr d nigs; in the State,, and the revenue derived tlierefronn 
were t!‘:iri8ferTed to the British Goverinnent for a period of two veors 
w'ith elTec.t from the 1st -April 1919, in consideration of the payment of 
c( 0 *ta!fi (‘oiripcnsatioii. This 'a:greeinent did not, liow'eAnn.r aetnally come 
info ferce fill the 1st April 19,20 and terminated on the 81st March 
1922, having bee.ii specially prolonged for one ^mar. It was then re-

Sardar Cnrbakhsh Singh, the founder of the family, came originally 
from Kalsia, a village in- the Manjha. He was siiece(‘ded bv his son 
Todb Singh. At the time of the extension of British profeefirm to the 
cis-Sutlej States, a copy of the proclamation issued hy Sir 11. Ilchfer- 
lony was not sent to Jodh Singh', as his disposition fowards the British 
fl-ovcrnment was donhtfni: and it was proposed that, if the Chief con- 
tinued indilfeTent to British protection and determined to nnite him- 
self wnth Ban jit Singh, he shonld be declared an eneinv and dispossessed 
of his territories. After two months, however, Jodh Singh followed 
the example of others, and was assm^ed of protection. 

,In 1817 Jodh Singh was succeeded b 3 ^ his son Sobha Sing^h, and he 
1)3’* his son Lehiia Singh in 1888. 

In 1862 the Chief of Kalsia received an Adoption Sanad (No. XVTT). 
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In 1869 Leloin was succeeded by Ms sou Bisbaii Singli, and 

lie ill 1888 by liis so!i dao*jit Singb, who in 1886 was succeeded by Ms 
lu^cdlKyr Eanjit Siiigln During bis- imnoidiy, tke.: was administered 
hy ii Ooiiiieil of Regimcy wbieli, in 1891, ceded full jurisdiction om* 
lands within flie State re(|inred for the Dellii-Ambala-Kalka. Railway* 
An Agreement (INo. XIX) bs this effetd was obtained in 1899. 

Ill 1894, under an .Agreenieiit (Ko. XVIII) ■ having effect' from the 
1st April 1802, the control of the excise arrangements in the State, and 
the income derived from the sale of- ■ spirits, ■ upiim intoxicating 
drugs, were tran.sferred to tlie British Grovemment for a period of five 
3 ^ears in consideration of an annual pa^anent of Bs. 5,600. This agree- 
ment lias been imiewed from time to time. The annual payment b^' 
Government was r'aisiHl to Rs. 14,500 iiv 1923. The last renewal was 
for a period of tn u years fi’om the 1st April 1927, the conditions remain- 
: iiig iincliaiiged.‘"v 

In 1908 Eanjit 8ingh was sncceeded by Sarclar Ravi Slier Singh, 
the present Chief, liorn in 1901, during whose minorit^r the State was 
administered by a Council of Regency. He was invested with ruling 
powers in 1922. 

In 1916 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XX) on 
■theHhief;- o£:.Ralsia.' ;/■ '■■A ' 

The Chief receives a money payment of Rs. 2,851 a year in perpetuity 
from the British Government, as compensation for loss of customs 
duties. 

The area of Kalsia is 188 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 57,300; and the revenue Rs. 7,11,000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of ITyCavalry, 83 Infantry, 58 
Armed Police and 5 Artillery men, with 3 serviceable guns. 

The State is under the political superintendence of the Commis- 
sioner of the Ambala Division.: ■ 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

3. Pataudi. 

The original grantee, Faiz Talab Khan, was a brother., of. the Jhaj jar 
Xawab, Najabat Ali Khan. Il*e was severely wmunded in an action with 
Holkar’s troops, and for his services he was granted in 1806 (Ko. XXI) 
the pargana of Pataiidi in perpetual jagir. He died in 1829 and was 
succeeded by Akbar Ali Khan who, in 1862,- was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad Taki Ali Khan., 

, In 1862 the Chief of Pataiidi received an Adoption Sanad%(Fo. XXII).

In 1894, under an Agreement (Ko. XXIII), ihe coiiirol of excise 
arrangements in the State, and the income derived from the sale of 
spirits, opium and intoxicating- driigs, were transferred to the Eritis.Ii 
Government for a period of five years, in consideration of an aiimial 
payment of Es.

XXIV) the cession, 
originally made in 1884, of full jurisdiction over the lands in the State 
occupied, or thereafter to be occupied, by the Eajputana-Malwa Bail- 
.way. 

Muhammad Muzaffar Ali Khan was succeeded in 1913 by Muhammad 
Ibrahim Ali Klian, and he, in 1917, by the present Xawab Muhammad 
Ifticpir Ali Khan, during whose minority the administration is con- 
ducted by a Manager appointed by Government. 

The area of Pataiidi is 52 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 18,097; and the revenue Es. 1,87,000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 5 Cavalry, 30 Infantry, 34 
Armed Police and 10 Artillery men, with 4 serviceable and 2 unservice- 
able guns. The Xawab, under the terms of his vSanad, is bound to 
funiish a contingent of 400 horse when required. 

The State is under the political superintendence of the Coramissionei’ 
of the Ambala Division. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up io 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all such levies 
were abolished.

Tlie following States situated in' the' Simla :'ffi are under the poli- 
tical eoiitrol of the Piinjal) Government

Control is exercised ilnough the Deptity CommisvsioBer of Simla^ 
who' is ex-offi.cio Superintendent of the Simla Hill States. 

In early times the number of large and small States between the 
Sutlej and the Jumna, nior-e or less independent in proportion as they 
w^ere powerful, was considernhle. In 1814, at the date of the Hepalese 
oiunipation, three States, Bashahr, jralagarh and Keontlial, greatly 
exceeded tlieir original limits. All the smaller Chiefships, though most 
of them, were in theory independent, acknowledged a degree of subor- 
dination to one or other of these more powerful States, which varied 
according to the inclination and ability of the superior to enforce its 
sway and the political condition of the lesser State and its neighbours. 
The nature of the conditions binding upon the lesser Chief and his 
superior differed in every case and was not definitely prescribed ; but it is 
certain that a superior could not confer on another, or resume for him- 
self, the lands of a subordinate. 

During the latter half of the eighteenth century, the Gurkhas of 
.N’epal had extended their dominion from. Bhutan in the east to the 
borders of Kangra. Here they were checked for some years by the 
Kangra Baja, the celebrated Sansar Chand. In 1803, however, Sansar 
Ghaiid, in company with the Halagarh Chief, encroached upon Bilaspur,^ 
the Baja of which invited the assistance of the Gurkhas in repelling 
the encroachment. The desired assivstance was afforded by the Gurkhas, 
tbeir intervention in this quarrel marking the beginning of their coii- 
(piest of the Punjab Hills. In a few years they oveiTan Kangra, and 
passing southwards had occupied the Hills as far as the Jumna by 
1814, the year of the outbreak of the Hepalese War that ended in 1816 
when, by the Treaty of Segauli, the Hepalese renounced all claim, to 
the Punjab Hills (see Yol XIY, Hepal). 

On the conclusion of peace, the British forces in the Punjab being 
small and the British Government's object being less the acquisition of 
territory than the keeping of the Hepalese within reasonable bounds, 
it was decided to secure the co-operation' of the liberated Hill Chiefs 

^ A State in the Simla Hills for a, long time under the political control of tlie 
Fumah Government, It was brought into direct relations with the Government 
m India throush the Agent to the Governor-General on the formation of the 
Punmb States Acencv in 1921. 
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by tlie offer to tlieni of restoration, ■ togetlier witt a guarantee of future 
independence, on the condition 'of ■■ their taking part with the British in 
i;he event of any subsequent incursions by the Ifepalese. All the Simla 
Hill Eajas accepted this offer: ' and, :-it having been resolved to restore 
to each tl'ie territorievS held' by him prior to the Gurkha occupation, 
a. conference of Chiefs- under General Ochterlony was held at Plassia. 
The object, of this conference was to determine the territories held by 
each Chief prior to the occupation. No enquiry was instituted into 
the circumstances in which possession of any particular tract had been 
acr|iiired, possession where proved being confirmed. It was considered 
expedient to sever the connection, subsisting prior to the Gurkha inva- 
sion between the more powerful chieftains and their dependents, in all 
cases wliere the latter could prove that their dependence consisted of 
little more than a general recognition of superiority. But in the case 
of <*hiefshi]>s which had been compelled l)y the exigencies of their posi- 
tion to submit definitely to* the dominion of a more powerfiil neighbour, 
tile superior Chief was recognised as the overlord of the inferior. Thus 
flu? Tliakurais of Kiimliarsain, Balsan, Kiithar, Mangal and Bhami 
were constituted separate chief ships and granted independent mnads^ 
while the Tliakiirafs of Klianeti and Belath were conferred upon Bashahr 
and those of Koti, Madhan, Ghund and Theog upon Keonthal. 

In 1847 transit duties were abolished throughout the Simla Hill 
States. An annual payment of Rs. 13,735 is made by Government as 
compejisation for loss of revenue on this account. 

An Adoption Sanad {see No. XVII) was granted to each of the 
Chiefs, except Sangri, in 1862. 

Capital sentences passed by the Chiefs 3*equire to be confirmed by 
tliu Superintendent before they can he carried out. 

1. Bashahr. 

On the conclusion of the Gurkha War, Raja Mahendar Singh re- 
ceived a Sanad (No. XXV) confirming him in possession of Bashahr 
proper and the Thakiirais of Khaneti and Delaili. A part of the Rawain 
district of the State was however transferred to Keonthal, while Kum- 
harsain was constituted a separate Thakurai. 

Mahendar Singh died in 1860 and was succeeded by his son Sliam- 
slier Singh, who died in 1914 when, in the alhsence of lawful male issue, 
he was siici^eeded by his adopted son, the present Raja Padam Singh, 
lie enjoys a personal salute of nine guns. 

Adjoining Bashahr is a tract which originally formed the small 
ehiefship of Sairi. The last Chief .of Sairi, Bharam Singh, died with- 
out issue in 1813 : and, on the death of his widow in 1864, the Raja of 
Bashahr, as the suzerain of Sairij claimed the chiefsMp as an escheat in 
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default of a lineal lieir to tlie late 'Chief. The claim was allowed hy 
Uovermiient, the nearest representative of the. Sairi family being granted 
an allowance of Es. 150 per year '.■.from' , the revennes of the ehietship 
(al)oiit Es. 400). Najsaraiia equal to a year’s revenue of Sairi was how« 
ever recovered from the Bashahr Chief as a punishment for his liavisig 
attempted to establish his claim, to Sairi by fraxidnlent iiiterpolatioiis in 
the Sanad of 1815* 

Tn 1864 the E-aja of Bashahr leased hivS forests to the British GoV“ 
erTunent for a period of fifty years (No. XXVI). By a supplementary 
Agreement (No. X.XVII), executed in 1871, he also leased his rights to 
waif and drift timber. The terms of these leasOvS xvere in 1877 em- 
bodied in a single Agreement (No. XXVIII) wdiich, besides seenring 
to the Eaja an annual payment of Es. 10,000 in consideration of the 
rights con(‘eded, made more definite provision for the conservancy of 
the forests granted. The Agreement of 1877 terminated in 1927 : and 
in 1929 a fresh Agreement (No. XXIX) was made, with effect from the 
1st November 1928, to continue in force for twenty-five years. Under 
the new agreement more definite provisions for the conservancy of the 
forests were made, and the annual payment to the Eaja was raised to 
Rs. 1,00,000. 

The Bashahr Chief is required, under the terms of his Sanad, to 
join the British Array with his armed retainers and hill porters when 
called upon to do so, and to construct roads within his territory. The 
annual tribute of Es. 15,000 imposed by the Sanad was reduced in 
1847 to EvS. 3,946 as compensation for the abolition of transit duties. 

The area of Bashahr and Sairi is 3,820 square miles ; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 86,000; and the revenue Rs. 3,34,000. 

The State maintains a force of 75 Infantry and Police. 

The area of Klianeti is 19 square miles, the population 3,000, and 
the revenue Rs. 27,000, The area of Belath is 42 square miles, the 
population 1,300, and the revenue Rs. 4,000. The Thakiir of Khaneti 
pays a sum of Rs. 900 annually to the Bashahr State, and the Thakur 
of Delatli a sum of Es. 150, 

The present Thakxir of Khaneti is Amog Chand, who succeeded in 
1912 : and the present Thakur of Delath is Devi Singh, who succeeded 
in 1920. 

2. Nalagahh on HiKDm. 

In 1815 Eaja Earn Singh received a Sanad (No. XXX) confirming 
him i?) all his ancestral possessions, with the exception of a half share 
in village Faiziillapura and the fort of Malaun and its siiiTOimding 
villages. As the Eaja’s services during the Nepalese War had been 
exceptional, no tribute was imposed by the Sanad. The fort of Malaun 
was retained by Government for use as a military post, the Raja being 
granted in exchange (No, XXXI) the Thakurai of Bharauli. The fort 
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of Ills fidelit}" during the Sikh. W:ar. Bharaiili^ coining again into the ' 
possession of Government, was sold for Rs. 8,000 to tlie Eaiia of Balsan, 
whose territory it adjoins/ -. -Goyernment’s half share in village Faknlla- 
piira wais transferred to' the Raja -.'in 1852, in return for the cession by 
Irini of an area of corresponding value elsewhere. 

Rani Singh died iii ' 1848 and wns succeeded by his son Bije Singh, ; 
wlio died in 185G without male issue: and the State then lapsed to Gov- 
erniiieiit. In view, however, of the exceptional services of Raja Ram 
Singh, the rule of his family w^as restored : and in 1860 XJgar Singh, 
the second of three illegitimate sons of Raja Ram Singh, wm appointed 
to tlie gaddi with the hereditary title of Raja. The Sanad granted to 
him (No. XXXIII) prescribed the payment of an annual tribute of 
Rs. 5,000 and the giving of assistance to Government in times of danger 
or distxuhanoe. 

TJgar Singh died in 1876 and was succeeded by his son Isri Singh, 
who died in 1911 and was succeeded hy his younger brother, the present 
Raja Jogendar Singh. ^ 

The area of Xalagarh is 256 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 46,868 ; and the revenue Rs. 2,68,000. 

The State maintains a force of 58 Armed Police.

111 1800, just before the Gurkha invasion, Keonthal is said to have 
been the overlord of some eighteen petty Tliakurais. On the arrival of ■ 
the Gurkhas, however, the Keonthal Chief, Rana Raghunath Sen, fled i 
to Suket where he subsequently died. He was survived by an infant 
sou, Saiisar Sen, to ivhom, in 1814, the State was restored hy the British 
(iovernment. lu the course of the Gurkha occupation many of the 
Tliakurais contrived to free themselves fronl the overlordship of Keon- ; 
thal, while others became absorbed in Keonthal or in other States. Of 
the area which remained to Keonthal in 1814, eight parganas were ceded ^ 

to Government by the Chief’s representatives, in lieu of a money con- : 

tribution towards the expenses of the Nepalese War. These were 
granted later to Patiala {see Part II, Punjab States, Patiala No. Ill) in 
return for a cash payment, in recognition of his assistance in the prose- 
cution of tlie war. In the remainder of his territories Sansar Sen was 
eoufirined by a Sanad (No. XXXIV), and in regard to these no tribute 
was imposed. By a second Sanad (No. XXXV) the Chief of 
Keonthal was invested with authority over the Tliakurais of Theog, 
Koti, Qliund and Kiari (or Madhan), the Chiefs of which were required 
to regard him as their overlord and to pay him tribute — in the case of 
Theog and Koti, Rs, 500 each, and of Ghund and Madhan, Rs. 2B0 i 

each. By a third Sanad (No. XXXVI). the pargana of Punar was con- j 

ferred upon Keonthal. This sanad is dated 1823, but the transfer ac- 
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tiially took plac 3 e in 1816. In 1876 the Tliaknr of llatesh was declaretl 
to 1)0 siihordiiiate to IveonthaL No sanacl was. however, granted to 
Keoiitlia] and no tribute is paid by Ratesh. 

Ill 1830 a part of the district of Ilamgarh, or Eawain, which had 
been retained by Goverimient in 1815 (see No. XXV) was coiiferrod 
upon the Keonthal Chief in exchange ' for Simla. The Jagirdars of 
llawaiii, Dliadi and Nandpnr in the Raingarh district were, however, 
excepted from this exchange, and the two former were declared in 1890 
to be feudatories of Jiibbal. A. sanad was promised to the Keoiithal 
Chief on the occasion of this exchange, but it does not appear to have 
-ever been ..given. V' 

The Keonthal Chiefs were styled Rana up to 1858. In that year the 
hereditary title of Raja was conferred (No. XXXVII) on the Chief of 
Keonthal, and Sansar Sen was given a khillat of Es. 1,000, in recogiiK 
tion of his loyal beliavi on r at the ■ outbreak of. the mutiny. . Many Euro- 
peans fled from Simla when it was feared ■■ that :.the regiment of Q-iirklias 
stationed tliere had become divsaifeeted, and', these were given slielter by 
Sansar Sen. ; 

SaBvSar Sen died in 1802 and was succeeded by his son Mahendra 
Sen who, in 1882, was succeeded by his son ..Balbir Sen. 

In 1884, in return for an animal payment of Rs. 3,500, he ceded 
(No. XXXVIII) full jurisdiction over an area of 50 acres of land 
known as Kasnmpti, which adjoins the municipality of Simla. 

Balbir Sen died in 1901 and was succeeded by his son Bije Sen vdio, 
in that year, ceded (No. XXXIX) full jurisdiction over lands within 
the State required for the Kalka-Simla Railway. He died in 1916 and 
was succeeded by his minoi’ son the present Raja Hamendra Sen, who 
was invested with ruling powers in' 1926. 

The area of Keonthal proper is 116 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 25,500; and the revenue Rs. 1,30,000. 

The State maintains a force of 12 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation o’f the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

The area, population and revenue of the Thakiirais is— Ivoti, 50 
square miles, 9,200, Rs. 1,36,000 : Theog, 144 square miles, 6,300, 
Bs. 25,600: Madhan, 9 square miles, 3,700, Rs. 5,500: Glnind, 28 
square miles, 2,100, Rs. 1,550: and Ratesh, 12 square miles, 480, 
Rs. 770. 

The present Thakurs are — Koti, Rana Raghubir Cliand avIio sue- 
oeededin 1891: Theog, Thakur Padam Chand (1909): Madhan, Thakiir 
Randhir Chand (1905) ; Ghund, Thakur ■ Eanjit Singh (1907) : and 
Raiesh, Thakur Shainsher Singh (1926). 
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. 4, Baghal. 

During the occupation of Baghal by the Gurkhas^ Eaiia Jagat Singh 
took refuge in Halagarli. On the expiilBion of the (jiirklias he was 
restored to the possession -..of his State by a Saiiad (Mo. XL). The 
Saiiad prescribed the nmintenance by the Chief at the vservice of Gov- 
eriiiiieiit of a liiuidiud begaris, 'Subsequently commuted to an annual 
tribute of Es. 3,600, 

Jagat Singh was succeeded by his son Sheo Saraii SingK, who died 
ill 1840 and was succeeded by his son Kishen Singh. In 1860 a khillat 
was conferred upon , him , in recognition of his services during the 
mutiny, men of his State having helped to guard the road from Julliin- 
dur to Simla at a time when an attack upon Simla by the mutineers 
at Jiiliuiidur was apprehended. 

In 1875 the hereditary title of Eaja was conferred (Mo. XLI) on the 
Chief of BaghaL 

In 1877 Eishan Singh was succeeded by his son Moti Singh, who 
died a few months later, when his cousin Dhian Singh succeeded him. 
In 1904 Dhian Singh was succeeded by his son Bikram Singh, and he 
in 1922 hy his son the present Eaja Surendar Singh, who was bom 
in 1909 and has not yet received his powers. The State is administered 
by a Manager. 

The area of Baghal is 124 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 25,000 ; and the revenue Es. 1,00,000. 

The State maintains a force of 15 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

.6, JUBBAL. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Jubbal was a tributary of 
Sirmiir, but during the occupation it became separated, and in 1815 
Rana Piiran Chand w'm granted an independent Sanad (No. XLII), The 
Sanad prescribed the maintenance of 70 begaris at the permanent service 
of Government. This condition was subsequently commuted to an 
annual tribute of Es. 2,520. 

Puran Chand misgoverned the State, and in 1832 he abdicated in 
favour of Government. He soon, however, repented this act, and 
refused the annual allowance of Es. 4,400 sanctioned for his support. 
After a lengthy correspondence ,it was resolved, in 1840, that Puran 
Chand should be restored. He died, however, before effect could be 
given to this decision, and’ the. State remained under Government 
management until his son, Karam.- Chand, came of age. He was in- 
vested with powers in 1853 'and died in 1877, his powers being restricted 
from 1859 to 1862. He was -'Succeeded by his son Padam Chand, who 
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ilietl ill 1808, aii<l was succeeded by bis- minor soil. Giaii Cdiaiid 
dyiiin wiilicjiii; male issue in 1910, two years after be bad received bis 
poAvers, WHS siicc.eeded by bis half brother Bagbat Cliaiul, tbe present 
(Thief. 

In 191S the berediiary title of liaja was conferred (No. XLIli) on 
tlie Obief of JiibbaL 

Tile area of Jiibbal is 288 square miles; tbe popiilatioii, according 
to the (lensiis of 1921, 24,800; and tbe revenue Es. 8,82,000. 

The State nutiii tains a force of 45 Armed Police. 

In 1S9(> tbe Thakiirais of Eawain (or Eawiiigarh) and DJiadi were 
declared subordinate to Jiibbal. Each pays an animal tribute of one 
music pod. Jiiblial does not, however, interfere with tbe administra- 
tion of the Thakurais. 

The area of Eawain is T square miles, the population 711, and the 
revenue Es. 8,200. The area of Dliadi is 25 square miles, the popula- 
tion 185, and tbe revenue Es. 5,500. 

Tbe present tJliief of Eawain is Tbaknr Kidar Singli, who succeeded 
in 1904: and of Dbadi, Tbaknr llbariii Chand, who succeeded in 1901. 

6. Baghat. 

During tbe Jfepalese War, Eana Mabendra Singh of Bagbat was un- 
friendly in his attitude towards Government: and on tbe conclusion of 
tbe war five parganas were taken from him and sold to Patiala (see 
Part II, Punjab States, Patiala No. IV). Tbe Rana was, bowever, con- 
firmed (No. XLIV) in his remaining parganas. Mabendra Singh died 
without male issue in 1889, and the State then lapsed to Government, 
pensions to tbe exient of Rs. 1,282 being sanctioned for tlie family of the 
late Chief. In 1842, however, it was restored to Jbije Singh, brother of 
M-'ahendi'a Singli. During the escheat tbe (‘-antonment of .Kasauli had 
been established vvilhin tlu^ Stale, and Bije Singh offered to present this 
area to Government. The offer was refused; but tbe area was purchased 
by Government for a sum of Es. 5,000, 

III 1849^ on tbe death of Bije Singh without male issue, tbe State was 
again declared an escheat. In 18G1, bowever, Government decided to 
restore it to IJraed Singh, a cousin of Bije Singh, tboiigli before effect 
could he given to this decision ITmed Singh died. Tl'is minor son Da,li]> 
Singh was then appointed to the gaddi, and a new vSanad (No. XLV) 
was issued to him in 18(>2, imposing an annual trilnite of Rs. 2,000. 
This was seem ed b}^ the I’eservation to Government of lands wdtliin the 
State producing a gross revenue of Rs. 2,500 per annum, including a 
property -wliich had been acquired by a General Innes, of the Indian 
Army, during tbe period of the escheat. Soon bowever tbe representa- 
tives of the minor Chief complained -of the., loss of vassalage and cesses 
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to wbieli tlie State was subjected by tin’s arraog'eiiH‘fit, aud Goveiinueiit 
tlieiL restoi'ed tlie reserved area, except tlie estate of (xeueral Iiiii.es, ill 
return, for an annual payment equal to the luvt.mue it jiroduced 
(Its. 997-1-0). Under tlie revised vSanad of 18G4 (ISTo. XLVI) in. wliicb 
t.hese arrangements were sanctioned, the lla.-ua wa,s recprii'ed to abide by 
the revenue settlement made during- tlie second escheat, and to respect: 
the rlgdits of the iruder-tenants recognised Iiy (ioverninent. After the 
death of (ieneral limes in 1876, his estate was purchased bj^ the Eana 
for Its. 35,000. Tlie estate was formally returned to Baghat in 1891. 

In 1901 the Chief ceded (No. XLVII) jurisdiction over lands within 
the Btate required for the Kallui-Ririda Bail way, and la.iul hais been 
ceded from time to time foi’ tbe Solon and Ivasaiili cantonments and the 
Sahailm a,nd Dugshai water-works. In eonsequem.‘e of these ces>sions the 
tributi? of Es. 2,000 was gradualty reduced, and the State now pays no 
tribute. ^ 

.Dalip Siogli died in 1911, and was succeeded by his minor son, the 
present Eaja Durga Singh, who was invested with powers in 1922. 

In 1928 the hereditaiy title of Eaja was conferred (No. XLVIII) on 
the Chief of Baghat, 

The area of Baghat is 3(> square miles; the }>opulation, according to 
the Census of 1921, 9,500; and the revenue Es, 1,10,000. 

The State maintains a force of 30 Aimied Police. 

7. Kumiiausain. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Kumharsaiii was a tributary of 
Bashahr, and was itself tlie overlord of Balsan, Bharanli and Madhan.. 
Unring the subsequent occupation it became iudependent of Bashahr, 
but it also lost its own tributaries. 

(hi tbe ari'ival of the Gurklias, Eana Kelir Singh of Kumharsain took 
refuge in Eulu. lie was restored in 18.16, bis vSanad (No, XL IX) 
prescribing among oilier things the maintenance of 40 bega-ris at the 
]>ermanent service of Government. This condition was later (-ommuied 
to an annual casli payment of Es. 1,440. 

Kelrr Singli died in 1839 without male issue, and the Stale then lapsed 
to Government. In consideration, however, of the attaeliment of Kelir 
Singh to Bj-itisli interests during the Ncqialese War, it was dei-ided that 
the rule of his house should be continued : and Pritam Siugli, a collateral, 
was appointed to the gaddi in 1840. The Sanad granted to Pritam 
Singh was identical with that granted to Kelir Singh; but on Pritam 
Singles succession the annual tribute of Es. 1,440 was raised to Es. 2.000. 
Pritam Singh died in 186S and was succeeded by his son Bhawani Singh 
who died in 1874, when his son Ilira Singh sma-eeded; but, owing to 
iiis mental imni])a(4ty, the State was administered by a Council or a 
Manager during the forty years of his chiefship. 
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Hira Si.ugli died in 1914 aB„cl was - siicceeded' % ' Ms soii^ tlie present 
llaiiJi Yidya^lliar Singh, l)orii ' in 1896. . -He reaeived ilie pciwers oi; a ' 
Manager in 1917, aiul iiilL powers in... 1920. ■ 

Tlie area of Kiiinhamrin is 90 square miles; tlie population, acc*ord»- 
ing to the Oeissus of 1921, 1.2,200; and the revenue Its. 47,500. - 

The State was liable to tlie operation of - the iiazarana rules np to 1911 
when, on the ocousion of the' Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

■ ■ 8. .Bhato, 

The State was overrun by the Gurkhas in' 1803.' ■, 'On their e.spiilsioii 
ill 1815^ liana Biidar Pal ..was resto.red and eonirmecl'. in liis' terri- 
tories (No. L). 

E.udar .Pal abdicated in ' 1842 and was succeeded by his soir Eaii 
Bahadur Singh, to .whom a fresh. Sanad (No. LI) was granted in 1885^ 
by which the condition, requiring the Chief to maintain 40 begaris at 
the constant service of Government, was commuted to an annual cash 
payment of Es. 1,440. 

Ban Bahadur Singh died in 1875 and was succeeded by his son Durga 
Singh, who died in 1913. Durga Singh was succeeded by his infant son 
the present Rana Birpal, who was installed in 1918. The State is being 
administered by a Manager. 

The area of Bhajji is 96 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 14,200; and the revenue Rs. 99,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

9. Mahlog. 

During the Gurkha oeeupatioii Tliakur Sansar Chaiid of Mahlog took 
refuge in Nalagarh. He was restored in 1815. The obligation to supply 
40 begaris imposed by the Sanad (No. LII) was later commuted to an 
annual cash payment of Rs. 1,440. 

Sansar Chanel died in 1849 and was succeeded by his son DaJip 
Chand, who died in 1880. Dalip Chand was succeeded by his son Bag- 
hunaih Chand, who died in 1902, and was succeeded by his infant son 
the present Thakur Durga Chand, who received his powers in 1920. 

The area of Mahlog is 43 square miles; the population, according to 
tlie Geusus of 1921, 8,300; and the revenue Rs. 41,000. 

The State maintains a force of 10 Armed; Police. 

The State was liable to the operation ' of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished* 
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; 10.- Balsan. , 

Balkan was for Biany .years, a,; tributary of vSirnaiir. At tlie tiiao of 
the Qiirldia invasion, it was., ■ however, BiihorJinute to lliiiiiharsaiii. 
ThaJcnr Jograj assisted the British forces, his priiscipal exploit being ilie 
capture of the Nagaii Eort. together with a hnndretl Giiihlias, whom .lie 
liaiidecl over , to General Ochterlony. ■ At the eJose of , the war he was 
the'!‘efore granted, an independent Sanad (Ko, LIU). The obligation to 
supply 30 begaris wa-s later commuted to an annual cash payment of 
Rs, 1,080. Jograj again behaved with loyalty during the niTititiy^ when 
he sheltered and entertained severa.l European refugees from Simla. In 
acknowledgment of these services he was given a khillat in 1858 a.nd 
the hereditary title of Rana was conferred (No. LIT) on the Chief of 
Balsan. Jograj died in 1867, and was succeeded by his son Bhnp Singh, 
who died in 1884 and was succeeded by liis gra,aids<)n Bir Singh. Bir 
Singh died in 1920 without male issue, and wm.s succeeded by liis brother 
the present Rana Atar Singh. 

The area of Balsan is 51 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921/ 6,100 ; and the revenue Rs. 84,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the iiaKarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

11. Dhami. 

At the time of the Gurkha invasion Dhami was tributaiy to Bilaspur. 
On the expulsion of the Gurkhas, Rana Goverdhan Singh w^as, however, 
granted an independent Sanad (No. LV). The obligation to supply 40 
begaris, imposed by this Sanad, was later commuted to an annual cash 
payment of Rs. 720, which, in 1858 w^as reduced to Rs. 360 for the life 
of Goverdhan Singh, in consideration of his loyal behaviour during the 
mutiny. 

Goverdhan Singh died in 1868, and was succeeded by his son Fateh 
Singh. In 1888 the tribute payable by the State was again reduced to 
Rs. 360 for his life time. He died in 1894 and was succeeded by his 
son Hira Singh, who also, in 1901, obtained a remission of half the 
tribute of the State, Hira Singh died in 1920, and was succeeded by 
his son the present Rana Dalip vSingh, during whose minoriiy the State 
is administered by a Council. The full animal tribute of Rs. 720 is now 
■"■■■paid.: , , , . .. ‘ :',,v 

The area of Dhami is 26 square miles ; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 4,800; and the revenue Rs. 45,500. 

In early times Kuthar seems to have been tributary in timi to Nala-* 
garh and Bilaspur. At the time of the Gurkha invasion it was, however^ 
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trilmtaiy to KeoiitliaL During tlu^ Gmvldia -.oeciipatiori liana Gopal 
Biiigli took refuge a,t Maiiiinajra; in. tlie " Anibala district. He died on 
ills way liuck to liiiiliar at the end of the war, and the State was con-* 
ferreil on his son J^irup Singh. The. -Saiiad granted to Bliiip Singh 
(No. JjYI) prescribe!! the nniintenance <)f 4(3 begaris at the service of 
Hovernniei.it . This unniber was later reduced to dO and was eoninmted 
to an aimini'I cash payine,iit of Bs. 1,000, ■ 

lilinp Singh died in 1858, and was succeeded by bis son Jai Cliand, 
to whom a kiiillat of lls. (>00 was granted in consideration of the services 
rendered t)Y the State diiriiig the niiitiiiy. elai Ohand died in 1896 and 
was succeeiled by his vscui Jagjit Ohand,’ w'ho, on aceoimt of ill-health, 
abdicated in 19' >0 in favour of his son the present Baiia Kishen Chand. 
I’lie c.r-Hana Jagjii ('liami died on the 19th November 1930. 

Tlie iive'd: o.r Kutliar is 20 sipiare miles; the population, according to 
the (k'lisus of 1921, 3,800; and the revenne Bs. 37,500. 

The State maintaijis a force of 12 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation- of the nazarana rules iip to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Ooronaiion Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

13. Kxjnihar. 

On the expulsion of the Gurkhas, Thakur Mungree Deo was confirmed 
in the Chief ship. The oliligation to supply 5 begaris imposed by the 
Saiuul (No. LVII) was commuted later to an annual payment of Rs. 180. 

Mungree Deo died in 1816 and was succeeded by his son .Kishaji 
Singh, who died in 1866. Kishan Singh was succeeded by his son Tegh 
Singh, wlio died i.u 1905. Tegh Singh was succeeded by his minor son 
the present Tiiukur Hardeo Singh, who received his powers in 1917. 

The area of Eunihar is 80 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 2,000; and the revenue lls. 18,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nasjarana rules up to 
1911 wlien, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all sucli levies were 
abolished. 

14. Maitgal, 

Mangal was originally a tributary of Bilaspiir. On tbe expulsion of 
the Gurkhas, however, liana Bahadur Singh was granted an independent 
Saiiad (No. liVIII). The obligation to supply begaris imposed by this 
was later commuted to an annual payment of lls. 72. 

Baliadur Singh was succeeded by his son Prithi Singh, who died in 
1814. Prithi Singh was succeeded by his son Jodha Singh, wdio died 
within a few inontlis of his succession, when the Chiefship passed to his 
brother lit Singh. He died in 1893 and was succeeded by his son Tilok 
Singh who died in 1920 and w'as succeeded by his son the present Rana 
8heo Singh. 
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Tlie area of Mangal is 12 square miles; tlie population^ aecorclijig to 
tlie Census of 1921, 1,200; and the revenue Rs. 1,200. 

Tlie State was liable to tlie operation of the nazarana, rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darljar, all siieli levies were 
abolished. 

15. Beja. 

On the expulsion of the Gurkhas the State was restored to Thtikiii* 
Alan Cliand. The obligation to supply 5 begaris imposed by the 
Sanad (No. LI.X) was later commuted to an annual cash payment of 
Rs. 1<S0. This was reduced by Rs. 56 per annum in. 1892, as (‘omperisa- 
tion for a. snuill area of .land incorporated wilhin tlie Xasaiili Oaidom 
meiit. 

Alan Chand died in 1817 and was su(M*ee(led by his son 'Bartab Chand, 
who died in 1841 and was suc(*eeded by Jiis son Udai Cliand, wlio died in 
1905. .He was succeeded by his minor so.n the present Tliakur Pura.ii 
Chand, who was invested with poivers in 1921. 

The ai'ea of Beja is 4 square miles; the population, a (‘cording* to the 
Census of 1921, 940; and the revenue Rs. 11,060. 

The vState maintains a forc^e (jf 4 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the iiazarana rules up to 
1911 wdien, on the occasion of the Coronation Darliar, all sucli levies were 
abolished. 

16. DAiiKcrri. 

Gn the expulsion of. the Gurkhas Rana vSiites Ram was (ionfinned in 
the Chiefship (No. .LX). lie died in 1854, and the subsec^ueiit succes- 
sion to the gadcli has been as follows, the eldest son in eacih case suc- 
ceeding his father: — Paras Ram (1854); Ram Hingli (1856): Ram Saiun 
Singh (1888): and the present Rana Ragliunath Singli (1918). 

The State forests are managed l)y Govej‘nnient, the net profits being 
paid to the Rana. 

The area of Darkoti is 8 scpiare miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 610; and the revenue Rs. 2,000. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazaraiui rules up to 
1911 wdien, on the occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all siudi levies were 
abolished. 

17. TlIABOCll, 

Tliarocli was .formerly a poiTioii of the Sirunir Stale, kt tlie time 

the expiilsioTi of the Gurkhas its Chief was Thakur Karain Siiigln 
He how^'ever was old and infirm, and the administration of the State ^vas 
in the hands of his brother Jhobu. On Karam Singh’s death in 1819 
the State wns granted to Jhobu, the obligation to supply 8 begaris 
imposed by the Sanad (No. LXI) being later coniniuted to an annual 
cash payment of Rs. 288. 
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Jhohii was giiilty of misgoveminent and about 1838 was required to 
alKliim'te iii. favour of ' Ms son Syain Singh, wlio in turn was required to 

abclieate in. 1841, and the State was -tlien incorporatecl in 
.1843, however, it was restored to Ranjit' Singh,. -son: of Karam Singii., on 
Ills agreeing (Ifo. LXII) to abstain from the barbarities pinotm^ by 
Jho’bii and Syam Singli. Bv' the Sanad granted to Ranjit Siiigli 
(N'o, L.XIII) the annual payment of Rs. 288 was continued. 

Ranjit Singh died in 1871 and wa-s succeeded by his . grandson Eidar 
Sirigln He died in 1902 and wa;s succeeded by his minor son the present 
Rana Surat Singh, who was invested with powers in 1908. 

In 1929 the personal title of Rana was conferred on Thakiir Surat 
Singh; . ' ■ 

The area of Tharoeh is 75 square miles ; the population^ according 
to the Census of 1921, 4,200; and the revenue Rs. 1,30,000. 

The State niaintains a force of 6 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

18. Sangui. 

Sangri was originally a tributary of Bashahr, from whom it was taken 
by Raja Man Singh of Eulu some time during the first half of the 
eighteenth century. In 1803 it was seized by the Gurkhas, but in 1815 
it was restored (No, LXIV) to its Chief Bikram Singh (or Bikarmanjit). 

Bikram Singh died in 1810, and was succeeded by his vson Ajit Singlq 
who died childless in 1841. Jagat Singh, brother of Bikram Singh, 
should then have succeeded; but, as he w^as then incapable of ruling, the 
Ohiefship passed to his son Ranbir Singh, on whose death in 1844 Jagat 
Singh was recognised as Ohief^ though the State was taken under man- 
agement and reraained so until his death in 1876. He was succeeded by 
hiS'.son.Hira Singh. 

Tn .1887 the hereditary title of Rai was conferred (Ho. LXV) on tho 

^Cbief of, 'Sangri. 

Hira Singh died in 1927 and was succeeded by his son ilie present 
Rai Baghbir Singh, kmn in 1909, who at present exercdses the powers 
of a Manager in the State. 

The area of Sangri is 10 square miles; the population, according* to 
the Census of 1921, 3,200; and the revenue Rs. 7,500. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished.

;■ The Chief of Mamdot 'was. i}:ot brotight tin. der British protection with 
the other cis-Siitlej States in .1809^ but remained a feudatory of the Lah.ore 
Baihar, 'to whom he furnished a r?ontiiigent of one hundred horse. The 
-Maradot contingent fought on the side' of the Sikh army during the Sutlej 
campaign; but towards, the close, of. the war .the Chief,, Jaiiiahud-din 
Elian, deserted to the. side of the British and vsubsequently rendered good 
''service, for which he received the' title ,of Nawab, and his contingent was 
reduced to 60 horse in time of peace and 76 in war. No enquiry seems 
to have been made regarding the status of the Chief, nor were liis relations 
to the British Government defined. 

The Nawab so grievously misgoverned his State and misused his 
powers that in 1856, after deliberate enquiry, the British Government 
declared his sovereign powers to he forfeited for ever, reduced the State 
to the position of a jagir, and removed the Nawab to Lahore, where he 
continued to receive the surplus revenues of Mamdot after the expenses 
of its management by British officials had been met. 

Jamal-iid-din Ehan died in 1863, when the British Government were 
pleased to revive the fief in the person and family of his brother Ja,lal-ud« 
din Khan, who was recognised as Nawab of Mamdot, with powers care- 
fully restricted by Sanad (No. LXTI). 

He died in 1875, and was succeeded by his son Nizam-ud-din Khan, 
who died in 1891, leaving an infant son, Kutab-nd-din Khan, when the 
Estate again came under Government management. Eutah-ud-diii 
Khan died on the ]6th March 1928, leaving no issue : and claims to suc- 
cession to the Estate and the hereditary title are now under considera- 
tion. Meanwhile the Estate continues under the management of the 
Court of Wards.

. Wlieii the : niinor cis-SiitleJ Chiefs ' were- :rlepriTed of their ; soYereign 
|>(Hvers, the ]K)iie(‘ JoafiiigeoH^nt of their Estuios wns assimied l>y the 
British (foveriinieui; nil eirstoins duties were abolished without eoiupetisa- 
tiers, e.\<*e|)t in the case of the N’awal) of Kuiijpura and the Itii' of Kotalia ; 
and Ihe Chiefs were reduced to tiie rank of ordinary jagiirlars. But, in 
consitlei’ai ion of these cliaiiges, some privileges of person and ])ropertv 
were extfmded to a limited nund)er of the Chiefs for their lives. Oases 
in wfiiidi file (‘a use of a«'tio]i had arisen liefore tlie 81 fi Jnm^ 1849 wei'o 
dfulared not to lie cognij^uhle l>y the civil and mvenue courts. For crim- 
inal offences (‘ommitted previous to January 1847 the Chiefs were de- 
clared amonahle only to the Commissioner as Bolitieal Agent. For any 
criminal offence committed since January 1847 the Cliiefs were declared 
exempt from arrest for theii* lives, and their family houses fi'oni ])oli<*e 
interference, except in capital (iases or heinous ohences against person and 
property, for which they were to he responsible only to tlie Commissioner. 
For any civil claims presented to the civil or revenue courts, the Chiefs 
were declared to be exempt from personal arrest, and their dwellings 
from attachment. The landed Estates of sinli Chiefs, being liable to 
lapse to the British Cjovm-nment in default of male heirs, were declared 
to be only subject to attacliment for I'ents and profits under court decree 
during the lifetime of incumbents. All Estates shared between the dis- 
franchised and the superior Chiefs were brought under the civil, revenue 
and criminal jurisdiction of the British Goveiaiment^ but exchanges 
might be effected of sueb oopai'cen ary tenures. 

In the mutiny of 1857 all these Chiefs rendered services to the British 
Government: and as a reward Government sanctioned a permanent reduc- 
tion in twenty-three Estates of lls. 21,416 a year in the amount payable 
in commutation for personal service. 

More recently thiiteeii of the more influential Ciriefs were appointed 
jagirdar magistrates, with jurisdiction over their own Estates, and in 
some instances over (contiguous Government villages. 

Succession to these Estates is governed by the following rules: — 

1st . — That no widow shall suecieed. 

2'n(l . — That no dcvscwmdants in the feniale line shall inherit. 

3rd . — That on failure of a direct male heir, a collateral male heir 
may succeed, if the common ancestor of the deceased and 
of the collateral claimant was in possession of the share 
at or siiif'e 1808-9.

On 
his death in 1906, the jagir passed to his hrotlier Fateh Singh, who died 
on (he 24th May 1926 and vns succeeded hy his son Tika Ohian Singli, 
the |>resent Jagirdar. 

Shamsher Singli died in 1871 ami wuis succeeded hy his adopted son 
Bakshish Singh, who died on the 3rd Jaiinary 1907 and was su(‘ceeded 
hy liivS son the present Sardar Raglihir Singh, 

In 1900 an Act flSTo. TV Pnnjah of 1900) ap]>lica1)le to the whole 
Punjab was passed, wu’th the object of j)re venting the breaking up of 
jagii’s and encouraging the custom of primogeniture. In pursuance of 
this policy it was decided in 1901 that, in the case of perpetual jagirs 
subject to the rule of primogeniture, it should be open to Government, 
where the history and circumstance of the jagirdar justified this course, 
to confer a permanent right of adoption in reference to the succession 
to such jagirs.

Ib these days of auspicious commencement and happy closOj while the sound 
of rejoicing has gladdened the firmament, a meeting has been, arranges a,t a Er- 
timate moment and under favourable circumstances between the Inmds of the 
two exalted Governments, on the terms of reciprocal friendship, and in all cor- 
diality, with reference to the relations established of old between the tivo States, 
and many interviews and conversations have been held with mirth am! joy and 
mutual satisfaction ; the rose buds of our hearts on both sides having ex|jauded, 
and the garden of our sensations being in blossom from the exceeding and 
good feeling that prevailed. Of a truth the growing friendship and (..oni';:iiity 
which subsisted between the two Durbars of exalted dignity have been watered 
and fostered by the hand of Providence, and by the showers of the Divine grace, 
so as to have reached a maturity and strength for which God be praised. Neverthe- 
less, Your Highness may derive further satisfaction from tlic assurance that, 
agreeably to the relations of friendship which have been thus ostablisln^d, in the 
same manner, from gtmeration to generation, as settled by reciprocal engage- 
ments, shall the growth of this friendship continue and increase, and the materials 
of the existing good understanding be sought and extended at all tiiaes and at 
all places. There shall never at any time, or on any account whatsoever, be any 
difference or estrangement, nor shall such feelings in any way find entrance. But 
on the contrary, the example of the unanimity and long standing friendship shall, 
like the sun, shine glorious in history, and the reputation of it shall become a 
bye-word amongst the princes and rulers of the earth and be a subject of con- 
versation to all ranks of men, in all countries, and at all times, so that, observing 
the fruits of this long standing friendship, the well-wishers of the two Govern- 
ments shall rejoice, and their enemies and those who envy their good fortune 
shall be downcast and repentant. 

Hereafter all the gentlemen and authorities of the British Government will 
study to maintain in perpetuity the relations which exist, as established by mu- 
tual engagements of long standing, so as to raise and display to the wojdd the 
standards of the mutual good faith, fidelity, and cordiality of the two Govern- 
ments. 

These few lines have been committed to writing, as a testimony of friend-

By tie grace of God, the relations of firm alliance and indissoluble ties oi 
friendship existing between the Honorable- the East India ' Company .and, .. His 
Highness the Maha Rajah Run jeet Sing, foimded on the auspicious Treaty for- 
merly coiiolnded by Sir C. T. Metcalfe,-. Baronet, and since confirmed in the- written 
pledge of sincere amity presented by _ the Eight Honorable Lord W. C., Bentinckg 
G.C.B. and G.C.II., Governor-General of British' India, at the meeting at Rooper, 
are like the sun, clear and manifest to the whole world, and will continue unim- 
paired and increasing in strength from generation to generation. By virtue of 
these firmly established bonds of friendship, since the opening of the navigation 
of the Rivers Indus Proper (ic., Indus below the confluence of the Punjnud) and 
Sutlej, a measure deemed expedient by both States, with a view to promote the 
general interests of commerce, has lately been effected through the agency of 
Captain C. M. Wade, Political Agent at Loodianah, deputed by the Right Honor- 
able the Cover nor-General for that purpose, the following Articles, explanatory 
of the conditions by which the said navigation is to be regulated, as concerns 
the nomination of Officers, the mode of collecting the duties, and the protection 
of the trade by that route, have been framed in order that the Officers of the two 
States employe^! in their execution may act accordingly. 

Abtiole 1. 

The provision of the existing Treaty relative to the right bank of the River 
Sutlej and aU its stipulations, together with the contents of the friendly pledge 
already mentioned, shall remain binding, and a strict regard to preserve the rela- 
tions of friendship between the two States be the ruling principles of action. In 
accordance with that Treaty the Honorable Company has not nor will have any 
concern with the right bank of the River Sutlej. 

Article 2. 

The tarifi which is to be established for the line of navigation in question 
in tended to apply exclusively to the passage of merchandize by that route, and 
not to interfere with the transit duties levied on goods proceeding from one 
bank of the river to the other, nor with the places fixed for their collection^ 
They are to remain as heretofore. 

Article 3. 

Merchants frequenting the said route, While within the limits of the Maha 
Rajah’s Government, are required to show a due regard to his authority as is 
don© by merchants generally, and not to commit any acts ofiensive to the c3vil 
and religious institutions of the Sikhs. 
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. . Article 4. 

Any one purposing to go hj tlie said route, will intimate his intention to tlie 
Agent of' eitlier State, and apply for. a passport, agreeably to a fonii to be laid 
down ; having obtained, which he .may proceed on his journey. The merchants 
coming 'from Amritsnr and other parts on the right bank ol the River Sutlej, are' 
to intimate their intentions to the' Agent of the Maha Rajah: at Herreeke, or other 
appointed'' places,, .and obtain a passport through him ; and.' merchants coming 
from Hindoostan or other parts on the left bank of the River Sutlej will intimate 
their intentions to the Honourable Company’s Agent, and obtain a passport 
thr'^ngh him. As Foreigners and Hindoostanees and Sirdars of the protected 
Sikh States and elsewhere are not in the habit of crossing the Sutlej without 
a passport from the Maha Rajah’s officers, it is expected that such persons wili 
hereafter also conform to the same rule, and not cross without the usual passports. 

Article 5. 

A tariff shall be established, exhibiting the rate of duties leviable on each 
description of merchandize, which, after having been approved by both Govern- 
ments, is to be the standard by which the Superintendents and Collectors of Cos*- 
toms are to be guided. 

Article 6. 

Merchants are invited to adopt the new route with perfect confidence ; no 
one shall be suffered to molest them or unnecessarily to impede their progress ; 
care being taken that they are only detained for the collection of the duties in 
the manner stipulated at the established stations. 

Article 7. 

The officers who are to be entrusted with the examination of the goods and 
collection of the duties on the part of Maha Rajah Runjeet Bing, shall be stationed 
at Mithinkot and Herreeke. At no other places, but those two, shall boats in 
transit on the river be liable to examination or stoppage. 

Article 8. 

When the persons in charge of boats stop of their own accord to take in or 
give out cargo, the goods will be liable to the local transit duty of the Ma.ha 
Rajah ’s Government previously to their being embarked, and subsequently to 
their being landed, as provided in Article 2. 

Article 9. 

The Superintendent stationed at Mithinkot having examined the cargo will 
levy the established duty, and grant a passport, with a written account of the 
cargo and freight. On the arrival of the boat at Herreeke, the Superhitendent 
of that station will compare the passport with the cargo, and whatever goods 
are found in excess will be liable to the payment of the established duty ; while 
the rest, having already paid duty, at Mithinkot, will pass on free.

, . Whatever ma.y be fixed as the share of duties on the right bank of the River

Ietigle 12.. 

With regard to the security and safety of merchants who may adopt this route, 
the Maha Rajaifs officers shall afford them every protection in their power, and 
merchants on halting for the night on either bank of the Sutlej, are required, 
with reference to the Treaty of friendship which exists between the two States, 
to gi ve notice and to show their passports to the thanadar or officers in author- 
ity at tlie place, and request protection for themselves. If, notwithstanding 
this precaution, loss should at any time occur, a strict inquiry will be made, and 
reclamation sought from those who are blameable. 

Abticle 13, 

The Articles of the present Treaty for opening the navigation of the rivers 
above mentioned, having, agreeably to subsisting relations, been approved by 
the Right Honorable the Governor-General, shall be carried into execution ac- 
cordingly.

SuPFLEMEKTABY Tbeaty between'. , 'the BEmsH Gov-EKNafEN-T and Maha Kajah 
Eunjeet Singh, for establishing' a toll on the Indus, dated 29tli November 
1834 : ;V'' ' ^ 

In coiifomiity with the subsisting relations of friendsliip as established and 
confirmed by former Treaties between the Hororablo the East India Gomiiany 
and His Higlmess Malia Rajah Eunjeet Singh, and wliereas in the bth Article 
of the Treaty coiiclnded at Lahore, on thc^ 26th day of December 1832, it was 
stipulated that a moderate scale of duties vshoiild be fixed by the two Govern- 
ments in concert, to be levied on all merchandize iii ia:ansit up and down the 
Rivers Indus and >Sntlej, the said Governments being now of opinion that, owing 
to the inexperience of the people of these countries in such matters, the mode 
of levying duties tlien propose,^ (m., on the value and (juantity oj; goods) could 
not fail to give rise to miitiiai misunderstandings and rc^clamations, have, with 
a view to prevent these results, determined to substitute a toll which shall be 
levied on all boats with whatever merchandize laden ; the following Articles have 
therefore been ado])ted as supplementary to tlie former treaty, and in conformity 
with them, each Government engages that the toll sliall be levied, and its amomit 
neither be increased nor diminished, except by mutual consent. 

Abticle 1. 

A toll of 570 Rupees shall be levied on all boats laden with merchandize in 
transit on the Rivers Indus and .Sutlej, between the sea and Rooper, without 
reference to their size oj to the weight or value of their cargo ; tlie above toil to 
be divided among the different States in proportion to tlio extent of territory 
which they possess on the banks of these rivers. 

Article 2, 

The portion of the above toll appertaining to the Lahore Chief, in. right of 
his territory on both banks of these rivers, as determined in. the sub-joined scale, 
shall be levied opposite to Mithinkot on boats coming from the sea towards Rooper 
and in the vicinity of Jlerree-ke-Pettin on boats going from Rooper towards the 
sea, and at no other place. 

In right of territory on the right In riglit of territory on the left bank 
bank of the Rivers Indus and Sutlej, of the Rivers Indus and Sutlej^ the 
vRupees 1554-0.:,;^ ■ ■ ■ v ■ .■'-'.Maha Rajah’s share of Rupees 67-15-0. 

Article 3. 

In order to facilitate the realization of the toll due to the different States, 
as well as for the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of any disputes which may 
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arise connected with the- safety of the navigation and the. welfare of the trade 
hy the new route, a British ofB,cer will reside .opposite to Mithinkot— and ' a native 
agent on the part of the British Government, opposite' to Herree-ke-Pettin. These 
officers will be subject to the orders of the"' British 'Agent at Loodeanah, and the 
Agents who may be appointed to reside at those places on the part of the other 
States concerned in the navigation, mss., Bhawulpore and Sindh, together with 
those of Lahore, will co-operate with them in the execution of their duties. 

Article 4. 

In order to guard against imposition on the part of merchants in making false 
coinpiaints of being plundered of property which formed no part of tlieir cargoes, 
they are required, when taking out their passport, to produce an invoice of their 
cargo, which being duly authenticated , a copy of it will be annexed to their pass- 
ports ; and wherever their boats may be brought to for the night, tlicy are re- 
quired to give immediate notice to the thanadars or officers of tlie place, and to 
request protection for themselves ; at the same time showing the passports they 
may have received at Mithinkot or Herree-ke, as the case may be. 

Article 5. 

Sueh parts of the 5th, 7th, 9th, and 10th Articles of the Treaty of the 26th 
of December 1832, as have reference to the fixing a duty on the value and quan- 
tity of merchandize, and to the mode of its collection, are hereby rescinded, and 
the foregoing Articles substituted in their place, agreeably to which and the con« 
ditions of the preamble the toll will be levied.

Whereas a Treaty was formerly concluded between Maharajah Riinjeet Singli 
and Shah Bhoojah-ool-Moolk, consisting of fourteen Articles, exclusive of the 
preamble and the conclusion, and whereas the execution of the provisions of the 
said Treaty was suspended for certain reasons, and whereas at this time Mr. W. 
II. Macnaghten having been deputed by the Right Honourable George, Lord 
Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General of India, to tlie presence of Maharajah Riin- 
jeet Singh, and vested with full powers to form a Treaty in a manner consistent 
with the friendly engagements subsisting between the two States, the Treaty 
aforesaid is revived and concluded with certain modifications and four new Articles 
have been added thereto, with the approbation of, and in concert with, the British 
Government, the provisions whereof, as contained in the following eighteen 
Articles, will be duly and faithfully observed. 

Aeticle 1st. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk disclaims all title on the part of himself, his heirs, 
successors and all the Suddozais to all the territories lying on either bank of the 
River Indus, that may be possessed by the Maharajah, viz.^ Cashmere, including 
its limits E. W. N. S., together with the Fort of Attock, Church, Hezara, Khebel, 
Amb, with its dependencies on the left bank of the aforesaid river, and on the 
right bank Peshawur, with the Busufzai Territory, Kheteks, Hisht Nagar, Meehnee 
Kohat, Hungoo, and all places dependent in Peshawur, as far as the Khyber Pass, 
Benno, the Viziri Territory, Dowr Tank, Gorang, Kalabagh and Kushalgher, 
witli their dependent districts, Derah Ismail Khan and its dependency, together 
with Derah Ghazee Khan, Kot Mithan, Omarkote and their dependent territory, 
Singher, Heren, Dajel, Hajeepore, Rajenpore, and the three Ketches, as well 
as Mankera with its district, and the province of Multan situated on the left bank. 
These countries and places are considered to be the property and to form the 
estate of tlie Maharajah — ^the Shah neither has nor will have any concern with 
them. They belong to the Maharajah and his posterity from generation to gene- 
'ration.-.'" ■’ . . ;v'. 

Aktiole 2nd. 

The people of the country on the "other side of Khyber will not be sufiered 
to commit robberies or aggressions, or any disturbances on this side. If any 
defaulter of either State, who has embezzled the revenue, take refuge in the terri- 
tory of the other, each party engages to surrender him, and no person shall ob- 
struct the passage of the stream which issues out of the Khyber defile, and supplies 
the Fort of Futtehgurh with water, according to ancient usage. 
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AnTIOJiB 3 ui ). 

As agreeably to tbe Treaty estabiislicd betweea tiie British Governiueut and 
the Alaliarajah, no one can cross Itoih the left to the right baiik of the Biitiej with- 
diit a passport from tln^ Maharajah, the same rule shall be observed regarding 
llio passage of the Indus, whose waters join the Sutlej, and no one shall, be allowed 
to cross the Indus without the Maharajah’s permission. 

Article 4th. 

Regarding Shikarpore and the territory of Sinde on the right bank of the 
Indus, tlie Bhah will agree to abide by whatever may be settled as right and pro- 
per in conformity with, the hap|)y relations of friendship subsisting between the 
British Government and the Maharajah through Captain Wade. 

Article 5th. 

When the Shah shall have established his authority in Cabool and Caiidaliar, 
he will annually send tlie Maliarajah the following articles, viz., 55 high-bred 
horses of approved colour and pleasant paces, 11 Persian scimitars, 7 Persian 
poignards, 25 good mules, fruits of various kinds, both dry and fresh, and sirdas 
cr musk melons of a sweet and delicate flavour (to be sent throughout the year), 
by the way of Cabool River to Peshawur, grapes, pomegranates, apples, quinces, 
a imonds, raisins, pistahs or chesnuts, an abundant supply of each, as well as pieces 
of satin of every colour, choghas of fur, kinkhabs wrought with gold and silver, 
and Persian carpets, altogether to the number of 101 pieces. All these articles 
the Shah will continue to send every year to the Maharajah. 

Article 6th. 

Each party shall address the other on terms of equality. 

Article 7th. 

Merchants of Afglianistan, who w.ill be desirous of trading to Laliore, Arnritsur, 
o,r any other parts of the Maharajah’s possessions, shall not be stopped or molested 
on their way ; on the contrary, strict orders shall be issued to facilitate their inter- 
course, and the Maharajah engages to observe the same lino of conduct on his 
part, in respect to traders who may wish to proceed to Afghanistan. 

Article 8th. 

The Maharajah will yearly send to the Shah the followi.t.ig articles in the way 
of friendship, 55 pieces of shawls, 25 pieces of muslin, 11 dojiattalis, 5 pieces of 
kinkhab, 5 scarves, 5 turbans, 55 loads of Bareh rice (peculiar to Fcshawui). 

Article 9th. 

Any of the Maharajah’s oflicers who may be deputed to Afghanistan to pur- 
chase horses or on ai3y other business, as well as tJiOse who may be sent by the 
Shah into the Punjab foe the purpose of purchasing piece-goods or shawls, etc. 
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to the amount of Es» 11,000,. will- be treated by "both 'sides with clue attention 
and every fa<3iiity will be afiorded to tbem in the execution of these cojumissions. 

AETicnB 10 th. 

Whenever the armies of the two. States' may happen to be assembled at the 
same place, on no account shall the slaughter of kinc be permitted to take place, 

Artiolb 11th. 

In the cv(3nt of the Shah taking an auxiliary force from the Maharajah, what- 
ever booty may be acquired from the Barakmis, tn jewels, iiorses, arms, great 
and small, shall ];)o equally divided between tlie two contracting parties. If the 
Shah should succeed in obtaining possession of their property wibliout the assist- 
ance of the Maharajah’s troops, the Shah agrees to send a portion of it by his 
own agent to the Maharajah in the way of friendship. 

Article 12th. 

An exchange of missions charged with letters and presents shall constantly 
take place between the two parties. 

Article 13th. 

Should the Maharajah require the aid of any of the Shah’s troops in fur- 
therance of the objects contemplated by this Treaty,” the Shah engages to send 
a force commanded by one of his principal officers ; in like manner the Maharajah 
will furnish the Shah, when required, with an auxiliary force composed of Maho- 
medans, and commanded by one of his principal officers as far as Cabool, in fur- 
therance of the objects contemplated by this Treaty. When the Maharajah 
may go to Peshawar, the Shah will depute a Shalizadah to visit him, on which 
occasions the Maharajah will receive and dismiss him with the honour and con- 
sideration due to his rank and dignity. 

Article 14th. 

The friends and enemies of each of the three high powers, that is to say, the 
British and Sikh Governments and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, shall be the friends 
and enemies of all. 

Article 15th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk engages, after the attainment of his object, to pay 
without fail to the Maharajah the sum of two lakhs of Eupees of the Nanuk-shahie 
or Kuldar currency, calculating from the date on which the Sikh troops may be 
despatched for the purpose of reinstating His Majesty in Oabooi in considera- 
tion of the Maharajah’s stationing a force of not less than 5,000 men, Cavalry 
and Infantry, of the Mahomedan persuasion, within the limits of the Peshawur 
Territory, for the support of the Shah, and to be sent to the aid of His Majesty, 
whenever the British Government, in concert and counsel with the Maharajah, 
shall deem their aid necessary ; and when any matter of great importance may 
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arise to the westward, such, measures •; will be- adopted with regard,; to it as. may,;' 
seem expedient and proper at the time to 4he British and Sikh Governments. 
Ill the event of the Maharajah requiring the aid of any of the Shakes troops, a 
deduction will be made from the Subsidy proportioned to the period for which 
such aid may be aiiorded, and the British Government holds itself responsible 
for the piiiictuai payment of the above sum annually to the Maharajah so long 
as the provisions of this Treaty are duly observed. 

Article 16th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk agrees to relinquish for himself, his heirs and such- 
cessors all claims of supremacy and arrears of tribute over the country now held 
by the Ameers of Sinde (and which will continue to belong to the Ameers and 
successors in perpetuity), on condition of the payment to him by the Ameers 
of such a sum as may be determined under the mediation of the British Govern- 
ment, fifteen lakhs of such payment being made over by him to Maharajah Run- 
jeet Singh. On these payments being completed, Article 4 of the Treaty of the 
12th of March 1833 will be considered cancelled, and the customary interchange 
of letters and suitable presents between the Maharajah and the Ameers of Sinde 
shall be maintained as heretofore. 

Article 17th. 

When Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk shall have succeeded in establishing his author- 
ity in Afghanistan, he shall not attack or molest his nephew, the ruler of Herat 
in the possession of the territories now subject to his Government. 

Article 18th. 

Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk binds himself, his heirs and successors to refrain 
from entering into negotiations with any Foreign State, without the knowledge 
and consent of the British and Sikh Governments, and to oppose any power having 
the design to invade the British or Sikh territories by force of arms to the 
utmost of his ability. 

The three powers, parties to this Treaty, m., the British Government, Maha- 
rajah Runjeet Singh, and Shah Shoojah-ool-Moolk, cordially agree to the fore- 
going articles. There shall be no deviation from them, and in that case the pre- 
sent Treaty shall be considered binding for ever, and this Treaty shall come into 
operation from and after the date on which the seals and signatures of the three 
contracting parties shall have been affixed thereto.

Translation. 

Treaty with Maha Rajah Khurruk Singh, — 1840. 

^’ormerly a Treaty was executed by the Right Honorable Lord William Caven- 
dish Bentinck, the Governor-General of India, on the 14th of Poos, Sumbut 1889 
(corresponding with A.D. 1832), through Colonel (then Captain) Wade, concern- 
ing the navigation of the Sutlej and the Scinde rivers in the Khalsa territory, 
in concurrence with the wishes of both the friendly and allied Governnients. 
Another Treaty on the subject was subsequently executed through the same 
officer, in Sumbut 1891 (corresponding with A.D. 1834), fixing a duty on every 
mercantile boat, independent of the quantity of its freight, and the nature of its 
merchandize. A third Treaty was executed on this subject, in accordance with 
the wishes of both Governments, on the arrival of Mr. Clerk, Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General, at the Durbar, in May 1839, adjusting the rate of duties on mer- 
chandize, according to quantity and kind ; and although at the end of that docu- 
ment so much was specified as that the two high powers should after this never 
propose a rate below (less than) that specified, yet notwithstanding after this, 
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when that , gentleman came to the Khalsa Durbar at Amritsur, in Jeth, Sumbiit 
, 1897 , (co.rresponclmg with May, 1840), he explained the Difficulties and, inconve- 
nience" which seemed to ' result ■ to trade' under the system proposed last year, in 
consequence of the obstruction to,' boats for the purpose of, search and tbe ignor* 
ance of traders, ' and the difficulty of adjusting ■ duties accGrdmg to the different 
kinds of articles freighted in the boats, ■ and proposed to revise that system by 
fixing a scale, of duties proportionate to the measurement ■ of boats, and not on 
the kind of commodities, if this arrangement should be approved of by both G-ov- 
ernmeiits. Having reported to his Government the circumstances of the case, 
he now drew up a Schedule of the rate of duties on the mercantile boats navigat- 
ing the Rivers Scinde and Sutlej, and forwarded it for the consideration of this 
friendly Durbar. The Ehalsa Government, therefore, with a due regard to the 
established alliance, having added a few sentences in accordance with the late 
Treaties and agreeably to what is already well understood, has signed and sealed 
the Schedule, and it shall never be at all liable to any contradiction, difference, 
cbange or alteration, without the concurrence and concert of both Governments, 
in consideratior of mutual advantages, upon condition it does not interfere with 
the established custom duties at Amritsur, Lahore, and other inland places, or 
the other rivers in the Khalsa territory.

Grain, wood, and limestone will be free from duty.

Pbgclamation by the Right Honorable the Governor-General of India, 

,''-->- 1845 .^ ; 

The British Government has ever been on terms of friendship with that of 
the Runjab. 

In the year 1809, a Treaty of amity and concord was concluded between the 
British Government and the late Maharajah Runjeet Singh, the conditions of 
which have always been faithfully observed by the British Government, and 
were scrupulously fulfilled by the late Maharajah. 

The same friendly relations have been maintained with the successors of Maha- 
rajah Runjeet Singh by the British Government up to the present time. 

Since the death of the late Maharajah Shere Singh, the disorganised state 
of the Lahore Government has made it incumbent on the Governor-Genera] in 
Council to adopt precautionary measures for the protection of the British Frontier. 
The nature of these measures and the cause of thejr adoption were at the time 
fully explained to the Lahore Durbar, 
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MotwitliBta the disorganised state of the Lahore G-OYemment during 
the last two years and many most unfriendly proceedings on the part of the Dur- 
; bar j the Groveriior-General in Council has ■■ continued to eYince his desire to main- 
tain the : relations of' amity and concord which ■ had so long existed between the 
two States' for the mutual 'interests and happiness, of both. He has shown on 
every occasion the utmost forbearance from consideration to the helpless state. 
of the infant Maharajah Dulleep Singh, whom the British Government had re- 
cognised as the successor to the late Maharajah Shere Singh. 

The Grovernor-G.eneral in Council sincerely ■ desired to see a strong Seikh Gov- 
ernment re-established in the Punjab, able to control its army, and to protect 
its subjects. He had not, up to the present moment, abandoned the hope of 
seeing that important object effected by the patriotic efforts of the Chiefs and 
people of that country. 

The Seikh Army recently marched from Lahore towards the British Frontier, 
as it was alleged by the orders of the Durbar, for the purpose of invading the British 
Territory.^ 

The Governor-GeneraFs Agent, by direction of the Governor-General, de- 
manded an explanation of this movement — and no reply being returned within 
a reasonable time, the demand was repeated. The Governor-General unwilling 
to believe in the hostile intentions of the Seikh Government, to which no provo- 
cation had been given, refrained from taking any measures which might have 
a tendency to embarrass the Government of the Maharajah or to induce collision 
between the two States. 

When no reply was given to the repeated demand for explanation, and while 
active military preparations were continued at Lahore, the Governor-General 
considered it necessary to order the advance of troops towards the Frontier to 
reinforce the Frontier posts. 

The Seikh Army has now, without a shadow of provocation, invaded the British 
Territories. 

The Governor-General must therefore take measures for eff'ectually protect- 
ing the British Provinces, for vindicating, the authority of the British Govern- 
ment, and for punishing the violators of treaties and the disturbers of the public 
peace. 

The Governor-General hereby declares the possessions of Maharajah Dulleep 
Singh on the left or British bank of the Sutlej Confiscated and annexed to the 
British Territories. 

The Governor-General will respect the existing rights of all jagliiredars isemin- 
dars, and tenants in the said possessions, who, by the course rhey now pursue, 
evince their fidelity to the British Government. 

The Governor-General hereby calls upon all the Chiefs and Sirdars in the pro- 
tected territories to co-operate cordially with the British Government for the 
punishment of the common enemy, and for the maintenance of order in these 
States. Those of the Chiefs who show alacrity and fidelity in the discharge of 
this duty, which they ow e to the protecting power, will find thek interests 
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moted tliereby/' and those wlio tak^^ a co-Htrary course will be treated as: enemies 
to the Britisli (xovemment, and will be punished accordingly,. 

■ The inhabitants of- aU the territories- on the- left bank of the Sixtlej 'are hereby 
directed to abide' peaceably in their respective- villages, where, they will receive 
efficient protection by the British Government. All parties of men found in 
n, fined bands, who can give no satisfactory account of their proceedings, will be 
treated as disturbers of the public peace. 

All subjects of the British Government and those who possess estates on both 
sides the River Sutlej, who by their faithful adherence to the British Government, 
may be liable to sustain loss, shall be indemnified and secured in all their just 
rights and privileges. 

On the other hand, all subjects of the British Government, who shall continue 
in the service of the Lahore State, and who disobey this Proclamation by not 
immediately returning to their allegiance, will be liable to have their property 
on this side the Sutlej confiscated, and declared to be aliens and enemies of the 
British Government.

Treaty between the British Government and the State oe Lahore, — 1846, 

Whereas the treaty of amity and concord, which was concluded between the 
British Government and the late Maharajah Runjeet Sing, the Ruler of Lahore, 
in 1809, was broken by the unprovoked aggression, on the British Provinces, 
of the Sikh Army, in December last ; and Whereas, on that occasion, by the Proc- 
lamation, dated 13th December, the territories then in the occupation of the 
Maharajah of Lahore, on the left or British bank of the River Sutlej, were con- 
fiscated and annexed to the British Provinces ; and since that time hostile opera- 
tions have been prosecuted by the two Governments, the one against the other, 
which have resulted in the occupation of Lahore by the British troops ; and Where- 
as it has been determined that, upon certain conditions, peace shall be re-estab- 
lished between the two Governments, the following treaty of peace between the 
Honorable English East India Company and Maharajah Dhuleep Sing Bahadoor, 
and his children, heirs and successors, has been concluded on the part of the 
Honorable Company by Frederick Currie, Esquire, and Brevet-Major Henry 
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Montgomery La wretice, by virtue of Ml powers to that effect vested in tliem by 
the Right Hon’Me SiivH^^ Hardinge, g.c.b.,. one of: Her Britannic- Majesty's 
Most ' Honorable 'Privy Council, Governor-General, a'ppoiiited by the Honorable 
Company to direct' and' control all their affairs in the East Indies, and on the part 
of His Highness Maharajah Dhuleep Sing by Bhaee Ram Sing, Rajah Lai Bing, 
Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Chnttur Sing Attareewalla, Sirdar Runjore Bing Majeethia, 
Dewaii Deena Nath and Fakeer Noorood-deen, vested with full powers and author*- 
ity on the part of His . Highness. ■' 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual, peace, and friendship between the British Govern- 
ment on the one part, and Maharajah Dhuleep Sing, his heirs and successors on 
the other. . . 

Abtiole 2. 

The Maharajah of Lahore renounces, for himself, his heirs and successors, all 
claim to, or connection with, the territorievS lying to the south of the River Sutlej, 
and engages never to have any concern with those territories or the inhabitants 
thereof. . 

Article 3. 

The Maharajah cedes to the Honorable Company, in perpetual sovereignty, 
all his forts, territories and rights in the Doab or country, hill and plain, situated 
between the Rivers Beas and Sutlej. 

Article 4. 

The British Government having demanded from the Lahore State, as indem; 
nification for the expenses of the war, in addition to the cession of territory de- 
scribed in Article 3, payment of one and half crore of Rupees, and the Lahore 
Government, being unable to pay the whole of this sum at this time, or to giv<3 
security satisfactory to the British Government for its eventual payment, the 
Maharajah cedes to the Honorable Company, in perpetual sovereignty, as equi- 
valent for one crore of Rupees, all his forts, territories, rights and interests in 
the hill countries, which are situated between the Rivers Beas and Indus, includ- 
ing the Provinces of Cashmere and Hazarah. 

Article 5. 

The Maharajah will pay to the British Government the sum of 50 lakhs of 
Rupees on or before the ratification of this Treaty. 

Article 6. 

The Maharajah engages to disband the mutinous troops of the Lahore Army 
taking from them their arms — and His Highness agrees to re-organize the Regular 
©r Aeen Eegiments of Infantry, upon the system, and according to the R^nia- 
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felons as to pay and allowances, observed in the time of the late 'Maharajah Rnnjeet 
Sing. Tlie Maharajaiv further engages to pay up all arrears to the soldiers that 
are cliscliarged^ under the provisions of this Article, 

AB-TIOIiE, 1 . 

The Regular Army' of the Lahore; 'State 'shall henceforth be limited to 25 Batta- 
lions of Infantry, consisting' of ' 800 bayonets each — ^with. twelve thousand: cavalry 
— this number at no time to' be exceeded without' the concurrence; of the British 
Government. Should it be necessary at any time— for; any special' cause— that ; 
this force should be increased;,, the cause' shaU- be .fully ■ explained to the . British 
Government, and when the special necessity shall have passed, the regular troops 
shall be again reduced to the standard specified in the former clause of this Article. 

Akticub 8. 

The Maharajah will surrender to the British Government all the guns— thirty- 
six ill number— which have been pointed against the British Troops— and which, 
having been placed on the right bank of the River Sutlej, were not captured at 
the Battle of Subraon, 

Article 9. 

The control of the Rivers Beas and Sutlej, with the continuations of the latter 
river, commonly called the Gurrah and the Punjnud, to the confluence of the 
Indus at Mithunkote— and the control of the Indus from Mithunkote to the bor- 
ders of Beloochistan, shall, in respect to tolls and ferries, rest with the British 
Government. The provisions of this xirticle shall not interfere with the passage 
of boats belonging to the Lahore Government on the said rivers, for the purposes 
of traffic or the conveyance of passengers up and down their course. Regard- 
ing the ferries between the two countries respectively, at the several ghats of 
the said rivers, it is agreed that the British Government, after defraying all the 
expenses of management and establishments, shall account to the Lahore Govern- 
ment for one-half of the net profits of the ferry collections. The provisions of 
this Article have no reference to the ferries on that part of the River Sutlej which 
forms the boundary of Bhawul pore and Lahore respectively. 

Article 10. 

If the British Government should, at any time, desire to pass troops through 
the territories of His Highness the Maharajah, for the protection of the British 
Territories, or those of their Allies, the British Troops shall, on such special oc- 
casion, due notice being given, be allowed to pass through the Lahore Territories. 
In such case the Officers of the Lahore S^te will afford facilities in providing 
supplies and boats for the passage of rivers, and the British Government will 
pay the full price of all such provisions and boats, and will make fair compen- 
sation for all private property that may be endamaged. The British Govern- 
ment will, moreover, observe all due consideration to the religious feelings of the 
Inhabitants of those tracts through which the army may pass.

Article 12. 

In consideration of the services rendered by Eajah Golab Sing'/of Jummoo, 
to the Bahore State, to wards, procuring the restoration of the relations of amity 
between the Lahore and British Governments the Maharajah hereby agrees to 
recognize the Independent Sovereignty of Rajah Golab Sing, in such territories 
and districts in the hills as may be made over to the said Rajah €Mlab Sing, by 
separate Agreement between himself and the British Government, with the de- 
pendencies thereof, which may have been in the Rajah^s possession since the time 
of the late Maharajah Khurruck Sing, and the British Government, in considera- 
tion of the good conduct of Rajah Golab Sing, also agrees to recognize his inde- 
pendence in such territories, and to admit him to the privileges of a separate Treaty 
with the British Government. 

Article 13. 

In the event of any dispute or difference arising between the Lahore State 
and Rajah Golab Sing the same shall be referred to the arbitration of the British 
Government, and by its decision the Maharajah engages to abide. 

Article 14. 

The limits of the Lahore Territories shall not be, at any time, changed without 
the concurrence of the British Government. 

Article 15. 

The British Government will not exercise any interference in the internal 
administration of the Lahore State— but in all cases or questions which may be 
referred to the British Government, the Governor-General will give the aid of 
his advice and good offices for the furtherance of the interests of the Lahore Gov- 
/ernment. 

Article 16. 

The subjects of either State shall, on visiting the territories of the other, be 
on the footing of the subjects of the most favoured nation. 

This Treaty, consisting of sixteen article^, has been this day settled by Frede- 
rick Currie, Esquire, and Brevet-Major Henry Montgomery Lawrence acting 
under the directions of the Right Hon'ble Sir Henry Hardinge, c.O.b., Governer- 
General, on the part of the British Government, and by Bhaee Ram Sing, Rajah 
Lai Sing, Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Chuttur Sing Attareewalla, Sirdar Eunjore Sing 
Majeethia, Dewan Deena Nath, and Fuqueer Noorooddeen, on the part of the 
Maharajah Dhuleep Sing, and the said Treaty has been this day ratified by the

Articles op Agreement concluded between the Bbitish Govebnment and the 
Lahore Durbar, on the llth March 1846. 

Whereas the Lahore Government has solicited the Governor-General to leave 
a British Force at Lahore, for the protection of the Maharajah’s person and of 
the Capital, till the reorganization of the Lahore Army, according to the provi- 
sions of Article 6 of the Treaty of Lahore, dated the 9th instant ; and Whereas 
the Governor-General has, on certain conditions, consented to the measure ; 
and Whereas it is expedient that certain matters concerning the territories ceded 
by Articles 3 and 4 of the aforesaid Treaty should be specifically determined, 
the following eight Articles of Agreement have this day been concluded between 
the aforementioned contracting parties. 

Article L 

The British Government shall leave at Lahore, till the close of the current 
year, A.D, 1846, such force as shall seem to the Governor-General adequate for 
the purpose of protecting the person of the Maharajah and the inhabitants of 
the City of Lahore, during the re-organization of the Sikh Army, in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 6 of the Treaty of Lahore. That force to be with- 
drawn at any convenient time before the expiration of the year, if the object to 
be fulfilled shall, in the opinion of the Durbar, have been attained — but the force 
shall not be detained at Lahore beyond the expiration of the current year. 
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Article 2. 

Tile Lahore ; Government agrees that the force left at Lahore for the purpose 
specified in the foregoing Article, shall be placed in Ml possession of the Fort 
and the ' City of Lahore,- and that the Lahore troops shall be remo^^od from within 
the City. The 'Lahore Government engages to furnish convenient cpiarters for 
the officers and men of the said force and to pay -to the British Government all 
the extra expenses in regard to the said force, which may be incurred, by the British 
Government, in consequence of the troops being amployed away from their own 
Cantonments and in a Foreign Territory. 

Article 3. 

The Lahore Government engages to apply itself immediately and earnestly 
to the reorganisation of its army according to the prescribed conditions, and to 
communicate fully with the British authorities left at Lahore, as to the progreas 
of such reorganization, and as to the location of the troops. 

Article 4. 

If the Lahore Government fails in the performance of the conditions of the 
foregoing Article, the British Government shall be at liberty to withdraw the 
force from Lahore at any time before the expiration of the period specified in 
Article 1. 

Article 5. 

The British Government agrees to respect the hoTid fide rights of those Jaghire- 
dars, within the territories ceded by Articles 3 and 4 of the Treaty of Lahore, 
dated 9th instant, who were attached to the families of the late Maharajahs Eun- 
jeet Sing, Kurruk Sing and Shore Sing ; and the British Government will main- 
tain those jaghiredars in their bond fide possessions during their lives. 

Article 6. 

The Lahore Government shall receive the assistance of the British Local Author- 
ities in recovering the arrears of revenue justly due to the Lahore Government 
from, the kardas and managers in the territories ceded by the provisions of Articles 
3 and 4 of the Treaty of Lahore, to the close of the Khureef harvest of the current 
year, 1902 of the Sumbut Bikramajeet. 

Article 7. 

The Lahore Government shall be at liberty to remove from the forts, in the 
territories specified in the foregoing Article, all treasure and State property, with 
the exception of guns. Should, however, the British Government desire to re- 
tain any part of the said property, they shall be at liberty to do so, paying for 
the same at a fair valuation, and the British officers shall give their assistance 
to the Lahore Government in disposing on the spot of such part of the aforesaid 
property as the Lahore Government may not wish to remove, and the British 
Officers may not desire to retain 
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, Article 8.

Articles oe Agreement concluded between the British Government and 
the Lahore Durbar on the 16th December 1846, 

Whereas the Lahore Durbar and the principal Chiefs and Sirdars of the State 
have in express terms communicated to the British Government thefir anxious 
desire that the Governor-General should give his aid and assistance to maintain 
the administration of the Lahore State during the minority of Maharajah Dulleep 
Sing, and have declared this measure to be indispensable for the maintenance 
of the Government; and whereas the Governor-General has, under certain con- 
ditions, consented to give the aid and assistance solicited, the following Articles 
of Agreement, in modification of the Articles of Agreement executed at Lahore 
on the 11th March last, have been concluded on the part of the British Govern- 
ment by Erederiok Currie, Esquire, Secretary to Government of India, and Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Henry Montgomery Lawrence, o.b., Agent to the Governor-General, 
North-West Erontier, by virtue of full powers to that effect vested in them by 
the Right Hon'^ble Viscount Hardinge, g.c.b., Governor-General, and on the part 
of His Highness Maharajali Dulleep Sing, by Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Shere Sing, 
Dewan Dena Nath, Fukeer Nooroodeen, Rai Kisheii Chund, Sirdar Runjore Sing 
Majethea, Sirdar Utter Sing Kaleewalia, Bhaee Nidlian Sing, Sirdar Khan Sing 
Majethea, Sirdar Shimishere Sing, Sirdar Lall Sing Morarea, Sirdar Kher Sing 
Sindhanwalia, Sirdar Urjun Sing Rungrungalea ; acting with the unaniiiious 
consent and concurrence of the Chiefs and Sirdars of the State assembled at 
Lahore. 

Article L 

Ail and every part of the Treaty of peace between the British Government 
and the State of Lahore, bearing date the 9th day of March 1846, except in so 
far as it may be temporarily modified in respect to Clause 15 of the said Treaty 
by thk engagement, shall remain binding upon the two Governments. 
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■ Article 2 ., '. 

A Britisi Officer, witb an efficient ■ eatablislimeiit of a^ssistaiits, sliali be ap- 
pointed by the Governor-General to^ remain at Lahore, which officer shall have 
fill! authority to direct and control 'aH matters in every Dfipartaent of the State, 

■Article 3.. 

Every attention shall bo. paid in- conducting the adminlsfcralion to the feelings 
of the people, to preserving .the national .institntions and customs, ajid to main- 
taining the just rights of all classes. ■ 

Article 4. 

Changes in the mode .and details of administration shall not be made except 
when found necessary for effecting the objects set forth in the h)fegoiiig Clause, 
and for securing the just dues of the Lahore Covernment. These details shall 
be conducted by Native officers as at present, who shall be appointed and super- 
intended by a Council of Regency composed of leading Chiefs and Sirdars acting 
under the control and guidance of the British Resident. 

Article 5. 

The following persons shall in the first instance constitute the Council of Re- 
gency, viz., Sirdar Tej Sing, Sirdar Shere Sing Attareewalla, Dewan Dena Nath, 
Fukeer Nooroodeen, Sirdar Runjore Sing Majethea, Bhaee Nidhan Sing, Sirdar 
Utter Sing Kaleewalia, Sirdar Shumshere Sing Sindhanwalla, and no change 
shall bo made in the persons thus nominated, without the consent of the British 
Resident, acting under the orders of the Governor-General 

Article 6. 

The administration of the country shall bo conducted by this Council of Re- 
gency in such manner as may be determined on by themselves in consultation 
with the British Resident, who shall have full authority to direct and control 
the duties of every department. 

Article 7, 

A British Force of such strength and numbers, and in such positions as the 
Goveriior-Gojicral may think fit, shall remain at Lahore for the protection of 
the Maharajah and the preservation of the peace of the country.

The Governor-General shall be at liberty to occujiy with British soldiers any 
fort or military post in the Lahore Territories, the occupation of which may be

The Lahore State shall pay to the British Government twenty-two lakhs of

— His Highness Dulleep Sing shall receive from the Honourable East India 
Company, for the support of himself, his relatives, and the servants of the State 
a pension not less than four and not exceeding five lakhs of Company’s Eupees 
per annum,

the title of Maharajah Dulleep Sing Bahadoor, and he shall continue to receive, 
during his life, such portion of the abovenamed pension as may be allotted to 
himself personally, provided he shall remain obedient to the British Government, 
and shall reside at such place as the Governor-General of India may select.

no aid from the British Government, and that you settle the affairs of your mehals 
with your own troops, and provided also, that in any season of exigency, you 
furnish, on application, to the aid of the British Government, a force consisting 
of 200 horse, and that you always continue to manifest your attachment to the 
British Government, and your zeal to serve its interests. This grant has been 
confirmed to you by Government, who, sensible of the merit of your services and 
conduct, which have been made known to it by the communications of the Right 
Honourable the Commander-in-Chief, has been pleased to grant those lands to 
you and your heirs. for ever.

S{ 3 ate (hcrcMiiaffcor referred to as the Lessor) of the one part and. the Secretary 
of State for India in Comicil (hereinafter referred to as the Lessee) of the other 
part. MhieiiTas the Lessor hath in consideration of the premises agreed to lease 
to tlie Lessee th.o so.ie right of controlling the cnltivation of the poppy and the 
inaniifa.etnre and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs within the Dujana State, 
and the right to enjoy the revenue derived from such cultivation, manufacture 
or sale. Now therefore this Agreement witnesseth that the parties hereto mu- 
tually agree ,caclt. with the other as follows that is to say 

1. In this agreement the words Opium ” and ‘‘Intoxicating Drugs’’ are 
used as defined in the laws and rules for the time being in force in the Punjab 
in regard to opium and excise. 

2. This agreement shall take effect from the 1st April 1924 and shall continue 
in force for ten years from that date during which period the Lessee shall enjoy 
the sole right of controlling the cultivation of the pbppy, the manufacture and 
sale of opium and intoxicating drugs within the Dujana State and of enjoying 
the revenue derived from such cultivation, manufacture or sale. 

3. While this agreement is in force the laws and rules in force for the time 
being in the Punjab with regard to the cultivation of the poppy and to the pos- 
session, manufacture and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs and to the trans* 
port, import and export of the same shall miitatis mutandis be enforced by the 
lessor throughout the Dujana State. 

4. It shall be competent to the Financial Commissioners of the Punjab and 
the Deputy Commissioner of Rohtak during the currency of this agreement to 
exercise throughout the Dujana State the powers conferred on the Chief Eevenuo 
authority and the Collector respectively by the laws and rules referred to in the 
third article of this agreement. 

5. It shall be competent to any Excise Officer of the Rohtak District author- 
ised for the purpose of controlling the sale of opium and intoxicating drugs by 
the Deputy Commissioner of Rohtak during the currency of this agreement to 
exercise any of the powers at present conferred by Chapter VII of Act I of 1914 
and by Sections 14 and 15 of Act I of 1878 throughout the Dujana State. 

6. At least one shop will be provided in Dujana Tehsii and two at least in 
Nahar Tehsii for the sale of opium, and one and two in each of the two Tehsils 
respectively for the sale of hemp drugs. The position of these shops shall be 
determined by the Deputy Commissioner after due consultation with tlie Lessor 
in this respect. With the exception of these shops no excise shop whether for 
the sale of liquor or of any other exciseable articles will be opened by the State 
<^ven for medicinal purposes. 
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7. All offences against the laws and rules to be enforced in. the Dnjana State 
in virtue of the 3rd article of this agreement shall be tried by the Courts of the 
State, 

8. The staff necessary for the control of these excise arrangements shall bti 
employed by the Deputy Commissioner, Kohtak, according to the local conditions 
and paid by the British Grovernment which will pay all the other expenses of the 
management also. The Lessee his servants and agents will do their best to secure 
th(^ enforcement of the laws and rules above referred to and to prevent broaches 
of the same and also such acts and omissions as may tend to reduce the re venue 
from opium and intoxicating drugs. 

9. Whihi this agreement remains in force the Lessee sliall bo entitled to re- 
ceive and enjoy all the revenue accruing from the cultivation of poppy and the 
manufacture and sale of opium and intoxicating drugs throughout the Dujana 
State, 

10. In consideration of the foregoing the Lessee will pay to the Lessor the 
amount of Its. 2,000 yearly at the e.nd of €>ach financial year.

Fourtlily . — It shall be competent to the financial Commissioners of the Punjab 
And the Deputy Commissioner of Gurgaon during the currency of this agreeinenfe 
to exercise throughout the Pataudi State the powers conferred on the Cliiei Be- 
voniie authority and the Collector respectively, by the laws and rules nd'erred 
to in the third article of this agreement.

Sixthly . — The Deputy Commissioner will, as far as possible, consider and 
give effect to the reasonable wishes of the lessor in regard to the number and posi- 
tion of shops for the retail vend of fermented liquor, spirits, tari, opium and in- 
toxicating drugs, and the number of persons to receive retail licenses.

EigMIily, --Thsit the lessor, his representatives and assigns will do, their best 
to secure the observance of the laws and rules above referred to and to prevent 
broaelies of them and all such acts and omissions as may tend to reduce the re- 
v<‘mie from fernientod liquor, spirits, tari, opium, and intoxicating drugs. 

■ Nhi-lhlg. — 'W'hile this agreement remahis in force the lessee shall be entitled 
to receive and enjoy ail the revenue accruing from the cultivation of poppy and 
the manufacture and sale of fermented liquor, spirits, tari, opium, and intoxi- 
eating drugs tliroiighout the l^atalldi State. 

Tefdhhj. — In consideration of the foregoing the lessee will pay annually to 
the lessor the sum of Its. 414 (four hundred and fourteen) during the currency 
of the agrocmeiit.

I, Nawab Muzaffar Ali Khan of Pataudi State, hereby cede to the Eiitisli 
Governni(‘nt full and exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind over the 
lands in the said State wliicb are. or may hereafter be occupit'd by fclie railwaj^s 
comprised in the Rajpntana-Malwa system (including all lands occupied for sta-» 
tions, for out-buildings, and for other railway purposes), arul over all persons 
and things whatsoever within the said lands.

Tbanslation of a copy :of' a' 8tli PEBiUTARr 1810, signed and 

seaicMl by Lord Moira, Governor-General, conferring on Rajah Muhendra 
Singh, Bussaiiirwala,' the Raj of , Rainpoor, Biissaliir, and Tliakuraees of 
Bnlaitee, Kiirangto, and 'Kanaitee. . - 

Whereas all the hill territory has come into the possession of the Hon’ble 
Conipany, the Most Noble the Governor-General hereby confers on Rajah I^Inhendra 
Singh in jierjietuity, generation after generation, the Raj of Rainpoor, Russaliir, 
and Tliakii races of Dulaitee, Kiirangto, .and Kanaitee, with ail their revenues 
and internal and external rights, conditional on tlie said Rajah paying Rs. 15,000 
(Kuldar) per anninii tribute money, in instalnients as detaiicd below, for 
defraying tlie expenses of the protecting English force, and. conditional on 
Ills rendering personal service with his armed followers and begarees when 
called upon to do so, and constructing roads on ail four sides of his territories. 

The forts of Rawin, Saiegan, Hatto, and Baghee, together with the la.nds at- 
tached to them, and pergunnah Saudbhoj and mouza Khepoo, etc., having been 
detached from tlie Rainpoor Bussahir ilaka, and retained in possession and occu- 
pation of the British Government, he (the Rajah) should never even think of 
advancing his claim to the said places, and being bound by the terms of this sun- 
nud remain heartily submissive and obedient to the British authorities and not 
encroach beyond his territories. 

The Rajah shall pay the tribute money by fixed instalments, and in time of 
war shall, on a requisition from the Superintendent of Hill States, join the British 
army in person with his armed retainers and hill porters, keep himself in readiness 
to execute orders, and remain submissive. He shall construct roads throughout 
his territory four yards wide. 

If the Rajah neglects or hesitates in paying the fixed tribute ; in joining the 
British army with his retainers on the occasion of war ; in showing submission 
and obedience to the British authorities ; and in constructing roads in his terri- 
tory, or encroaches upon the territories of others, he shall incur displeasure and 
will be deposed. 

The Rajah shall consider this suunud as a ratified document, and use his exer- 
tions to fiiifii the terms thereof, to promote the welfare of his people, to improve 
the condition of hi»s country and cultivation, to redress grievances and to keep 
the public roads safe. 

The Rajah sliall not extort money from his subjects, but treat them with 
kiiulness so tliat they may always be thankful to him. His subjects should regard 
him, ami his (successors) as above described, as their sole and lawful lord, pay 
without fail the revenue due to him, remain obedient to him at all times, and 
behave themselves well.

Agreement with' Eajali of Bussahir for lease' of Ms forests, — 1864,. ,, 

The Eajah of Bussahir having found the management of his forests tronble- 
some, desires to lease them to the British Government for a term of fifty years, 
and requests the Superintendent, Hill States, to submit tlie following proposals 
for the approval of the Punjab Government 

Article 1. 

I make over the entire control of the whole forests of Bussahir to the British 
Government, who will, ajipoint an English Officer to take charge of the said forests. 

Article 2. 

No contractor or other person shall be permitted to cut timber in any forest 
of nay dominions, except in places and under conditions specified by the officer 
appointed to be Conservator of Forests. 

Article 3. 

For every tree felled in the forests of Bussahir by authority of the Conser- 
vator, the British Government shali pay at the following rates : —

Article 4. 

The accounts shali be made up quarterly or half-yearly and rendered, and 
payments made at the abovementioned rates quarterly or half-yearly. 

Article 5. 

I will have nothing to do with the establishments appointed by the Forest 
Officer. The British Govenmient will defray all expenses connected with the 
conservancy of the forests, felling and transporting timber to the Sutlej, and 
floating down to the depots. 

Article 6. 

I agree that the officer appointed to the forest should have power of a Subor- 
dinate Magistrate, 1st class, defined in Section 23 of Act XXV, 1861, to try and 
decide cases of offences against property and property marks. 
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; AktIOLB 7. 

■ : 1 will give every assistance required by tlie Conservator in tlie exercise of 
the above powers for apprehending .offenders,, or supposed offenders, and for coii- 
firining the penalties awarded by him. 

Aeticlb 8. 

I hereby grant to the British Government a lease of the forests of Biissahir 
for (50) fifty years, commencing from such date as the Government may con- 
firm the lease. 

Aeticle 9. 

I will furnish an Indent to the Government for any timber I may require, 
specifying the amount and kinds of wood, and the purpose for which it is to be 
applied. 

Aeticlb 10. 

The Zemindars shall be permitted to cut timber for fuel, charcoal, house- 
building, and vine frames. They are not to be prohibited from cutting down 
the inferior forests for purposes of cultivation.

Wherexis by an agreement, bearing date 28th June 1864, the Eajah Shumshere 
Sing of Bassahir and Eampoor has leased to the British Government, for a term 
of 50 years, ail the forests under his control in the territories of Bassahir ; and 
Whereas the said Rajah Shumshere Sing is desirous of leasing to the British 
Government all rights within his territory to waif, drift, and windfall timber, 
both on land and in water ; and 
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It is agreed between the said Rajah Shumshere Sing of the one parfc^ and Super- 
intendent of the Simla Hill States on behalf of the British Government of the 
other part, as follows : — 

This agreement shall commence to be in operation from and for the working 
season of the Christian year 1 870-7 1, 

The British Government shall, through such officers as it shall from time to 
time appoint in that behalf, and on the conditions hereafter agreed to, have the 
sole and entire control and management of, and the entire right and title to, ail 
waif, drift, and windfall timber, both on land or in water, stranded or collected 
in the territories subject to the Rajah of Bassahir and Rampoor. 

In lion of such right to waif, windfall, and drift timber, the British Govern- 
ment shall and will pay to the said Rajah of Bassahir and Eampoor, or to sncli 
person as he shall appoint to receive the same, the yearly sums hereinafter stateed 
that is to say — 

For each of the years ISIO-Il, 1871-72, and 1872-73 the sum of rii])ees iiftecn 
hundred (1,500), 

For each of the years 1873-74 and 1874-75 the sum of rupees twelve hundred 

( 1 , 200 ). 

And for the year 1875-76 and following years the annual sums of one 
thousand rupees (1,000). 

The British Government shall not, in virtue of any right vested in it by this 
agreement, interfere with the privilege of villagers and others rcsi<Iiijg on or near 
the banks of the River Sutlej, or its tributaries, of collecting fragments and small 
pieces of timber to be used for fire- wood without payment for the same. 

,Provi<Ied always that the privilege aforesaid shall not be deemed to entitle 
any person to take any piece, fragment^ or log of wood of any she larger than 
one man can himself and without assistance lift or carry.

Whereas by the terms of an agreement : having date at Simla, the twenty- 
eiglitli clay of June 1864, His Highness the Raja of Rampoor-Bashahr, having 
reqnosted the aid of the British Government in tlie management of his forests, 
did for tliat purpose, lease the said forests to the British. Govern,] t an it ; and 

Whereas by a further »agreement, dated the first day of August 1871, His Tligh- 
ness the said Raja did grant to the British Governnient (in consideration of ecu.*- 
tain payments theriun provided to be made) his rights in waif and windfall tim-

Whereas it is now desirable to embody the terms of the said agr(Hmuuits in 
one agreennuit, and further in such new agreement to secure to His Highness 
a more equitable remuneration in consideration of the grant of his forests and 
other rights, and at the same time to make more definite provision for the conser- 
vancy of the forests aforesaid : 

The following Articles have been agreed upon between His Highness the Raja 
of Rampoor-Bashahr of the one part, and Captain Robert Parry Nisbet, Super- 
intendent of Hill States, Simla, on behalf of the British Government, of the other 
■■part'":-—'"' 

1. From and after the date of the execution of this present agreement, the 
former agreements, bearing date at Simla, the 28th June 1864 and 1st August 
1871, respectively, shall cease to be of force, and shall be deemed to bo cancelled 
and superseded by this present agreement. 

2^ The term forest,’’ as used in these Articles, shall mean and inciiido — 

(a) Those tracts of country covered with trees, or from which tlie trec^s 
have been foiled, which pay no revenue as cultivated land to the 
Rampoor-Bashahr State, 

(h) Such other tracts of land, cultivated or uncultivated, covered with 
trees or barren, as the Rajah of E.amj)oor-Bavs]iahr may from time 
to time consent to give up for the purpose of consolidating or ex- 
tending the area of any existing forest, or of forming new planta- 
"-tions'oriorests. ■ A- 

3, In consideration of the sum of Rs. 10,000 to be paid in two half-yearly 
instalments, viz,, on the 30th April and Slst October in every year, His Highness 
the Raj«a of Rampoor-Bashahr hereby grants the entire and sole cojitrol of the 
whole forests of Bashahr to the British Government. 

4. The Raja of Bashahr further grants to the Britisli Government all his rights 
in unclaimed waif, drift, and windfall timber within his territory both on land 
and in water, and further grants to the said Government the entire control of 
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' ;GoverBmeiit :;Sliall liave' po.wer tO' take .-up. land not -being forest .when such .land 
is .rec|iiired'.for timber slides: and other necessary works : 

Provided always that fair and eqHitable compensation shall be paid therefor 
to the persons entitled thereto. 

5. The British Government shall on its part appoint and maintain at its own 
expense such officers and such subordinate establishments as to it may seem, good 
for the purpose of controlling, managing, and working the said forests, and con- 
trolling and managing the transport and floating of timber as aforesaid. 

The term Forest Officer ’’ when used in this agreement or the schedule thereto 
annexed, shall be deemed to mean any officer so appointed. 

6. The rule set forth irx the schedule annexed for the profceetion and manage- 
ment of the forests and for regulating the floating of timber and other matters 
shall be deemed to be in force throughout Bashahr, and the British Government 
may invest any Forest Officer with ail or any of the powers of a Magistrate as 
desoribed in the Code of Criminal Proeeduxe in force in British India, to be exer- 
cised within the State of Bashahr for the purpose of trying and punishing offences 
against the rules aforesaid. 

And the Eaja of Bashahr engages to render every aid required by the officer 
or officers authorized to exercise such powers for bringing to justice all persons 
charged with offences against the rules, and for enforcing any lawful judgment 
awarded against them. 

7. Further it is agreed that during the currency of this lease the whole pre- 
servation, control, and right of shooting game birds in the Bashahr forest shall 
exclusively belong to the British Government. Licenses to shoot in the Bashahr 
forests shall be granted only by the Superintendent of the Hill States r 

Provided always that the Eaja of Bashahr may grant annually to residents 
of Bashahr licenses to shoot game birds for their own consumption, but not for 
sale. The number of such licenses shall not exceed thirty. Any person found 
shooting without a license, or netting, trapping, or snaring game birds shall be 
liable to the penalties mentioned for such offences in the rules forming a schedule 
to this lease. 

8, The whole cost of conserving the forest in Bashahr under the rules annexed, 
together with all costs of felling and transporting timber for the use of the British 
Government, and of maintaining the necessary establishment in such forests, 
shah be borne by the British Government,' 

9. This agreement shall continue in force for a term of fifty years, commenc- 
ing from the date of the present agreement. On the expiry of this term it shall 
be renewable at the pleasure of the British Government for a further term of fifty 
years. It shall be again renewable in like manner at the end of every term of 
fifty years :

Rules for the BasMhr Forests. 

1. Unless expressly permitted by the Chief Forest Officer^ the following acts 
are prohibited in all forests of the Bashahr State : — 

(a) Breaking up forest land for cultivation. 

(b) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests or negligently per- 

mitting fire to extend thereto. 

(c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood, or stumps. 

(d) Cutting out slabs, torches, etc., from the stems of standing trees, bark- 

ing or boring for turpentine, or otherwise injuring trees. 

(c) Felling or lopping trees. 

(f) Selling timber. 

(g) Removing dead leaves and surface soil. 

(h) Shooting without a license, . netting, trapping, or snaring any game 

bird. 

2. Permission free of charge shall be given by the Forest Officer of Bashahr 

to all zemindars, who may require it, to break up forest land for cultivation, to 
cut timber for fuel, charcoal, house-building, and vine frames, to cut and collect 
branches and leaves for cattle fodder and manure, to burn grass for pasture, to 
cut torches, and to collect turpentine, bark, roots, ringall, and other minor forest 
produce. , 

These privEeges shall be exercised in such portions only of the forest as the

The collectiott of the seeds of the Ri (Neoza) shall be free to all who have a 
right to oolieot them, 

3. The British Government shall have power to demarcate or fence any portion 
or portions of the forest in Bashahr. 

If the boundaries of any demarcated forest are not clearly indicated by roads, 
rivers, or other existing boundaries or landmarks, they must be marked out by 
permanent marks in such manner as the Punjab Government may direct. 

4. In the demarcated or fenced forests grazing by cattle, except by permis- 
sion of tbe Forest Officer of Basbabr, is prohibited, in addition to the prohibitions 
enumerated in rule 1. 

5. The Raja of Bashahr will furnish an indent to the British Government 
for any timber he may require, specifying the amount and kinds of wood and 
the purpose for which it is to be applied. Such timber shall not be applied to 
other purposes than those specified in the indent, and shall not be sold. 

It will rest with the Punjab Government to decide what quantity shall be 
given. 

6. No person shall, without the permission of the Forest Officer of Bashahr, 
remove, cut up, burn, deface the marks of, or mark any timber in transit, whether 
stranded or floating, provided that this rule shall not interfere with the privilege 
of the villagers to take for firewood stranded pieces of broken timber, which are 
not, however, to be larger than one man can lift by himself. 

7. Any person who breaks rule 1, 4, or 6 shall be liable, on conviction before 
a Magistrate, to fine not exceeding Rupees 200, or, in default ok payment, to three 
months’ imprisonment with or without hard labom\

Aguebment between the Secretary of State for Iistdia and the Raja of Ba- 
shahr for the Lease of the Bashahr Forests, — 1929. 

This agreement made this first day of May 1929 between the Raja of Rampur- 
Bashahr who on behalf of himself, his heirs, successors, administrators, executor 
and assigns is hereinafter referred to as the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr of the on 
part and the Secretary of State for India in Council who together with his succes- 
sors- in office and assigns is hereinafter referred to as the Punjab Government of 
the second part. 

Whereas by virtue and in pursuance of agreements of various dates between 
the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr and the Secretary of State the said Secretary of State 
acting by and through the Local Government of the Punjab had enjoyed 
a lease of the forests of the Bashahr State together with all the rights of the Raja 
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• .-And' whereas it' is- now desirable. --to, secure >■ more, equitable remuneration to 
the Raja of Rampur-Basbabr. in . consideration' uf . .the grant of the said forests 
and. other rights and at the, same time to make more definite provisions for the 
conservancy of the forests aforesaid. 

This agreement witnesseth that it has 'been mutually agreed by and between 
the _parties hereto as follows that is to say — 

ARTXCnE 1. 

From and after the date of the execution of this agreement all previous agree- 
ments made between the Punjab Government and the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr 
regarding the lease of the forests of Bashahr State shall be deemed to be cancelled 
and superseded by this present agreement except where specifically stated to the 
contrary in Schedule or Appendices. The provisions of this lease shall not apply 
to the forests held in Jagir by the Waziir of Poari, 

Article 2. 

The term '^Vf crest ” as used in this agreement shall mean and include — 

{a) Demarcated forests, 

(6) Forests reserved for the use of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr, 

(c) Undemaroated forests, 

(a) Demarcated forests shall mean and include those forests which 

are defined and stated as demarcated forests in the Forest 
Settlements of Bashahr State referred to hereafter in Clause 
yi of this agreement, and such other tracts of land cultivated 
or uncultivated as with the previous sanction of the Raja of 
Rampur-Bashahr are from time to time added to existing de- 
marcated forests or are declared to be demarcated forests. 

(b) Forests reserved for the use of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr shall 

mean and include the forests defined and stated in Appendix I 
to this agreement. 

(o) Undemarcated forests shall mean and include — 

{i) All tracts of land bearing tree growth or from which the 
trees have been felled which pay no land revenue as 
cultivated land to the Bashahr State. 

(m) Such other tracts of land cultivated or uncultivated as 
with the previous sanction of the Raja of Rampur- 
Bashahr are from time to time included in existing 
undemarcated forests or are declared to be imdemar- 
cated forests. 

Artiole 3.' 

In consideration of the following payments, the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr 
hereby grants to the Punjab Government the entire and sole control of the whole.

The Eaja of Eampur-Bashahr further grants to the Punjab Government all 
his rights in unclaimed waif, drift and windfall timber within his territory both 
on land and in water, and further grants to the said Government the entire con- 
trol of the rivers and streams in Bashahr in so far as concerns the floating and 
management of timber in transit ; and the Eaja of Eampur-Bashahr further 
agrees that the Punjab Government shall have power to take up land, not being 
forest, when such land is required for timber slides and other necessary works. 

Provided always that fair and equitable compensation shall be paid therefor 
to the persons entitled thereto. 

Notwithstanding the above, the Eaja will be permitted to seize all waif timber* 
that is to say, timber bearing neither axe nor saw mark, at Eampur Bridge, sub-

Articles, 

The Punjab Government shall on its part appoint and maintain at its own

Rupin and Giri Valleys in 1911 and the forest settlements for the Butlej A^alley 
in 1921 shall be deemed to be in force in the respective areas to which they apply. 
The Raja of Rampur-Bashahr hereby agrees and engages to render every aid 
required by Forest Officers to bring to justice all persons charged with offences 
against the rules and to enforce all lawful judgments awarded against such persons. 

Article 7, 

The whole cost of conserving the forests included in this lease together with 
all cost of felling and transporting timber for the use of the Punjab Government 
and of maintaining the necessary establishment in such forests shall be borne by 
the Punjab Government unless otherwise provided for in this lease. 

Article 8* 

This agreement shall continue in force for a term of twenty-five years from 
the 1st of November 1928, provided that the provisions of Clause III shall be 
liable to revision, at the option of the Punjab Government, at the end of nine 
years beginning from the 1st of November 1928, and provided also that additions 
to the list of forests shown in Appendix I attached to this agreement, may be made 
by the Punjab Government at the request of the Raja of Rampur-Bashahr on 
completion of nine years beginning from the 1st of November 1928, if the Punjab 
Government are satisfied that the management of the forests now included in 
Appendix I has been efficient.

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SCHEDULE. 

1. Siil>ject to tlie provisions of the Forest Settlements the following acts are 
prohibited in all forests unless expressly permitted by the Divisional Forest 
Officer : — 

(a) Breaking tip land for cultivation, 

(b) Setting fire' to grass tracts in the vicinity of forests, or negligently per- 

mitting fire to extend to forests, 

(c) Setting fire to grass, trees, brushwood or stumps, 

(i) Cutting out slabs, torches, etc,, from the stems of standing trees, bark- 
ing or tapping for resin, or otherwise injuring trees, 

(e) Felling or lopping trees, 

(/) Selling timber, 

(^) Eemoving dead leaves and surface soil, 

2. Eights of user shall be exercised in accordance with the provisions of the 
Forest Settlements except in such portions of the demarcated forests as may be 
closed from time to time by the Divisional Forest Officer. 

3. The Punjab Government shall have power to demarcate and/or fence any 
portion or portions of the forests in Bashahr provided that it shall not fence any 
portion of the forest which is undemarcated at the time of the execution of this 
lease, except with the previous approval of the Eaja of Eampur-Bashahr. 

4. In the demarcated forests the gra 2 :ing of cattle, sheep and goats is prohi- 
bited except as provided by the Forest setHements or expressly permitted by 
the Divisional Forest Officer. 

Notwithstanding the above, the Eaja of Eampur-Bashahr may allow Gujars 
to graze bufialoes in the areas permitted for such grazing, provided that within 
five years from the commencement of this agreement the number of buffaloes 
so permitted to graze shall be reduced to 250, Appendix II to this agreement 
shows and describes the permitted areas. 

5. (a) The Eaja of Eampur-Bashahr may' furnish indents to the Divisional 
Forest Officer concerned for any timber which he may require for State purposes 
specifying the amount and purpose for which it is required. Such timber shall 
not be used for any purpose other than that stated in the indent and it shall not 
be sold or exported. The Divisional Forest Officer will have marked free of charge 
the necessary trees (if available from demarcated forests) and will make every 
effort to have them marked within 60 days. The Eaja of Eampar-Bashahr will 
not indent for any more timber than is stated below in any one year 

(а) 250 sleepers to be delivered at Eampur at cost price. 

(б) 100 Deodar trees of either the 1st or 2nd class or of the 1st and 2nd 

classes mixed free of cost, 

(c) 500 Kail standing trees of the let or 2nd class or of the 1st and 2nd 
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(d) 1,000 Kail standing. tr^es.of eithier the,. .3rd. or 4tli, class or 3rd and 4tli 

classes mixed free of cost. 

Waliint and Shisliam standing trees will be supplied to the Eaja at the dis^ 
■ cretion of the Divisional Forest Officer ■ concerned free of cost. The Divisional 
. Forest Officer will make special endeavour to ensure compliance ,. with the Eaja’s 
Indents within a reasonable time. ' 

(h) Notwithstanding the provisions of Clause (a), the Forest Department 
will supply the Eaja of Bampur-Bashahr with 500 sleepers delivered at Eampur 
at cost price during each of the years 1928; 1929, 1930 and 1931, provided that 
the number of sleepers furnished in each of these years shall not be in excess of 
the sleepers actually required for State purposes, and provided furtlier that the 
Forest Department is able to supply the full number of 500 sleepers consistently 
with their liabilities under their contract with the Eailway Department. 

6. No person shall, without the permission of the Divisional Forest Officer, 
remove, cut up, burn, deface the marks of, or mark any timber in transit, whe- 
ther stranded or floating ; provided that this rule shall not interfere with the 
privilege of the villagers to take for firewood stranded pieces of unmarked and 
unsawn timber which are not however to be larger than one man can lift by himself* 

7. The Punjab Government will not construct any habitation other than tem- 
porary within demarcated or undemarcated forests or any garden or plantation 
outside demarcated forests without the sanction of the Eaja. 

8. All rights to minerals in Bashahr State are reserved to the Eaja. The 
quarrying of stone and slate within the demarcated forests shall be regulated 
by the Punjab Government subject to the provisions of the Forest Settlements. 

9. The Punjab Government shall not object to tbe construction of irrigation 
channels (kuhls) and of telegraph and telephone lines in demarcated forests, pro- 
vided that the alignment of such is subject to the previous sanction of the Divi- 
sional Forest Officer. 

10. The rights of Jagirdars and Adna Maliks to dispose of trees growing on 
lands which are held by them in; Jagir or in Adna MalMyat at the date of execu- 
tion of this lease, shall be in accordance with the provisions of the Forest Settle- 
ments, provided that where the provisions of the Forest Settlements require that 
certain action should be taken by a Forest Officer, such Forest Officer shall be in 
the service of the Punjab Government and shall be of rank not below that of a 
Forest Eanger. 

IL The Punjab Government when floating timber down rivers and streams 
shall respect the rights of the zamindars to water for irrigation purposes and for 
water-mills and shall pay compensation to the persons entitled thereto for any 
damage done to irrigation or to water mills. Such compensation shall be assessed 
by the Forest Board {vide rule 13 mftd), 

12, With regard to the forests included in Appendix I, the Eaja of Eampur- 
Bashahr shall have full powers of control and management, provided that he shall 
not sell timber except to right holders in accordance with the provisioBs of the 
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Forest Settlements and shall not export timber without the previous sanction 
ill writing of the Conservator of Forests, Eastern Circle. 

13. A Forest Board shall be constituted of which the Eaja of Rampur-Bashahr 
shall be ex-^qffioio President. The composition, duties and powers of the Board 
are stated in Appendix III hereto. 

14. Fees due to the Bashahr State by Zamindars on account of the exercise 
of rights of user under the Forest Settlements shall be levied throughout the State 
at the rates in force in the Pabar Valley at the date of the execution of this agtee- 
ment notwithstanding any provision to the contrary in the Forest Settlements, 
Such fees shall be realized by the Punjab Government but shall be credited to 
Bashahr State. 

15. Any discrepancy between the boundaries of the demarcated forests — 

(1) as existing on the ground ; 

(2) as shown in the Settlement Records of Sambat 1950 Bikrama of the 

Bashahr State and subsequent revisions of the same previous to 
the execution of this lease ; or 

(3) as shown in the records of the Forest Settlements previous to the exe- 

cution of this lease ; 

may be investigated and adjudicated upon by the Forest Board, provided that 
the orders issued by the Board under this rule shall be subject to confirmation 
by the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla, who shall, previous to confirmation, 
obtain the views of the Conservator of Forests, Eastern Circle,' Punjab. 

16. When the Punjab Government is shown in the Revenue Records of the 
Bashahr State as occupier of any land leased to it in the Forest Department in 
the Bashahr State, it shall be shown as a tenant through the Forest Department. 
The Raja of Rampttr-Bashahr shall be shown as Ak Malik, and if he is also' Adna 
Malik of the area in question, he shall be shown as Adna Malik. 

17. On roads where mules can ply, the Bashahr State shall arrange through 
Chaudhris for mule transport for forest officers serving in the State at rates which 
shall be fixed from time to time in accordance with rules to be framed by the 
Forest Board, provided that if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous deci- 
sion, the matter Kshould be referred for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, 
Simla. At the principal stages on those roads which are either pernianentiy or 
temporarily unfit for mules the Forest Officers shall arrange for cooly transport 
through contractors, who shall be appointed by the Forest Board, provided that 
if the Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be re- 
ferred for decision to the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla. The rates of cooly 
hire shall be fixed from time to time by the Forest Board, provided that if the 
Forest Board fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be referred 
for decision to the Superintendent, HiU States, Simla. The contractors shall be 
remunerated either by an annual subsidy payable by the Punjab Government, 
or by commission on the hire of coolies actually engaged, the amount of the sub- 
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Board, proiridod that if the Forest' Board’ fail' to reach a uimnimous decision, the 
matter’, shoiild': be referred for decision' to- ‘the .Superintendent, Hill. States, Simla. 
Provided that at any stage where no Chaudhri or contractor has been appointed 
and also at' a -stage where the Chaudhri or contractor fails to make satisfactory 
arrangements for mule or cooly transport as the case may be, Forest Officers sliail 
be entitled to require the Zaildar or.Lumbardar to provide coolies or other trans- 
port and shall in addition to the coolie hire pay commission to the Zaildar or Lum- 
bardar at a rate to be fixed by the Forest Board, provided that if the Forest Board 
fail to reach a unanimous decision, the matter should be referred for decision to 
the Superintendent, Hill States, Simla, 

The State shall maintain supply contractors on roads maintained by the Pub- 
lie Works Department. At other stages Forest Officers shall make their own 
arrangements for supplies through Zaildars or Lumbardars. Any dispute that 
may arise between the State and Forest Officers with regard to transport or sup- 
plies shall be referred to the' Superintendentj Hill States, for decision. The Raja 
of Rampur-Bashahr shall give Forest Officers all reasonable assistance in making 
the arrangements contemplated in this rule. Provided that at the instance of 
either party to this agreement, the arrangements for supplies and transport may 
be re-examined at the conclusion of nine years from the date of this agreement 
with the object of making such changes, if any, as may be necessary having regard 
to the conditions relating to supplies and transport then obtaining. 

18, Any person who commits a breach of any of the provisions of rule 1, 4, 
6, 8, or 10 of this Schedule shall be liable on conviction before a Magistrate to 
fine not exceeding Rs. 200 or in default of payment to three months’ imprison- 
ment with or without hard labour.

SuNNUD to Rajah Ram Sing (or Ri4M Subeun) for Hinbooe, — 1815. 

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment ; and whereas Rajah Ram Sing has, during the present war, performed 
worthily the part of an ally of the British Government, joinmg the British troops 
in person with his forces, and furnishing begarees to level roads and to perform 
other work, wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Govornor-General, 
this Sunmid is granted to the said Rajah, conferring on him and his heirs for ever 
Hindoor, etc., seven Pergunnahs ; and Buhtowlee with twelve villages, and Mun- 
thooiee with foui? villages (excepting, however, the half share of Fysioollah-poora, 
in Pergunnah Khas Hindoor, and the Fort of Malown, with six villages of Monzah 
Malown Chakiran, which are on the point [tegh] of the Hill of Malown, and Mouzas 
Malown-badhoo, Chulan dooaree-wallah, etc., the jumma of the whole seven 
villages being 118 rupees and 123| maunds of grain), together with all the rights 
and amDurtenances beltosthysf thereto, "and the sayer colleetions, and right of 'dis- 
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tribiiting justice to tlie ryots ; without exaction of begarees, or of service^ or of 
nazziiraiiah, all these dues being remitted. Whatever number of begarees the 
Bajali shall furnish in case of war, shall be paid for by the British Government 
at the rate of 4 rupees per man. The Rajah, however, will not receive any pay 
for himself and his troops in joining the British Forces. The Rajah, consider* 
ing this Sunnud a full and valid title for himself and his descendants, will exert 
himself to the utmost to promote the welfare of his subjects, and will abstain 
from encroaching on the possessions of others ; and being grateful for the favour 
which has been shown him by the British Government, he will continue firm in 
allegiance to it, and will conform to all the conditions of this Sunnud. 

It will be the duty of the ryots on their part to consider the Rajah as theF 
rightful lord, and to pay their revenue punctually, and show obedience to his 
authority, and to exert themselves to improve the cultivation of their lands and 
to augment the Rajah’s resources.

SuHNOB to Rajah Ram Sing (or Ram Subrun) for the Thakooraee of Bcjbowlee, 

---1815. 

Whereas all the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment, and many Chiefs have had their former possessions wholly restored 
to them ; and whereas the Fort of Malown, with six villages, the estimated annual 
jumma of which is 118 rupees and 118 maunds of grain, has been withheld from 
Rajah Ram Sing, in order to be retained as a post for British troops ; therefore, 
as a compensation for the said fort and six villages, this Sunnud is, by order of 
the Right Honorable the Governor-General, granted to Rajah Ram Sing, con- 
ferring on him and Jiis heirs for ever the Thakooraee of Burowlee, with all the 
appurtenances biikmging thereto, and the sayer collections. The said Rajah, 
considering this Sunnud to be a valid instrument, will, after leaving to the Ranee 
of the said TJiakoorace four villages for her subsistence, take possession of the 
remainder. In ease of war he will be bound to furnish begarees and sepoys, and 
to pay nuzzuranali according to the statement subjoined. He will make roads 
in all directions around the said Thakooraee, and he will be careful not to encroach 
on the possessions of others. He will promote the welfare of his ryots, and pay 
strict obedience to the British Government, to whom he will be grateful for the 
favours which he has received. The duty of the ryots, on the other hand, will 
be to consider the Rajah as their rightful lord, and to pay their revenue punc- 
tually, and to show obedience to his authority, and to exert themselves to improve 
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Statenmtl alMtded to above.

Tbanslation of a Sunnod granting the Post of Malown, with its dependent 

villages, and two guns and ammunition, to Rajah Ram Sinu of Na.cagubh, 

—Dated 29th October 1846. 

Whereas Rajah Ram Sing, the Rajah of Nalagurh, has always been firm in 
his attachment and devotion to the British Government, and whereas he was 
the only Gis-Sutlej Chief who evinced his fidelity by waiting on the Governor- 
General at Lushkurree Khan-ke-Seraie, on the eve of the Lahore Campaign, while 
the Seikh Army was crossing the Sutlej, the Port of Malown, with its undermen- 
tioned six dependent viUages, and the two 18-pounders and ammunition in the 
Port are hereby granted to him, by the British Government nuslun badi numlia 
and bolunun badi botunin (from generation to generation), on the following con- 
ditions specified in the ikrarnamah entered into by him, viz.— 

IsL— That the Rajah binds himself and his successors to rule the people hereby 
transferred to his authority with justice and moderation, so that they may in 
no respect be sufierers by being transferred from the rule of the British Govern- 
ment to that of the Rajah. 

gnd.— That the Rajah will recognize their right to apiioal to the local British 
Agent against oppression or injustice. 

Srd.— That he will, on pain of forfeiture of the grant, pay implicit attention 
to any advice or remonstrance which the British Agent may have occasion to 
ofier on their behalf. It behoves the Rajah to consider this Sunnud a complete 
and vaUd document, and in return for this favour to remain ever firm in his loyalty 
towards the British Government.

Whereas the British Government has been pleased to grant me, under a Sun- 
nud nuslun badi nmuUn and botunun badi hotunin, the Fort of Malown and its 
six dependent villages specified in that Stinnnd, together with the two 18-poiinders 
and the ammunition in that Fort : I do hereby execute an ikrarnamah, binding 
myself and my successors to the following three conditions : 

IsL — I will rule the people transferred to my authority by virtue of the afore- 
said Sumiud with justice and moderation, so that they may in no respect be sufferers 
by being transferred from the rule of the British Government to that of Hindoor, 

2nd . — I will recognise their right to appeal to the local British Agent against 
oppression or injustice. 

Srd . — I engage, on pain of forfeiture of the grant, to pay implicit obedience 
to any advice or remonstrance which the British Agent may have occasion to 
offer on their behalf.

Translation of a Sunnub granting the State of Nalagurh with the title of 
Rajah, to Rajah Ugub Sing, — Dated the 19th January 1860. 

Whereas Rajah Bejey Sing, lawful son of Rajah Earn Singh, of Nalagurh, 
having died, leaving no legitimate male heir of his body, the territory of Nalagurh 
has lapsed to the British Government, and is entirely at its disposal ; but in con- 
sideration of the fidelity of Eajah Ram Sing, and of the useful services which 
he rendered during the Goorkha War in 1813 and 1814, the Government wishes 
to grant the State of Nalagurh, which was in the possession of the late Rajah, 
to Ugur Sing, an illegitimate son of the said late Rajah Ram Sing : Accordingly 
the Government hereby confers the State of Nalagurh, with the title of Rajah, 
upon Ugur Sing and the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten. 

Be it known that Eajah Ugur Sing and his heirs shall pay to the British Trea- 
sury an annual tribute of five thousand rupees ; that the Government guarantees 
the jaghire of the brothers of Rajah Ugur Sing ; that the Rajah shall allow the 
free access of British subjects. Native and European^ into his territory, for com- 
merce or otherwise, and treat them on an -equal footing with the subjwts of his 
own territory ; and that Government has reserved to itself the power of making 
wads through the Nalagurh State. 
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Be it further knowu that the graat has been made on condition of good be- 
haviour and of service, Military and Political, at any time of general danger or 
disturbance. 


No. xxxrv. 

Teanslation of a SuNNTJD granted to Rana Sunsae Sins for part of the Tha- 
KOOEABE of KbONXHTO, — 1815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from these districts, 
and the whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment : Wherefore, by order of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, 
this Sunniid is granted to Rana Sunsar Sing,, conferring on him and his heirs for 
ever the Pergunnahs Goolhanj and eight Pergunnahs, with the sayer collections 
of the same. The Rajah, considering this a valid instrument, will take posses- 
sion of the said Pergunnahs, paying strict allegiance to the British Government, 
and will promote the welfare of his ryots, and will abstain from encroaching on 
the other Pergunnahs of Keonthul, and will never at any time advance a claim 
to the other Pergunnahs. In case of war the Rajah will join the British Force 
with his troops. 

The duty of the ryots and of the Thakooraee on their part will be, consider- 
ing Rana Sunsar Sing as their rightful lord, to obey him accordingly and pay the 
revenues regularly. 

If the Rajah should be wanting in obedience to Government, or should fail 
to join with his troops in case of war, the lands conferred on him by this Sunnud 
will be forfeited.

Teanslation of a Sunnud granted to Rajta Sunsae Sing, — 1815. 

Whereas the Goorkhas have been completely expelled from these districts 
and the whole of the hill country has come into the possession of the British Gov- 
ernment ; Wherefore, by order of the Governor-General, this Sunnud is granted 
to Rana Sunsar Sing conferring on him and his heirs for ever the Thakooraees 
of Bethook, Gootee, Khond, and Kyaree, which have been from of old compre- 
hended within and subject to. the Raj of Xeonthul, the Ranas of which Raj have 
always received nuzzuranah from each.

29th September 1884, from the Commissioner and Superintendent of the Umballa 
Division, the British Govenunent in India is, for the purposes of convenience 
and better conservancy, desirous of extending the municipal limits of Simla to 
a tract of land now covered by the dwelling houses of Europeans in the pargana 
of Kasumti, and in .rny territory, I, Balbii Sen, the present Raja of Keonthal, 
do hereby, on my own behalf and that of my successors, lease and surrender the 
said tract to the British Government in perpetuity on the following conditiona, 
viz,— 

1. The territory ceded comprises an area of 49u, Ip. 24:ydi<. (British acres) 
more or loss, and is included within boundary pillars numbered consecutively. 

2. A plaif^ accompanies this lease showing the pillars, their distances apart 

and their bearings backward and forward from, true north. It also shows whether 
the line between pillars is indicated by , a vertical drop lino, the hill contour, or

3. In lieu of the area transferred on perpetual lease, tlie British Government 
shall pay to me or my succes^ots an annual quit-rent of Rs. 3,500 (three thousand

4. This lease is terminable at the will of the British Government, but not 
so at the will of the ruling Eaja of Keonthal, except in default of payment of rent 
exceeding a period of one year, who hereby, and in consideration of the quit- 
rent above speciiied, transfers all and every jurisdiction in the land tract to the 
■ British Government, 

5e The quit-rent above specified includes compensation to the Keonthal State 
for the loss of the following revenues : — (1) Ground-rent now levied by the Eaja, 
(2) excise, (3) revenue from law and justice, (4) miscellaneous grazing fees, &c. 
As it is necessary in the interests of the perpetual lessees that the excise revenue 
of the leased tract shall be in future secured to them, I hereby bind myself and 
my successors not to locate or permit location of a still for liquor, or a liquor or 
drug shop within a nearer distance of the boundary than my capital of Junga, 
which is situated five miles, more or less, frora. Kasumti. 

6. As the primary reason for the lease is the better sanitation of the muni- 
cipal town of Simla, I finally pledge myself not to permit an extension of the habi- 
tation known as the Kasumti Bazaar, or to permit the construction of any new 
buildings or dwellings within a mile of municipal limits without the consent first 
obtained of the Deputy Commissioner for the time being. A failure on my part 
to conform to this condition shall involve such penalty as the lessees shall deem 
just to impose on me.

Turoch to the said Bana was delayed : Now from the commencement of the year 
1819, corresponding with 1234 A.H. and 1875 Sumbut, the abovenamed Bana 
being present, this Sunnud is granted to him under my seal and signature, con- 
ferring upon him in perpetuity Thakooraee Turoch, with all the rights and appur- 
tenances belonging thereto, on condition of his paying annually the stipulated 
nuzzuranah for defraying the expense of protection by the British troops, and of 
his attending with begarees and retainers, as set forth below, in case of his being 
so required, and of obedience to the British Government. It beboves him to exert 
himself in the administration of the aSairs of his possessions; to consider him- 
self a dependent of the Government, and not of any other power ; to abstain froip 
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citing upon the territories of others; to promote the welfare of the people ; 
to iiitoi ‘*vc the cultivation of the land ; and to secure the safety of the roads. If 
at; auy time la-*, hiil m the performance of any of the above conditions he shall be 
dispossessed of 'rhc ^rant.

Whereas it having pleased the Right Honorable the Governor-General of India 
to confer u|)on me tiie grant of the Tiiakooraee of the territory of Turoch ; I, 
Runjeet Sing, son of Thakoor Kiirriim Sing of Turoch deceased, do bind niyself, 
iny heirs and successors, to perform truly, diligently, and faithfully the whole of 
the several conditions specified in this agreement, tdz. 

That I will punctnally pay into the Government Treasury the amount 
of tribute as h<‘retoforc. 

2vd . — That I will without excuse or objection pay to Seyam Sing, pending 
further orders, tbe annual sum of five hundred Rupees allotted to Jhooboo and 
Seyain Sing by Government. 

3rfi.-~'That I will a])olish tlie practice which hitherto prevailed of levying a 
fine from both parties in a suit after adjustment ; and that the said ])ractice sliall 
only affect the gndty party in future. 

4th. — I agree to discontinue tlie practice which has hitherto prevailed in Turoch, 
of wantonly dispossessing a subject of his patrimonial inheritance in land, and 
giving it to another in consideration of a mizzuranah. Such an evil custom shall 
have no support from rae. 

5lk — I shall not adopt, nor permit, the improper practice which has prevailed 
in cases where a woman having been seduced and taken to the house of her seducer, 
the husband or plaintiff on suing for the recovery of the marriage portion or ex- 
penses does not receive justice, as the money. in question is seized by the Chiefs 
followers. I shall do justice to all 
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6ih,—TliQ practice wMch' obtained of tlie Chieftain seizing entirely upon the 
goods and chattels of any of Ms. ■■subjects who may die without issuCs thus leaving 
the widow and mother of the', decea-sed destitute and without aaSsistaiKje, shall be 
henceforth put a stop to. I shall leave all the deceased’s property whether in 
cash or knid for the niaiutenaiice of his mother and widow, to whom T will also 
extend ray protection. 

7ih,—l will exterminate from Tur€K*^h the objectionable practice of female 
infanticide and punish severely all cases that .may occur. 

8iL — No suttees shall bo permitted throughout the Turoch territory. 

9th.— No dealings in slaves shall be permitted. 

JOth . — I further bind myself, ^ my heirs and successors, to preserve the iidiabi- 
tants in peace and contentment, avoiding all oppression and tvrannv and pre» 
venting it in others. On the contrary I sliall govern with justice and (scjiiity, 
and continue steadfast in my allegiance and loyalty to the British Government, 
and since it has pleased the Government to bestow the succession on me, I shall 
commit no act of injustice; but will cheerfully comply with all orders that may 
be conveyed to me, and lastly, I bind myself, my heirs and successors, to observe 
inviolate for ever the whole of the several conditions herein speciliod, in the fui- 
himent and performance of which there shall be no falling of! whatsoever. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this 12th day of April 1843.

Translation of a Sunnud granting Thakooraee Turoch to Thakooe Bun- 
JEET Sing, son of Thakoor Kurm St.N(3^, under the seal and signature 
of the Honorable John Erskine, Sub-Commissioner and Supermtendent 
of the N.“W. Frontier, dated 27th June 1843. 

Whereas in terms of a latter foom Mr. Secretary Hamilton, No. 2, dated 6th 
July 1843, and also oi paragraphs 38 to 40 of a letter from the Honorable Court 
of Directors, No. lb, dated 3ist August 1842, Thakooraee Turoch was granted 
to the above Thakoor, this Sunnud is now given to him under my seal and signa- 
ture, conferring upon him in perpetuity the aforesaid Thakooraee, with all the 
rights and appurtenances belonging thereto. It behoves him to consider himself 
a dependent of the British Government, and not of any other power ; to promote 
the welfare of the people ; to improve the cultivation of the lands ; to look to the 
security of roads ; to construct roads in his Ilaqua ; to appear in person with be- 
garees and armed retainers according to his means when required ; to pay annually 
by three instalments two hundred and eighty-eight Rupees, which have hitherto 
been paid into the Government Treasury, and also to pay by instalments an annual 
sum of two hundred and fifty Rupees, on account of Sheam Sing, a former Thakoor 
of Turoch ; and not to‘ deviate- fooni tie terms of the agreement which is on record 
in this office regarding the settlement of Thakooraee Turoch and the protection 
and safety of the people. 
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Ifc will he the duty of the ryots of the said Thakooraee to consider him and, 
after him, his descendants as tlieir rightfui lord, to pay their revenue punctually, 
to be obedient to him, and not to refuse to execute his reasonable orders.

appurtenances belonging thereto is conferred upon Raja Bikermajeet of Kulloo. 
It behoves the said Raja to consider this Sunnud as a valid instrument, to hold 
possession of the fort of Kangul, the Pergunnah of Cheekul, and the Thakoorai 
of Sangri, to abstain himself from encroaching beyond his own old limits in the 
possession of others, to improve the condition of the people, to distribute justice 
to the aggrieved, to obey the officers of the Company Bahadur, and to execute 
their orders with promptitude and zeal. On the occasion of a war, the troops and 
begarees of the l^ja of Kulloo should be in attendance for tlie purpose of perform- 
ing the work of Government. He shall consider it incumbent upon him to con- 
struct roads in all directions of the said Talooka, Pergunnah and Thakoorai when- 
ever he is required to do so by the officers of the Company. 

It will be the duty of the ryots of the Pergunnah of Cheekul and the Thakoorai 
of Sangri to regard Raja Bikermajeet as their rightful lord, and leave notliing 
undone of their duty to him.

P llE esstabliHlmient of the British power in the cis-Siitlej States dates 
IroiM the Treaty of 1809 witli Baa jit Singh (see Part I, Pnajab, 
No. II) l)y wlii(*h he engaged neither to ernninii nor safer any encroach- 
ments on ilie pthssessions or rights of the (fiiefs on the .left baE.k of the 
Sutlej. In May 1809 a Proclaninfion (No. 1) was issued, extending the 
protei'iion of the British (lovemment to the Chiefs of Sirhind and Maiwa 
without demajui of tribute; requiring servi(*e in time of war; and defin- 
ing generally the relation of the proteided States to the British (iovern- 
inerit. Tho gemeral scope of the proclamation of 1809 was to establish 
the Chiefs in the States they .held before they were received under 
'British protec'.tion. Believed of tlieir fear of Ban jit Singh, however, 
the stronger Chiefs began to encroach on tlie wea,ker: and in August 
18.11 it was found iietiessary to isstie a sec-ond ]h*oclamation (No. II), 
dii‘(‘(ding the restoration of such asur])ed lvstat(‘s, and prohibiting su(‘li 
eocroaclunents. 

After the first Sikh war, the relations of the British Government 
with the Chiefs of the cis-Sutlej States were entirely changed. With 
the ex<*eption of nine of the larger States,’^' all the (fiiiefs \v(U'e deprived

mcom.e.,' ' Tie, .States,. of filialgai have since lapsed to the 

British Q’ovarnnient/.aiid the Chief of Mamdot has been reduced to the 
position of a jagirdar (,s*ee Part 1, Punjab). 

Of the territory taken under protection in 1809, lands assessed at 
Rs. 4,97,485 lapsed in 1891 to the British '.Govermneiit from failure of 
heirs, and lands assessed at Rs. 8,90,477 .w^ere ."confiscated. ■ Out, of the , 
territoiw thus acquired, jagirs worth Rs. 75,961 were granted. 

In November 1921 the following* States were brought into direct 
relations with the Oovernnient of India, through the Agent to the 
(iovernor-General, Punjab vStates. The serial number placed before 
each shows the order in which they are noticed in the narrative, which 
follows the provincial order of precedence :

The remaining States in the Punjab continued, as before, under the 
Punjab Government. 

1. Patiala*- ■ - - 

Patiala is the largest of the Sikh States. The Maharaja belongs to 
the Sidhu Jat tribe of Sikhs. Chaudhri Phul, wdio founded a village, 
in Nabha territory, called after his name, oldaiiied f}*oni tlie Emperor 
Shah Jahan a farman confirming the chaudhrli/at wdiich had been con- 
ferred on his ancestor Balaam by the Emperor Babar after tlie battle 
of Pani])at in 162G. Pliui, who (lied in 1G52, had six sons, of whom tlie 
two elder, Tiloka and Rama, became founders of a dynasty of princes, 
the Maharajas of Jind and Nabiia being descended from the former, and 
the Maharaja of Patiala from the latter. These three States are known 
as the Plmlkian States. Rama’s descendant Sardar Ala Singh founded 
the c*ity of Patiala and in 17()2 received the title of Raja from Ahmad 
Shah Abdali, He died in 1765. In' 1767 'his successor Amar Singh 
obtained from Ahmad Shah Abdali the title of Raja-i-Rajagan Bahadur 
He died in 1781, 

* Sirmur and Mandi are equal in rank and take precedence according to 
the relative seniority for the time being of their respective Chiefs, calculated 
from the date of installation in each ease. 
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llelatioiis between tbe Biitisli'': ;’(iover.iimeiit and Patiala appear to 
bave begun in 1808 with BaJa^-.Sa.liib Singh’s overtures for protection 
and the Biitisb Envoy’s visit to Patiala in August of that yeai% from 
wMcb, however, no definite , results' followed. But in February 1809 
the Chief welcomed Colonel Oohterloiiy: and his troops at Patiala. Two 
years afterwards the misgovernment -of -. the State, due to. Sahib Singh’s . 
imbecility, compelled Colonel ..Ochteiiony to interfere : and, at the invita- 
tion of Sahib Singh ami the Rajas of Nabha and Jind, he visited Patiala 
in January 1811. The British Govern men t, however, declinecl any active 
interference. Matters, nevertheless, gi^ew so bad that it became neces- 
sary to modify this decision: and in April 1813 Colonel Oclitoiiony was 
again sent to Patiala, where he-, .established Rani Aus Koiir as Regent. 
On Sahib Singh’s death in 1813, the British Govermnent withdinw from 
interference: and Karam Singh was installed as his successor. 

During the Ifepal War Karam Singh aided the British Government 
with troops: and on the conclusion of the war Sanads (ISTos. Ill and 
IV) were granted to him, conferring on him portions of the Keonthal 
and Baghat States, yielding a revenue of Rs. 35,000, in return for a 
payment of two lakhs and eighty thousand rupees. 

In 1823 the British Government again interfered in the internal 
affairs of Patiala, to support Karani Singh against Rani Aus Kour. 

In 1827 the Maharaja lent the British Government 20 lakhs of 
rupees. 

In 1830 the hill territory of Simla was obtained from Patiala in ex- 
change for three villages in pargana Bharauli. 

Ill 1839 the Maliaraja advanced to the British Government 25 lakhs 
of rupees for the first Afghan War and 5 lakhs in connection with the 
se(M:>nd Afghan War in 1842. 

Karam Singh died in 1845 and was succeeded by his son IsTarendar 
Singh. Both he and his father rendered services to the British Gov- 
ernment during the winter of 1846-46, when the Khalsa army invaded 

cis-Sutlej territories. After the campaign Narendar Singh obtained, 
as a reward, the gift of a portion of tlie territory confiscated from the 
Raja of Nabha in consequence of his misconduct. 

In 1847, at the request of the Maharaja, a Sanad (No. V) was con- 
ferred on him, confirming him. for ever in his ancient possessions, and 
those granted hy the British Government^ with all rights pertaining 
thereto. The Maharaja relinquished for himself and successors all right 
to levy excise and transit duties, and engaged to suppress sati, infanti- 
cide and slave-dealing and to attend in person with his forces should the 
cis-Sutlej territories he invaded -by an' enemy; while the British Govern- 
ment gave up all claims to tribute, revenue, or commutation in lieu of 
troops or otbewise. I.ii the same year the Maharaja received an addi-

tioiial gmat of territory {'*.0110300, ted from -tlie- Laliore Darbai% anioiiiitiiig 
to Bs« 10,000, in consideration of hiS' relinqnislinient of customs and 
transit duties, 

During tlie mutiny of 1857 Mab'araja 'Narendar Singli aided tlie 
Britisli IJovernment 'hy fiiniiHliing an -.auxiliary force, which proceeded 
to Delhi and kept open the communication on the (Irand Obunk Road. 
He also sent troops to Gwulior and Dholpur, and helped tlie fjoverrw 
ment with money. For these services lie-. -receive-d, besides other rewards, 
the Naniaul division of the Jha j' jar territory, - yielding a revo'iiiie of 
Rs. 2,00,000 a year, in perpettial sovereignty, on condition of good 
behaviour and of service, political and militaiy, at any time of general 
danger or disturbance. In addition to this, the British Government 
ceded to the Maharaja jurisdiction over Bhadaur, and the right of 
escheats and reversion of lapsed Estates therein , together with the 
annual commutation tax, amounting to Es. 5,265 a year. 

In 1800 a new Sanad ('N^o. VI) was given to the Maharaja, under 
which the British Government engaged never to demand any tribute 
on account of revenue, service, or on ahy other plea, and also conferred 
on the Maharaja the right of adoption in default of direct heirs; hut, 
ill the case of the Chief dying without male issue and without adopting 
a successor, luiKarana was to be paid to the British (ioverinrient. The 
power of life and death over his own subjects was conceded to the 
Maharaja, who was hound, on the appearance of an enemy, to co- 
operate with the British forces and to provide carrifige and supplies, 
and was Jtlso recjuired to furnish material for railways and (‘omiiuuu’ca- 
tions on payment, and to gnnit land free for smdi works. 

Bubsequently a portion of the Kanaud pargana of the Jliajjar terri- 
tory, and the taluka of Khamanun, were sold to the Maharaja in per- 
petual sovereignty, in liquidation of debts due to him hy the lirilisli 
Government and in payment of the large interest <lue on loans. For 
these transfers a supplerneni^ary 8anad (No. VII) was granted in 18()L 

In Mardi 1862 the right of adoption, conferred liy the Sanad of 
I860, was confirmed (No. VIII). Narendar Singh died in November 
1862 and was suc<;eeded by his minor son Maheudar Singli. 

In 1858 the Chiefs of Patiala, Jind and Nabha had preferred certain 
requests to tlie British Government, one of which was tliat, in the 
event of the death of any of them, leaving an infant heir, a Council of 
Regemy consisting of three old and trusted ministers of the State, not 
related to the heir, sliould be selected by the British Government acting 
with the advi{*.e of the other two Chiefs. This request was granted. 
On the death of Maharaja Narendar Singh it was argued by the Chiefs 
of Jind and Nabha that the terms of the Sanads of 1866 gave them the 
power of superseding at will the arrangements to which they had asked 
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tlie Britisli Government to consent in 1858. But tlie sujuids in reality- 

luacle no clinn^’e in the status of these Chiefs towards Ih’itisli Gov- 
enunent : they were merely to exercise such so^erei^'nty ns they had 
been accustomed to exercise. Tlie nr^nuneiit was ffiertdorc nnic!ia]>le, 
and a (V)uncil of Regency was formed in ac.<‘ordance with the urrangC" 
nieiits of 1858. Mahainja Muheiular Singh was vesi<Ml with full powers 
of administration in 1870, 

In 1867 the Ruler of Patiala was granted a permanent salute of IT 
guns, 

In 1870 the system hy wliieli Patiala had lieea superintended hy i-he 
Commissioner of Ainbala* was superseded, and the State was placed 
under the direct cmiitrol of the Punjab Government. 

In 1872 the Maharaja abolished transit dues, amounting in value to 
about half a lakh of rupees Gi year, in the ierri lories assigned to his 
father in 1858: and in the same year concluded an AgrcHummt (No. TX) 
for the construction of a line of telegraph from Amhala to Patiala. 

In 1873 an Agreeinent (No. X) was comduded between the British 
Government and the States of Patiala, Jind and Nahha,, iiy whicdi terms 
were arranged for the construction of the Sirlnnd (hnal and the supply 
of water to the signatory States. 

In 1873, a code of rules for regulating the pursuit and extradition of 
criminals on the Patiala and Jaipur border was drawn up arid received 
the sanction of the IBu'tish (Tovernment («s’cc Vol. Ill, Jaipur). The 
rules were adopted in 1879 for the Patiala and Alwar border also, and 
in 1883 the Government of India sanctioned their extension to Patiala 
and Bikaner. 

Mahendar Singh died in 1876 and was succeeded hy his elder son 
Rajeitdar Singh, during whose minority a (buitcil of Regeticy was se- 
lected in accordance with the arrangemeni.s sanctioned in 1858, 

Oii the outbreak of war iu' Afghanistan, in 1878, the Patiala State 
placed its tro{>ps at the disposal of tlie British Governiiieiit, and they 
were employed in the Kurram valley, wiili tlie (Contingents of some 
other States in tiie Punjab. In (mnsi derat ion of these services the 
Maharaja was exempted for life from presenting a imzar in Darbar. 

A Postal Convention (No. XI) was concluded in 1884. 

In 1889 Maharaja Rajendar Singh was tentatively invested with 
powers, in which he was formally confirmed in 18!)0. 

In 1891 the Darbar granted, free of cost, the lands in the State 
required for the Delhi-Amhala-Kalka Railway. 

From about 1809 to 1846 Patiala had furnished, fjom time to time, 
a contingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the State was ex- 
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empted from the operation of tlie rules, theu passed about tlie abolition 
of eastoms and tbe coinnsiitation of oontiiigent' service to a money pay- 
ment. -it tbe same time tbe number of sowars w^as fixed at 100. In 
1892j in recognition of tbe formation of tbe Imperial vService troops, tbe 
State was exempted from ibis liability. 

On the extension of the Sirsa branch of tbe Western Jumna Canal, an 
Agreement (E"o. XII) was entered into in 1893 in connection with tbe 
administration of that portion of tbe Sirsa branch which lies within tbe 
Patiala State. ^ 

In the same year an Agreement (No. XIII) wm concluded, for tbe 
working of tbe Eajpura-Bhatinda line by tbe*]Srorth Wowsterii Eaihvay. 
This was subsequently twice modified: first in 1903 when, in return for 
a payment of Es, hOjOOO, tbe l^Iiatinda Eailwuy Station was transferred 
to the (ioveimment oi; India and the provisions of clauses 10, 11, 13, 24 and 
28 were declared to be no longer applicable to tbe station area : and 
secondly in 1903, -when tbe North Western Eailway’s share of the gross 
receipts (clause 27) was reduced from 55 to 52 per cent. 

In 1895 tbe approval of tbe Government of India wms given to the 
adoption of a set of rules regulating tbe procedure between Patiala and 
Bikaner in regard to tbe capture and extradition of criminals. 

Maharaja Eajendar Singh served in the Frontier expedition of 1897, 
and some Patiala troops also took part in tbe campaign. 

In 1900 tbe Maharaja ceded full and complete power and jurisdic- 
tion over lands in the Slate tliat were, or might thereafter he, required 
for the Eewari-Bbatinda (No. XIY) and Delbi-Amhala-’Kalka, Eailways 
(No. XV). These cessions had originally been made in 1880 and 1890 
respectively, and tbe Agreements signed in 1900 w^ere in a revised form. 
In tbe same year similar cessions, in "the same form, were made in 
respect of the Eajpura-Bhatimla (No. XVI), Bikaiier-Bhatinda (No. 
XVII), Tuidhiana-Bliuri-Jakhal (No. XVIII) and Soutlieiii Punjab 
Eailways (No. XIX)* 

A revised Postal Convention (No. XX) was concluded in 1900. 

In 1900 the Maharaja entered into an Agreement (No, XXJ) for the 
control and dis(n‘pline of hivS Imperial Service troops when serving 
beyond the frontiers of his State, In the same year the Darbar agiwci, 
with all tlie oilier Punjab States supplying Imperial Service troops, to 
the mutual surrender of deserters, other than officers, escaping from 
one State to another. 

Eajendar Singh died on the 8th November 1900, and >vas succeeded 
by his son the present Maharaja Bhupindar Singh, born on the 12th 
October 1891. During his minority the State was administered by a 
Council of Eegency. He was invested with full powers in 1909. 
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Ill 1903 a sxAsidiaTjr Agreement (No. XXII) regarding tlie working 
of i'lie Sirliiiul Canal was concluded witli the States of Patiala, Jiii^ 
and Nahha, in accordance with the provisions of clause 27 of the Agree™ 
nient of 1873 (Ko. X). 

In the same year the Patiala Darhar ceded (No. XXIII) jurisdiction 
over lands in the State required for the Nalka-Sinila Eailway, 

In 1910 the Maharaja leased (No, XXIV) from the British Govern- 
ment a strip of land in the Kaithal Tehsil of the Ivarnal District, foi 
the drainage outfall of Patiala city. 

In 1913 the Darhar ceded (No. XXV) jurisdiction over Jands in the 
vState oecvupied hy the main line of the North Western Bailway hctween 
Anibala and Ludliiana. 

Ob the outbreak of the Great War, Malmraja Bhu]>indar Singh 
placed his personal services and the resources of his State at the dispovsal 
of the King-Emperor. The Patiala Imperial Service Infantry served 
in Egypt, Gallipoli and Palestine, and the Ilajiiidra Lancers were 
eiuphn^ed in Egypt and Mesopotamia. The Maharaja himself visited 
the Western front and Palestine. The total (iojitril)utiou of the State 
towardi? the War amounted approximately to 37,000 men and 87 lakhs 
of rupees. 

In 1917 the Euler of Patiala was exempted in ])erpetuity from the 
presentation of nazar at Viceregal Darbars. 

In 1918 Maharaja Bhupindar Singh was granted a personal salute 
of 19 guns. 

Maharaja Bhupindar Singh served in the Afglmi^ War of 1919, and 
his State troops served on the Afghan front and in the Punjab. 

In 1921 the Euler of Patiala was granted a permaneiit local salute 
of 19 guns within his own territories. 

Ill 1922 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook responsibility for the internal 
security of the State. In 1925 the proposal of the Darbar to maintain 
a machine gum section as part of the military forces of the State was 
approved by the Government of India. 

In 192G an Agreement (No. XXVI) was concluded, modifying the 
Agreement of 1893 (No. XII) regarding the administrutraiiou of the Sirsa 
l)rancli of the Western Jumna Canal. 

In the same year .sanction was given to the consiruction by the 
Darbar of the Siihind-Eupar Eailw’^ay, and an agreement relating to 
its working is under consideration. 

In 1927 an Agreement (No. X.XVII) was concluded with the Patiala 
Darbar for the provision of: a siding at Kandaghat railway station for 
the use of the State. 

. In 1928 the Patiala Darhar leased (No. XXVIII) from the North 
Western Bail way administration a piece of land at Kandaghat Station 
fnr tho rmrnose of laving a water pipe line. 
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Tiie area of the State is 5,933 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 1,199,739; and the revenue approximately 
l\ crores.

The State possesses 45 serviceahle and f>5 unserviceable guns. 

With effect from tlie 1st January 1922 the designation Imperial 
Service Troops was changed to “ Indian State Forces 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

The State was in political relations wdih the Punjab Government 
tlirough the Political Agent, Phulkiau States, from 1901 until the 
establishment of the Ihinjab States Agency in 192Iv when it was placed 
in (Hre{!t relations with the Government of India through the Agent to 
tile (joveriior"Ge.xiej‘al, Punjab States, 


2. Bahawalpcjb. 

The rulers of Bahawalpur assumed iiidependemte during the ilisnieni-- 
bernient of the Dxirani empire which follow^ed the expulsion of Shah 
Sluija from Kabul. On the rise of Ranjit Singh, Nawab Baliawal 
Khan nmd(^ several apjilications to the Britisli Government for an 
engagemeni of jivoietdion. These, however, were declined, altbougli the 
result of the treaties of Jjahore, whereby Ranjit Singh was confined to 
the right bank of the Siiltej, in reality effected his p]*otection. 

The first trea.y wfith Bahawalpur w^as that of 1833 (Ko. XXIX), 
which was negotiated at the same time as the treaty with Ranjit Singh 
for regulating traffic on the Indus. It secured the independence of the 
Xawab within his own territories, and opened the traffic on the Indus and 
Sutlej, at a fixed tariff to be levied at Mithankot and llariki. In 1835

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a toll on lioats waB, ■ by- a Supplementary 1b'ea-ty (Mo. XXX), »iib- 
stituied for a tariff; the schedule of lolls was revised iti IHr'IH (No. 
XXXI), aud again in 1840 (No. XXXI 11); a.nd in 1848, by an 
Agroeineiit (Mo. XXXIV), the tolls wej‘6 reduced ortc-lialC and a 
Seale of duties was fixed on, inerclijuidise in transit ili rough Baliawatpur 
by laiuL III 1847 the Nawab, at the instance of the Resident at 
Lahoj'e, remiited all duties on bouts passing ilirough his ierrilory, and 
refused io take any coinpeiisatiun. in 18^5, wluui tluj Kind posial 
authorities proposed to establish a camel train ilirough Bhawaipur, 
ihe Mawab rediu'ed the duty ou goods passiiig by (he land rmdc, am! 
sh(,u't]y afterwards consented to revise ferj*y rabvs on ihe Sutlej, whirh 
were formerly a <'Usioms duty, and to redm*e them to a r(‘as{umfde 
reinuneruiion for ihe labour of erussing pavsseiigcrs and goods ovei' the

When arrangements wore made in 1838 for the restoration of 
Shah Khnja, a Treaty fN(>. XXXTI) was concluded with ilie Mawab, by 
vvlucli he pla(*od himself under the siijiremacy of, and bound himself to 
a(*t in subordinate co-ojieration with. Die British (lovernmmit, re<*efv- 
ing its proteidion and being recognised as the absolute ruler of his 
couriiry. During the Afghan war ihe Mawab rendered assistance, both 
in facilitating the passage of troops and furnishing suj)plies, for which 
he was rewarded by the grant of the districts of Sabzalkot and Ehaiin^r 
Barra. 

In carrying out the provisions of Act XTV of 1843, it became desir- 
aide to extend the Britivsh customs line as far as the Sutlej; and in 1844 
the Mawab made over, in free gift, the strip of land rtHpiired for this 
purpose. 

In 1847-48 Mawab Bahawal Khan co-operated in the operations 
against Multan, and was rewarded by the grant of a life pension of a 
lakh of rupees a year, commencing from the date of the British assump- 
tion of the government of the tin jab. 

In 1850 the Mawab proposed to supersede liis eldest son Muhammad 
Faieh Khan, and to appoint his third son, Raadat Khan as his htu’r. 
The Governor-General decided that the Government of India wiue not 
called upon to interfere in any way in his selection of a siic(*-essor. 
When Bahawal Khan died in 1862 the heir-selecl su(a*eeded him, taking 
the name of Mohammad Sadiq Khan ; but was deposed by the eldest 
son, with the aid of the Baudputras. Sadiij Khan solicited ilie aid 
of the British Government; but the Governor-General decided that, 
according to the treaties with Bahawalpur, the Briiish Government were 
bound to support tbe Chief against his external enemies, but were not 
bound tO' aid him against, internal commotions.' The victorious brother, 
having accepted the treaties existing between the British Government 
and the Bahawalpur State# was recognised as Jlnler of Bahawalpur ; and 
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tlie fleposei Nawabj tliroiig*h the 'mediation of the British 'Govemment, 
asylum in Britivsli teridtoiy, was assigmetl a cash allowance 
of Ra. 1,600 a month from the Bahawalpur State, and relinquished for 
ever, on the pari of himself and his heirs, all claim to tlie vState. An 
' AgreemeTit XXXV) to' this effect was executed in 1853 and 

guaranteed by the British Government. 

Bat within a year Sadiq Khan violated his engagement. He 
ad(h\-ssed the Chief (hmimissiouer of the Pnnjah solidting reconsidera- 
tion of his case; stated that he would never during his life renounce his 
(daim to tlie Chief ship; and hegged permission to proceed to Bahawalpur 
to recover the masiiad. In consideration of the guarantee of the British 
Government to cause tlie observance of the Agreement by both parties, 
tlie Governor-General directed the ex-Kawab to l>e placed under strict 
surveillainan He was detained in custody in the fort at Lahore, and 
died in 1863. 

Nawal) Muiiainmad Fateli Khan died in 1858, and was succeeded 
by liis eldest son Eahim Yar Khan, who took the name of Bahawal 
Khan. 

In 1863 an insurrection, caused by the tyranny and cruelty of the 
Nfawab, broke out among the Daudputra Chiefs. It was vsujipressed, hut 
not until the Hawab had put to death three of his uncles through fear of 
their being released by the rebels from their imprisonment in the fort 
of Derawar. For this atrocioiivS crime the hTawab incurred the severe 
displeasure of the British Government, and was subsequently required to 
make over to the protection of the British authorities others among his 
relations who had suffered from his harsh treatment. Some of the rebels 
took refuge in British territory, where they remained unmolested as 
long as they refrained from hostilities against the Xawah. An attack 
on a Bahawalpur village was, however, organised, and on its failure 
the leaders again sought refuge in British territory, but were placed 
in confinement for abuse of the asylum formerly affoj'ded them. The 
misgovern ment of Bahawalpur continued to endanger the peace of the 
country, and a formidable insurrection took place in Mardi 1860. On 
tile 2501 March 1866 Nawab Bahawal Khan died suddenly, not without 
suspicion of poison, and was succeeded by his son Sadiq Muhammad 
Khan, then four years of age. A rival claimant appeared in the person 
of Jafar Khan, half-brother of Xawah Bahawal Khan. At the same 
time the leader of the troops, sent by the late Nawab to quell the insur- 
rection, threw off his allegiance and marched on the capital. As the 
British Government were under no treaty obligation to interfere in the 
internal affairs of Bahawalpur, intervention was at first limited to a 
declaration that the British Government recognised the succession of 
Xawab Sadiq Muhammad Khan and intended to accord him full moral 
support. The presence of the Indmn Agent of Government at ‘ the 
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capital, wliore lie liacl beeB/iiistriicted to reside in orclc3r 'lo give the 
Nawabaiol It is ii(lvisevs>tlie Inmelit .of- his was siifliritoii to secure 

the ciispersioii of tlui rebels their- leader was talceij prisoner, aod all 
overt resistance ceased, ; 

The state of al¥alj‘s; .lio:-wever,o:*oi!f^ very ii a satisfactory. Many 
iniiiential men had been alienated -by the eondnet of Hawab Raha.wal 
Khan, the army was . 'discontented, .and there was no party of snfficient 
ininenee to carry on ■ th,(?'"adinini8tration. .In these eircnmstaiices the 
Baliarralpiir IJa-rbar preferred^ a fornial request that tlie British Govern- 
ineiit would undertake the.- adiriinistration of tl»e State during the 
minority of the Kawab. Goverunient consented, on the uiulerstanding 
that the British officer appoinied should have full powers: and issued a 
.Ibnclainaticm (No. XXXVT) explaining the reasons which had compelled 
them to interfere. Shortly a,ti<‘rwards, a ploi: for the elevation of Jafar 
Khan to the maBtiad was discovered and, at the request of the Darbar, 
he was rcin()\'e(l io Lahore as a Staie prisoner. In .1867 an attempt 
was made by Muhammad Ni/aim Khan, the former Minister of 
Balia walpur, to excite disaffection arnoiig the soldiery, and he was there- 
fore removed from Balia walpur and not permitted to return. The State 
has not since been disturbed by political troubles. 

In 1867 the Euler of Bahawalpur was granted a permanent salute 
of .17 guns. 

In 1870 the Imperial Postal Department took over the postal ar- 
rangements in the State on payment of an annual subsidy of Rs. 20,000 
by the Darbar. In 1878, on the opening of the Indus Valley Railway, 
the subsidy was reduced to Rs. 6,000, at which figure it now stands. 

Tu 1.872 i'he Darliai* ceded (No. XX’XVII) full sovereignty over lands 
in the State required for ra.ilway purposes. 

In 1877 the Bahawalpur State abolished customs duties on salt ami 
other articles, and suppressed the local manufacture of salt in its terri- 
tory: ami the British Government agreed to ])ay Ils. 80,000 a ,year to 
the State .as. .compensation, for -the loss . incurred. .An . A.greement . . 
(No. XXXVIII) to this effect was concluded in 1879. 

On the outbreak of the war in Afghanistan in 1878, the Nawab 
placed a military contingent'at the disposal of the British Government, 
a, ml his troojis were employed on the frontier. 

Ill 1879 vSadiq Muhammad Khan* was invested, with full powers, and 
the British Agency in Bahawalpur was abolished. He died in 1899 and 
ivas succeeded by his son Muhammaa Bahawal Khan, during whose 
minority a British Superintendent was appointed to conduct the ad- 
ininisti'utiou of the vState. ■ ' ' ■ 

Tn 1899 the Darbar cedfed (No. XXXTX) full and exclusive power 
and jimsdiction of every kind over, the lands in the State which were, 
"or might thereafter be. occupied by the Southern Punjab Railway. 
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111 1900 t'iie Stafe entered into aii; Agreement- (^‘ec XXI) 'fo tlie 
control and dis<*’i.pliiie of its Imperial, Service-troops wlieii serving beyond 
its frontiers. In t.lie sa,ine year -Balia.walpur joined the other Punjab 
States supplying lni])erial Service troops in to the mutual 

surrender of deserters, otber tlian officers, esoapiiig frcjin one State to 
, aiiotlier, 

In Maj" 1903 the duties of tire Siipeiuntendent wei^e transferred to the 
Political Agent, Phnlkian States and Bahawalpiir. In November of 
the same year, Miihainmad Bahawal Khan was invested with ruling 
powers under the control of the Political Agent. 

In March 1906 the restriction placed on the Nawab’s i)owers in 1903, 
requiring the eonfinnation by the Political Agent of all death sentences 
passed by liini, was withdrawn. 

In Noveni])er 1906 Muliannmid Bahawal Khan jiroceeded on a pil- 
grimage to Mecca, and on his way l)ack died at Aden on tluj Ibih Peh- 
niary 1907. He was succeeded hy his son the jiresent Nawah Sadi(j 
Muhammad Khan, horn in 1904. 

In 1909 the construction of a branch railway line from Kl)an])ur to 
Chachran was sanctioned. As the line lies wholly in Bahawalpur terri- 
tory, the Barbar have been permitted to retain jurisdiction thereon. 
An Agreement (No. XTj) for the construction, maintenance and 
working of the line was concluded in 1912, 

In 1913 the Darhar <‘eded (No. XLI) full and exclusive |mwer 
and jurisdiction over the land retiuircd for the Mclieodganj Road and 
Fazilka section of the Southern Punjab Railway. 

On the outbreak of the Great War llie Darbar offered all their 
troops for service abroad. The escort of the Bahawalpur State Gamel 
Corps served in Egypt and Iraq. 

In 1920 the Punjab Governnumt comduded an Agreement (Ncj. XLII) 
with the vStates of Bahawalpui* and Bikaner, in conned ion wPh iho Sutlej 
Valley Canals project. This Agreement was confirmed in 1921 by the 
Secretary of State. 

In. 1922 the Darhar joined the scheme tor the recjrgaiiisation of ihe 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at tlie same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the 8tate, tljough this does not include ihe 
strategic railway passing through the Bahawalpur territory. 

Nawah Sadi(| Muhammad Khan Avas invested Aviih full j-iiling poAv<u*s 
on the 8th Mardi. 1924. 

In 1920 the Governmcuit of India sanctioned the construction of tlie 
Bahawalnagar-ChoHstan Raibvay, through the agency of the North 
Western Railway. The actual terms of the Avorking agreement have 
yet to be settled. The Darbar have been permitted to retain jurisdio^ 
tioii, the Hue lies Avholly in State territorj?^,

In 1913 the State was removed from tlie I’liulkian States Agency 
ami iiidmled in a newly established Balia walpur Agem*y, This Agency 
was abolished in 1921 on the establishment ()f the Punjab States Agency, 
by whicli tbe State wns placed in direct relations with the Government 
of India through the Agent to the (jovernor-General, Punjab States. 

3. JlND, 

The Chief of Jind belongs to the same (ian as the Maharaja of Patiala, 
but is des('ended from the elder branch. Gajpat Singh founded the 
town of Jind in 1763, and was recognised as Raja by the Empei'or of 
Delhi in 1772, Mis des(‘en<]a,ni Baja Bhag Singh was one of the fore- 
most of those who offered their allegiance to the British Government 
after the overthrow of the MahrattuB. lie joined Lord Lake in tbe pur- 
suit of .Holkar to tbe Imnks of tbe Beas, and his good offh'es ware of 
irnfiortauce in tbe negotiations wliich followed. Bbag* Singh was the 
maternal uncle of Ban jit Singh t»f Lahore. Lord i^ake (‘onfirmerl to the 
Baja the grants of laud he lield under the Emperors of Delhi, or under 
Scindia, and as a special reward conferred on bi.m in addition Kharkauda 
and Bliawani, each worth about Rs. 25,000 annually. Tbe Raja also 
received, jointly with Bhai Lai Singh of Kaiihal, the grant of Barsat 
Faridpur, in Panipai, worth about Rs. 70,000. Tlicse grants were^ 
however, for life only, and lapsed many yeuj's ago to the British Govern- 
Toent, , . ' 

Bhag Singh died in 1819, and his vsuccessor, Fateh Singh, in 1822. 
The next Chief, Sangat Singh, died in 1834 without issue, ami was 
succeeded by Sarnp Singh, though not without a stiaiggle; at one tim©

At the beginning of the Sutlej camnaign in 1845 Tlaja Samp Singh 
refused to vsend camels for the use of the British, and was fined Tls. 10,000. 
After this, however, he gave the British active assistance ; the fine was 
eventually rem.itted and the 17a j a was... granted lands, not exceeding 
Bs. 3,000 a year, as a mark of satisfaction at his conduct. 

In 1847 the Baja of Jind received a, Sa.nad fWo.-.XlJIT). In the same 
vear he received in |>erpetmty an additional grant of land confiscated 
from the Lahore Government, yielding Bs. 1,000 a year, in consideration 
of his having abolished customs and transit duties. 

Samp Singh offered his ser slices in the second Sikh war of 1849, for 
which he received the thanks of the British Government. 

In 1857 the Baja of Jind was the first penson who marched against 
the mutineers at Delhi. TTis troops acted as the vanguard of the army. 
He remained in the British camp before Delhi until the reoeciipation of 
the city, and a portion of his troops also took part in the assault. For 
these services he received a grant of additional territory yielding 
Bs. 1,16,813 a year, on condition of good behaviour and of service, politi- 
cal and military, in time of difficulty or danger. 

Tn 1860 the Baja received a new Sanad flSTo. XLTV), Including the 
privilege of adoption. By a Sanad granted in 1861 (Fo. XLVl the Baja 
was ollovred to purchase a portion of the Banaud tahsil of the Jhaiiar 
territory, on payment of na^/arnna, Tn 1862 the right of adoption, 
conferred hy the Sanad of 1860, was confirmed (Fo. XLVI).

In 1867 the Buler of Jind was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

In 1873 the States of Patiala, Jind '.and .... Fahlia entere'd, into 'an.'

Tn 1878, on the outhreak of the war in Afghanistan, the State fur- 
nished a contingent of troops. 

In 1881 the hereditary title of Baja-i-B-ajagan was conferred on the:;

The code of rules regarding the pursuit ,and extradition of criminals, 
sanctioned in 1873 for the Jaipur and Patiala border, was adopted in 1883 
to^ regulate the procedure between Jind and the States of Jaipur and 
Bikaner. 
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A Postal ConYention {see No, XI} was execmteii im 1884® 

lUigJiLir Siiigli died on tlie Ttii March' 1887, and was succeeded by liis 
giuiidson, tile present Maharaja .Banbir Singli,, bom in 1881, During 
tiis loiiiority the State was' administered by' a 'CJoimcii of liegency appoint- 
ed in the terms ol the arrangement : of 1858 under Patiala). 

>Erom about 1809 to 1840 Jind had furnished from time to tiiiie ;a con- 
tingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the. State was' exempted 
from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition of customs 
and the ooiuiuiitation, of contingent service to a money payment. At 
the same, time ihe number of sowars was fixed at 50. - They were reduced 
to 2 >d in 1860, in return for the good services rendered by J ind during 
the mutiny. In 1892, in recognition .of the formation of the .Imperiai 
Service troops, the State .was exempted altogether from th.is liability. , ' 

In 1892 an amended Agreement (No. XL’VII), regarding the' supply 
of water from the Western Jumna Canal, was concluded with the State. 
This superseded one that had been signed in 1875. 

1,11 1898 a.ii Agreement'. (No. X.LV11I) was coiurluded for tlie iMjastruc." 
tion of a line of telegraph from Maler liotla to Sangrur. 

In 1897 a protest against the appointment of a European tutor to 
Baja Banbir Singh was made by the other Phulkian States (Patiala and 
Nabha) who claimed that they should be entrusted with the arrangements 
for his education; but it was held that such a claim could not be sup- 
ported by the paper of requests of 1858, and it was disallowed. When the 
Baja was invested with powders on the iOth November 1899, but kept 
for a time under the guidance of a British political adviser, they again 
protested, on the ground tliat this was a breach of the Sanads of 18GU; 
but this protest also was overruled. In 1901 the State, which had 
formerly been under the direct control of the Punjab Government, was 
placed under the Political Agent, Phulkian States and Bahawalpur, and 
the political adviser wns withdrawn. 

The Jind imperial Service Infantry served in the Tirah campaign of 
1897. 

in 1899 an Agreement (No. XLIX) was made for the construction, 
luainteiumce and working of tJie Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Eailway by 
the North Western Bail way, on behalf of the Jind and Maler Kotla 
Darbars. Cession of jurisdiction over lands in the State occupied by the 
Jtewaii-Eei'oiiiepore Bailway, which had originally been made in 1886, 
was renewed in 1900 by an Agreement (No. L) in a revised form. 
In the same year similar cessions,, in the same 'form., were made in re- 
spect of the Sout-hern Punjab- Eailway (No. Ll) and the Ludhiana- 
Dhiiri-Jakhal Railway (No. Lll), 

A revised Postal Convention {see No. XX) was concluded in 1900. 
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111 1900 tlie State entered into oii:'Aga:*eeninnt-.;(.'?<^^ XXI) for .the' 
coi'itroi and discipline of its Imperial Service Troops.: when, serviiig 
beyond its frontiers. In the same year the State agreed ^ with all the 
otiier Punjab States sup]d3dng* Imperial Service Troops^ . to the ' m.ntiial 
siiri'eiider of deseile.rs, other than oificers, escaping from one State to 
another. 

. , In 1903 a subsidiary Agreement {see 'No.- XXII), regarding the .work- 

ing, of the Sirhiiid Canal,, was eoiicluded wi'th the States of Patiala,' Jind 
a.nd Nabha. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred ,(No. LIII) on 
the Itnler of diiid. , 

On the outbreak of the Great War the. Maharaja placed,, all the , re- 
sources of his State at the disposal of Government, and gave 2 lakhs 
towards tlm expenses of the war. State troops served in East Africa. 

Ill 1916 the Darbar (*eded (No. LIV) full aiid exclusive power and 
jurisdicition ovei* lands in the State required for the Jind-Panipat 
liailway, ... 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Raj endra Bahadur was conferred 
(No. LV) on the Ruler of Jind, and his permanent salute was increased 
to 13 guns. At the same time Maharaja Ranbir Singh was granted a 
personal salute of 16 guns. 

In 1919 State troops rendered assistance during the Punjab disturb- 
ances and in the war with Afghanistan. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Jind was granted a permanent local salute of 
15 guns within his own territories. 

In 1923 the Darbar joined tlie scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State, including the prote(‘tioij of the Rail- 
ways passing through the State. 

In the same year a supplementary Agreement (No. LVI) was con- 
idiided with the Jind and Maler Kotla Darbars for the working of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. 

In 1924 an Agreemejit (Xh), LVII) was concluded with the Jind 
Darbar for the working and construction of the Jind-Panipat Railway. 

In 1928 an Agreement (Xh>. JjVIII) was executed between the Secre- 
tary of State and the Jind Daihar, by which the North Western Rail- 
way Adniinisiration ])rovided a masomy tank at Sangrur for the ret^ep- 
tion and storage of liquid fuel oil in bulk by the Jind State. 

The area of Jind is 1,259 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 30(S, 183; and the revenue 26 lakhs.

4. Nabha. 

I'he Oliief of Nahha is descended from the same stock as the Maharajas 
of Patiala and J ind, hut like ilie latter lielongs to the elder branch of tlie 
family. 

fn’ke the rest of the Sivhind and Malwa Chiefs, Nabha was taken under 
the pi'oiectJon of tlie Biatish Goveiaimeut iiiulei* the Proclamation of 1809 
(No. I), and in 1810 Eaja Jaswant Singh was given a Paper (No. LIX) 
confirming liim in his posst\ssions and emphasising the promises .made in 
the Ih’oclamation of 1809. Jaswant Singh gave supplies and carriage 
to tlie British during the Gurkha and liikaner campaigns of 1810 and 
18J8. and advanced a loan of six lakhs during the Kabul campaign of 
1838. He died in 1840 and was succeeded by liis son Devindar Singh. 

During tlie tinst Sikh. War in 1845, Devindar Singh withheld supplies 
from Die British and neglec*ted to attend to the recpiisitions of the Agent 
(o file Governor-General. As a punishment he was de]>osed in 184(>; 
one-fourth of Jiis territory, viz,f the districts of Pakowal, Dehraru and 
Rori, less a portion worth lis. 12,200, was confiscated; and all ti'unsit 
duties, estimated at Rs. 12,200 a year, with the exception of the customs 
of the town of Nabha, were abolished. Of the confiscated territory, a por- 
tion worth Rs. 71,224 was divided equally between the Maharaja of 
Ihitiala, and the Raja of Faridkot,ln reward for services during the war 
wliile the remainder, valued at Rs. 28,700, was retained by the British 
Government. Up to tluit year the Raja of Nabha had furnished, in 
addition to the forces wdiich he was to supply in war, a contingent of 
50 sowars for general dnty. But it was then determined that the Chief 
should no longer be required to supply any forces in war: and the 
revenue, from Die portion of the confisi'-ated territory retained by the 
IB'itish Govesiiment, was appropriated to keeping up 100 sowars and

three., officers of, 4, he NabhaVStateg rvho /were -■ responsible to the British 
Groyernnient' for. his edueatioii and safety. ^ He was installed in 1847. 

' /During' the mutiny of; 185T Bharpur . Singh rendered .important 
services/ and was, rewarded by a grant-of land out. of the JliaJJa.!'' terri- 
tory, yielding a lakh and six thousand rupees a year, on condition of 
good behaviour and of service, military and political, in tim.e of difficulty' 
and danger. ^ 

On the' occasion of the Governor-GeneraPs visit, to the Punjab in I 86 O 5 
.the Eaja received a Sanad''(.No/ :LX)'. ■ I';n;. 1861 ■ he .was aliow^eil to pur- 
chase a portion of the .Kanaiid tahsil of the Jluijjar district, in litpiiilation 
of a debt due to him from the British .'Goyernment,' and he .received a 
supplementary Sanad (No. LXI) on this account. 

In 1862 the right of adoption, conferred by the Sanad of 1860, was 
.cnnfiinied (No. LXII)./,., ■ 

Bharpur Singh died in 1863, leaving no heir, either uutural or 
adopted: and it thus devolved upon the Maharaja of Patiala and the 
Raja of Jind, in accordance with the Sanad of 1860 (No. LX), to select 
a successor, in concert wuth the British Government, from the Phulkian 
family. Their choice fell upon Bhagwan Singh, younger brother of 
Bharpur Singh, who had always been looked xipon as his heir: and it 
was confirmed by the British Government, ' "namrana being ■ levied as 
provided in clause 3 of the Sanad. 

Bhagwan Singh was installed in 1864, and died in 1871 wutliout heirs. 
The procedure laid down for such cases by the Sanad of 18G0 was follo^ved 
and a collateral relative, Hira Singh of Badrukhan,. a feudatory of Ji;r.i.d, 
was chosen. The selection was approved' .by the British Government, 
and the customary najaarana levied. Hira Singles share in the Estate 
of Badrukhan was considered to have lapsed for want of direct heirs, 
and was made over imconditionally to the Eaja of Jind, 

In 1867 the Ruler' of Nabha was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

For many years a dispute had existed betW'een the Sonthi Sildis and 
their feudal superior the Eaja of Nahha, relative to certain acts of feudal 
obedience which they were hound to pay to their Chief; to the equivalent 
to be paid in money for that service when it ceased; and to the division 
of the profits of certain villages in which both parties had rights. The 
dispute began in 1820, regarding the tim.es and occasions when the Sonthi 
Sikhs were to furnish a quota of horsemen, ■ In 1861 an arrangement was 
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made, wiili tlie approval of Government, by wliicli ttie Ilaja wo.s to give 
the Sonthi Sikhs "„Rs, 5,000 a year in discharge of nil matters in dispute 
between tliera. The Sonthi Sikhs appealed against this decisioo : njiii in 
1869 the Government of India decided that the SoidJii SikJis’ ^lia!‘e ot 
the revennes of the villages in dispute shonld be Ks. tJ4,500 n y«‘ur: mid 
that the Raja of Mahha had a right in respect of escheats, commutation 
for loss of service of horsemen, and a dednction of one-eighth ois account 
of confiscated and restored territory, amounting in all to Rs. 11, 502: 
leaving the balance, to be paid to the Sonthi Sikhs, Its. 12,998 a year* 
As an alternative the Sikhs were permitted, shonld they desire it, to 
receive villages prodncing a clear income of Es. 8,000 a year, under cer- 
tain specified conditions. Thej^ elected to take the assignment from land 
revenue of ItvS. 12,998 a year. Payunent was made in full by the Raja 
ill 1872, ■ * . " - 

In 1873 the States of Patiala, Jind and Nahlia entered into an Agree' 
merit {see No. X), for the <*-onsiriietion of the Sirhincl Canal. 

Ill 1878 the vSiate funiish(‘d a (‘onl.ingetit of troops for piiijiloynieiil in 

Afghanistan. 

A code of rules regarding the pursuit uml extradition of (‘riiiiinals, 
similar to that sanctioned in 1873 for the Patiala-Jaipiir border, was 
adopted for the bordei* between Nabha and Alwar in 1879, between 
Nabha and Jaipur in 1883, and between Nablia and Bikaner in 1897* 

A Postal Convention (see No. XI) was executed in 1884. 

In the same year the Raja ceded full jurisdiction over the lands in his 
State required for the railways comprised in the Rajputana-Mulwa 
railway system. 

In 1894 the herediiary title of Raja-i-Rajagan was conferred (No* 
TiX ill) on the Ruler of Nahha.- ■ 

Ahibha Imperial Service troops served in the Tiruli (himpaign of 1897. 

Agreements were made in 1900 ceding jurisdiction over lands in the 
State occupied by the Rajpiira-Bhatirula (No. LXTV), Rewari-Ferozepore 
(No. TiXV) and Lmlhiana-Dburi-JakLal Railways (No. LXVI). 

A revised Postal Convention (see Ncn XX) was concluded in 1900. 

In 1900 the St.ate entered into an Agreement (see No. XXI) for the 
eonti'ol and di8cj])liiLe of its Imperial Service troops when serving beyond 
its frontiers. In the same year Nabha joined all the other Punjab States 
supplying Imperial Service Troops in agreeing to the mutual suiTender of 
deserters, other than officers, esciaping from one State to am)ilier. 

In 1903 a suhsidiary Agreement (see No. XXIT), regarding the work- 
ing of the Sirliiiid Canal, was conciuded with the States of Pafiala, Jiml 
and Nabha. 

Ill 1911 the hereditary iille of Maharaja was conferred (No. RXVU) 
oil the Ruler of Nabha. ’ 
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Hira Siiigli died iii 1911 aiid' was' succeeds Ms boe Bipiidaiiaaii 
Siagli* . , ' ' 

During ili.e Great _W'ar tl'ie Maliaraja 'eontrilmted siims' amoiiEiing to 
over [)j- lakhs lor vaalcnis ]Hirposes, and the Stale Iiiipcvrial Service 
liifaiitry servfKl ill lJeso])otaiaia. 

Ill Deeds, the exeeutimi of which had bean overlooked in 1900, 
were signed, forniallv e.eding jurisdiction over the lands ' in the State 
octaipied by tlie main lines of the Eajpixtana-Malwa (No. LXVIII) /and 
North Western Eailways (No. LXIX). 

In 192.1. the pemianeiit salute of the Ruler, of Nabha was increased 
to 10 guns. 

In 1.923 the Government of India appointed a Special Oommissioner 
to enquire into certain disputes between Patiala and Nabha States. As 
a result of ihe (Joinnrissionerhs .findings, Maharaja Ripudainan Singh 
agreed to sever his ('oniieciion with the administration of the State upon 
certain, conditions. This offer the Government o India ac(.*epied, irnd 
the Maharaja accordingly left Nabha on the 9th July 1923. The ad- 
ministration of tlie State was entrusted to an Administrator appointed 
by the Government of India. 

In 1924 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal security of the State. 

In 1928 the State ceded (No. LX X) jurisdiction over the lands 
ocmipied by the Rnjpura-lliiatinda Railway, the Bhatinda-Fazilka sec- 
tion of the Bombay, Baroda and Ceutrai India Railway, and the 
Raewind-Bliatinda branch of the North Western Railway. 

In the same year, owing to the proved disloyalty of Maharaja Giiru- 
charan (alta.s^ Ripudamaii) Singh, the Government of India deckled to 
deprive him of Ins titles and privileges, to reduce his allowance, and to 
deport him to KodaJkaiial in ihe Madras Presidency. He was succeeded 
hr his son the present Maharaja Pratap Singh, born in 1920. During 
his minority the State is administered by a Council of Regen<*y, con- 
sisting of a President and three Members..",' 

Although Jiiid and, Nahlia are equal in rank, Jind is given precedence 
over Nabha on public occasions, except that Nabha receives a return visit 
from the Viceroy before Jind — a decision given in 1880. 

The area of Nabha is 928 s<iuare miles : the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 203,394; and the revenue approxim.ate,ly 24 lakhs.

The State was liable to the operation of tlie Nas^arana rules tip to 
1911 when, on ilie occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all sncli levies 
were abolished* 

The State was in political relations wiih the Pnnja1> (Soverameni 
through, the Political Agent, l^Jiulkian States, until ilie (‘slaJdishrneni o! 
the Puiijab States Agency in 1921, when it was placetl in direci; I’elai-ions 
witli the (n)ve.rn!neni of India through the Agent to ilie Covernor-Cene- 
ral, Punjab States. 

' 6.' Kapttethala. ' A ' 

The Cliief of Kupiirthala at one time held possessions botli Cis and 
Trans-Sutlej, and also in the Bari Doab. The sciiitered possessions in 
the Bari Doab were gained Iw the sword, and were the first a,c{|^uisitions 
made l)y Saixlar Jassa Singli, the founder of. the family. In them lies the 
village (jf Ahlu, whence the family spring and from which the style of 
Aliluwalia is derived. The Trans-Sutlej Estates were also acquired l)y 
conquest, and from iheir chief: city, Kapurthala, the family derives its 
general designation. Of the Cis-Sutlej possessions some were conquered, 
and some w^ere granted by Maharaja Banjit Singh, prior to Septembei 
1808. The total value of the Cis«Sutlej possessions was estimated at 
Ks. 5,G5,000. 

Sardar Fateh Singh, of Kapurthala. was a party, with llanjit Singli oi' 
Lahore, to the Treaty of 1800 (see Part I, Punjab, No. I), under which 
he pledged himself to hold no friendship or connec^tion witli Ilolkar, 
while the British (lovernment promised him peacafiil possession of his 
teri'itory so long as he continued friendly. 

By article 4 of the Detdaration of 1809 (No. 1) the Sardar of Kapiir- 
thala" was pledged to furnish supplies to British troops when marching 
through his territory for purposes connected with the general welfare: 
and by article 6 he was bound to join the British army with his forces, 
should an enemy approach from any quarter for the purpose of conquer- 
ing the country of the Chiefs of Malwa and Sirhind, 

111 1825 Sardar Fateh Singh fled to the Cis-Sutlej States for the 
protection of tlie British Government against the aggressions of lianjii 
Singh, and protection was accorded. It was declared !n 1928 that iln* 
Ahluwaiia Chief was under British protection in respect of his anca^siiul 
possessions east of the Sutlej, but dependent on Lahore for |.dma\s con- 
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ferred l>j. tlie Laliore (jovernmeat 'prior to September 1808^ Bassi, 
Naraingarli and Jagraoii« Tlie protection of tlie ■ British GoTernmeM 
however^ exteiided over totK 

Fateii Singli died in 1837 , a.nd was. succeeded by bis son Nibai Singb; 
He collected supplies for the British troops on their way to Eabiilj while 
some of his troops took part in the Kabul, expedition of 1842'* 

■ In the first Sikh war of 1845 the troops of Eapurthala fought against 
die British at Aliwal : and, in ,con.sequence of these hostilities and. of the 
i‘ailiii*e of the Sardar to furnish supplies from his Ois-Sutlej Estates to, the 
British army, his Ois-Sutlej Estates were confiscated, ' When the.'diillun- , 
flur Dual) came under the dominion of the. British , Government in 1846, 
the Trans-Sutlej possessions . of the Ahluwalia Sardar were .maintained in 
his independent possession,;' conditionally ■ on his paying to the ■ British 
Government a commutation in cash of the service engagements by which 
he hiul previously been bound to the Government of Lahore. The value 
of the Jullundur Estates was estimated at Rs. 5,77,763. The terms of 
tiie (ionfirmation were in favour of the Sardar and the heirs of his body 
lawfully begotten, on condition of good conduct and good management, 
that no customs or duties of any kind were levied, and that he made and 
kept in repair the high roads through his lands. 

The commutation for military service in the Jullundur IJoab was 
fixed at Rb. 1,38,000 ; but subsequently a reduction of Rs. 7,000 was made 
on account of the Nurinahal jagir, which w^as included with the Kapur- 
thala territory when first calculating the tribute due by the Raja, hut 
wus afterwards declared to he distinct therefrom. The Bari Doab 
Estates, estimated to yield Rs. 25,270, but subsequently assessed at 
Rs, 10,742, w^ere released to Sardar Nihal Singh on a life tenure, and 
subject to British jurisdiction, 

Tlie punishment inflicted after the first Sikh war was not wdthoiit its 
effect on Sardar Nilial Singh, and he rendered satisfactory assistance to 
ihe British Government during the second Sikh war, at the close of which 
he was created a Raja in 1849. He died in 1852, and was succeeded by 
his son Raiulhir Singh. Diu’iiig the mutiny of 1857, and subsequently 
in Oudh in 1858, Raja Raiulliir Singh rendered service to the British 
Government, In lucognition of the seiwices then performed by him 
in the Jullundur Doab, the Government of India, ainong other rewards, 
reioitied a year's tribute, and permanently reduced the tribute by 
Its. 25Ji(J0, Tlie Raja,, however, requested that the hereditary jagir iu 
the Bari Doab, which had been resumed on the death of Raja Nilial 
Singh in 1852, though of less present value, might he restored to him in 
lieu of the reiiiission of tribute. This request was complied with in 1860, 
and the Jagir was released to the Raja in perpetuity, the civil and police 
juri>sciiction remaining in the hands of the British authorities. The

By a Banad f'N'o. LXXII) granted, in 1802, the Ruhm -was giuiranieed 
the right of adoption,. ■ 

Shortly hefore his death in 1852 Xihal Ringh executed a will em,* 
jKoveriiig liis iwo younger sons, Bikraiiia Ringh end Rur-liet Singh, to 
claim a, |>artitioii of the fief. Dissensions arose among the broth ersv and 
in 1858 Riichet Siiigli demanded and received his share, whieli he held, 
iiidep>endently of the Raja, as a Jagirdar of the British Governinent, 

In 1859 Siichet Ringh, having become reconciled to his brothers, 
desired that the arrangement ordered hy his father’s will might be set 
aside and the lands restored to the Eapnrthala State, to be held by him 
ijj Riihordination to the Baja. This request was sanctioned by the British 
Government, and the dismemberment of the State having thus been 
prevented l)y voliiniary agreement between tlie brothers, the cancellation 
of the will, and the restoration to the Baja of his territoTy on the same 
footing as it existed in fortner times, were amiouneed in 1860 by Lord 
danning a.t a Da.rbar at which, all the brothers were present. In 1806 dis- 
sensions again arose among the brothers, and Bikrama Singh and Sachet 
Ringh claimed the execution of their fatherks will. It was decided, 
however, that Lord Canning’s order should he upheld : that the Baja 
should exercise paramount authority over the whole of the Ivapurthala 
State, and that the younger brothers should each ref*eive Bs. 60,000 a 
year in cash, tlie net annual value of the f>roj)erty hex|ueathed to them. 

In 1802 the hereditary title of Baja-i-B,.ajagan was conferred upon 
tlie Bailer of Kapurthala: and in 1867 he was granted a permanent 
salute of 11 guns. 

Bandhir Singh died in 1870 and w^as succeeded by his eldest son 
Kharak Singh. He soon' showed signs of insanitT, and in 1874 became 
incapable of conducting the administration, wdiieh was entrusted 1o a 
foiiricil composed of the Wazir and the Diwan of the State and an 
officer in the service of the British Government. This arrangement 
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failed to work «ai.isfaetoiily, and' it 'was- found necessary in 1ST5 to 
appoint a Britisli officer as Superintendent of the State, under tlie general 
control of tlie Cojnniissioner of tlie Jiilliindiir Division. Kliarak Singli, 
(lied in 1877 and was succeeded by. Ms' ordy- present Mataraja' 
Jagatjit Siiigb, then five years old. During* ' liis minority the State 
continued iin.der tlie administration of 'the British Snperintendeiit. 

Tlie State fiirnished a contingent of troops daring the Afghan Cam- 
paign of 1878-79. 

In 1888 an Act of the Legislature, ISTo. ' X -. of that year, was pavssed 
to confirm and give effect to an award made hy the Governor-General 
regarding certain matters in dispute hetwn^en the K.apu!*tiiala State 
and Sartlar Bikrania Singh, touching a grant of land in Oudli received 
hy the Sardar from the British Government. 

llaja Jagatjit Singli was invested with full powers on the 24th 
Noveiriher ,1890. 

A contingent of Kapiirtliala Imperial Service Troops served in the 
Tirah Campaign of 1897.. 

In 1899 the State entered into an Agreement (jiee 'No, XXI) for 
the control and discipline of its Imperial Servi(*e Troo]>s when serving 
beyond its frontiers : and in 1900 joined the other Pimjah States sup- 
plying Imperial Service Troops in agreeing to the mutual surrender of 
deserters, othcu* than officers, escaping from one vState to another. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred (Xo. LXXT! f) 
on the Ruler of Kapiirthala, 

In 1912 the Maharaja ceded (Wo. LXXIV) full and exclusive poAver 
and jurisdiction oAmr the lands in tlie Sfaie of*cupi<*d hv the main line 
of ih.e Worth 'Western EailAvay between Pliillaur and Reas. 

(hi the ouihreak of the Great AVhr the Maharaja ofh'red the resotirees 
of his State to Government, and the vSiate F()rces served in East Africa. 
Tlie l\raharaja canitrihuhal a lakh of rujiees towards their maintenance 
on fkhl s(‘rv!co, and gave Rs. 25,000 for the purehase of motor ainhii- 
lar'ces. He also defrayed the whole of the extra expenditure entailed 
hv Ihc maint(mance of th(‘ State Forces on a ^vl\v fooling, amounling 
t(.' an])roximate1v Rs. 4,00,000. 

In 1915 the Maharaja ceded full and exclusive nower and jurisdiction 
over file lands in ihe State occupied hv the Julliindur-T)oah (Wo. LXXV) 
and Pliagwara-Rahon Raihvays (Wo. LXXVT). 

In 1918 tlie ])crrnanent salute of the Ruler of Fapurthala Avas in- 
f.v^vnsed to 18 mins: and a personal salute of 15 guns was granted to 
Maharaja Jagatjit Singh. 

In the same year the Maharaja received a Sanad (Wo. LXXVTI) eon-

In 1924, in view of the oflirdeney of the State Forees and of the 
expeinlitiire involved in their niaintenanc'e, (he aniuial tribute of 
Its, 1,31,000 was reinitted hy the Government of India under eertain 
conditions. ■

Sappers and Miners also served in the Tirab Gampaigii of 1897. 

Shamsher Parkasb died in 1898 and was succeeded by bis eldest son 
Suren dar Bikrani Parkasb, 

In 1899 tbe State entered info an AgTeement (see Fo. XXI) for tbe 
control and discipline of its Imperial Service Troops when serving beyond 
its frontiers: and in 1900 joined the other Punjab States supplying 
Imperial Service Troops in agreeing; to ■.tbe;. miitual vsurrender of deserters, 
other than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

Surendar Bikrain Parkasb died on the -dth July 1911 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son the present Maharaja Amar Parkasli, born in August 
1888. ' , 

On tbe outbreak of tbe Great War the Baja offered tbe services of 
the State Sappers, who served in Mesopotamia, where they formed part 
of tbe garrison captured in Kut El ximara,. 

In 1918 the hereditary title of Maharaja was conferred 
(Fo. LXXXI) upon tbe Euler of Sirmur, 

In 1919 Maharaja Amar Parkasb was invested with unrestricted 
power to pass sentences of death on bis subjects, as a personal mark of 
distinction for his life only. 

In 1922 tbe Darbar joined the scbem.e for tbe reorganisation of tbe 
Indian State Forces, and. undertook at tbe same time responsibility for 
the internal security of tbe .State.

This ancient Hindu Rajput ])rincipa]ity came into the possession of 
the British Government by the Lahore Treaty of the 9th March 1846 
(see Part I, Punjab, Ho. X), In October of tbe same year the State 
was granted (Ho. LXXXII) to Raja Ballrir Sen, who had tendered his 
allegiance to the British Government at Bilaspur in February 1846. 

.Balbir Ren died in 1851 and was succeeded by bis infant son Bijai 
Sen, during whose niinority the administration was carried on by a 
Council of Regency.’ 

In 1862 the Ruler of Mnndi received a Sanad of Adoption (se6 Part I, 
Punjab, Ho. XVIT). 

Bijai Sen was entrusted %vitb tbe administration of ihe State in 
1866, but its affairs soon fell into such disorder that it was found neces- 
sary to appoint a British officer as councillor. Tinder his advice reforms 
were introduced and, the administration having been put on a satisfac- 
tory footing, he was withdrawn in 1873. 
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III 1807 tlie Ruler of Maiidi was granted a permauent salute of 11 

giiiss. 

In consequence of tlia loss of revenue caused by tlie introduction into 
British territory of iintaxed salt from the Mandi mines, an arrange- 
ment was made with the Raja in 1870 whereby an extra duty of ten 
annas per maund was levied on all salt sold from the mines, and 
the Raja wavS required to pay to the British Government such propor- 
tion of the revenue, realised from the new duty, as the quantity of 
Mandi salt imported into British territory might from time to time 
hear to the total sales of the Mandi salt. A customs establishmenf 
for registering the sale and destination of the salt was stationed at 
the mines. In 1878 it was decided that the British share of the duty 
should he realised in a lump sum : and^ the ratio of the share of 
Government to that of the Mandi State was fixed at 2 to 1, whicli 
was believed to he the ratio between Mandi salt consumed in British 
territory and Mandi salt consumed elsewhere. In 1884 a further modi- 
fication was introduced, by which the duty was reduced to 6 annas per 
maund, and an arrangement was made for its variation in f\iture, in the 
proportion of 1 to 5 to any variation of the dxity in British India. It 
was also a condition that the price should not he reduced without the 
previous sanction of the British Government. In 1922 a fresh arrange- 
ment for 5 years was made, under which the Darbar paid Rs. 19,000 
annually to the British Government in lieu of their two-thirds share of 
the duty, and all British control over the industry and sale price of salt 
was’ withdrawn. This arrangement expired on the Lst July 1927, and 
the question of its renewal is under consideration. 

In 1885 the Raja leuvsed to the British Government .the 7‘ight to 
collect drift and waif timber on the river Beas in Mandi territory for 
a. period of five years on a payment of Rs. 500 a year. The lease was 
renewed periodically for varying terms, with slight modifications. The 
last. lease expired on the 81st Augxist 1925, and the question of its 
renewal js under consideration. 

Bijai Ren died in 1902, leaving no legitimate issue; bxit his illegiti- 
mate son Bliawani vSen was allowed to succeed, and was installed in 
October 1008. For two years after his accession he was assisted by a 
European Superintendent from the Indian Civil Service, who was with- 
drawn in 1905, when full powers were conferred on the Raja. 

In May 1909 there was a serious disturbance in Mandi, but the 
arrival of tx‘oops from Simla quickly restored order. 

Bhawani Sen died in February 1912,. leaving no beir, natural or 
adopted. His nearest male relative, the present Raja Jogindra Sen, 
horn on the 20th August 1904, was selected to succeed him, and was 
installed on the 28th April 1918. Dxiring his ininority the State was 
adr^rinistered by a SxqxerinteixdentT 
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In 1923 the ,I).arbar Joined- the scheme .for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and nndertook at the same time responsibility for 
the internal secnrity of the State. 

Eaja Jogindar Sen was invested with full ruling powers on tlie 13th 
Fel)nuuy 1925, and received a Sanad (No. LXXXIll} removing the 
existing restrictions on the EuleFs power to inflict capital senteneevS. 

In 1925 the Darbar gave Govermnent a 99-years^ lease (No. 
LX XX IV) of certain land and water rights in connection with the 
Punjab Hydro-Electric Scheme. 

The area of Mandi is 1,200 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 185,048; and the revenue apprc^xiinately 10 lakhs. 
The State pa^^s an annual tribute of one lakh. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 tlie authorised 
strength of the Mandi State Forces consists (December 1920) of —

The State possesses 5 serviceable and 13 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Naj^arana rules tip to 
1911 when, on the o<*casion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

The State was in political relations with the Punjab Government 
through the Commissioner, Jiillimdur, until the establishment of the 
Punjab States Agency in 1921, when it was placed in direct relations 
with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor-Gene- 
ral, Punjab States. 

8. Bilaspue or Kahlijr. 

The Chief of this State helc*.gwS to a Eajput family said to have 
come from the Deccan. One of the sons of Harihar Cliand, fourteenth 
in descent from the founder of the family, conquered Chamba, and 
Bilaspur was founded by Bir Chand, anotlier son. Ajit Chand, twelfth 
in descent from Bir Chand, founded the State of.Nalagarh, and bestowed 
it on his brother, Ajai Chand, The Eaja of Kahlur bad estates on 
both sides of the Sutlej, but the Sanad (No. LXXXV) given to Eaja 
l\faha Chand in 1815, after the expulsion of the Gurkhas, confirmed to 
him the CivS-Sutlej portion only, Kharak Chand died in 1839, and was 
succeeded by a collateral, Jagat Chand; the claims of an alleged posthu- 
mous son, Garab Chand, were rejected after a full enquiry. A second 
Sanad (No. TiXXXVI) was granted to Kahltir in 1847 for its Trans- 
Sutlej territories, which up to that time had been subject to the Lahore 
Darbar. The abolition of transit duties was one of the conditions of 
this Sanad : and the Eaja’s application for compensation was rejected 
" ' ' ’ * Not yet organised.

4,001), 
to the Lahore Dar])ar. The Raja pays iio tribute to the British (xov- 
eruiiieiit, but is bound to rendei' feudal service. 

In 1850, at the request of Raja Jagat Ohand, the administration was 
made over to his grandson, Hira Chand. In acknowledgment of his 
services during the nnitiny of 1857, Raja Hira Chand received, aioong 
other rewards, a khillat of the value of Rs. 5,000. 

In 1862 the Ruler re(*elved a, Sanad of Adoption (.s*cc Ihrrt 1, Punjab, 
No. XYII). 

In 18C7 the request of Raja Hira Chand for the restoration of the 
parganas of Basse and Bachretu, which luul oi'igiiially belonged to the 
Kahlur family, was granted on condition cd his paying an annual 
nazarana of Rs, 8,000. Tliese parganas had been seked hv Ranjit Singh 
in 1819, and conferred on the Majithia family. At the close of the first 
Sikh War, the grant was continued by the British Government to 
Laihna Singh Majithia for his life, and it lapsed at his death. 

|n 18.67 the Ruler of Bilaspur was granted a permanent salute of 
ll guns. 

Hira Chand was succeeded in 188r3 by his son AjYiar Chand, who 
died in 1889 and was, succeeded by his son Bije Chand, during whose 
minority the administration was carried on by a Council of Regenc\y. 
In 1893 Bije Chand was invested with full powers, the C^mncil being 
kept on as a consultative body until 1899, wdum the Raja dismissed it. 
His constant absence from the State finally led, liowever, to liis being 
deprived of his powers in 1903, when he was required to live outside 
tlie State, and the administration was ])laeed under a manager. 
In 1908 he was ])erniitted to return and resume the adrainistration 
of the State. ‘ 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Raja offet-ed his personal 
services and the resources of liis State to the British Government. 

A Sanad removing the existing restriction on the Ruler^s power 
to inflict (*a])ital sentences was granted (fiee No, LNXXTTI) in 1922. 

In .1925 Raja Bije Chand established a Council to (iarrv on the 
administration of the State as, for reasons of healtlj, lie preferred to 
live in Benares. In 1927 the Government of India a(‘ced(‘d to liis request 
that he should be allowed to abdicate in favour of his son, the present 
Raja Auand Chand, born in 1913. During his minority the administra- 
tion is carried on by a Council of Adm inis t rat ion. 

The area of the State is 448 square miles; the ponulafion. a<‘co7"d- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 98,000: and the reyenue Rs, 3,23,286.

9. MaLEB JlOTLA. 

Tbis fainily came to India from Kabul, it was originally a brother- 
bood dividing tbe Estate among tbe several meinbers in etj.uui or un- 
tHpial siiures, according as tbe power and iiiilueuce of tbe several bi'ancbes 
might be predominant at the time of sueeession. 

The anenstors of the present Chief occupied positions of trust in the 
Sirbiiid province under tbe Moghul Emperors, and gradually became 
independent as the Moghul dynasty sank into decay. Tbe Chief of 
Maler Kotla joined Lord l.iake, and tbe protection of tbe British Gov- 
ernment was extended to him at the same time as to the Pbnlkian States* 
A^awab Sikandar Ali Khan succeeded bis father Mabbub Ali Khan in 
AS58.;''; : 

In 1862 tbe lluler received an Adoption Sanad (Sfo. LXXXVII). 

In 1867 the Ituler of Maler Kotla was granted a permanent salute 
of 9 guns. 

Sikandar Ali Khan died without male issue in 1871, having selected 
as bis heir ibrabiiu Ali Khan, tbe representative of one of tbe two 
extant i)rancbes of tbe family, descended from a com:mon ancestor, 
Jamal xkii Khan. The choice was coiibnueil by tbe British Govern- 
ment and tbe State was placed under British management during tbe 
iuinority of tbe Nawab. Me received full powers in 1878. 

' By family cusituu, in tbe case of a death witbout issu(*, the property 
wan divided equally among tbe branches descended from Jamal Ali 
Khan, an lextra share being allotted to the Chief. Tiie near relations 
of tJie Nawab also exercised sovereign powers in their estates subject 
to a general subordination to tbe Nawab, These customs frequently gavQ 
rise to family dissensions and maladministration. On tbe succession of 
Auiwaf) Ibi'aliiin Ali. Khan tlie opportunity was takcm to deiei'niine that 
tbe Obief's bolding should be divided info two portions: the share 
which he received as Chief, with all 6iibsequej.it accreticms, to remain 
undivided, or held by tbe Chief for the ti.me being ; and the other 
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portion, to be divided accordii).g to family custom. It was ftirtker 
deter] nined to limit to existing possessors tbe exercise of powers inde- 
peiuleiit of tlie Chief. 

In 1885, owing to the mental incapacity of the ISTawab, the State 
was temporarily placed under the management of a Superintendent, 
subject to tlie control of the Ooinmissioner of Delhi. On the death of 
the Superintendent in 1892, the management of the State was entrusted 
to the iSTawab of Loharn. 

From about 1809 to 184G Maler Kotla had furnished from time to 
time a contingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the State was 
exempted from the operation of the rules then passed about the abolition 
of customs and the commutation of contingent service to a money pay- 
ment. At the same time the number of sowars was fixed at 26. In 
1892, in recognition of the formation of the Imperial Service Troops, 
the State was exempted from this liability. 

The Maler Kotla Imperial Service Sappers and Miners served in the 
Tirah Campaign of 1897 and in the China Campaign of 1900-1901. In 
1899 the State entered into an Agreement (iee No. XXI) for the control 
and discipline of its Imperial Service troops when serving beyond its 
frontiers ; and in 1900 joined the other States in the Punjab supplying 
Imperial Service troops in agreeing to the mutual surrender of deserters, 
other than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

In 1899 the Jind and Maler Kotla Darhars concluded an Agreement 
(.see No. XLTX) for the construction, maintenance and working of 
the Ludhiana-Dliuri-Jakhal Eailwa}^ by the North Western Railway. In 
the same year the Maler Kotla Darbar ceded (No. LXXXVIII) jurisdic- 
tion over lands in the State occupied by the railway. 

In 1903 Ibrahim Ali Khan’s elder son Ahmad Ali Khan was given 
the powei‘s of the Snpejrintendent, the Nawab of Tioharu being retained 
as bis adviser. In 1906 he was given full control as Regent, and the 
Nawab of Loharu’s services were withdrawn. 

Ibrahim Ali Khan died on the 23rd August 1908 and was succeeded 
by liis son the present Nawab Ahmad Ali Khan. 

In 1909 Nawab Ahmad Ali Khan was granted a personal salute of 
11 guns. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Nawab offered the resources 
of his State to the British Government : and the Maler Kotla Sappers 
and Miners served in France and Ira<:|. 

In 1917 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Maler Kotla was in- 
creased to 11 guns. 

A Sanad (\see No. LXXXIII) removing the existing restrictions on 
the Ruler’s power to inflict capital sentences was granted in 1922. 
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In 1923 tile Darbar joined tlie sclieine for the re(ir^*atnsaiion of the 
Indian State ForcovS, and undertook at the same time re8|)oi]isi])ility for 
the internal security of the State. 

In the same year a supplementary Agreenient i^ee No. LVI) wavS 
eomdiided with the Jind and Maler Eotla Darhurs for the working of 
the Liulhiaiia-Dlmri-Jakhal Kail way. 

The area of Maler Kotla is 167 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 80,322; and the revenue 15 lakhs. 

The Ruler receives eoinpensation from Governiuent amounting to 
Ks. 2,500 a year in perpetuity, on account of loss of revenue caused 
by the abolition of (mstoms duties.

In 1921, on the establishment of the Piinjah States Agency,, the 
State was pla(‘ed in direct relations with the Government of. India 
through the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab States. 

10. Fauiokot. 

The teiTitory of the Faridkot State consists of two portions, Faridkot 
proper and Kot-Kapura. It is situated to the south-\yest of the Fero^^e- 
])ore district, and borders to the south-east on Patiala. The Chief 
belongs to the Barar Jat tribe, one of wlioni, named Bhallan, acquired 
great influence in the time of the Emperor Akbar. His nephew built 
the fort of Kot-Kapura, and made himself an independent ruler. Early 
in the nineteenth century the Kot-Kapura pargana was seized by the 
Lahore Diwan, Mohkam Chand: and after the Sikh war of 1846 it 
was confiscated by the British Government. But, in reward for his 
attachment to the British cause, and for the aid he rendered to the 
British forces at Mudki during the Sutlej campaign in 1845-46, the 
Chief, Pahar Singh, wm gi'anted a khillat and the rank of Raja; the 
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ancestral J^^state of Iiot-Eapara was I’estored to him, iii; jagir ;:; a 
was gi'anted half the territory which had been ' coiifiscirted, from 
Raja of Nabha. ■ . 

In lieu of customs abolished^ the British Government agreed to pay 
to the Raja the annual siini of Rs. 2,000: and at the same time, as. there 
were nuiiiy rent-free holdings in the Kot-Kapura Estate which wmuld 
lapse to the British Government, an arrangement was made by which 
each rent-free holding, as it lapsed, was made over to the Raja, and 
a correspondmg reduction was made in the amount of compensation for 
customs. After holdings to the value of Rs. 2,000 had been made over 
to the Raja, he was permitted to purchase the remainder, as each lapse 
occurred, for a cash payment of twenty times the annual revenue. 

Pahar Singh died in 1849, and was succeeded by Wazir Singh. 

Erora ahout 1809 to 3840 Paridkot had furnished from time to time 
a contingent of sowars for general duty. In 1846 the State was 
exempted from the operation of tlie rules then passed about the abolition 
of customs and the commutation of contingent service to a money pay- 
ment* At the same time the number of sowars was fixed at 10. For 
Raja Waiiir Singh^s services during the mutiny he was exempted 
altogether from this service : and, ainong other rewards, he was also 
given an increase to his khillat and certain honoraiy additions to his 
title. 

In 1862 the Ruler received a Sanad of Adoption {.ice Part I, Punjab, 
No. XVII). 

In 1863 the Raja was granted a Sanad (No. LXXXIX), similar in 
some respects to those granted in 1860 to the Phulkian Chiefs, but 
differing from them in that it conferred no new rights or privileges 
on the Raja, bnt merely guaranteed and confirmed those w-hich he then 
enjoyed. 

In 181)7 the Euler of Earidkot was granted a permanent salute of 
11 .guns, ' ■ ■ ■ ■ 

Wazir Singh died in 1874 and was succeeded hy his only son Bikram 
Singh. 

Earidkot State troops served in the Afghan War of 1878. 

In lH8i> a Postal Couveuiiou (.see No. XI) was (tonduded. This was 
revised (^see No. XOV) in 1896. 

The services of the Imperial Service Saj)pers and Miners w^ere offered 
fo]* the Tirah Campaign of 189T ; but, as military arrangements had been 
completed, the Govenunent of India were, unable to accept the offer. 

Bikra,ni Singh died in 1898, and w^as succeeded by his son Balbir 
Singh. It was made* a conditioii of his installation that ]w slnmld for 
five years act under the immediate control of the Commissioner of 
Jtillundur in certain matters, such as the appointment of high officials* 
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111 1899 the llaja signed- : an Agreeiueiit X(J} ceding 

full Jurisdiction over the, lands in "the State occupied by the liewari- 
PeroKepore liailway. This; .cession had originally been made in 18843, 
and the Agreement signed in 1899 was in a re\dBed form. In 
1899 the State entered into an Agreement (see No. XXI) for the 
control and discipline of its Imperial Sei’vice troops when serving beyond 
its fiuntiers: and in 1900 agreed, with the other Ihiiijab States Buppl}- 
ing linperial Service troops, to the mutual surrender of deserters, other 
than officers, escaping from one State to another. 

In 1901, in compliancte w-ith the expressed desii*e of the (iovernment 
of India to bring about the unification of the postal system tlii'oiighout 
India, the Itaja agreed to the canceliation of the Postal Convention 
and the transfer of the ])ostal arrangements in the State to the British 
Government. 

In the same year Balbir Singh, having no issue of his own, adojded 
his nephew Brij Indar Singh, but his succession was conditional 
on the Raja having no legitimate son of liis own body. 

in 1905 ihe Government of India approved of the permanent adopi ion 
of 3'ules reguliitiiig the extradition of (U’iiiiiiuils between Paridkot and 
Bikanej*, which luul been tentatively introduced in 1903. 

Bulbil' Singh died in 1906, and was succeeded by Bri j Indar vSingh, 
during whose minority the administration of the vState was conducted 
by a Council of Regency until 1914, and subsequently by a Superin- 
tendent wdio held charge of the State for two years. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the State offered its Imperial 
Service Sappers and Miners, and they served in British East Africa. 

Brij Indar Singh was invested with full powers in 1916. He died 
on the 23rd December 1918, and was succeeded by his son the present 
Raja Har Indar Singh, born on the 29th January 1915. During his 
minority the administration was carried on by a Council of Regency 
until February 1921, when it was replaced by the present Council of 
Administration* 

In 1922 the Darbar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and undertook at the same time responsibility 
for the internal security of the State, including the stndch of the North 
Western Railway line which passes througdj the State. 

A Sanad (see No. LXXXIII), removing the existing restriction on 
ihe Ruler’s power to inflict capital sentences, was granted in 1922. 

In 1928 an Agreement (No. XCI) was executed between the British 
Government and the !''ariclkot Darbar for the supply of canal water for 
the storage tank at Kot-Kapura in the Faridkot State, In 1929 this 
Agreement was renewed for another year. 

The area of the State is 642 square miles; the population, according

The State was liable to the operation of the Naziarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbai’j all such levies 
were abolished. 

In 1913 the State was removed from the charge of the Commissioner, 
Jullundur Division, and included in the newly established Bahawalpur 
Agency, This Agency was abolished in 1921 on the establishment of 
the Punjab States Agency, when the State was placed in direct rela- 
tions with the Government of India through the Agent to the Governor- 
General, Punjab States. 

11 . Chamba. 

This ancient Hindu Eajput principality came into the possession 
of the British Government in 1846, when part of it was made over 
to Maharaja Gulab Singh of Kashmir. 

By an agreement with the Maharaja of Kashmir in 1847 VoL 
XII, Kashmir), Chamba came again entirely under the British Govern- 
ment: and a Sanad (No. XCII) was given to the Eaja, Sri Singh, 
assigning the Chamba territory to him and to his heirs male. In case 
of his decease without legitimate male issue, his brothers were to 
succeed in order of seniority. 

In 1854 the Eaja made over the sanitarium of Dalhousie in return 
for a remission of Es. 2,000 from the yearly tribute, whic^h then stood 
at Rs. 10,000- In 1867 a further remission of Es. 5,000 a year was 
made in compensation for lands taken up for military purposes. vSub- 
sequent acquisitions and modifications of the land required for military 
use in 1909, 1912 and 1923 resulted in a further reduction of the 
tribute, which now stands at Rs. 2,307-4-0 per annum. 

In 1862, at the requevst of the Eaja, who had become deeply involved 
in debt, a British officer was appointed Superintendent. 

In the same year the Ruler received a Sanad of Adoption {see Part I, 
Punjab, Ko. xVll). 
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"v . lE.1864 tlie Baja leased (No'. XOIII)' all Ms forests to Governmeiit. 

In 1867 tlie Bnler^ of Oliamba was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns* , 

Sri Singh died without issiie in 1870, an d^ as hy tlie terms of tlie 
vSanad the su(*cession, in default of legitimate lieirs, devolved upon the 
eldest surviving brother, his half-brother Gopal Singh was recognised 
as Chief, to the exclusion of the younger brother Siichet Singh, who 
claimed the Chiefship on the ground of his being the full brother of 
Sri Singh. 

In 1872 the forest lease of 1864 was revised (No. XCIV). 

In 1873 Gopal Singh abdicated in favour of his minor son Sham 
Singh. Suehet Singh renewed his claims, but they were again rejected. 
Gopal Singh died in 1895. 

During Sham Singh ^s minority the administration was carried on 
by a British officer in concert with officials of the State. In 1884 Sham 
Singh was invested with full powers, on condition of his appointing a 
suitable Wazir and conforming to the advice of the Superintendent. 
The Superintendent was withdrawn in 1885. 

A Postal Convention {see ISio, XI), was concluded in 1886, This 
was revised (No. XCV) in 1896. 

In 1903 Sham Singh, who had no issue, abdicated, dying two years 
later. He was succeeded by his brother Bhure Singh, who had con- 
ducted the administration of the State on his behalf for some time 
previously. : 

In 1905 the forest lease of 1864, which had been renewed in 1884. 
was again renewed (No. XCVI), with some modifications, for a further 
period of 20 years: but in 1908 the control of the State forests was, as 
an experimental measure, restored to the Darbar for a period of five 
years on certain conditions, the provisions of the lease of 1905 being 
held in abeyance for that period. The experiment was successful : and 
in 1913 the Government of India sanctioned the permanent restoration 
to the Ea.ja of control of his forests, subject to the continuance of the 
existing conditions. 

On the outbreak of the Great Wai' the Baja offered his personal 
services and the resources of liis State to the British Government. 

Bhure Singh died in September 1919 and was succeeded by his 
elder son the present Baja Bara. Singh, born in 1890. 

A Sanad renioviiig the existing restriction on the Buler^s power to 
inflict capital .sentences was granted (see No. LXXXIII) in 1922. 
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In .Tune 1922, owing to tlie ill-healtli of the Eaja, the administration 
of tlie State was tenipoi'arily placed in the charge of his brother, Mian 
Kesri Singh; Init the Eaja resumed charge of the administration in 
September 1923. He is assisted by a British Adviser. 

In 1923 the Darhar joined the scheme for the reorganisation of the 
IndiaJi State horces, and undertook responsibility for the internal 
•security of the State including the protection of communications. 

The area of tlie State is 3,21G square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 141,807; and the revenue about 7 lakhs.

12. SlTKET. 

This ancient Hindu Rajput principality came into the possession of 
the British Government by the Treaty of Lahore. In October 1846 
tbe State was granted (No. XCV'll) to Baja Ugar Sen, who had tendered 
his allegiance to the British Government at Bilaspm* in February 1846. 

In 1862 the Ruler received a Sanad of Adoption {see Part 1, Punjab, 
No. XVII). 

In 1867 the Rulel* of Suket was granted a pex*manent salute of 

11 gnm. 

Hgar Sen died in 1875, and was succeeded by his son Rudar Sen, 
who %vas deposed in April 1878 for proved incapacity to govern, and died 
in 1886. He was succeeded by his son Dusht Nikandan Sen, during 
whose minority the administration was carried on by a Council of 
Regency, assisted by a Government official as Manager. He received 
full ruling powers in 1884. 

The administration of Dusht Nikandan Sen was so unsatisfactory 
is to call for the inter:fere.uce of tJie Punjab Government. In 1892 he was 
given a year’s ti'ial to enable him to retrieve his positioji. as a ruler, 
and at his own request an Assistant Commissioner was deputed to act 
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as liis eoiiiisellor and adviser during 'tliat periods Tlie llaja^s control., 

was restored iii 1893, subject to the <‘ou<liii(ai ilud tlu‘ a])poniiiae]!< 
of a Wazir should uot be made without the cofiseid (d flic thmnnissioner. 
The State was for a time uiuler the immediaU^ political t'hapu'o ol' Hit* 
Assistant l-oiiimissiouer, Kulti, acting as .Pi>liti(*al Assislanf to the 
(Joiumissioner of JulliUKlin*: and in 1902 this arrangement was rcsIortMl, 
the condition regarding the appointment of a Waxir being witlidrawii 
at the same time. 

Dusht Nikandan Sen died in 1908 and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Bhim Rmi. On the outbreak of the Oreat War llaja Bhim Sen 
offered liis own services, and the State contribu’ied gifts to the value 
of nearly 2 lakhs. Tie died on the 12th Oc.tolier 1919 and was succeeded 
hy his brother the present Baja Lakshman Stm, born in 1894. 

A Sanad (see NoJ;XXXITI), removing the existing restriction on the 
Ruler^s power to inflict capital sentences, was granted in 1922. 

In J)ecenihej‘ 1924 a rebellion took place whicdi necessitated the 
despatch of troops from Dharamsala to restore order. The Baja 
retired from the State and the administration w’as entrusted to the 
xVgent to the Governor-General, Punjab Sfates. A loan of a lakh, of 
rupees was given by the Government of India to restore the finances 
of the State. Baja Lakshman Sen returned to Suket in June 1925, and 
resumed the administration of the State on certain conditions. 

The area of the State is 420 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 54,328; and the revenue Bs. 2,25,000. 

The Buler pays an annual tribute of Bs. 11,000 to the British 
Government. 

The militaiy forces of the State consist (1920) of 3 Cavalry and 
34 Infantry.

13. Lou ABU. 

Ahmad Bakhsh Khan, the founder of the family, was a vakil of the 
B-aja of Alwar. Per his, services in the negotiations between Alwar 
and Lord Tnke, he received in 1806 Loharu in perpetuity from the Bafa. 
and (Ko. XCYTTT) the pargana of Piroxpur in the Gurgaon dislahd from 
Lord Lake, on condition of fidelity and military service. He died in 
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1827 and was succeeded, :^ Hs son Shains-nd-Bin Elian,;wiio was, exe- 
cuted in 1835 for tlie murder of Mr, Fraser, the Agent at Delhi. The 
Firozpxir pargana xx’-as confiscated, and the Loharu pargana was made 
over to Amin -ud-Din Khan and Zia-nd-Din Khan, the brothers of 
Shams-ud-Din. Owing to disputes between the brothers, the younger 
was deprived of all share in the management of the State, and a fixed 
allowance of Es. 18,000 a year was assigned to him. 

In 1847 Zia-xid-Din Khfm preferred a claim, which was finally dis- 
allowed, to be entrusted with the management of the State, or to have 
half of it separated off to himself. These two brothers remained in Delhi 
during the siege in 1857, After its eaptxire they were put under 
su3(weillan(*e, but were eventually released and restored to their position. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Loharu received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Part I, Punjab, No. XXTI). 

A*niin-ud-Bm Khan died in 1869 and was succeeded by his son 
Ala-ud-Bin Ahmad Khan. Claims put forward by Zia-ud-Bin Khan to 
the right to manage the State were again negatived. In 1874 the 
hereditary title of Nawab was conferred (No. XCIX) on the Ruler of 
;Loha^u..', 

Ala-ud-Bin Ahmad Khan’s extravagance involved the State in debt. 
In 1878 Government granted a loan of Es. 23,000, and in 1882 a further 
loan of Rs. ?^5,000, with which the Commissioner of Hissar settled the 
claims of all concerned. One of the conditions on which the second 
loan was granted was that Ala-ud-Bin Ahmad Khan should live out of 
Loharu, the management of the State being vested in bis eldest son. 

■ In 1883 the Government of India sanetioned the introduction of 
extradition rules between Ijobaru and the States of Jaipur and Bikaner, 
similar to those then in force between the Jaipur and Patiala States. 

Ala-ud-Bin Alimad Khan died in 1884 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Amir-ud-T)in Ahmad Khan. ‘Prom 1893 to 1902 he was 
Superintendent of the Maler Kotla State. During his absence the 
management of the Loharu State was entrusted to his younger brother 
Sahibsiadn AziK-ud-Din Ahmad Khan. 

In order to pay off th e debts of the State the Government of India 
sanctioned in 1907 a loan of Es. 3,11,000 from the Mamdot Estate: and 
the financial control of the State was placed in the hands of Aiz-ud-Bin 
Ahmad Khan, the heir-apparent. 

In 1903 Nawah Amir-ud-Bin Ahmad Khan was granted a personal 
sahite of 9 guns: and in 1918 the Euler of Loharu was granted a 
permanent salute of 9 guns. 

In April 1920 Nawah Amir-ud-Bin Ahmad Khan abdicated at his own 
request, retaining the title and his salute of 9 guns as a pervsonal 
distinction. He was succeeded by his sop Aiz-ud-Dm Ahmad Khan, 
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III 1922 tlie State' Jollied' for the reorganisation of the 
Indian State Forces, and also undertook; responsibility for the interiuil 
security of the State. 

A Saiiad removing the existing. restrictionB on the Biiler^'s power 
to inflict capital sentences was. granted.- (see No. LXXXIII) in 1923. ■ 

Aiz-ud-Din Ahniad Khan died on the 30th October 1920 and was 
succeeded hy his son the present Tfawab Amin-ud-Din Ahmad Khan, 
l)orii on the 23rd March 1911. During his minority the administration 
of the State is conducted by a Council of Regency, with his grand- 
father the ex-Nawah Amir-nd-Din Ahmad Khan as Regent. 

The area, of the State is 222 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 20,621; and the revenue Rb. 1,13,500.

TEA,NSLATJ0i?ii of an Ittilah-nameh addressed to the CniE.FS of the coiirtrj of 
Malwa and Sikhiind on this aide of the River Sutlege (3rd May 1809). 

It is c3leare.f than the sun, and better jiroved than the existence of yesterday^ 
that the detachment of British Troops to this side of the Sntiege was entirely in 
acquiescence to the application and earnest entreaty of the Chiefs, and originated 
solely thtoiigh friendly considerations in the British to preserve the Chiefs in their 
possessions and independcaco. A Treary having been concluded on the 25th 
April 1809 between Mr. 'Metcalfe on the part of the British Government and Maha- 
raja, Eunject Sing agreeably to the orders of the Right Honorable the Governor- 
General in, Council, I liavo the pleasure of publishing, for the satisfaction of the 
Chiefs of the country of Malwa an<l Sirhind, the pleasure and resolutions of Govern- 
ment contained in the seven following Articles ^— 

Article 1, 

The country of the Chiefs of Malwa and Sirhind having entered under the pro- 
tection of the British Government, in future it shall be secured from the authority 
and control of Maharajah Riinjeet Sing, conformably to the terms of the Treaty, 

Article 2. 

The country of the Chiefs thus taken under protection shall be exempted from 
»U pecuniary tribute to the British Government. 

Article 3. 

The chiefs shall remain in the exercise of the same rights and authority within 
their own possessions, which they enjoyed before they wore taken under the British 
protection. 

Article 4. 

Wlicoever a British Eorca, for purposes connected with the general, wtdfare ' 
shall be judged no-cessary to march through the country of the said Oliiefs, every 
Chief shall, within his own possession, assist and furnish the British Force, to'tlie 
full of his power, with supplies of grain and other necessaries which may be 
demaiided. 

Article 5. 

Should an enemy approach from any quarter for tlie purpose of xconqiioring 
this country, friernlshijj and mutual interest require that the Chiefs join the British 
Army with their forces, and, exerting themselves in expelling the enemy, act under 
discipline and obedie}i,C6. 

Article 6. 

Any European articles brought by merchants from the eastern districts, for 
the use of the army, shall be allowed to pass by the thanadars and sirdars of the 
several districts belonging to the Chiefs without molestation or the demand of duty 
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,.■ . .Article , 

All horses purchased for the.' use ' of the Cavalry Kegimc-mts, whether m Sirbiiid 
or eisewhere, the bringers of which." beiiig fiirnislie-cl with sealed ralidarces from the 
Eesideiit at Delhi, or Officer Commanding ■ at Sirhind, the several ChieJs shall 
allow such horses to pass without molestation or the demand of duty. 


' Proclamation addressed to the. 'Sikh Sirdars, etc., 22nd August 1811. 

On the 3rd of May 1809 an Ittalah-nameli, comprised of seven Articles, ■was 
issued by the orders of the British Government, purporting that the cou,utry of 
the Sirdars of Sirhind and Malwa, having come under their protection, Eajah 
Runjeet Sing, agreeably to Treaty, had no concern with the })ossession of the above 
Sirdars ; that the British Government had no intention of claiming peshciish or 
nu/szuranah, and tfiat they should continue in the full control and enjoyment of 
their respective possessions. The publication of the above Ittalali-nameh was 
intended to aiford every confidence to the Sirdars that they had no intention of 
control and that those having possession should remain in full and quiet enjoy- 
ment thereof. 

Whereas several zemindars and other subjects of the Chiefs of this country 
have preferred complaints to the officers of the British Government, who, having 
in view the tenor of the above Ittalah-nameh, have not attended, and will not in 
future pay attention to them ; for instance, on the 15tb June 1811, Della wer Ali 
Khan, of Sarmina, compiaiued to the Resident of Daffii agabst the officers of Eajah 
Saheb Sing, for jewels and other property said to have been seized by them, who, 
in reply, observed : that the ciisba of Samana, being iu the omaidery of Rajah 
Saheb Sing, this complaint should be made to him ; ** also on the 12th July 
1811, Dussownda Sing and Goormook Sing complains i to Colonel Ochterlony, 
Agent to the Governor-General, against Sirdar Churn* t Sing, for their shares oi 
property, etc. ; and in reply, it was written on the back of the urzee, that since 
during the period of three years no claim was preferred against Churrat Sing by 
any of his brothers, nor oven the name of any co-partner mentioned, and since it 
was advertised in the Ittalah-nameh, delivered to the Sirdars, that every Chief 
should remain in the quiet and full possession of his domains, their petition could 
not be attended to.” The insertion of these answers to complaints is intended as 
examples, and also that it may be impressed on the minds of every zemindar and 
other subjects that the attainment of justice is to be expected from their respective 
Chiefs only, that they may not, in the smallest degree, swerve from the observance 
of subordination. It is therefore highly incumbent upon the Rajahs and other 
Sirdars on this side of the River Sutiege that they explain this to their respective 
subjects and court their confidence ; that it may be clear to them that complaints 
to the officers of the British 'Government will be of no avail, and that they consider 
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their respective Sirdars as the source of justice,, and that of their free will and 
accord they observe 'Uniform obedience. 

And whereas, according to tlie first proclamation/ it is not the intention of 
the British Government to interfere in the possessions of the Sirdars of this country. 
It is nevertheless, for the purpose of ameliorating the condition of the community, 
particularly necessary to give general information, that several Sirdars have, since 
the last incursion of Eajali Runjoet Sing, wrested the estates of others, and deprived 
them of their lawful possession, and that in the restoration they have used delays 
until detachments from the British Army have enforced restitution, as in the 
case of the Ranee of Jeera, the Sikhs ol Cholian, the talooks of Karowley and Gheh- 
loundy, and village of Ch(ieba ; and the reason of such delays and evasions can only 
be attribiifced to the temporary enjoyment of the revenues, and subje,(;ting the own*” 
ers to irreiTMjdiable losses. It is therefore by order of the British Government, 
hereby proclaimed, that if any of the Sirdars or others have forcibly taken possess- 
ion of the estates of others, or otherwise injured the lawful owners, it is necessary 
that, before the occurrence of any complaintv the proprietor should be satisfied, 
and by no means to defer the restoration of the property ; in which, however, should 
delays be made, and the interference of the British a uth or ify become requisite, 
the revenues of the estate, from the data of the ejection of the lawful proprietor, 
together with whate ver other losses the inhabitants of that place may sustain from 
the march of troops, shall, without scruple, be demanded from the offending party ; 
and for disobedience of the present orders, a penalty, according to the circumstances 
of the case and of the offender, shall be levied, agreeably to the decision of the 
British Government.

The Rigiifc liojiorable the G-overnor-General having resolved to bestow certain 
lands on the Eajafi of Piitteaia as a mark of consideration for his attachmont and 
services to the British during the late war with the Lahore State, and the Bajali 
of Piitteala having requested that he may at the same tim(3 receive a renewed 
assiiraiico of protection and guarajitee of his rights in his former possessions, the 
Govenior-'Goneral is phiased to confer this assurance in the form of a. Sunniid 
or Grant as follow's, in ordin: that the Maharajah and his successors after him may, 
with penfeot confidence, continue to exercise the same rights and authority in his 
possessions as heretofore. 

The Maharajuilds ancient iKueditary estates, according to annexed schedule,^’ 
shall continue for ove-r in tJie possession of himself and his successors, with all 
Government rights thereto belonging of Police jurisdiction and collection of re- 
venue as horetofor(n The MaJiarajah s chaharumiaiis, feudatories, adherents 
and dependants will continue bound in their adherence and obligations to the 
Rajah as lieretofore. His Highness will exert liimself to do justice and to jnomote 
the welfare and happiness of his subjects, while they on their part, considering 
the Rajah as their true and rightful lord, must obey him and his successors accord- 
ingly, and pay the revenue punctually, and bo always zealous to promote the cul- 
tivation of their lands, and to testify their loyalty and ob<3dience. The Maharajah 
has relinquished for himself and his successors for ever all right to levy excise 
and transit duties which have been abolished throughout the Putteala territory. 
His Highness also binds himself and his successors to the suppression of suttee, 
intoticide, and slave-dealing within his territories. If, unkzrown to the Maha- 
rajah’s authorities, any persons should be guilty of these acts, the Maharajah’s 
authorities will on conviction ])umsh them with such severity as to deter others. 
The British Government will never demand from the Maharajah and his successors 
and their dependants alxzve named anything in the way of tribute or revenue or 
commutation in litui of troops, or otluirwiso, for the reason that His Highness 
will ever continue as heretofore sincen'ly devoted to the service and iutercists of 
the British, Tlie British authorities will not entertain complaints of the Maha- 
rajah’s subjects or depiindajits, or interfere with the Maharajah’s authority. Should 
an enemy a])proa(Ji from an>' (jiKirtcr to this side the B(‘,as or Sutlej for the ];jurposo 
of conquering this country, tlui Rajah will join the British Army with his forces 
and exert himself izi expelling the enemy and act under discipline and obedience, 
and in time of war place the resources of his country at the disposal of the British 
Government. His priglmoss engages to have made and to keep in repairs, through 
his own officers, the military roads through his territory, for the passage of British 
troops from Umballa and other stations to Ferozepore, of a width and elevation to 
be determined on by the Engiiuzer Officer charged with the duty of laying down 
the roads. His Highness will also appoint encamping grounds for British troops at 
the different stages which shall be marked off, so that there be no claims made 
hereafter on account of damaged crops.

Therefore, In recognition of sudi approved services, tht3 }>owerful British Govern- 
ment, by wa.y <d BoyaJ. favourand kindness, hag coidfUTcd on the Maharaja Bahib 
Mahindar Bahadur, some territory and additional title for generation after genera- 
tion and descendant after desceiidant. The Maiiiiraja Bahib Bahadur has applied 
for a renewal of the sauad regarding his ancestral territory as well as that granted 
to him previously and now by the powerful Government. In view of this His Ex- 
cellency the Viceroy and Governor-General is pleased to approve of the grant of 
the present sanad by way of treaty with the conditions entered below as a 
memorable document : — 

Clause L 

According to tiic list annexed to this Banad, the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur 
and his successors will, ia the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with 
peace of mind and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over 
his ancestral possessions and the dominions bestowed on him by the British Govern- 
ment and consider the territory granted to him by the British Govermnent in re- . 
cognition of his good services as his ancestral territory with all powers and rights, 
internal and external All powers great and small, administi'ative and criminal 
and in respect of the produce of revenue, etc., will, as heretofore, remain perina- 
neiitly vested in the power and control of the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur and his 
successors generation after generation and descendant after descendant, in present 
and in future for ever and in x>erpetuity ; and (his) brothers, Zaiidars, Chaharu- 
mians (persons entitled to a fourth share), feudatories, Jagirdars and dox)eiidaiitB 
will, according to ohi custom, obey the orders and commands of the Maharaja 
Sahib Ba’hadur and his successors* 

Clause IL 

The powerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on ac- 
count of mmram, land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, compensation 
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OH account of troops, etc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or future, 
froiii the Miaharaja Saliib MaJiindar Bahadur, his successors, depeiidaiits, brothers, 
Zailclars, Jagirdars, (jhahariiiniaiis or feudatories except as provided in Clause IIL 

CjaitsbIIL . ■ 

As an additional Eoyal faYoiir and having regard to the loyalty and devotion, 
of the Maharaja Sahib Maliiaidar Bahadur, the powerful Govenmient desires that 
this territory should always remain under the sovereignty of this fa,miiy, There- 
forci the power of adoption is granted for ever to the said Maharaja Sahib and his 
suceesBors so that in caa.i there is no lineal descendant, they may, for the purpose 
of perpetuating the line of Chiefship, adopt a successor, according to their own 
(3hoice from among the descendants of the Phulkian family. The powerful Gov- 
ernnuiiit cordially acccpis and agrees to this. The ] powerful GovonmuMit also 
grants ptwinission that incase—may God forbid — the Maharaja on the wxmmd 
should sudde.nly die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor., 
the Raja Saliil) of Jind and the Raja Sahib of Nabha, in conccnd with the Commis- 
sioner Sahib Bahadur, may s(dect a successor from, among the Phulkia,n family 
and place him on tiu^ mammL In tliat case nazarana to the extent of one-tliird 
of the income of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British 
Government by the Patiala State. 

Clause IV. 

In the year 1847, an agreement regarding the infliction of capital punish- 
ment after reference to the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur and the prevention 
of female infanticide, salt and slavery, etc., was obtained from the said Maharaja 
Sahib. That is now^ cancelled, and absolute power by all means regarding the 
infliction of capital punishment, etc., in his territory, according to old custom, 
is granted to the Maharaja Sahib Mahindar Bahadur and his successors. Simi- 
larly with regard to punishing subjects of the powerful British Government, com- 
mitting crime and apprehended in the territory of the Patiala State, the Maharaja 
Sahib Mahindar Bahadur and his successors are granted power in accordance with 
the provisions of the despatch No. 3, dated 1st »Tune 1836, from the Ilon’ble Court 
of Directors at the capital, London. The Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will exert 
himself by ever}’' possible means in promoting the welfare of his people and the 
happiness of his subjects and redressing the grievances of the oppressed ajid in,- 
jiired in the proper way. He will prevent in his territory female infanticide, 
sali and slavery, which are opposed to the principles of justice and etjuity towards 
the peophs, in accordance with the provisions of the former sanad. In the event 
of any person at any time committing the above mentioned prohibited eriiiies 
without the knowledge of the officials of the M.aharaja Sahib Bahadur, the latter 
will inflict deterrent punishment on him.

The Maharaja Sahib and his successors will never fail in their faithful and 
devoted obedience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors.

With regard to internal management and the affairs of brothers, household 
and relatives, the rules and ariaingemeiits made by the Muharaja Bahib Mahindar 
Bahadur will always be respected and not interfered with by the powerful British 
Government. 

Clause IX. 

On the occasion of the construction and repairs of roads in his territory the 
Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will, in accordance with the written communication 
of the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange from his own territory, through 
Jairdars and officials of Parganas, according to former custom, for the materials 
required, on payment ; and at tlie time of the construction of a rail-road or other 
roads, the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will concede, free of charge, laud that comes 
under the roads in the same way as he has done for the Imperial road. 


Clause X. 

The Maharaja Sahib Bahadur will always pursue the course of obedience and 
loyalty to the powerful Government who will likewise conthiue to uphold 
his honour, respt‘ct, rank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

cular list annexed,,^ assessed at a yearly "revenue of nincdy-six ihtnisand nine 
hundred and forty Eopees (96,940), ■ and'- to accept from His Highness a 
“ niizziirajiab of nineteen lakhs thirty-eight thousand and eiglit hundred 
Rupees (19,38,800).

Ageeement between the British Government and the PuTTiAua State for the 
construction, maintenance and working of a line of telegraph from Umballa 
to Piittiala,^ — 1872. 

Whereas His Higlmess Maharaja Eajegan Mohendro Sing Mohender Bahadur, 
G.C.B J., etc., of Puttiala, is desirous of constructing a line of telegraph from Umballa 
to Puttiala to be worked in connection with the liritish lines of telegraph, the fob 
lowing terms are agreed upon by Lieutenant-Colonel Robert Murray, Officiating 
Director General of Telegraphs, on the part of the British Govermneut, duly 
empowered by the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Council on that 
behalf, and by Khalifa Syud Mahomed Hoossein, Meer Moonshee, on the part of 
the Puttiala State, duly empowered 'by His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala 
.on that .behalf. . 

1. The British Government agree to construct for the Puttiala State a line 
of tel(^graj)h consisting of one wire, on the standards to bo erected between Umballa 
and Lahore, from Umballa to Rajpoor, and a one-wire line from Rajpoor to Puttiala, 
at a cost of Rupees (15,526) fifteen thousand five hundred and twenty-six, more 
or less ; and His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala agrees to pay the actual cost 
incurred in the construction of the line, on its being officially reported to His High- 
ness that the Telegraph Office at Puttiala has bium (.established and opened ; and 
His Higlmess the Maharaja of Puttiala also agrees to defray all expenses and cost 
on account of the salaries of the signallers, and of the necessary menial servants

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attiielied to tlie Office and peons for the delivery of messages., and to provide free 
of cibarge or rent and to keep in goodand habitable repair ^ a suitable house or build- 
ing, to be approved of by the Director Creneral ;of Telegraphs in India, if necessary, 
for the aerM'smniodation of the Telegraph Office to he established and maintained 
at Piittiala, aiul of the employee and others considered necessary for the efficient 
working of it, ■ ■ , ' 

■ 2, 'With, the ,conse,nt. of the In,eiiteimnt-Governor of the Punjab, extra wires 
may at any time Ix^ add(‘d by the Telegraph Department for the Piittiala State, 
on terms and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between tJie Piittiala State 
and the Goveniinenfc of India. 

3. This liiui shall he called the Piittiala Telegrapli line, and the, materials shall 
be the property of the Puttiala State. But if from any special reason, tin* Piittiala 
State sJioiild at any time deem it jirojie.r to abolisli the line, it will be necessary 
for tliat State to givc^ nofiee. to the Punjab Government six months beforehand 
for dismantling the line. 

4. His Highness the Maharaja agrees to pay annually such sums as may be 
required to keep the line in good repair, together with the sum of Rupees (9()0) 
nine hundred only to cover the cost of supervision. 

5. The Telegraph Office at Piittiala shall remain open night and day for the 
receipt and despatch of messages, or during such hours as from time to time may 
be arranged by the Durbar in communication with the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Punjab. 

6. The entire proceeds from the line between Umballa and Puttiala shall belong 
to the Puttiala Telcigraph line. The charges on messages delivered at Puttiala 
for transmission along any British line and the charge levied at any British Tele- 
graph Station for delivery at Puttiala shall include the charge for both lines, and 
the account between tbe British Government and the Puttiala State for such 
messages eliall be adjusted quarterly, viz., on 81st March, 80th June, 80th Septem- 
ber, and 8"st December of each year. 

7. For the first year, the whole of the receipts for telegrams sent from the 
Puttiala Office shall appertain to His Highness the Maharaja of Puttiala, and 
the receipts for all messages sent to Puttiala shall apjiertain to the British Govern - 
Blent ; subsequent thereto the Government of India reserves to itself the right 
at any time, on giving three months’ notice or intention thereof, to change the 
system from that in force during the first year, and to divide the revenues derived 
from messages sent to and from Puttiala between Plis Highness and the British 
Government in proportion to the average distance over which the messages are 
transmitted. 

8. The Telegraph Master, the Signallers, and all officials employed in the 
Puttiala Telegraph Office shall be officers of the British Telegraph staffi ; but they 
shall be natives and not Europeans or Eurasians ; and His Highness the Maharaja 
agrees to pay them , regularly month by month such pay as they may be entitled 
to from their position in the British service.

British Telegraph 'Act, No. ¥111 of I 860 , ami biicIi otiiar 
Acts or legal provisions as have heea or may hereafter he passefi by the Brit-isli 
Government with reference:to Telegraphs." 

10. Ills Highness the ' Maharaja ■ agrees ■ to apply to the Pul.tiak Telegraph 
line any rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be. !aade applicable 
to lines of Telegraph in British India. The British Government will under taka 
to furnish the Pufctiala State with accurate translations of such Acts, rules and reg*" 
Illations. 

11. His Highness the 'Maharaja - agrees that tli(‘ Pnttiala Telegraph line shall 
be open to the inspection and supervision of the Director General of IT^Iegraplis 
ajid of any offioor deputed by him for that purpose. 

12. The British. Governnumt agrees that, whenever tlie Maharaja sfiali lirid 
occasion to he dissf.itisfied with any of the offifuais employed in the Pottiaia Tele*- 
graph Office and may wish to remove them from (ffiice, such officials shall, on His 
HiglinesB tim Maharaja’s application, be at once removed, anti other officers shall 
be scut to fill their place as soon afterwards as practical do. 

13. Jurisdietioji in rtgard to olfeiices agai]ist the Tidegrapli Act, comniitted 
in Puttiala territtiiy by .native subjects the Britisli Government or by subjects 
of tJie Maharaja, will be regulated by Clause 4 of the*. Sunnud dat<‘d 5tii May 1860 
granted to His Highness the Maharaja by the British Government. European 
British subjects accused of such offences shall be tried in British Courts. 

14. The British Government shall furnish, for the information of the Puttiala 
State, a .half-yearly or yearly report embodying all the proceedings of the Puttiala 
Office showing the total receipts and disbursements, the total number of .messages 
|n a classified form, and other necessary facts. 

15. In most urgent cases the Puttiala Btate will, during tlie [deasure of the 
British Government, have the power of orderiiig the line to be cleared.

Terms of AaKEiE-MENT between tlie. British : Governmisnt and the States of 
PuTTiALA, Jheenh, ajid Nabha regarding the Sirhind Oanal, executed at 
Uniballa, on the one part, on behalf of the British Governruent, by Mr. Gore 
OiiSELY, CoMMissio^JER, Umballa Divisioh, duly empowered by His Ex- 
OEBi-ENOY the ViOEBOY and Governor-General of India in Council 
and on the other part, on behalf of the Puttiala State, by Khalifa Syud 
Mahomed Hossein, Meek Moonshee, duly empowered by His Highness 
the Maharaja of Puttiala ; and on behalf of the Jheend State, by Sirdar 
Tumund Bing and Lalla Mohur Sing, duly empowered by His HighneSvS the 
Raja of Jheend ; and (ui behalf of the Nabha State, by Meer Moonshee 
Ramdyal and Sirdar. Bishen Sing, Adawhittee, duly empowered by His 
Highness the Raja of Nabha, — 1873. ' V- 

1. The proje(‘J to lie drawn out- under the exclusive control of the British Gov- 
ernment on the general basis of taking the water in the most economical manner 
to those districts cast of the Sutlej to whom it can in an engineering point of view 
mcjftt advantageously be carried. 

2. The original designs for the Canal works will be drawn out under the sole 
direction of the British Government, every possible attention being given to the 
wishes of the Governments of the other States concerned as to the precise direc- 
tion and position of the Canals, etc., consistently with sound engineering principles. 

3. On the final settlement of tlie ])roject tlie share of the water-supply to be 
allotted to the Branch Canal shall bo determinoil on the general basis of giving 
a fairly equal proportion to ail the districts traversed by the entire system of canals^ 
having regard to the lands that will actually be capable of receiving irrigation from 
them. 

4. In the subsequent part of this Agreement the Uhohur and Bhuttinda branch 
carals will be refi^rrcMl to as the British branches, and the Kutlali, the Central, 
and the Choa Branches will, for the sake of Ijrevity, be alliidtMj to as the Puttiala 
branches, as they chiefly pass tliroiigh the territoiy of the Puttiala State. 

5. Water shall be distributed, if required and so tar as ])ra(*ticable, from the 
British branch ciiials raf.eably to all villages along tiieir courses whose lands can be 
advaniagcjously irrigated therefrom, whetlier those villages are under British 
jarisaiction, or that of any ether State. 

6 Similarly on the Puttiala branches the distribution shall be made rattiably 
so all \dllages, whether beionging to the Puttiala or any other State. 

7. The land required for the c^anals and works in connection with theni shall 
be made over by the Government of each State traveised according to its own 
lisage, all payments of compensation being made by the British Government 
in accordance with the regulations in force in the several States, and the amount 
being dealt with as a part of the general expenditure on the canal works. 

8^ Compensation will be paid for any building or house in|ured hj the works. 
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9. The entire cost of the. "nmih canal, ' iiicliisive of ori^oiial surveys and the 
pre.pa ration of the |;>roject, shall be borne by the British ihiveriiinent. u.od Native 
States (!oiic<‘riic<l in projMKtion to the vvater-snpply allotted to «‘acii ; but the whole 
rost of the, Putt.iaia branches shall be borne entirely by the States eoncerned in 
Biinihir proportion. 

NJ-L — Piittiahi f^aid tlie expense of the preliminary surveys am! projetet in- 
curred in I8r>2. This will be added to the general cost of the wiioie project and 
be shared by all the parth^s concerned. 

10. Each State will defray the entire expenditure on its own rajbuhas. whi<*h 
will be designed (unless otherwise mutually agreed u]>on) iis far as possible so as 
to prosdde scparattdy for the lands of the seve,ral Btates, and will be specially as- 
signed to the. Btates by the British Goveriunent which will determine all doubtful 
points relating to this assignment. 

11. The Btates interested in the Puitiala branches conecrried shall supply 
annually, to metd; the cost of construction while the works are in progress, a 
proportion of the estimated annual outlay on the main canal equal to the share 
of the entire water-supply allotted to those branches, as well as the wdiolo of the 
funds required for those branches in shares proportioned to the quantity of water 
allotted to each. 

12. On the completion of the works an account will be drawm out ])y the British 
Government of the actual expenditure on those portions of the project of which 
the cost is to be defrayed proportionally by the several Governments, and a 
final statement will be pre]>ared of the exact sum due from the several States con- 
cerned, when eacli State will pay or receive back any difference between its actual 
payments year by year and its ultimate share of the cost. 

13. The above account of total cost will include th(‘ charges for the original 
surveys and |)roper charges for establishments, etc., whether incurred by the British 
or any of the other Governments concerned ; and credit will be given to every 
State for payments made by it directly. 

14. Oopios of such parts of the British accounts of the expenditure on con- 
struction will be furnished periodically to the Governments of the several St.ateB 
concerned, so far as may be desired by them. 

15. The several States concerned shall pay to the British (lovernment an 
annual sum as seigniorage on the Sutlej water su]) plied to the Putiiala branches 
in shares proportioned to the quantity of water allotted to eacli. 

IB. The seigniorage to be paid by the States interested in tlie Piittiala branches 
in consideration of the water supplied to them by the Britivsli Government will 
be at a rate not exceeding four annas per acre. 

17. Th(i sum to be paid annually will bo calculated on the area actually irri- 
gated during tlie year by the British branches of the canal, and in proportion to 
the relative volumes of water passing at the time down the British and Piittiala 
branches respectively, that is to say, if, with 2,000 cubic feet per second ])assiiig 
4pwn the British branches, 200^000 acres have been irrigated, and 1,000 cpbfi? 
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feel} pet second have been at the same time discharged .in tie, Piittiala branches, 
the seigniorage to be 100,000 acres at four annas, equal to Eupees 25,000. 

N,B , — ^The area irrigated will be the actual area, i.e., an acre of double crop 
laud will not be reckoned as two acres. 

18. No seigniorage will be demanded so long as the Britisli canals yield no 
profit, and as long as the profits from the British branches shall be so small as 
would render the seigniorage rate of four annas per acre unduly high, such seig- 
niorage sfiall be proportionately reduced to one, two, or three annas per acre at 
the discretion of the British GoYcrnment. 

The British Accounts Department will determine when the canals yield 
profit. 

19. The first payment of seigniorage will be demanded on the eleventh year 
after the admission of water into the Puttiala branches. 

20. In cases of any falling off in the annual supply of wat6r entering the main 
canal channel, the British Government and the other States will share the actual 
supply according to the original proportion fixed, and the other States shall have 
no claim for compensation from the British Governmeiit on account of any such 
reduction of the supply. 

21. The gauge registers at the regulating head of the British and Puttiala 
branches shall be held to give authoritative data for calculating the quantity of 
water supplied. 

22. No State will have any claim against the British Government on account 
of water escaping unused from the branches, because it is not required or used in 
tlieir territories. Sltoiild the Britisli Government realize any income from the 
surplus (unused) water of the Puttiala branches, the States concerned shall be 
entitled to claim a remission of seigniorage in proportion to the income so 
derived. 

23. The several States shall pay the same share of the annual charges for 
maintenance of the main canal as they pay of the first cost of that portion of the 

works. 

24. The original construction of the Puttiala branches, with their collateral 
works, including rajbuhas, shall be carried out exclusively by the British Gov- 
ernment under its own officers, as in the case of the main canal and the British 

branches. 

25. Subsequent to the admiss'on of water, the management of the main chan- 
nels of the Puttiala branches and their connected works shall rest entirely in the 
hands of the British Government, but all expenses of maintenance of these chan- 
nels shall be defrayed by the several States in shares proportioned to the quantities 
of water allotted to each. 

26. The management and distribution of water from rajbuhas and all other 
arrangements connected therewith shall be under the control of, and the whole 
of the costs of maintenance and management of the rajbuhas shall be defrayed 
bVj the States to which they respectively belong. 
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27. Tlie ticfcails of siipermtendence, .powers of local olHecrs, anfl f»tlier matters 
connected with management,, sliall be settled' by*: the Punia,!) Ooverniiiciit with 
the States concerned, subject; to,, tbe' confimiatioii of the Siijireme Govern^ 
rneiit. 

28. Offenders against Canal Regiilations in' villages irrigated from the Piittiab^^ 
or British branches, or bordering on Puttiala- or British branclios shall bo made 
over by the Canal Officers,Jor inflm of penalties to the officers of tfie Govern- 
meat in wliose territory those 'vi.nages are situated, a right of reference to the 
Punjab Govermiient being allowed in case of any flispiitc3 or dilteretice of 
opinion,. 

22. Eiicli jState shall be bonnd to give a right of jnissage through its lands for 
any water ehannel, large or small, when recpiired by any other of the Rtates con- 
cenKM.b the only com|)ensation claimable from tlie State to vvhi(dj siu'h water- 
course belongs Ixdng the value of the land occTifu'ed and the ])roperty tliereon. 
The sujKjrvision of rajbnhas and other minor cdiannehs thus made shall remain 
with the Government to which they belong as in the case of other similar works 
within its own territories. 

. 30. Tn case of dispute between any two States as to the amount of com])en- 
aatioii to be ])aid on account of land taken up, or any oilier matter under tliis agree- 
ment, the amount of compensation or dispute shall be determined by an officer 
appointed by the British Government. 

31. The tolls levied on boats, rafts, etc., navigating the canals shall be the 
same on all the channels, whether those channels belong to the British or any 
other State, 

32. No transit duties on goods passing along the canals shall be levied by 
any of the Govmnments concerned. This wall not jircvent the levy of custom- 
ary dulicB on goods or mercliandize /uwded from boats, etc*., plying on the canals 
for consumption in towns, etc. 

33. The amount of toll levied on through traffic sliall be shared between the 
British Government and the States concerned, in pro|)ortion to the distance tra- 
versed on the ciiannels belonging respectively to each. 

34. A sliare of the navigation tolls of the main canal shall be allotted to the 
States concerned in jiroportion to their share of the entire wuiter-sujiply. 

35. In all other cases the tolls shall Belong to the State in exclusive possession 
of the channels traversed. 

36. The navigation tolls to be .credited to the States concerned in the Piittiala 
branches thus consist of three portions : — 

1st , — Share of tolls on the main canal 

2nd , — Share of through traffic tolls between the British and Puttiala' bran- 
ches. 

3rd , — All tolls on boats, etc., navigating the Puttiala branches exclusively. 
The amount will be shared by the States concerned in proportion to the shares 
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37. A HlMire of the value of miscellaneous produce such as wood,, grass, etc., 
(ui the main csuinl sluili }>e credited to the Puttiala branches iii proportion to the 
share of the warcaxsiipply allotted to them. 

38. The a,l)ove share' of ju’oduce on the main canal with the whole of the value 
of simihir prodiH^e on the Ihittiala branches (not including rajbiihas) will be shared 
by the States eoncerncMl, in proportion to their shares in the first cost. 

39. Bach State will siipi^j annually, as required, the. whole of the funds for 
maintenance of the work, etc., appertaining to its own territory, as well as a share 
of th(i estimat(‘d <.‘.ost of nuiititctiancc of the branches, plus the portion of the rnain- 
tmaiiK'c expense's of the main caiial referred to in paragraph 23 : these last in 
shares proportioned to their sliares in the first cost. 

40. 17ic Britisli Oovenuneut reserves to its(‘lf the right of extending or al- 
tering tlie camil at iuiy future timi' in aiiy way it pleases, on the understanding 
that tile share of tin' wfiter lirst a.ssign<M] to tln^ Puttiala brajiehes, and the other 
rights of the States c-oncerned imdt*r tl)is agre(?ment shall not l>e interfered with 
or diminisln'd without their consent being first obtained. And tlic expenses of 
such extension or alteration will bo distributed in proportion to the advantages 
ex[)ected to accrue from sucii action to any of tlie parties concerned under jbliis 
agreement. 

4-1 . So long as the original construction of tiie Puttiala branches shall be in 
progress, it shall be the duty of the officers in charge to pay due attention to any 
representations of the (Tiefs of the States concerned or their officers, and to carry 
out their wishes as far as may be practicable or advisable. 

42. In consideration of the advantages given by the canal from the Sutlej, 
the Puttiala State will allow the British Government, if it desires to do so, to take 
a small water-course from the Guggur to supply the cantoimnmt and town of 
Gmfjalhi., iiie water-course to carry about 20 cuhi(; feet per second. A proportion 
of the charge for seigniorage un the Siitlt'j water shall be remitted to comjxmsate 
for the grant of the Guggur water if this water-course be made : no other claim 
to lie. against the British Government in connection with the coustruction of the 
water-course. 

43. In cast^ of any difference of ophiion arising between any olHcors of th<3 Btate^ 
concerned and tlie British Ganal Officers on any matter relating to the niaiiage" 
iricrit of the caiial, it shall be referred to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab? 
whose dtH'ision shall be final, if any diiferenco of opinion shall arise between any 
of flic States concerned and the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, as to the con- 
striHJtion of this agreement, a reference may be made to the Governor- General 
in (Council, whose deeisioii shall be final. 

44. It »shall at any time be competent for the British Government to resume 
the entire management of the canal works or irrigation in the territories of any 
of the States concerned, if it shall consider that that State has not properly fulfilled 
f}he obligations which attach to the discharge of the duties which will devolve oa 

flip, arraimeinent detailed above. 
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45* These obligations may be slimmed iip as follows : — 

/.s'/.—Thnnpleto regularity in tlio payment of the nthiries of nil persons etnfdoyeci 
on the eojials and in the provision of the funds net*essa,ry for earrying out tne 
works whieli will be needed for the pro])er nndntenanee of I In* eanals. 

Tf from any ivant of proper attention on the |)iH‘t of any of iln* Hi ales eon- 
cerne<b tlu‘ British Government is at any time forced to adva.nee mom*}' for the 
due p(‘rformanee of wmrks or payments of salaries, etc., which will properly fall 
on that State under these arrangements, then the British Government iniist be 
understood to have the right to take complete cba.rge of the whole administra,! if?n 
of the canal, ehaiiriels, and irrigation pertaining to that Stale, ami lo retain them 
under its own oificers until the evil complained of be corrected ami madh*rs 
placed on a sound footing. But in such ease, out of iJn* ijicome from the caisal 
after deducting expenses any surpius which may accrm* shall be iinnle over to that* 
State concerned in, wdiose territory siieli administration may Inivc* been assiiimsl. 

2nd . — Complete impartiality in the distribution of the watc'r among the vil- 
lages along the canals, so that the British villages ami those of other Native Btiites 
vshaJi, if required, shai’e the water e(]nally with th.e villages of the States c.onc{,*rned ; 
also an equal administration of justice to all persofis over whom the ollicers of the 
States concerned may exercise jurisdiction, so that the suhjcKds of the British 
Government or of any Native State shall be deal I w'ith according to the same 
principles of law as are respected by the officers of the British Government. 

3rd , — Ready and friendly compliances on tlio part of tlie Governments of 
the States concerned with those requests of the Punjab Government and its superior 
officers, wdio have chief charge of the Irrigation Department in the Puj,ijab, wddch 
shall be declared by them to be essential for the })rop(U maintenance and satis- 
factory working of the canals as a whole. 

The Governor-General in Council will at all tim(*s be ready to receive any 
representation from the Government of any of the Stab^s cotH‘(*rm.*.d, if tliat Gov- 
erunuiut considers that tlie B])irit of the ]u*esent proposals is from any cause not 
fully acted up to by the officers of the Punjab Government tm w4iom the imme- 
diate duty of carrying them out will devolve.

33. The lirst payment of scugiiiorago will be demanded on the a,rea irrigated 
during t!ic year 1002-3; that is, on the area iiTigatcd during the Kimrif of 1902 
and the Eabi of 1902-3. 

34. In the event of any falling off in the supply of water available for the Sirsa 
Branch, the actual supjjlj available shall bo shared with the Patiala State in the 
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liroportiiHis mider tliis Agreement, and the Patiala State shat! have, tio elaim 

for (■(itniieiiHattou fnim the JSrilish (Government on aecmiut (jI' any siich |■e^lll(iion 
of till! siiii[>iy. 

So. TIk! Patiala State shall have no claim against the British (h;vei'jm>eiit 
if tile full |iercentage of siipitly allotted to the Patiala Distrihnl aries Im‘ not taken, 
blit a j.ortion he allowed to pass on into the Third Section ; iieitlnn' shall the State 
bo entitled to claim a remission of seigniorage on this aeeoiint, as the eharges 
for seigniorage, will he based on the supplies actually passed into ilie Patiala Dis- 
tributaries. Nor shall it have any claim against the British Cloverninent on ac- 
count of water eHt.a]nng unuscil from the Patiala Uistrihniaries. beeatise it is 
not re<iuire(l or used in Patiala ierriiory ; but should the British (iovin'iinieiit 
realiKe. any inoomc from such surplus or nimsed water, the Patiala Slate .shall 
be entitled to elaim a remission of seigniorage eipial to one-eighth of the. incotno 
so derived, jirovided that whenever the rate of seigniorage is h'.ss than four anna.s 
per acre the tibove rate of remission shall be reduced proportionately. 

3(5. The Patiala State shall furnish the British (lovernmeiit with Intlf-yearly 
statements, giving for each liarvest such infonnation regarding the tuvu. irrigated 
by, the income derived from, and the working expenses of, llie Patiala Distribu- 
taries as mtxy he required by the, British Government in comu'ction with the annual 
statistics of the Western Jumna Canal. 

Similarly, the British Government shall furnish the Patiala State with such 
half-yearly or annual statements relating to the working of the Western Jumna 
Canal as may bo desired. 

37. Offences against canal regulations shall ho dealt with as follows : 

If a native British suliject commits an offence in the I’lifiala territory and 

is ap].rehonde,d in that territory, ho will be tried by tlui otliecrKof (he J’atiula 

Stall, hilt if he is not apprehended hi (liat la'rritory, tlie ollieers of the I'aliala 

State' may report the matter to the British Canal UUieer, and lhat ollieer will 

then proceed us if the offence had hee.n committed in Bri(i.sh territory. 

Tile same procedure will he followed, miilatis muluiniii, in the case of 
offences committed in British territory by subjects of tJie Patiala State. 

38. The British Govcrnnicnt reserves to itself the right of e.vteuding or alter- 
ing the Sirsa Branch at any future time in any way it jilease.s, on the undersiaml- 
ing that tlio share of the water first assigned to tlio Patiala State nmh'r thi,s .\gree- 
meub shall not he interfered with or diminished without its cons(.!nt being first 
obtained. And the exiieiises of such extension or alteration will hi- dlstrilnited 
in proportion to the advantages expected to accrue from such action to either 
of the parties concerned under this Agreement. 

39. So long as the original construction of the Patiala Section and Disf.ri- 
butaries shall b.j in jirogress, it shall he the duty of the ollieers in charge in j.uy 
duo attention to any representations of His Uighness the Maharaja of Patiala 
or his officers, and to carry out their wishes as far as may be practicable or ad- 
visable.

40. Til, case of any diffei^mce. of opinion arisiiig between tiie oflicers of the 
PiitiJilii State and fclie British Canal .Officers on any matter relating to the manage" 
ne'iit of tliL^ Sirsii Bninch Canal and its distributaries, it shall be referred to the 
Limiteiiaiit-Govcsruor of tlic Punjab, whose decision: shall be hnal. If any differ- 
ence of oj>iiuen alniil arise between the Patiala State and the Lieuteiiarit-Govemor 
of the Punjab as in the construction of this- Agreement, a reference may be made 
to the Oovernor-General in Council, whose decision shall be final. 

41. It Hhixll at any time bo competent for the British Government to resume 

mifcirii management of tlie Patiala Distributaries, or of the irrigation in Patiala 

torrliory, if it shall conshler that that State has not properly fulfiliod the obliga- 
tions which afctaofi i'-o the discharge of the duties which will devolve on it under 
the amuigeiuciit ilrgailcHi above. 

42. These obi iga,tio! IS niay be summed up as follows 

id*/.— fbmplef.e ri'gulaj-ity in the ] nry ment of the salaries of all persons em- 
pioyt.nl on tia^ eiuial, and in the j no vision of the funds necessary for carrying out 
the works wiiich will be needed for its maintenance. 

If from any want of proper attention on the part of the Patiala State, the 
British Government is at any time forced to advance money for the due perform- 
a.iice of works, or payment of salaries, etc., which will properly fall on that State 
under these arrange nu.uits, then the British Government must bo understood 
t> have the right oo take complete charge of the whole administration of the canal 
channels and irrigation connected with the Sirsa Branch which pertain to the 
State, and to retain them under its own officers until the evil coniplahied of bo 
correctetl and matters be jilaced on a soimd footing. But in such case, out of 
the iiKjome fro.ni the canal, after deducting expenses, any surplus which may 
accrue shall be made over to the State, 

Oomptde impartiality in the distribution of water from the Patiala 
Disiribidari«\s, so that the British villages adjacent thereto shall, if re(| aired, 
sljare tln^ water tM|ua]ly with the villages of the Patiala State, also an equal ad- 
ministratitm of justice to all persojis over whom the officers of the Patiala State 
iuay exercise jurist fiction, so that the subjects of the British Goveniiuent shall 
be dealt witii according to the same principles of law as are respected by the officers 
of the British Governmtuit. 

Heady and friendly compliance on the part of the Patiala State with 
thfjsi* r(‘t{iu‘sts of the Punjab Government and its superior officers who have chief 
charge of the Irrigation i)tq)artraent in the Punjab which, shall be declared by 
them to lui essential for the proper maintenance and satisfactory working of the 
Sirsa Branch as a whole. 

Tlie Goveni-or-Gmieral in Council will at all times be ready to receive any 
represeiitatio.ii from the Government of the Patiala State, if that Government 
considers that tlie spirit of the present proposals is from any cause not fully acted 
op to by the officers of the Punjab Government on whom the immediate duty 
o,f carrying them^out will devolve.

And wher(\‘is the said lirn^ of railway from Rajpiira to BJuitinda with all its 
plant and nHichliKny and serviceable working stores has Insni and now is in the 
ha mis of tfa^ iN orth W(‘st<a‘n railway and is no w^ being work (hI by them. 

And w.h(‘.reaH the. Benr(*tary of State and the Patiala Ihirbar have agroeii that 
tlM‘. North WesPMMi rallvvaiV shall maintain and work the said lino of railway from 
Rajpura to Bhatiiida upon tlni terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now this Indenture witnessetii and it is hereby agreed and declared as fol- 
lows:-- 

L '' The North W<^steTn railway means the railway worked by the Secre- 
tary of State and now unden the control of the Manager, North Western railway, 
and any alterations and additions that may from time to time during the con- 
tinuance of this contract bo made in or to the said railway by or with the sanc- 
tion of tlui Secretary of State but not so as to include any railways or works com- 
prised in The Rajpura-Bhatirida railway ” as hereinafter defined. 

2. '' The Rajpura-Bhatinda railway ” means tlie line of railway cxi.ending 
from Rajpiira on the North W(\st(^rn railway to Bliatinda on the Rewari-Feroze- 
pore railway with any imjirovements alterations and additions of whate\'er dc- 
srri|;>i3ioii tliai may from time to time be made in or to the said railway by or with 
the sajiction of the Patiala Darbar but with the exception of the telegraphs and 
telegrafiltic applia-nccs used ih‘ to be used thereon. 

3. “■ The A.malgamati‘d uiHhu'taking ” means “ the North Western railway ” 
and '' tlui Kajpura-Biiaiinda railway ** (as d.efined above in Sections 1 and 2 re- 
spectively) taken as a wliolc the intention being that tlnise twaj railways under 
the t(‘niis licriliiaftiu* coniaimid in this contract should be worked together as 
if the two constituted but a single railway.

5. This agrce.rmuit shall be taken to have commenced and as having come 
into force upon tim thirtiicnth day of October 1889 and shall be subject to revi- 
sion from time to time and shall be and remain in force until the Slst day of De- 
cember 1892 and shall bo terminable then or on the 1st January or the Ist July

7. The North Western railway shall make up and deliver to lh<‘. lAdfaia Darbar 

an accxHint of all suoh stores delivered to the North Western railway oji the thir- 
teenth day of October 1889 aaid of the value of sncdi scores IIh^ ihcneid ((‘X- 

C'<‘pfi in those eases if any in which a diherent value Is agreetl !spon, hy thn Paihila 
Oarhar and the North Westfnii railway) shall be taken as entered in tln^ aceouuts 
of ifie lhijpin*a--Idiatinda railway^ 

8. During the continnance of this contract the Norih Western railway sfiall 
inabitairi the Rajpura-Eliatiiida railway and k{*ep the same suppIiiMl with rolling 
stock piaiit and machinery as if it were ])art of the North Wosttnri railway and 
shall do all in their power to develop the traffic on the .Rajpura-Bhatinda railway 
and shall manage use and work the Eajpnra-B!iatin<Ia railway and sliall conv(3y 
traffic thereon. 

9. The Secretary of State shall be the solo judge as to the stajulard of main-

The Patiala Darbar shall he nss[mnsiblc for any accident 
or damage that the North Western railway could not. liav{5 pre vvntfid which may 
result from any such failure of the permanent way or works arising from defec- 
tive original cuustruci-ion. >Should any of the permam^al; works siudi as inidges 
statiuns buildings or other works upon the Rajpura-Biialinda railway fail from 
causes beyond the control of the North WesterJi railway or should, any extra- 
ordinary casualty occur the case mush be regarded as exc(.5])tioJia! and tln^ cost 
of construction or replacement must be charg«3d to Capital or liiiveuiic or divided 
between them as may be deemed by the Secretary of State proper according to 
the circumstance's of the case. 

IL All subsequent works and alterations chargeable to Capital and which 
may from time to time bo agreed upon between tli(3 North Western railway and 
the Patiala Darbar m necessary for the efficient working of the Bajpura-Bhatlnda 
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railway Bimll Bo carried out By the Hortli. Western railway at the expense of the' 
Patiala Darlmr. 

12. Tlie Sc*e?etaTy of State ma,y froBi'time .to Aime .h;^^ in waiting require 
the carrying out of any alt^nation or improvement in the Eajpiira“.Bhatiiicla rail- 
way or any arldition thereto that may in his opinion be necessary for the safety 
of passengers or for the safety of the -piibKc or for the eileetnal working of the 
EajpTira-Bhatinds railway. Siieh notice shall specify ■ the alteration improve®* 
merit or addition rec|iiire(l and shall also in general terms describe the' works: to 
he executed for the purpose of carrying out ■.such alteration improvement or addb 
tion, 

13, Any moneys required by the North -Western railway for any purpose 
'properly chargeable to the ■ Patiala Barbar in , connection with the Eajpura-Bha- 
tinda railway and sanctioned tinder Section 10 or 'll " or required by the Secretary 
of Stiite under Section 12 shall be provided' by .the Patiala Barbar according to 
such arrangements as shall from time to time he made betw^een the Patiala Barbar 
and the Secretary of State. The Patiala Barbar will also provide for the North 
Western railway any land that may at any time be required for the Eajpura- 
Bhatirda railway. The incidence of the cost of all works to be constructed shall 
be agreed upon before the work is commenced. 

14 For purposes in connection with the Rajpura-Bhatinda railway the Nortli 
Western railway shall not acquire either absolutely or for any limited estate any 
land situate in Patiala territory or any rights or easements in over or in respect 
of any land so situate. The expression ‘‘ land ’’ includes as :regards the operation 
of this clause buildings lands and all other hereditaments of whatever descrip- 
tion. This section does not apply to any land of which possession may be given 
to the North Western railway by the Patiala Barbar. 

15. During the continuance of this contract the North Western railway shall 
have entire control of the traffic working of the Eajpura-Bliatmda railway Bhall 
suppl}" all staf required for the supervision and worldng inohiding that for audit 
arul accounts and simll supply all locomotives and other rolling-stook fuel and 
working stores required for the eiiicient working of the Rajpura-Bbatinda rail- 
way. 

16. The North Western railway shall keep the Sajpura-Bfiatinda railway 
togetlier with the plant and maciliimwy in good repair and good working condition 
to the satisfaction of the ScfJretary of State.

23. In the Capital account of the Bajpura-Bhatiiida railway the following

Agreement entered into between the British Government and His Highness 
the Maharaja of Patiala for the introduction of defiiiit<5 arrangemejits 
for the elicctive control and discipline of the Patiala Imperial Service 
Troops when serving beyond the frontier of the Patiala State,' — 1900. 
Whereas His Highness Maharaja Sir Eajindar Singh, Bahadur, G.G.SJ., Chief 
of Patiala, maintains a force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co- 
operating, il. need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Patiala Slate, 
when associated with troops of the British Army, should be under the orders of 
the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like discipline 
and control as the officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India tliat a 
British Officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 
said troops, 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala of the other, as follows, namely— 

1, Whenever the said troop or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they

purpose and for tlie <liie preservation ■ of disciplmo- among- the. : same, to eonveiie 
all siicit Courts, and to issne all Bncli orders, -and to pass all such jiidgmeiits-aiid 
seiiteiicics, and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully convened^ 
issued, passed and. exercised by the authorities of the- Patiala State, when: the said 
troops are serving witliin the territorial limits of the said State : Provided always 
that the execmtioii of every sentence so. passed in British territory shall be ca:rried 
out iindtyr the orders of His Highness the -Maharaja of Patiala or of some person; 
to whom the requisite authority has bean 'delegated by him.- : 

2. In order furfehc^r to ensure the e:fficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the iiiainto.nanco of discip.!iiie among them when -serving along with -Her 
Majesty’s "P'orces, the said Maharaja of Patiala has embodied in the discipliiiary 
law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial- Service Troops when employed 
O.U active service elthe.r within or without ' British India, the provisions, 
muimidis, of the India.ii Articles of War for the time being in force. The due ap- 
plication and enforcement of the said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service 
Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the authority of the Officer Command- 
ing the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

ment.

3. The Establislmient to be employed in the Patiala Division will be of the 
strength shown in the appended Schedule, , which i® estimated to cost Es. 3,175 
(three thousand one hundred and seventy-five) per mensem at the averages rates 
of salary adopted in the Schedules of Establishment for the Irrigation Dc^part- 
inent of the Punjab. The actual cost will vary with tlie grades of the Offificrs 
employed. Travelling allowances and contingent expenses will be an additional 
charge. The strength of the Establishment may ’be altered from time to tirms by 
the .British Government in accordance with recjuiremejits, and the actual cost 
will be borne by the Signatory States in the proportions of tlieir respective shares

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■ 4/ EstaHisb Blent' of tlie Patiala Division , 'will 
work upon tlie Patiala Brandies, are tlie. boundaries of land taken up for tJie said 
Brandies and tlieir connected works. Within these, liniits the provisions of the 
Canal Act which may for thediine being' be in force hi' the 'Punjab, will be held to 
apply, and ofenders against Canal regulations will be treated in accordance with 
the provisions of Clause 28 of the Terms of Agreement for the Sirhind Canal. 

5. Tlie Officers of the Patiala' Division will also have power to enter on land 
outside the limits or boundaries of 'the' Patiala Branches in '.case of any accident 
happening or being apprehended to any 'of 'the ' said Branches or their connected 
works, and to execute all works which may in their opinion be necessary for the 
purpose of repairing or preventing such accident. Compensatio.a, will in c^vei^y 
such ease be temlered to the proprietors or occupiers of the said lands for all dam- 
ages done to the same, and if such tender be not accepted, the matter wdll be 
referred to the State which owns the said lands, in order that compensation may 
be awarded in acccirdaiice with Clause 7 of the Terms of Agreement for the Sirhind 
Canal 

6. The Officers of either of the Signatory States will in like manner have power 
to enter on lands outside the limits or boundaries of any Distributary owned by 
such States in case of any accident happening or being apprehended to the said 
Distributary, and to execute all works which may be necessary for the repair 
or prevention of such accident, whether the lands in question belong to the British 
Government or to any other Signatory State. Compensation wull in every such 
case be tendered to the proprietors or occupiers of the said lands for all damages 
done to the same ; and if such tender be not accepted, the matter shall be refer- 
red to the British Government or to the State concerned, as the case may be, for 
disposal in accordance with Article 7 of the Terms of Agreement. 

7. In order to ensure the distribution of the available supply in proportion 
to the respective shares of the Signatory States, and to guard against brcaclievS 
in the lower portions of the Branches which would result from the sudden closure 
of the upper Distributaries, the entire control of the supply entering the heads 
of the Patiala Branches will rest with the Officers of the Patiala Division, provided 
that the control of the supply entering the head of any Distributary may, witli 
the approval of the Local Government, rest with the State to which the Distribu- 
tary belongs, if it be known that the State possesses such an Establishment as 
will enable it to satisfactorily comply with the following indispensable conditions 

(a) The supply in the Distributary shall never exceed a certain inaximiim 
gauge which wiU bo determined from time to time by the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division. 

(b) During periods of insufficient supply the Distributary shall be closed com- 
pletely and so as to avoid leakage at the head' for such periods as may be pre- 
scribed by the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division. 

(c) In the event of a breach in the Distributary or of a sudden cessation in the 
demand, the supply entering the head shall not be shut off to such an extent as 
may cause a rise of the supply on the Canal gauge next below the head of the Dis- 
t^ributary in excess of the limit which may ■ be froja time to time prescribed by 
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iJie Plxoc'iituvft Eiigiiieer,' Patiala'- DivM^ Bhoiild a fiirtlier recJiicf-ioa of the 
siijiply be refpiiri.M.l, the person in ciia.rga'of the regiilafcioii shall report at once to 
tile I Nearest. (Jaiifil siiboniinatei and await his instructions or a lowering of the 
supply. ■ 

{(!) The person in charge -of tlie regiilafion of the supply to a Bistrihatiiry shall 
riiaiiifnhi a correct record of the gauges ' in the head reach of the "Dktdbutaiy 
and. of t.'lK'i CJa,iial gauges in the.' vicinity y when these are not recordc.Hl by a stwvaiit 
of tlie Executive Engineer ’s,Esta.Mi8hm.0nt. Copies of the gauge rc’gisters shall 
be sent daily to the Executive. •Engine.ery. and the register shall be at all times avail- 
aJ.)lc for the insp(?ction of ' the -, Executive Engineer and his siibordinafec officers. 

8. If tlio regulation of -' the^ supply entering a Distributary be not carried on 
in sfniid. acco.idiiiice with the'^ conditions prescribed,, in the preceding article, the 
Executive, Engineer. Patiala Division, will at once report the matter to the State 
coiujmued, i'iiid if the State fail to notice his rcpreseiitation or to inako satisfactory 
arrang(.»!ntui.t,s for Tuore efficient regulation, the Executive Engiiuier shall resume 
the reg!i]u,iio]i of the supply to all the Distribiitaries owned by the State concernecl, 
or to as many of them as he may consider necessary. In all such cases a report 
of the cireiunstaiices shall be made by the Executive Engineer to the Chief En- 
gineer, tlirougls. the Superintending Engineer of the Circle. The orders of Chief 
EngiJieor shall be final, and in the event of the Executive Engineer’s action 
being eoutinned the control of the supply to the Distributaries concerned shall not 
be restored to tlie State without his permission. 

•9. The requirements of the State in each of their respective Distributaries 
will be communicated to the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, at suitable 
intervals in the form of a requisition or indent, stating the depths of water and cor- 
responding supplies required at the head of each Distributary. If sufficient water 
be availabhi, the Executive Engineer will pass into each Branch the full supply 
required to meet all indents in full. If the supply be insufficient, he will either 
rediiiM^ tlu^ supplies or depths asked for in each Branch, so as to give to each its 
pro])er shares of the actual supply, or he will arrange to close or reduce the supply 
to one or more Branches for a suitable', interval, and in rotation so as tO' run the 
others with the full supply indented for,, or' as near to the indent as may be practk 
cable. The methtul to be ■ adopted in the distribution of the supply between the 
Branches will depend on the exigencies of the irrigation and the wishes of the 
States cr)n<'‘erncMl, which the Executive Engineer will consult as far as possible* 
10. When the supply available is not sufficient to meet all indents in full, the 
Executive Engineer will scrutinize the indents submitted by each State, and when 
necessary will make such a reduction in the aggregate indent of either of them as 
may bring it within the limit of the established proportion of the available supply 
to which it is entitled, viz , : —

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11. TtcMliicitloiis of iHdo.nfcB under the preceding articles will not, as a rule, 
he III} will in tlie c|nairt.ity of water applied for in partieiilar Distributaries 
(inteepi wlntii these ciiiantities will cause an excess of the maxiiniiiii permissible 
gjinge), blit in the time during which the Distributaries shall be ].)orinitted to re- 
rnaiii open. Tims if the aggregate indent of a State amounts to 2(10 cubic feet 
for a period of t<ni days Jiiid the sii})ply available will allow 1.60 cubic feet only, 
the Distributaries may be ron to the full extent of the indent for eight days, and 
closed during two. The Executive Engineer will determine and intimate to tlie 
Statics the iiec^essary durations of such 'closures. 

1.2, The distribution of the supply for each indent period must be settled 
on its own basis, and the fact of a State having indented for less than its full share 
in previous periods will not entitle it to more than its due share in a given period. 
Similarly, if a State does not take its full or sanctioned share in any clay of a period, 
it will not on this a(,^count be (Uititled to more than its share on any other day 
during the »im.e period, , ' ■ , , . 

Notk. — T]ii« ariii'lo r^ilaieH only to eases in wliieh a State lias not taken on a particular 
day or for a pailieidar perirnl the full gau^ije allowed by the Executive Engineer. It ^vi]l not 
affect the arrangenuuit of ciosures ordered by the Executive Engineer, under which a State may 
be given less than its share for one day or period, and more than its share for a subsequent 
day or period. 

13. The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will, as soon as possible after 
the receipt of an indent, inform the State concerned of the orders passed thereon, 
and of the reasons for any modifications or reductions. In sucli orders the partic- 
ular days or periods during which closures of particular Distributaries are to be 
enforced should be clearly stated. 

14. The gauge registers for the heads of the several Distributaries will be held 
to give authoritative data for calculating the quantity supplied to them, subject 
however to suck tests and verification as the Executive Engineer may deem neces- 
jsary. 

15. These gauge registers will be carefully maintained in bound books by 
the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, and wiU show for each day — 

(«) The gauge indented for and that allowed by tbe Executive Engineer on 
the State indent, when the indent has been modified. 

(b) The actual gauge readings in the Branch and in the Distributary imme- 
diately above and below the head of the Distributary, and in all cases in which 
the heads have been supplied with gates and rack gearing, the actual height of 
the gate opening, 

(c) The volume discharged. 

(d) The reasons for the alowed indents not being complied with in full. 

At the close of each month the daily discharges will be totalled. 

16 . In another bound boot the total discharges of the Distributaries for each 
month will be abstracted and compared with the total or daily discharges at the 
head of the Patiala Branch (First Feeder), and with the discharge to which each 
State would be entitled at the established proportion, after deducting for loss 
in the' Branches; For this purpose the Distributaries belonging to each State 
will be grouped 'together, and the aggregate of' .their discharge dmwn. Diier- 
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eiices between til© aetiial; disebarges and itiose calciilatc^c! on the. establlslieci pro- 
poiiioiis will 

' 17. A copy of tliig niontlily abstract will be sent by tlie Executive Engineer, 
Patiala ’Division, to tbe Superintending Engineer of the Cjitcle as Si)ori as |KiHsible 
after tiie close of eacli mox>tli,-'and itwili be the duty of the. Siiperiuteiiding Engi- 
neer to scrntinize tlieso' .returns, carefully, and to satisfy himself that tlie jsriiicipie 
of proportionate distrifantion -is attended , to by tln^ Executive, Engineer. I.lie 
Executive Engineer will also 'send a copy to each, of the Signatory States if re- 
. quested to do, so. . 

18. Complaints on the' part of a Signatory State regarding the distribution 
of water will be "addressed to the . Superintending 'Engineer of the Circle and sent 
through the Executive' Engineer, Patiala Division, who in forwarding the com- 
plaint will attach his explanation to it. -' .The Superintending Engineer will com- 
municate bis decision on the subject to the State and an.' ' appeal will lie to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab under Clause 43 of the Terms of 
Ag.reement.,' 

19. The Officers of the Patiala 'Division will have power to observe discharges 
in the Distributaries of the Signatory States, and to do all things needful to as- 
certain the volumes of water passing into the sJiid Distributaries. The States to 
whom the Distributaries belong will be bound to provide funds for the construc- 
tion of discharge sites, gauges, and any other works which the Executive Engineer, 
Patiala Division, may consider necessary for the actual measurement of the said 
discharges. 

20. The Signatory States will be bound to make arrangements for the supply 
of labour for urgent works, delay in the execution of which would endanger the 
safety or efficiency of the Patiala Branches. The names of the villages which are 
to supply labour, the number of labourers to be supplied by each village, the names 
of the responsible persons, who shaH be addressed wffien labour is required to be 
collected, the rate of wages, and other details will be settled by the States iii com- 
mimication with the Superintending Engineer of the Circle, and the arrangements 
will be such as will ensure the labour being promptly supplied on the requisition 
of the Executive Engineer of the Patiala Division, or of the Sub-Diviisional 
Officers* 

21. British villages commanded by the Distributaries of a Signatory State 
wil be entitled to, a share of the supply sufficient for the irrigation of the same 
percentage of the area commanded as may be allowed in other villages on the same 
Distributaries, subject to the following conditions : — 

(u) The regular payment of all charges for water supplied whether for irriga- 
tion or other purposes, subject to the conditions of Article 23 of this Convention^ 

(b) The due observance of such rules and regulations for the distribution of 
the supply, maintenance of watercourses, etc., as may b© made by the State, and 
are in accordance with, the Canal Act and Eules passed under it* 

(o) Abstention from wilful ; or ' maKdous damage to the State Distribu- 
tary or its connected works, or from interfereuce with th'O' officers or servants' 
of the State in the discharge of 'their legitimate duties. 
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(i) Tile supply ot a fair ard reaHoaabie number of labourers i,ii tli.e' eveiit cf a 
breach of tlie banks of the Dlstribiitary or other accident withiit tbe 
of the ’villages eoiicerned* 

la the event of either of these coiiditiong,. not being fully complied with, the, , 
State owning the Distributary may make a representation oil' the subject to the 
Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, who- will at - once proceed to eiupiire into 
the matter and will pass such ordexs as may - be -appropriate. Oases of offences 
under Section 70 of the Canal Act will be, tried by the Executive Engineer in his 
capacity as a Canal Magistrate under that section. 

In the event of a general or persistent disregard of the above conditions the 
State concerned inay^ after communication with the Executive Engineer, re- 
duce or withdraw the supply assigned to the village in question, provided that 
the supply shall not bo reduced or withdrawn during the currency of a crop, and 
that no outlet shall be closed or removed for a longer period tlian one year or two 
harvests without the concurrence of the Local Government. 

22. The Executive Engineer will be the medium for all communications on 
matters relating to the Cajiai between the States and the British villages irrigated 
from the Patiala Branches. The States will address him when they find reason 
to complain regarding the action of the villagers, and he will take such action as 
xmj appear necessary in each ease, keeping the States informed of the final orders 
passed by him. Similarly, complaints on the part of the villagers wull be address- 
ed to him, and he will, after due investigation, send on to the States concerned 
cases which appear to require action on the part of the State ; the final orders 
passed by the State in each case will be communicated to him. 

23. The charges for water supplied to British villages from the Patiala Bran- 
ches, W’hether for irrigation or for other purposes, are not to exceed the charges 
which are leviable under the schedule of rates in force on the British Branches 
for water supplied from those Branches to villages of the British and Signatory 
States. The Superintending Engineer of the Circle will supply each State with 
a schedule of the rates in force on the British Branches for irrigation from Canals 
and Escapes, and for supply of water for other purposes, and will communicate 
any alterations in tlie said schedule that may from time to time be sanctioned by 
the British Government, 

24. The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will be the sole Agent through 
whom the sums due from British villages irrigated from the Patiala Branches are 
to be recovered, and the States will refrain from attempting to collect money 
direct from the inhabitants of British villages, except as provided in Article 26 
of this Convention, 

23. The procedure for the recovery of water-rates on account of irrigation 
it British villages from the Patiala Branches wil be as follows 

(a) If the measurements of the land irrigated are made by the officials of a 
Signatory State, it will be the duty of these officials to inform the Executive En- 
gineer, Patiala Division, of the dates on which the measurements will he made. 
The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will then give due information to the 
Deputy Commissioners of the Districts comoem®d, who wil issue orders to the 
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barn biircl ill's anil Patwaris tO''at.teiiA tlie meaanring pari.ieB, On cdinplf^lioii of the 
ilie of-ficial of the State will: hand over the '' piirchas to the .Lain- 
bartlars for distribution to the yillagers and ■ xaake out the Denuntl StateiiientH, 
wliicli will bo forwiirded tll^M')n'gh ;the^ Exeeriti^ ratiala. Divihloip to tile 

Di^pnty (.Vroiiriksioners of tho Districts- coneemed, who will colloc'h the revenue 
as as'ses'.si3d. 

(h) The villagors may lodge anj ..complaints within the prescribed period either 
with State ofiicials or with the Executive Engineer, Patiala Divisiom or with the 
Deputy (Jomuiissioner. The two latter officers will forwa;rd any objections so 
reciuvod to the State for due inquiry. ".If remissions be granted, the State officials 
wull forward tli(3 usual Eeniis3io;n Statements, through the Executive Engineer, 
Paiiala Division, to the De]nity Commissioner, who will take tiie ju.*cessary action. 
T]h 3 amount due as fees to Lainbardars wd:iich shall equal 3 ])er ctMit. on the amoimt 
to be colieef.wl, will be shown on the Khataimis ” which will be forwa-rded through 
ilie Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, to the De])Utiy (hnrunissioner. The 
Deputy Commissioner will, after making the necessary deductions on this account, 
remit fhe balance of the demand to the several States concerned. 

No retrenchment will be made by any Signatory State from the amounts due 
as fees to Lambardars on account of iion“ftilfilme;nt of the conditions laid down in 
Rule 37, passed under Act VIII of 1873, but the State will duly report to the 
Deputy Commissioner, through the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, cases in 
which those conditions have not been complied with to its satisfaction, and the 
Deputy Commissioner will take such action as he may consider necessary, of which 
the States concerned will be duly informed. 

(c) The Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, will, if requested to do so by 
a Signatory State, undertake to record and measure the irrigation in British vil- 
lages from the Patiala Branches, subject to such conditions as regards payment 
by the State of the cost of the Establishment required and other matters as may 
be approved by the Punjab Government. 

(d) The Punjab Government reserves to itself the right of deputing Patwarls 
to attend the State measurements in British villages irrigated from the Patiala 
Branches, who wdll take a copy of the State Khasra or measurement paper, will 
make out the Demand Statements and prepare and distribute the parchas.’^ 
In tluB case the procedure prescribed in Clauses (a) and (b) will be so far modified 
that the Si:ate officials will not make out the parehas ’’ or the Demand Statements, 
but will mercdy forwxard to the Deputy Commissioner through the Executive 
Engineer, Patiala Division, an abstract of the deinaiid, or Jamabandi :for 
each village, while in additiojr to the deduction for Lambardars’ fees of 3 per cent, 
on the amount to be collected, a further deduction of 2 per cent, will be made for 
the reinnneration of the Patw-aris employed. 

2G. Demand Statements for the recovery of charges other than water rates 
from British villages irrigated from the Patiala Branches will be sent by the States 
to the Executive Engineer, Patiala Division, who after satisfying himself of their

27. 1’fie Signatory States will, after the close, of each year ending 31st March, 
forward throiigli the Political Ageid./^' Phulkian. States/ to the 

Ifigiiieer, Birliiiid (ianal, for inchision in the annual Bevenue Report of that canal, 
statistical returns showing the working ' of the Distributaries of the Patiala 
Branches, during the past yeax in the respective -States. . 

The returns will be in such forms, will contain'- such information, and wil be 
forwarded on such dates as may from time to time be prescribed by the Punfab. 
6ov<5rnment. In like manner the Punjab Government will forward to the Sigiia- 
tc)ry Statues similar returns and annual reports' relating to the British. Branches 
and Distributaries. 

28. Tlio foregoing stipulations will remain in force until modified or added 
to witli the consent of the Punjab Government on the one part, and the Signatory 
States concerned on the other part. It will be open to the Punjab Government

Western Bail way (hereinafter- called, the "" Railway Administration ”) of the one 
part and His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala’s Government (hereinafter called 
the Patiala Dnrbar ”) of the other part ; as to the provision of a siding at Ean-, 
daghat. 

Whereas the Patiala Durbar is desirous of having a siding laid by the Secretary 
of State for India in Council from the Kandaghat Station Yard of the North 

Western Railway as shown in Plan No, I* hereto annexed"^ for 

the purpose of carrying on their business. 

And whereas the Secretary of State for India in Council is willing to lay the 
said siding for the Patiala Durbar upon and subject to the terms and conditions 
hereinafter set forth : — ■ 

Now, therefore, this Agreement witnesseth as follows that is to say : — 

Clause 1. 

In this Agreement unless a different intention appears from the subject or 
context the expression : — 

(a) Railway Administmtion means the Secretary of State for India in 
Council acting by and through the Agent for the time being of the 
North Western Railway and his successors ; 

(5) Patiala Durbar mems the Government of His Highness the Maharaja 
of Patiala and that of his successors, and 

(c) Siding means and includes the lines of rails, platforms, embankments, 
ballast, sleepers and all other appurtenant conveniences constructed 
and provided for the use of the Patiala Durbar and between the 
line of the North Western Railway and the said premises and within 
such^premises. 

Clause 2. 

Any land required for the siding outside the Railway boundary and up to the 
Patiala Durbar’s premises shall be provided by the Patiala Durbar, 

Clause 3, 

The incidence of cost of the ^ siding as between the Railway Administration 
and the Patiala Durbar shaU be in accordance with the following general prin-

To the amount thus arrived at a surcharge of twelve and a half per cent, thereof 
shall be added for supervision during construction. 

Clause 5. 

On receipt of a statement showing the total estimated amount to be paid for 
by it, as arrived at in clause 4, the Patiala Durbar shall deposit the said total 
amount with the Kailway Administration through the Chief Auditor of the Korth 
Western Railway and the Railway Administration will thereupon sanction the 
plans and estimates for the siding and proceed to the construction of the siding.

(b) As soon as wagons are placed in the siding the Station Master will fill la 
columns 1, 2 and S of both foils of Annexure A**®, and obtain signature of a repre^ 
seiitative of the Patiala Durbar in column 4 of the inner-foil ' and. make 
outer-foil to him. , , 

When this has been done, the wagons will be considered as made over to the 
Patiala Durbar and the free time permissible under the rules will then commence. 
Similarly wagons will be considered as returned to the Railway by the Patiala 
Durbar as soon as the Station Master has been advised by the representative of 
the Patiala Durbar that the vehicles are ready for removal. 

This will be done by presentation of the outer-foil with column 4 filled in. 

The Station Master will then initial in column 5 of the outer-foil, and fill in 
columns 5, 6 , 7 and 8 of the inner-foil and columns 6 , 7 and 8 of the outer-foil 
and recover the demurrage due. 

Note. — The free time referred to above will be calculated in accordance with the rule in 
force from time to time as published in the Goods Tariff books of the Railway Administration, 
and wagons detained by the Patiala Durbar over and above such free time shall be subject 
to payment of the demurrage charges laid down in such Tariffs. 

ObAXJSE 16. 

The Patiala Durbar will be responsible for seeing that the General Rules and 
Regulations of the Railway are strictly adhered to by its employees engaged in 
handling wagons and will be responsible for all accidents or loss or damage that 
may ensue from the neglect or disobedience of such Rules and Regulations by 
its employees. It will be the duty of the Patiala Durbar to obtain copies of all 
such Rules and Regulations, and to see that the said employees are made acquain® 
ted with them. 

Clause 17, . . 

The procedure for booking outward wagons and delivery of inward wagons 
shall be in accordance with the rules in force in the Goods Tariff, subject to such 
modifications as may be considered necessary by the Railway AdministFation. 

Clause 18, 

The Patiala Durbar will be held liable for all damages which wagons may 
sustain during the period they remain in its charge under clause 15 ; as also for 
the cost of re-railing wagons derailed while thus under its charge and for repairs 
to the siding necessitated by such derailments. 

Clause 19. 

. ■ The-Railway shall allow a rebate- of Rupees two and annas eight per thousand 
maunds OB account of loading and unloading done by the Patiala Durbar in case

Clause 20. 

No traffic in commodities belonging to any other person or firm shall, except 
with the written permission of the Agent of the Railway, be at any time taken 
or sent by the Patiala Dnrbar on the siding. No consideration or remuneration 
of any nature, except such as may be contained in a written permission of the 
Agent, shall be received or taken by the Patiala Dnrbar in respect of traffic over 
the siding. 

Clause 21. 

The Patiala Durbar shall not assign or sub-let the siding without the written 
permission of the Agent of the Railway, and in the event of the Agent according 
permission, the Patiala Durbar shall remain responsible to the Railway Adminis- 
tration and their assignees or sub-lessees shall also become responsible for ail 
charges and obligations in this Agreement. 

Clause 22. 

The Patiala Durbar shall maintain an office at which the Railway Adminis- 
tration will deliver all letters, notices, demands and other communications addressed 
to the Patiala Durbar and intended for it, and every such letter, notice, demand 
or other communication which shall be delivered at such office, shall, for all legal 
purposes whatsoever, be deemed to have been validly and efiectually delivered 
to the Patiala Durbar. 

Clause 23. 

Notwithstanding anything laid down in the foregoing clauses of this Agreement, 
it shall be open to the Railway Administration, on giving six months* notice of 
such mteni, to revise the charges laid down in clauses 8, 12, 13 and 19 of this 
Agreement. ’ '• . ... 

Clause 24. 

In the event of the Patiala Durbar failing to pay any sum due under the fore- 
going clauses within one month of a written demand from the Railway Adminis-

3. That the Patiala Durbar shall not transfer or sublet the privileges in clause

and its subsequent repairs shall be done by the North Western Railway Adminis- 
tration at the expense of the Patiala Durbar.

Teeaty concluded between the Honorable the East India Company and 
Nawab Bhawul Khan, the Euler of Bhawulpobe, dated the 2nd of 
February 1833. 

By the blessing of God the friendly connection between the Honorable the 
Bast India Company and the State of Bhawulpore, which commenced on the occa- 
sion of the Honorable Mr. Eiphinstone’s visit to Cabul in 1808-09, has continued 
uninterrupted to the present time ; and now that Captain 0. M. Wade, Political 
Agent at Loodianah, has arrived at Bhawulpore on the part of the Right Honor- 
able Lord W. C. Bentinck, g.o.b. and g.c.h., the Governor-General of British India, 
in order to improve these amicable relations and concert the opening of the navi- 
gation of the rivers Indus and Sutlej, with a view to promote the general interests 
of commerce, which is pleasing to God, and the prosperity of the surrounding States, 
the following are the Articles of a Treaty which has been concluded through the 
agency of that Officer between the Honorable the East India Company on the one 
part and Xawab Euken-ud-Dowlah Hafiasul-Mulk Mukhiisud Dowlah Mahomed 
Bhawul Khan Abbassee Kusret Jung Behauder, the Chief of the Daoodpootras, 
on the other, for the purpose of confirming the friendship of the two States, the 
opening of the trade by the above-mentioned rivers and regulating the manner 
in which the arrangements connected with ’it are to be carried into effect 

Article 1. 

There shall be eternal friendship and alliance between the Honorable the 
last India Company and Nawab Mahomed Bhawul ' Khan, his heirs and successors. 

Article 2. 

The Honorable the East India Company engage never to interfere with the 
hereditary or other possesrions of the Bhawulpore Governmenl

Article 5* 

The Honorable the East India Company having requested the . use ,' ©f : the 
rivers Indus and Sutlej, and the roads of Bhawulpore for the merchants of Hindo- 
stan, etc,, the Government of. Bhawulpore agrees to pant the same, through its 
own boundaries, if the persons aforesaid be provided with passports. 

Article 6. 

The Government of Bhawulpore engages to fix, in concert with the British 
Government, certain proper and moderate duties to be levied on merchandise 
proceeding by the aforesaid route, and never to increase or dimmish the same, 
except with the consent of both parties. 

Article 7. 

It is further agreed that the tarifi. or table oi duties, fixed as above, shall be 
published for general information, and the Customhouse officers and farmers 
of the revenues of the Bhawulpore Government will be specially directed not to 
detain the passing trade, after having collected the duties, on pretence of waiting 
for fresh orders from their Government, or any other pretext. 

Article 8. 

The tariff which is to be established for the line of navigation in question is 
intended to apply exclusively to the passage of merchandize by that route, and 
not to interfere with the transit duties levied on goods proceeding from one bank 
of the river to the other, or with the established chokies inland. These will remain 
as heretofore. 

Article 9. 

Merchants frequenting the said route, while within the limits of the Fawab^s 
Government, are required to show a due regard to his authority, as is done by 
merchants generally, and not to commit any acts offensive to the civil and reli- 
gious institutions of the country. 

Article 10* 

The proportion of duties to which the Nawab may b© entitled shall be col- 
lected by his officers at the appointed places.

The Superintendent stationed opposite to Mithenkote having examined the 
cargo, will levy the established duty and grant a passport with a written account 
of the cargo and freight ; on the arrival of the boat at Hureekee, the Siipexintendent 
at that sfcation will compare the passport with the cargo, and whatever goods are 
found in excess will be liable to the payment of the established duty, while the rest, 
haying already paid duty at Mithenkote, will pass on free. 

Article 14. 

The same regulation shall be in force for merchandize coming from Hureekee 
towards Sindh. 

Article 15. 

With regard to the safety of merchants who may frequent this route the Nawab A 
0 dicers will af ord them every protection in their power, and wherever merchants 
may happen to halt for fche night, it will be incumbent on them to show their pass- 
p<jrt to the thanadar or other officers in authority at the place, and demand their 
protection. 

Article 16. 

The Articles of the present Treaty shall, in all respects, whether relating to 
the internal government of the Nawab’s country or to commerce, be miitualiy 
observed, and form an, everlasting bond of friendship between the two States

AimoLES of a ^SiJPPLEMEHTAEY Tbbaty between the Honokable EakST Inbia 
. ■ , Company and the Government of Bhawulpoee,— 1835„ ■ 

Whereas in. the' 6th Article of the Treaty concluded between the Honorable 
the East India Company and 'the Bhawnlpore Govemmenfcj dated the 22iid of 
February 1833, it . was stipulated that a moderate scale of duties should be .fixed 
by the two Governments in concert, to be levied on all merchandize In transit 
lip and dowm the rivers Indus and Sutlej, the said Governinouts, being now of 
opinion that, owing to the inexperience of the people of these countries in such 
matters, the mode of levying duties then proposed (tJ'iz., on the value and quantity 
of goods) could not fail to give rise to mutual misunderstandings and reclama" 
tioDs, have, with a view to prevent these results, determined to subsiitiite a toil 
which shall be levied on all boats with whatever merchandize laden ; the follow- 
ing Articles have therefore been adopted as supplementary to the former Treaty, 
and in conformity with them each Government engages that the toll shall be levied, 
and its amount neither be increased nor diminished, except with the consent of 
both parties : — 

Article 1. 

A toll of 570 Eupees shall be levied on all boats laden with merchandize in 
transit on the rivers Indus and Sutlej, between the sea and Hooper, without refer- 
ence to their size or to the weight or value of their cargo ; the above toll to be 
divided among the difierent States in proportion to the extent of territory 
which they possess on the banks of these rivers. 

Article 2. 

The portion of the above toll appertaining to the Bhawnlpore State, and 
amounting to Eupees 106-12-2^1 , shall be levied opposite to Mithenkote on boats 
coming from the sea towards Hooper, and in the vicinity of Hureekee Petten on 
boats going from Rooper towards the sea, and at no other place. 

Article 3. 

In order to facilitate the realization of the toll due to the different States, ai» 
well as for the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of any disputes which may 
arise connected with the safety of the navigation and the ■welfare of the trade by 
the new route, a British Officer will reside near Mithenkote, and a Native Agent 
on the part of the British Government in the vicinity of Hureekee Petten. These 
officers will be subject to the orders of the British Agent at Loodianah ; and the 
Agents who may be appointed to reside at those placevS on the part of the other 
States concerned in the navigation will co-operate with them in the execution of 
their duties. 

Article 4. 

The British Government binds itself that the British Officer, who may reside 
near Mithenkote, ahaE not engage in trade, and (in conformity with the 4tl 
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Article of the former Treaty) that he shall mot mterf ere in any way with the internal 
administration of the Bhawiilpore Government.. 

Abtiole 5. ■ • 

In order to gmard against imposition on the part of merchants in making false 
compiaints of being plundered of property,. which they never possessed^ they are 
required, when taking out their passports., to'--, produce an invoice of their cargo, 
which, being duly authenticated, a copy of. it' will, be annexed to their passports. 

Article 6. 

Such parts of the 6th, 7th, 11th, 13th, and 14th Articles of the Treaty of the 
22nd of February 1833, as have reference to the fixing a duty on the value and 
quantity of merchandize and to the mode of its collection, are hereby rescinded, 
and the foregoing Articles substituted in their place, agreeably to which and the 
conditions of the preamble, the toll shall be levied.

Whereas by the Treaty of the 27th of the month of Shabban, 1250 Hegira, 
agreeing with the twenty-ninth of the month of December 1834 A.D., the Bha- 
wulpore Government is entitled, on account of the whole extent of its territory, 
to levy at the appointed places a toll of one hundred and six rupees, twelve annas, 
and three pice, on all boats laden with merchandize proceeding from Rooper 
towards the sea, or from the sea towards Rooper, the same will continue in force ; 
but as some of the boats arc found not to pass through the whole extent of the 
Bhawulpore territory, but, on the contrary, to lay in cargoes at, and set. out 
from, or dispose of tlieir cargoes at, and return from, places on the way, it is 
therefore agreed that, on such heats, the amounts of toll to be levied shall be 
regulated by the relative distances of the places from which, after laying in a 
cargo, they take their departure, or from which, after disposing of their goods,

The Nawab of Ehawulpore will furnish troops at the requisition of the British 
Government according to his means. 

Article 7. 

The Nawab, and his hens and successors, shall be absolute rulers of their 
country, and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that Principal 
ity. 

Article 8, 

This Treaty of seven Articles having been concluded and signed and sealed 
by Lieutenant Mackeson and Moonshee Chowkas Eai, the ratifications by the 
Eight Honourable the Governor-General and Nawab Bhawul Khan Bahadoor 
shall be exchaiiged within 40 days from the present date.

7. Mahommed Sadik Khan freely allows that he has 'no further claims to any 
property in the State of Bhawulpore beyond the allowance made him for retinue, 
jewels, etc., and beyond the sum of Es. 1,600 as his personal allowance, the 
half of which sum is Rs. 800. 

8. The State of Bhawulpore agrees to pay, through British Officers, into the 
Mod tan treasury, every month, for the life of Mahommed Sadik Khan, month- 
ly allowances, besides such particular expenses as may be absolutely necessary, 
but nothing else besides. After the death of Mahommed Sadik Khan, the half 
of his monthly allowance (of Es. 1,600) will be paid to his heirs. 

9. The British Government provides and guarantees that the conditions 
above-mentioned shall be maintained by Mahommed Sadik Khan, without his 
attempting any disturbance towards Futteh Khan and towards his heir, and 
the Nawab Mahommed Futteh Khan Bahadoor will remain seated on the throne 
of Bhawulpore with the consent of the British Government.

Henceforth the 
13fiawulpore State will have no jurisdiction therein.

Agreement for the security of the Salt revenue of British India, in the event 
of the abolition of the Inland Customs Line, and for the abolition of duties 
within the Bahawalpur State, between the British Government and His 
Highness Sadiq Muhammad Khan Abb asi, Nawab of Bahawalpur, his 
heirs and successors, executed on the one part by Major Leopold John 
Herbert Grey, C.S.I., Political Agent and Superintendent, Bahawalpur, 
under authority from the Hon’ble Bobert Eyles Egebton, G.S.I., Lieut- 
enant-Governor of the Punjab, in virtue of the full powers vested in His 
Honor by the Governor-General of India in Council, and on the other part 
by Gul Muhammad Khan, maternal uncle of His Highness the Nawab of 
Bahawalpur, and Juttq Mull, Mukhdum Gulam Ali Shah, and Ali 
Gohar Khan, Ministers of the State,— 1879. 

The following Articles a, re agreed upon 

Article L 

His Highness the Nawab of Bahawalpur agrees to suppress and absolutely 
prohibit and prevent, the manufacture of salt within any part of the Balia wa,lpiir 
State, whether overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other 
saline product, and to destroy and erase all existing salt-works, so that salt cau' 
not there be made. 

Article 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duties, or due of any kind whatsoever, shall be levied 
by, or with the permission or knowledge of, the Nawab of Bahawalpur, on salt, 
sugar, or any other articles, whether exported from, or imported into, or carried 
t|irough, the Bahawalpur State. Provided that nothing in this Article shall be 
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telcl to prohibit the levy, at the town gates, of octroi, chooiigi, or other cess or 
duty on the aforesaid articles, ' imported for actiiah consumption, therein, ' into 
towns the , population of which exceeds.- 5,000 inhabitants. Provided also that 
nothing in this- Article shall be held' to debar the Nawab of Balia walpnr from levy 
ing such duties on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or other intoxicating drug or 
preparation as he may consider necessary for excise ' purposes. , 

Article 3. 

The Nawab of Bahawalpnr - agrees to prevent the importation into, and con- 
sumption within, the Bahawalpnr State of any salt whatever other than salt oi3 
wJdch duty has been levied by the British Government. The Nawab of Baha- 
walpiir agrees also, if so required by the British Government, to prohibit the 
export from his State into British territory of bhang, ganja, spirits, opiiim, or 
other intoxicating drug or preparation. 

Article 4. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exivSt wdthin the Bahawalpnr 
State at the time when this Agreement conies into force, the Nawab of Bahawal- 
pur will, if so required by the British Government, take possession of such stocks, 
and will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the 
British Government at such equitable valuation as may be fixed by His Highness, 
in concurrcmoe with the Political Agent, or of paying to the said Agent such duty, 
not exceeding two rupees eight annas per maiind on such salt, as the Governor- 
General in Council may fix. In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting 
the latter alternative, they shall be allo’wed to retain the salt on which duty so 
provided may be paid, but not otherwise. 

Article 5. 

The losses of salt manufacturers in the Bahawalpnr State, consequent on the 
suppression of local salt-works hereinbefore provided for, having been consider- 
ed in concert by the British and Bahawalpur Governments, the British Govern- 
ment hereby agree to pay to the Nawab of Bahawalpur a lump sum of Bupees one 
thousand and two him died (Bupees 1,200) as compensation to the said manu- 
facturers, and the Nawab of Bahawalpur agrees to distribute the w^hoie of the 
said sum, in consultation with the Political Ageiit, amongst the said persons in 
such wise as may be most equitable. 

Article 6. 

In consideration of the due and efiectual observance by the Nawab of Baha- 
walpur of all the stipulations herembef ore provided, the British Government 
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agree to pay to His Highness yearly the sum o£ Rupees eighty thousand lEupeea 
8Cj000), in half-yearly instalments, the first instalment to be paid after the expira« 
tioii of six months from the date on which this Agreement comes into force.

Agreement between the Secretary of State for India in Council and the 
Bahawalpur Darbar for the construction, maintenance and working of 
the Khanfur-Chachran Railway,— 1912. 

This Indenture made the 21st day of August 1912 between the Secretary of 
State for India in Council (herein called the Secretary of State) of the one part, 
and the Bahawalpur Darbar of the other part. 

Whereas a line of Railway situated in territory lying in the Native State of 
Bahawalpur and about 23‘27 miles in length is to be constructed on the 
standard gauge from Khanpur on tbe North Western Railway to Chachran. 

x4.ik 1 whereas the Secretary of State and the Bahawalpur Darbar have agreed 
that the said Darbar shall supply all the funds necessary for construction, ex- 
clusive of rolling-stock, with the stores, plant and machinery pertaining thereto 
and of electric telegraph with the a|)pliances appertaining thereto and that the 
Government of India shall construct and through the Agency of North Western 
Railway maintain and work the said line of Railway from Khanpur to Ciijicliran 
upon the terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now this Indenture witnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as folloWvS : — 

1 . “ The North Western Railway means the Railway worked by the Secre- 
tary of State under the control of the Manager,"^ North Yfestern Railway, and 
any alterations and additions that may, from time to time during the continuanre 
of this contract, be made in or to the said Railway by or with the sancHon of the 
Secretary of State.

phic appliances used or to be used thereon.' 

'3. *tThe Amalgamated Undertaking ’’ means the North Western Eailway ” 
and “ tie' Khanpiir Glmchraii Railway ’’ (as defined above- in clauses 1 and 2 res- 
pectively)' taken as- a wliole the intention being that these two Railways under tics 
terms' hereinafter co3itained in this agreement should be '%¥orked together as if 
the two constitnted but a single Railway.., 

A Gross receipts’” mean and include when not otherwise stated all receipts 
.from coaching and goods traffic'. and' from telegraphs all sums received as rents and 
all other receipts usually treated as Eailway Revenue. 

5. This agreement shall be taken to have commenced and as having come 
into force upon 1st January 1911 and shall be subject to revision froiii time to 
time and shall be and remain in force until 1935, and shall be terminable then 
or on the 1st January or the 1st July in any 5-ear thereafter on six niooths’ previ- 
ous notice in writing being given by either party to this agreeiiieiit to the other 
but without prejudice to the rights of either party against the other In res]>eet of 
any covenant herein contained which may have been previously brokcoi, 

6. The North Western Eailway shall survey and select the best alignment 
available for the construction of the Ehanpur-Chachran Eailway and shall pre- 
pare an estimate of its cost ; such alignment and estimate of cost being subject 
to the approval of the Balia walpur Darbar and to the final sanction of the Secre- 
tary of State. 

1, The expenses of supervision of the construction of the Khanpur-Chachran 
Eailway and wmrks and commission on all stores provided by the Secretary of 
State for the said Eailway and wmrks shall be j)aicl by the Darbar to the Secre- 
tary of State at the following rates : — 

I. For onlinary Egimermg works, — 1-| per cent, for tools and plant plus 
cost of extra supervision, if any, actually engaged. 

II. For work done in the Locomotwe Shops mid oilier Factories^ Prim- 
ing Press , — 10 per cent, on cost of stores plus 17 per cent, on cost 
of out-turn exclusive of those stores. 

III. For stores sold, both English and Indian . — 10 per cent, on book value of 
stores -plus actual cost of freight as .nearly as it can be ascertained or 
estimated plti.syin the case of stor from England obtained for the 
Khanpur-Chachran Railway^ actual charges incurred on account of 
wharfage fees and for loading and unloading. In the case of stores 
originally imported for the North Western Eailway, but subsequent- 
ly issued to the .Khanpur-Ghachran Railway an aclditional charge of, 
2 per cent, will be made for departmental supervision in England, 
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Tills charge will also be made in tlie case of stores imported from Eng- 
land for the Khanpnr-Chachran Bailway. 

IF. InterlocJdng and Signal gear.— 12i per cent, as prescribed in GoYeimmont 
of India, Public Works Department, No. 1380 R. S. of 19tli August 
1899, taken manufactured in the LaJwre, Engineering Shops. 

8. The Bahawalpnx Darbar shall supply all funds necessary to complete the 
construction of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway as may from time' to ti'me be 
required by the Secretary of State. 

, (a)" The Secretary ■ of State shall, through the Agency of the North Western 
. Kailway, construct the Khaiipur-Chachran Railway An a' peiinaneiit 
and substantial manner of first class and durable materials accord^ 
ing to the standard of the North. Western Railway,, and shall from' 
the funds of the said Darbar furnish it with such stores, plant, machi- 
nery and equipment as may be necessary for working the traffic. Steel 
flat-footed rails 60 lbs. to the yard shall be adopted and deodar sleep- 
ers of the same specification as are used on the main line of the North 
Western Railway. 

(5) The Secretary of State shall provide the necessary electric telegraph and 
a;ppliances, 

(c) The Secretary of State shall with all reasonable despiitch construct and 
make ready for o|)ening the Khanpur-Chachran Railway and if possible 
shall open such Railway within two years from the date of this agree- 
ment. 

9. All charges in connection with maintenance of Way and Works will be taken 
over by the North Western Railway from the date of completion of all works in 
accordance with the provision made in the construction estimate lor the line and 
for the purposes of assuming liability for mamtcnance charges. The date of 
opening will not necessarily be recognised as the date of completion of the line. 

10. During the continuance of this agreement the North Western Railway 
shall efficiently maintain the Khanpur-Chachran Railway and keep the same 
supplied with roiling stock, plant and machinery, in good order as if it were jiar& 
of the North \Vester,a Railway and shall do all in their power to develop the traffic 
on the Khanpur-Chachran Railway and shall manage, use and work the Khan- 
pur-Cliachran Railway and shall convey traffic thereon. 

11. The Secretary of State shall be sole judge as to the standard of main- 
tenance to be required and the Revenue Accounts provided for in clause 28 fol- 
lowing shall not be considered as finally closed and made up until such time asj 
the maintenance is certified to by the Inspecting Officer appointed under the Indiar 
Railways Act IX of 1890 or any subsisting statutory modification thereof as hair- 
ing been brought up to the standard required and the whole cost of the same debit- 
able to Revenue has been duly charged ofi. 

12. The North W^estern Railway shall be responsible for all accidents and for 
loss and damages of every .kii.id (including claims fo.r lost or damaged goods) that 
ghail occur upon the Khanpur-Chachran Railway except accidents, loss or damage 
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caused, by an extraorclinaiy casualty not due to defects in tbe construction or to 
the iiiaiiitenaiice or working of tbe said Klianpur-Ciiacbran Hallway by tbe Xortb 
Western Hail way. Sboiild^ aaiy of the. permanent works such as bridges, stations, 
buildings, or other works upon the- Ehanpur-Cha.cLnm^'R fail from causes 

' beyond the control of the North Western' Railway' or ' should any extraordinary 
casualty occur the case must be .regarded as exceptional and the cost of construc- 
tion or repiacement must be charged to Capital or Revenue or dmded between 
them as may be deemed by the Secretary of ' State proper according to- the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

13. ill subsequent works and alterations chargeable to Capital and the Capital 
share of such works and alterations as may be chargeable partly to Capital and 
partly to Revenue and w^hich may from time to time be agreed upon between the 
North Western Railway and the Bahawaipur Barbar as necessary for the efficient 
working of the Khanpur-G%acffiran Railw^ay shall be carried out by the North 
Western Railway at the expense of the Bahawaipur Barbar. 

14. The Secretary of State may from time to time by notice in writing require 
the carrying out of any alteration or improvement in the .Khanpur-Chachran 
Railway or any addition thereto that may in his opinion be necessary for the 
safety of [passengers or for the safety of the public or for the effectual working of 
the Khanpiir-Chacliran Railway. Such notice shall specify the alteration, im- 
provement, or addition requii*ed and shall also in general terms describe the works 
to be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration, improvement or 
addition. 

15. Any moneys required by the North Western Railw.ay for any purpose 
properly chargeable to the Balia wn-lpiir Barbar in connection with the Khan- 
pur-Chachran Railway and sanctioned under clauses 12 or 13 or required by the 
Secretary of State under clause 14 shall be provided by the Bahawaipur Barbar 
according to such arrangements as shall from time to time be made between the 
Bahawaipur Barbar and the Secretary of State. The incidence of the cost of all 
works to be constructed shall be decided before the work is commenced. 

16. Tlie area of the land required for the Khanpur-Chachran Railway whether 
during or after construction shall be provided free of cost by the Native State 
concHjrned. Tiie North Western Railway shall occupy such land during the period 
of this agreoment but for purposes in connection with the Khanpur-Chachran 
Raiiw^ay tlie North Western Railway shall not acquire either absolutely or for 
any limited extent any land situate in Bahawaipur territory or any rights or ease- 
ments m, over or in respect of any land so situate. The expression land ’’ in- 
cludes as regards the operation of this clause buildings, lands and ail other here- 
ditaments of whatever description.

from the Bahawalpur Darbar. 

20. The North Western Railway shall book goods and passengers from all 
stations upon the line of the Khanpur-Chachran Railway to all such stations 
upon other lines of Railway as the North Western Railway now or shall from time 
to time interchange traffic with and shall otherwise extend to the traffic on the 
Khanpur-Chacliran Railway all privileges, facilities and booking arrangements 
now or hereafter used or enjoyed by the North Western Railway in connection 
with other lines of Railway. 

21. The North Western Railway shall charge such rates, fares and toils and 
shall make such rules, conditions and arrangements in respect of the traffic on the 
said Khanpur-Chachran Railway as are now in force or shall be from time to time 
within the powers of the Manager,* North Western Railway, to introduce on the 
North Western Railway.

Terms of agreement subject to the confirmation of the Secretary of State in 
Council between the British Governnaent and the Governments of His Highness 
the Nawab of Bahawalpur and His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner regarding 
the irrigation of the tracts commanded and economically irrigable from the Ghana 
Reach of the Sutlej River and from the Panjnad Reach of the Chenab River. 

1. The Project to be drawn out under the exclusive control of the British 
Government on the general basis of taking the waters specified in paragraph 4(A) 
below to the areas hereinafter specified. 

2. The original designs for the canal works will be drawn out under the sole 
direction of the British Government, every possible attention being given to the 
wishes of the two States concerned as to the precise direction and position of the 
canals: provided .that they are consistent with sound engineering principles.

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5. Tlie land required for the canals and works in connection with them shall 

be made over by the Croveminent of each State traversed according to its own 
asage, all payments being made, in the case of land required for another party, 
by the British 'Government in accordance with the regulations in force in the 
territory in which the land is required, the amount being dealt with as a part 
.oh the expenditure on the work concerned. ■ ■ 

6. Compensation will be paid for any building or house injured by the works. 

7. The entire cost of the head-works and connected works, inclusive of the 
cost subsequent to 1st January 1920 of any further surveys and of the prepara- 
tion of the project, shall be borne by the British Government and the two States 
concerned in proportion to the equivalent perennial authorised canal capacity 
alioeated to the parties concerned at the respective headworks. For the purpose 
of evaluating the equivalent authorised capacity one cusec of non-perennial 
capacity shall be deemed to be equivalent to *75 of a cusec of perennial 
capacity. 

Not JB.— S urveys do not include rectanguiation for distribution purposes. 

8. Each party will defray the entire expenditure on its own canals. 

9. The States concerned shall supply annually to meet the cost of construction, 
while the works ate in progress, a proportion of the estimated annual outlay on 
the various headworks and river training works according to their share of the 
total equivaleiii-t authorised canal capacity at these works as well as the whole 
of the funds required for the canals constructed on their behalf. 

10. On the completion of the works an account will be drawn out by the British 
Government of the actual expenditure and a final statement will be prepared of 
the exact sum due from the several States concerned when each State will pay 
or receive back any difierence between its actual payments year by year and 
its ultimate share of the cost. 

11. The above account of total cost will include the proper charges for surveys, 
establishment, etc., whether incurred by the British or either of the other Govern- 
ments concerned ; and credit will be given to each State for payments made by 
it directly, 

12. Copies of such parts of the British accounts of the expenditure on con- 
struction will be furnished periodically to the Governments of the States concerned, 
so far as may be desired by them, and the States themselves will similarly furnish 
periodically accounts of any expenditure incurred by them directly. 

13. The seigniorage to be paid by the Bikaner State to the British Goveriimeiit 
on the water supplied will be at a rate not exceeding one-tenth of the average 
water rate on the British Perennial Canal from the Gharra taken at lis. 6-8 in the 
project at the commencement of irrigation. 

14. The sum to be paid for each crop will be calculated on the area obtained 
by multiplying the mean discharge at the head of the Bikaner Canal during 
the crop and duties of 83*3 and 176 acres per cusec for Kharil and Rabi, 
respectively. 
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15» "¥0 , seigniorage will be demanded iintil the eleventh year after, the' admis- 
sion of water into the Bikaner Canal and as long' as the profits from .the British 
Perennial Canal from the Charra shall be- so small as would render the' seigniorage 
rate of 10 per cent, of the average water rate , per acre inidiily high, snch seig- 
niorage shall be proportionately reduced at the discretion of the British Govern*, 
inent« 

16. In cases of any falling ofi in the seasonal supply of water avaiable in the 
river the^ British Government and the other States will share the actual supply 
according to the original shares fixed and th'eBtates shall have no claim for com** 
pensation from the. British Government- on. account of any such reduction of the 

supply. 

17. The British Government will have full and exclusive control of the clia- 
tribution of supplies at the canal, heads and the Head Gauge Eegisters with.: dis- 
charges observed shall be held to be the authoritative data for calculating the 
quantity of water supplied. 

If for purposes of accuracy of gauging and avoiding the influence of silt at 
the actual canal head the regulating gauge is placed a certain distance down the 
canal, the data obtained shall be taken to fulfill the conditions of the head gauge. 

18. No party will have any claim for restitution of water not used by it when 
available. 

19. The several parties shall pay the same share of the animal charges for 
the maintenance including extensions and improvements of the canal works as 
they pay of the first cost of the works and provide the funds annually as 
required. 

20. The original construction of the canals with collateral works including 
distributaries shall be carried out by and under the control of a Chief Engineer 
appointed by the British Government whose sole charge shall be the con- 
struction and working of this project, and separate Superintending Engineers shall 
be appointed for each State. 

21. The maintenance and management of the headworks with their connected 
works and in the case of Bikaner the Main Line down to the State border shall 
rest entirely in the hands of the British Government. 

22. The British Government undertake to maintain and to manage the canals 
and their distributaries on behalf of the States concerned for the first tliree years 
after their completion, but each State will distribute the supply from the outlets 
through its own Revenue Staff. After this period the system shall be handed 
over to the State, subject to the proviso that this period may be extended at the 
option of the State concerned. 

23. On the initiation of construction, a programme of colonigsation shall be 
drawn up between the Chief Engineer and the Colonization Officer of the State, 
and the construction programme, as far as possible, shall be regulated to meet 
the requirements of the Colonization Officer. 

24* During the period of construction^ and the period of management referred 
to in paragraph 22 the details, of superintendence, powers of local officers and 
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o.thei* ma.ttors comected with, the maEagexaent' ■shall be settled, by the Punjab 
(iovemmeiit and the Gevemiiaent of the ..States, concerned, subject to the con- 
firmation of the Govemiiient of India. 

25. For purposes of administration the. Canal ■ Act, VIII of 1873, suitably 
modified shall be introduced by each State ■ and ofienders against the Act shall 
be made over by the canal officers for trial to the officers of the Goveriiiiieiit in 
whose territory the ofience was committed. ■ ■ . 

26. The misceUaneouB produce, such as wood and grass, etc., on joint head- 
works will be shared by the parties concerned' m -proportion to their share in the 
first cost. 

27. The British Government reserves to itself the right of extending or alter- 
ing the river works at any time in, any way it pleases, on the imderstanding that 
the share of the water first assigned to the parties under this agreeme,iit shall not 
be diminished without their assent being obtained. 

28. Until the State Canals have been handed over to the respective States 
for management it shall be the duty of the officers in charge to pay due atten- 
tion to any representations of the Governments of the States concerned or of 
their officers and to carry out their wishes as far as may be practicable or advis- 
able. 

29. Provided that the supplies assured to Bahawalpur under this agreement 
are not reduced, the British Government, if it desires to do so, may take a canal 
from above the weir on the Panjnad into Sind. 

On the assumption that a capacity of 7,500 cusecs will be required for Sind 
a share of the cost of the Panjnad Head Works equal to will be borne by 
the British Government whether the canal is constructed for that tract or not* 

If the canal is constructed the entire cost of construction of the canal will be 
borne by the British Government. 

30. In ease of any difierence of opinion arising between any officer of the 
States concerned and the British Canal Officers on any matter relating to the 
management of the canal, it shall ordinarily be settled between the Government 
of the States and the Chief Engineer and in the event of their difiering it shall 
be referred to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab for decision. 

31. If any difierence of opinion shall arise between the Government of either 
of the States concerned and the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab as to the 
construction of this Agreement or any matter under it, a reference may be made to 
the Governor- General in Council, whose decision shall be final 

32. If within 4 months of receipt of debit, the States do not provide their share 
of the funds necessary for carrying out the works, for the proper maintenance 
of the Headworks and connected works and in the case of Bikaner, for the Bikaner 
Main Line also, the British Government shall have the power to stop or restrict 
supplies, until such time as payment is made. 

S3. The Governor-General in Council will at all times be ready to receive any 
f^esmtation from the Government of any of the States concerned, if such Gov- 
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emiaent considers that the spirit of the present proposals are from any cause not 
iiilly acted up to by the officers. of the Punjab Government on •whom the immediate 
duty, of .carrying them out will devolve.. '■ 

S4. If at any time it is found .. desirable for the more efficient worldng of the; 
canal system to store water on the Beas it shall be optional for the three parties 
to share, the cost of the storage in proportion to the benefits to be received by them*

Tbe Ei|bt ilonoraHe Governor-General baving resolved to bestow certain 
lands on tire Rajah of Jlieend, as a mark of consideration for Ms attaeliiiieiit and 
services to .the Britisb' during' the late war witli-tbe Lahore' State, anci' the Rajah 
of Jheend having requested that he may at the same time receive a renewed assiir- 
a 3 ice of protection and guarantee of his rights in his former possessions, the Gov- 
ernor-General is pleased to confer this assurance in the form of a Siiimnd or Grant 
. as folio wSj in order that the Maharajah and his, successors after him may, with 
perfect confidence, continue to exercise the same rights and, authority in liis posses- 
sions as heretofore. 

The Maharajah's ancient hereditary estates, according to annexed Schedule, 
shall continue for ever in the possession of himself and his successors, with all 
Government rights thereto belonging of Police jurisdiction and collection of revenue 
as heretofore. The Maharajah’s chaharumians, feudatories, adherents, and 
dependants will continue bound in their adherence and obligations to the Rajah 
as heretofore. His Highness will exert himself to do justice, and to promote the 
welfare and happiness of his subjects, while they, on their part, considering the 
Rajah as their true and rightful lord, must obey him and Ms successors accord- 
ingly, and pay the revenue punctually and be always ^lealous to promote the 
cultivation of their lands, and testify their loyalty and obedience. The Maha- 
rajah has relinquished for himself and his successors for ever all right to levy 
excise and transit duties which have been abolished throughout the Jheend terri- 
tory. His Highness also binds himself and his successors to the suppression of 
suttee, infanticide, and slave-dealing within his territories. If, unknown to the 
Maharajah’s authorities, any persons should be guilty of these acts, the Maha- 
rajah's authorities will, on conviction, punish them with such severity as to deter 
others. The British Government will never demand from the Maharajah and 
his successors and their dependants above named any thing in the way of tribute 
or revenue or commutation in lieu of troops or otherwise, for the reason that His 
Highness will ever continue as heretofore sincerely devoted to the service and 
interests of the British. The British authorities will not entertain complaints 
of the Maharajah’s subjects or dependants, or interfere with the Maharajali’s 
authority. Should an enemy approach from any quarter to this side the Beas 
or Sutlej, for the purpose of conquering this country, the Rajali will Join the British 
Army with his forces, and exert himself in expelling the enemy and act under 
discipline and obedience, and in time of war place the resources of his 
at the disposal of the British Government. His Highness engages to have made 
and to keep in repairs, through his own officers, the military roads through his 
territory for the passage of British troops from Umballa and other stations to 
Ferozepore, of a width and elevation to be determined on by the Engineer Officer 
charged with the duty of laying down the roads. His Highness will also appoint 
encamping ground for British troops at the different stages, which shall be marked 
off, so that there be no dlaims made hereafter on account of damaged crops.

Translation of a Sanab regarding Possession of Terbitort granted to the 
Raja of Jhinb by His Excellency tlie Viceroy and. Governor-Gene tlii, 

' of I'ndiAj, dated tile 5tli May - 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the snn of the everlasting British Empire 
and supremacy in this Country of - India, the acts of loyalty and devotion to GoV“ 
ernmeiit of Farzand-i-dilband-i-Rasikh-ul-i ^tikad-i-Daulat-i-Inglisia (the beloved 
and firmly faithful son of the English Empire) Raja Sahib Samp Siiigii Bahadur 
and ancestors and predecessors of -the said Raja, on occasions of war and battle, 
etc., have become fully conspicuous ; accordingly as a reward for these good sei - 
vices and aid and assistance with troops and supplies, etc., they have always 
been distinguished and exalted by* the powerful British Government by , being 
granted territory and titles and raised in degrees of honour and dignity. Parti - 
cularly in the year 1857 A.D., during the days of the insurrection and mutiny 
of wretched persons the Raja Sahib Bahadur rendered and displayed worthy 
and conspicuous services which surpassed his previous achievements. Therefore, 
in recognition of such approved services, the powerful British Government, by 
way of Royal favour and kindness, has conferred on the Raja Sahib Bahadur 
some territory and additional title for generation after generation and descendant 
after descendant. The Raja Sahib Bahadur has applied for a renewal of the 
Sanad regarding his ancestral territory as well as that granted to him previously 
and now by the powerful Government. In view of this His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General is pleased to approve of the grant of the present Smiad 
by way of treaty with the conditions entered below as a memorable document : — 

■ Clause T. 

, According to the list annexed to this Sanad, the Raja Sahib Bahadur and 
bis successors will, in the present and future time, exercise sovereignty, with peace 
of mind and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over his ances- 
tral possessions and the dominions bestowed on him by the Britisli Government 
and consider the territory granted to him by the British Government in recogni- 
tion of his good services as his ancestral territory with all powers and rights, internal 
and external. All powers great and small, administrative and criminal and in 
respect of the produce of revenue, etc., will, as heretofore, remain permanently 
vested In the power and control of the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors 
generation after generation and descendant after descendant at present and iu 
future for ever and in perpetuity ; and (iiis) brothers, zailclars, feudatories, Jagir- 
dars and dependants will, according to old custom, obey the orders and commands 
of the Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 

Clause II. 

The powerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on account 
of viamram, land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, compensation on 
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' aeco'iiEt of troopSj ■etc.,; or, on .any other -plea whatever, in the present or future, 
from the Eaja S,aMl) ,, Bahadur, ; his saecessors, dependants, 'brothers, Zaildars, 
Jagirdars or feudatories, 'except as provided in.'. Clause HI. 

Clausb in. 

As an additional Eoyal favour and having .regard to the ^ loyalty and devo- 
^ tion of the Eaja Baliib Bahadur the powerful Government desires that this terri- 
tory should always. remain under the sovereignty of, this family*. Therefore; 'the 
power of adoption 'is granted for ever to- the' said Eaja Sahib and his snccessors 
so that in ease there is no lineal descendant, they may,ior the purpose of perpe- 
tuating the line of Chiefship, adopt a successor, according to their own choice, 
from among the des<^endants of the Phulkian family. The powerful Government 
cordially accepts and agrees to this. The powerful Government also grants per- 
mission that in case — may God forbid-— the Eaja on the Masnad should suddenly 
die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor, the Maharaja 
Sahib of Patiala and the Eaja Sahib of Nabha, in concert "with the Commissioner 
Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the Phulkian family and place 
him on the Masnad. In that case mmmm to the extent of one-third of the 
income of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British Gov- 
ernment by the Jhind State. 

Clause IV. 

In the year 1847 an agreement regarding the infliction of capital punishment 
after reference to the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur and the prevention of female 
infanticide, Sati and slavery, etc., was obtained from the said Eaja Sahib. That 
is now cancelled, and absolute power by all means regarding the infliction of 
capital punishment, etc., in his territory, according to old custom, is granted to 
the Eaja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. Similarly with regard to pxmishing 
subjects of the powerful British Government committing crime and apprehended 
in the territory of the Jhind State, the Eaja Sahib Bahadur and his successors 
aie granted power in accordance with the provisions of the despatch No. 3, dated 
1st June 1836, from the Honourable Court of Directors at the Capital, London. 
The Eaja Sahib Bahadur will exert himself by every possible means in promo- 
ting the weKare of his people and the happiness of his subjects and in redress- 
ing the grievances of the oppressed and injured in the proper way. He will 
prevent in his territory female infanticide, Bati and slavery, which are opposed 
to the principles of justice and equity towards the people, in accordance with the 
provisions of the former Banad. In the event of any person at any time com- 
mitting the above mentioned prohibited crimes without the knowledge of the 
officials of the Eaja Sahib, the latter will inflict' ■; deterrent punishment on him. 

Clause V. 

The Eaja Sahib and Ms successors will never fail in their faithful and devoted ; 
obedience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors. 
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■ Clause VI. 

' If: at any time any hostile troops with mischievons intention should appear 
in his neighhoiirhood from any side or direction, the Ea,ja Sahib Bahadur will 
along with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operate with the English; 
in repelling' them in accordance with past practice. He will exert himself, to 
the utmost of his resources, in providing supplies, grains, etc., and transport accord" 
iiig to the requisitions of British officers. 

. Clause VII. ; 

Complaints against the Raja Sahib from his subjects, Miiafidars, Jagirdais, 
dependants, brothers and servants, etc., will on no account be listened to by the 
powerful British Government. 

Clause VIII. 

With regard to internal management and the affairs of the brothers house- 
hold and relatives, the rules and arrangements made by the Raja Sahib Bahadur 
will always be respected and not interfered with by the powerful British Govern- 
ment. 

Clause IX. 

On the occasion of the construction and repair of roads in his territory the 
Raja Sahib Bahadur will, in accordance with the written communication of the 
Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange, from his own territory, through hn.fdms 
and officials of Parganas, according to former customs, for the materials required 
on payment ; and at the time of the construction of a rail-road or other roads 
the Raja Sahib Bahadur will concede, free of charge, land that comes under roads 
in the same way as he has done for the Imperial road. 

Clause X. 

The Raja Sahib will always pursue the course of obedience and loyalty to the 
powerful Government who will likewise continue to uphold His Honour, respect^ 
rank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

The Rajah and his successors will exercise the" same rights, privileges, and 
prerogatives in this newly-acquired territory as he at present enjoys in his ances- 
tral possessions, according to the terms of the Siinnud, dated 5tli May 1860, and 
signed by His Excellency Earl Canning, Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

Article 3. 

The Rajah and his successors will continue to maintain the same loyal rela- 
tions with the British Government, and to fulfil the same obligations, with regard 
to this newly-acquired territory, as were imposed on him by the terms of the 
Sunnud, dated 5th May 1860, relating to the Rajah’s ancestral possessions.

Amended Terms of Agreement between the British Government and the 
State of Jind, for regulating the supply of water for irrigation from the 
Western Jumna Canal, executed at Simla on behalf of the British 
Government by C. L. Tupper, Esq., Chief Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of the Punjab, duly empowered by His Excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor-General in Council, and at Sangrub on behalf of the 
Jind State by Sardar Ratan Singh, President, Council of Regency, 
duly empowered by His Highness the Raja of Jind, — 1892. 

The terms of agreement * executed on the 29th April 1875 are hereby cancelled. 

2. In lieu of the outs from the ca.nal, by means of which irrigation w'as originally 
effected, ten main distributaries with proper masonry heads taking out of the 
Hansi Branch of the Western Jumna Canal, and four masonry heads for water- 
courses taking out of the Butana distributary, shall be provided for the irriga- 
tion of tlie State from the Western Jumna Canal. 

3. The said distributaries and the said water-course heads taking out of the 
Butana distributary shall be constructed at the cost of the British Government, 
but when completed shall be handed over to the Jind State, with the exception 
of the masonry heads and the portions of the channels within canal limits, 

4. The distributaries so made over shall be kept in repair by the Jind State, 
a deduction being made on this account from the annual charge for water. The 
deduction shall be calculated at a certain rate for irrigated area fixed with refer- 
ence to the average cost per acre for maintenance of distributaries elsewhere in 
British territories.

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5, So soon as the, ten .main distributaries- taking out from the Hansi Branoli 
are made over to the Jind-Statej the- British Canal Officer shall tliciiceforth 'exer- 
cise no ■ interference; in regard to the internal inanageineiit and the distribution 
of, water -.from ,them,.nor sha,ll he, -unless at the rec|uest,.or' with the co.ns6iit of the 
Jind Canal Officer,' reduce the supply entering the heads, provided the full gauge 
readings specified in Article 7 be not exceeded ; but the British Canal Olhcer 
shall have full power to 'shut off or to reduce the, supply entering the Hansi Branch 
ii Oder the following circumstances 

(a) As part of a general - closure of the Western Junina Canal for necessary 
or emergent repairs, of which due notice will be published in the P'tmjab 
Gazette for closures of more than ten days duration. 

ih) For purpose of repairs to any canal work or for usual or necessary silt 
clearances on the Hansi Branch. 

(c) On occasions of excessive rainfall or general reduction of the demand 

for canal water, that may render a reduction of the supply necessary, 
either for the safety of the canal banks or works or to prevent undue 
flooding or waste of water. 

(d) For the purpose of a more eflective distribution of the supply available 

for the distributaries on the New Main Line, and for the Delhi and 
Hansi Branches and the Butana distributary, all closures and reduc- 
tions of the supply to the Hansi Branch being as far as possible com- 
pensated for by an immediately previous or subsequent increase of 
the supply which would otherwise be due to that branch. 

(e) In the event of the supply available for the distributaries on the New 

Main Line and for the Delhi and Hansi Branches and Butana distri- 
butary falling below the demand, in which case the supply to the 
Hansi Branch shall either be rateably reduced or shall be regulated 
as provided in Clause (d) of this Article. 

As long previous notice as possible shall be given to the Jind Canal Officer 
of all closures or reductions of the supply ordered under Clauses (a), (b), (d), and (c). 

Immediate notice of all closures or reductions of the supply ordered under 
Clause (e) shall also be given to the Jind Canal Ofiicer, who will be consulted as 
to the length of the period during which the reduction of the supply should be 
maintained. ^ 

6. The British Canal Officer shall have full power to shut off or reduce the 
supply to the Butana distributary at his discretion in accordance with the exi- 
gencies of irrigation, and the outlets provided on that distributary for the irriga- 
tion of Jind territory shall be subject to such periodical and special closures as 
may be ordered from time to time for British outlets in accordance with Rule 15, 
passed under Act VIII of 1873, due intimation of such orders being given to the 
elind Canal Officer, but no closure shall be ordered on account of alleged wastage 
of water owing to disrepair of irrigating channels. 
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. 7 . Tlie distailjiitari^^^^ be constrncte'd of sufficient "capacity, wlicui riniiiiiig 
to a full, gauge, to imgate, in eoiiibination .witb tbe four water-courses from tli«3 
Biitaiia clistribatary, an aggregate area, of 60,000- (sixty tlionsancl) acres per 
anuiiin, but in order to compensate ioiv- all irregnlaritk^^ or deficiencies in tiie 
supply passed into -them, the 'annual charge for the water supplied shall be rah 
ciliated on an irrigated area of 50,000 {fifty 'tbousand) acres only, and no c-Iaiuis 
shall be raised by the., Jind .State for reduction of such annual charge on the groiuKis 
of.shoit supply;. t 

8. Gauges shall be placed at the head of each distributary for the. deterri.ihia“ 
tion of full supplies, tlie zero of the gauge in each case being placed on the level 
of the bed of the- distributary. The following gauge readings shall be held to 
represent full supplies in the case of each distributary : —

No. I distributary having been constructed to carry double the full supply 
sufficient for the irrigation of the area dependent on it shall be closed at the head 
during every alternative w^eek or other convenient interval of time and shall be 
opened in the corresponding alternative intervals* The remaining nine distri- 
butaries shall be allowed to run constantly, subject to temporary closures of the 
Hansi Branch under Article 5 of this agreement* Every distributary, when open, 
shall be entitled to as full a supply as the supply in the Hansi Branch will permit 
without being headed up, provided that the above-mentioned gauge readings 
shall, in no case, be exceeded. 

8(a). The heads of all the Jind distributaries shall remain under the sole con- 
trol of the British Canal Offi.cer, who will arrange for the maintenance of the supply 
in each at the gauge indented for by the Jind Canal Officer, if not in excess of the 
full supply gauge reading prescribed in Article 7 and, as far as the available depth 
of water in the Hansi Branch will permit.

The Jiiid 'State sliall make 
all clea.ran.ces of .these channels 'as nearly as may be in- conformity with the levels 
and cross-sections -thus -indicated, and shall not increase .the capacity of any of 
the - channels- beyond .. the limits., indicated - by the said diaphragms witlioiifc th(3 
consent of the British. Government, ' The British Canal Officers shall -be at liberty 
to inspect the said diaphragms and to repair them at the cost of the B,ritish CfOverp.- : 
ment should they be found to require it. 

10. The amount payable annually by the Jind State for the supply of water 
for irrigation shall be calculated on an area of 50,000 (fifty thousand) acres, the 
rate per acre being the average of some few years of measured irrigation in lands 
similarly situated in British territory, but the ainount shall be subject to deduc- 
tion on account of— 

(1) Cost of repairs and maintenance of distributaries as provided in Article 4. 

(2) Reduction of canal establishment resulting from the transfer of sole 

management of the distributaries to the State. 

(3) Fees to Lambardars and Patwaris at the rate of 5 (five) per cent, on the 

amount payable, 

Mote. — The net amount payable by the State, after making the stipulated deductions, 
has been fixed for the present at Rs. 1,05,500 (one hundred and five thousand five hundred) 
as detailed below. The rate of 2-4 (two and four- tenths) rupees per acre was obtained by 
striking a mean for five years ending 1883-84 of actual realizations per acre irrigated in the 
Jind State -

a rateable reduction shall be . made in the amount payable by the State ; and 
in the event of the rates being increased, a rateable incre^ise shall be dcmandable 
from the State. 

12. In case of any difference of opinion arising between any officers of the 
Jind State and the British Canal Officers relating to the supply of water, it shall 
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be referred to the Lieutenaiit-G-OYeriior of the Punjab, whose decision shall be 
final.

Agreement for the construction of a Line of Telegraph from Maleb 

Kotla to Sangbub,-— 1893. 

Whereas the State of Jind is desirous of having a line of telegraph constructed 
from Maler Kotla to Sangrur to be worked in connection with the British lines of 
telegraph, the following terms are agreed upon by W. R, Brooke, Esquire, Director- 
General of Telegraphs, on the part of the British Government duly empowered by 
the Y'meroy and Governor -General of India in Council on that behalf, and by Sardar 
Rattan Singh, duly empowered by the Government of the Jind State on that behalf : — 

I. The British Government agrees to construct for the Jind State a line of 
telegraph consisting of one wire to be carried on suitable supports to be erected 
between Maler Kotla and Sangrur at a cost 'of rupees two thousand (Rs. 2,000) 
more or less, the Jind State supplying the supports and distributing them free 
of charge, and the Jind State agrees to pay to the British Government the cost 
of the line as the money may be required. 
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IL; Tlie line so constructed shall be called the Jiiid Branch Telegraph Line. 

III. With the consent of the' Governor-General in Council extra wires may' 
at any time be added by the Telegraph Department ' for the Jind State on ' terms '■ 
and conditions to be agreed upon at the time between the Jind State and the 
Government of India, 

; IW The Jind Branch Telegraph Extension nhall be kept in efficient repaiFj- 
managed and worked entirely by the officers of the Telegraph Department of 
the Government of India. '■ It shall not be dismantled without the con.sent of 
the Government of British India, But- should it at 'any time be given up the 
value of those of the materials of which it is composed which were supplied by 
the Telegraph Department shall be refunded to the Jind State, less the cost of 
dismantling and returning them into store. 

¥. The State of Jind shall pay annually to the British Government to (30ver 
the cost of repairs and maintenance a sum calculated at the rate of 2| per cent, 
per annum on the capital expenditure and also Es. 5 per mile of wire to cover 
cost of line establishment and minor charges of the Telegraph between Maler 
Kotla and Sangrur. These rates may be changed at any time hereafter, after 
one year’s notice has been given to the Jind State. 

VI. The entire receipts at the Telegraph Office at Sangrur and at any other 
office opened on the Jind Branch Telegraph Extension shall be credited annually 
to the Jind State and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working the 
said offices shall be debited annually to the Jind State. If the receipts exceed 
the cost of the offices together with the charges under Article V, the surplus shall 
be paid by the British Government to the Jind State, if the cost exceeds the receipts, 
the dffierence shall be paid by the Jind State to the British Government. By 
receipts ” is to be understood the value of the fees levied at the offices aforesaid 
on inland messages and the Indian share of foreign messages despatched from 
the offices aforesaid. 

YII. The accounts of the Jind Branch Telegraph Line and of the offices main- 
tained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State of Jind and the charges and 
balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

YIII. The Jind State shall provide free of rent such accommodation for the 
offices that may be opened on the Jind Branch Telegraph Line as the Director- 
General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same in good 
repair. 

IX. The State of Jind agrees to apply to the Jind Branch Telegraph Line 
the provisions of the British Telegraph Act, XIII of 1885, and such other Acts, 
or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the British Govern- 
ment with reference to telegraphs. 

X. The State of Jind agrees to apply to the Jind Branch Telegraph Line any 
Rules or Regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable to lines 
of telegraph in India-. The British ■ Government will undertake to furnish the 
Jind State with accurate translations of such Acts. Rules and Regulations. . 
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XI, Tile Jind State agrees that the Jind Branch Telegraph Line shall be open 
to the iBspectioii , and supervision of the Director-General of Telegraphs anti of 
any officer dep'iited ' by him for that purpose. 

..■XII,. The British Government agrees that whenever the,, Jind State shall, inci 
occasion to be. dissatisfied with any of the officials employed on the Jind Telegraph 
Offic.e^ and , may wish to remove them from office, such officials shall oii' the applica- 
tion of the, Jind', Durbar, be at once removed and other officers sh,all be' sent to fill 
their place ns soon afterwards , 'as practicable.' , 

XIII. Jurisdiction in regard to offences -against ,the Telegraph Act com,mitt,ed 
in Jind territory by. native subjects of , the British Government or by subjects 
of the Eaja of Jind will be regiilated by Clause IV of the Sanad dated 5th May 
1860, granted to His Highness the. Baja of '.Jind by the British Government. 
European British subjects accused of such offences shall be tried in British Courts, 

XIV. In most urgent cases the Jind State will, during the pleasure of the 
British Government, have the power of ordering the Jind Branch Line to be 
cleared.

Ageeement for the coMstructioB,’ maintenance and working of tke Lubhiafa- 

Dhitsi-Jakhal Eailway by the North. Western ■ Eailway on belialf of 
■ the Maeer Kotla and Jhinb .Darbars, — 1899., ■ , 

This Indenture made the sixth day of September 1899 between the Sbcrk- 
TABY of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of ' State) 
of the one part and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbabs , of the other 
part 

Whereas ^ a line of Eailway situated partly in British territory and partly 
in territory lying in the Native States of Jhind, Maler Kotla and Patiala and 
about} 79 miles in length Is to be constructed on the 5| feet standard gauge from 
Ludhiana on the North "Western Eailway to Dhuri on the Eajpura-Bhatinda' Bail- 
way and from Dhuri to Jakhal on the Southern Punjab Eailway. 

And whereas the Secretary of State and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars 
have agreed that the said Darbars shall supply ail the fund necessary for con- 
struction exclusive of roiling stock with the stores plant and maehmery pertaining 
thereto and of electric telegraph with the appliances appertaining thereto and 
that the Government of India shall construct and through the agency of the North 
Western Eailway maintain and work the said line of Eailway from Ludhiana by 
Dhuri to Jakhal upon the terms and conditions hereinafter contained. 

Now THIS Indenture witnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as 
follows : — 

1. ‘‘ The North Western Eailway means the Eailway worked by the Secre- 
tary of State and now under the control of the Manager, North Western Eailway, 
and any alterations and additions that may from time to time during the con- 
tinuance of this contract be made in or to the said Eailway by or with the sanction 
of the Secretary of State but not so as to include any B.ailways or works com- 
prised in “ the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Eailway ” as hereinafter defined. 

2. “ The Liidhiana-Dhtiri-Jakhal Eailway ’’ means the Eailway extending from 
Ludhiana on the North Western Eailway to Dhuri on the Eajpura-Bhatinda Kail- 
way and from Dhuri to Jakhal on the Southern Punjab Eailway with any im- 
provements alterations and additions of whatever description that may from time 
to time be made in or to the said Eailway by or with the sanction of the Maler 
Kotla and Jhind Darbars but with the exception of the telegraphs and telegraphic 
appliances used or to be used thereon. 

3. “ The Amalgamated Undertaking ’’ means “ the North Western Eailway 
and “ the Liidhiana-Dhuri-Jakhai Eailway (as defined above in Clauses 1 and 
2 respectively) taken as a whole the intention being that these two Railways under 
the terms hereinafter contained in this agreement should be worked together as 
if the two constituted but a single Eailway. 

4. “ Gross receipts ” mean and include when not otherwise stated all receipts 
from coaching and goods traffic and .from telegraphs all sums received as rents' 
and all other receipts usually treated as Railway revenue. 
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5. This agreemeEt shall be, taken . to have - commeiiced and as having come 

into force upon 'the sixth day , of September 1899 and shall be subject to revisi,o,ii 
from,time to time nnd shall :be^'n in'toree until the 31st da}^ of Beceiiiber 

1904 and shall be terminable then or on- the :1st 'January or 'the Ist July .in any 
year thereafter on six months’ previous notice 'in' writing being given -by either 
party to this agreement to the other but without prejudice to the rights of either 
party against the other in respect of -any covenant herein contained mdiieli may 
have been previously broken. 

6. The North Western Eailway shall survey and , select the best alignment 
available for the construction of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall 
prepare a:n estimate of its cost such alignment and estimate of cost being subject 
to the approval of the Maler Kotla and Jhind Barbars and to the final sanction 
of the Secretary of State. 

7(a). The Maler Kotla and Jhind Barbars shall supply all funds necessary 
to complete the construction of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway as may from 
time to time be required by the Secretary of State. 

7(6h The Government of India shall through the agency of the Director of 
Railway Construction construct the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway in a per- 
manent and substantial manner of first class and durable materials according 
to the standard of the North Western Railway and shall furnish it with such stores 
plant machinery and equipment as may be necessary for working the traffic. 
Steel fiat-footed rail 75 lbs. to the yard shall be adopted and deodar sleepers of 
the same specification as are used on the main line of the North Western Railway. 

7(c), The Secretary of State shall provide the necessary electric telegraph and 
appliances, 

7(d). The Government of India shall with all reasonable despatch construct 
and make ready for opening the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and if possible 
shall open such railway within two years from the date of this agreement, 

8. During the continuance of this agreement the North Western Railway 
shall efficiently maintai;p the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and keep the same 
supplied with rolling-stock plant and machinery in good order as if it ^ve;r6 part 
of the North Western Railway and shall do all in their power to develop the traffic 
on the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall manage use and work the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and shall convey traffic thereon. 

9. The Secretary of State shall be the sole judge as to the standard of main- 
tenance to he required and the Revenue Accounts imovided for in Clause 26 
following shall not be considered as finally closed and made up until such time 
as the maintenance is certified to by the Inspecting Officer appointed under the 
Indian Railways Act IX of 1890 or any subsisting statutory modification thereof 
as having: been brought up to the standard required and the whole cost of the 
same debitable to Revenue has been duly charged ofi. 

10. Teh North Western Railway shall be responsible for all accidents and for 
loss and damage of every kind (including claims for lost or damaged goods) that 
shall occur upon the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway except accidents loss or 
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damage caused by any extraordinary casualty not due to defects in tbe construc- 
tion or to tlie ■maintenance . or working of the said Liiclliiaiia-I)]iim-Jaklia.l Rail- 
way by tlie North Western Railway. Should any of the permanent worxs such 
as bridges stations buildings or other' works upon the Liidhiaiia-Bhiiri-Jakiial 
Railway fail from causes beyond the control of the North Western Railway or 
should any extraordinary casualty occur the case must be regarded as excep- 
tional and the cost of construction' or replacement must be charged to Capital 
or Revenue or divided between them as may be deemed by the ^ Secretaiy of 
State proper according to the circumstances of the case. 

■ 11. All subsequent works and alterations chargeable to, Capital and which 
may from time to time be agreed upon between the North Western Railway and 
the. Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars as necessary for the efficient working of the 
Ludhiana-Bhuri-Jakhal Railway shall be carried out by the' North Westenv Rail- 
way at the expense of the Maler Rotla and Jhind Darbars. 

12. The Secretary of State may from time to time by notice in writing require 
the carrying out of any alteration or improvement in the Ludhiana-Dhiiri-Jakhal 
Railway or any addition thereto that may in his opinion be necessary for the safety 
of passengers or for the safety of the public or for the effectual working of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. Such notice shall specify the alteration im- 
provement or addition required and shall also in general terms describe the works 
to be executed for the purpose of carrying out such alteration improvement or 
addition. 

13. Any moneys required by the North Western Railway for any purpose 
properly chargeable to the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars in connection with 
the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and sanctioned under Clause 10 or 11 or 
required by the Secretary of State under Clause 12 shall be provided by the Maler 
Kotla and Jhind Darbars according to such arrangements as shall from time to 
time be made between the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars and the Secretary ■ 
of State. The incidence of the cost of all works to be constructed shall he agreed 
upon before the work is commenced. 

14. The area of land required for the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakbal Railway whether 
during or after construction shall be provided free of cost by the Secreisiy of : 
State in tbe case of British territory and by the Native States concerned in the 
case of land lying in Native States’ territory. The North Western Railway vsball 
occupy such land during the period of this agreement but for purposes in connec- 
tion wdth the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railw^ay the North Western Railway shall 
not acquire either absolutely or for any limited estate any laiid situate in Maler 
Kotla, Jhind and Patiala territory or any rights or easements in ever or in 
respect of any land so situate. The expression '' land includes as regards the 
operation of this clause buildings lands and all other hereditaments of whatever 
description. 

15. During the continuance of this agreement the North Western Railway 
shall have entire control of the traffic.. working of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Rail- 
way shall supply all stafi required for the supervision and working including that 
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for audit aad acconEts and sliali supply all loeonaotiT'es and otiier rolliiig-stoek 
fuel ascl working, stores recjnired for tke efficient- working of the' Lndhiana-Dlmri-, 
Jaklial Eailway, 

16. The, North ’Western, Railway shall' maintain and keep the-' Lndhiana-Dhnri- 
Jakhal, Railway together .with the plant and machinery and equipment in, good 
repair and good, working condition to the satisfaction of the, Secretary of State., 

17. The North "Western Railway shall cause to be run on the^ LndMana-Dlnri- 
Jakhal Railway,, .so many trains at such, times at 'such, rates of speed between s.iich, 
...places , and , with such conveniences and accommodations , as the traffic shall from 
time to time require after duly considering any ■.'recommendations or suggestions 
from the Maler Eotia and - Jliind -Darbars. ' 

, 18. Ihe North Western Railway shall book goods and passengers from all 
stations upon the line of the Ludhiana-Dhnri-Jakhal Railway to all such stations 
upon other lines of railway as the North Western Railway now or shall from time 
to time interchange traffic with and shall otherwise extend to the traffic on the 
Ludhiana-Dhnri- Jakhal Railway all privileges facilities and booking arrangements 
now or hereafter used or enjoyed by the North Western Railway in connection 
with other lines of Railway, 

19. The North Western Railway shall charge such rates fares and tolls and 
shall make such rules conditions and arrangements in respect of the traffic on 
the said Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway as are now in force or shall be from 
time to time within the powers of the Manager North Western Railway to intro- 
duce on the North Western Railway. Construction and revenue stores required 
either for the North Western Railway or any lines for the time being worked by 
the North Western Railway or for the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway shall 
be carried over the lines of the Amalgamated Undertaking ’’ at the rates and 
under the conditions in force for the time being on the North Western Railway, 

20. All services which on the Ludhiana-Dhuri- Jakhal Railway the Secretary 
of State or the Maler Kotla and Jliind Barbara shall require the North Western 
Railway to perform for the Post Office the Military Department the Police Be- 
partmen,t or any other Department of the State or for high Government and Darbar 
officials (including in such services the conveyance of mails as defined by the Post 
Office Act or Acts for the time being In force in India) the conveyance of Post 
Office servants when on duty the conveyance of troops and sailors Military and 
Naval establishments horses and other animals used for military purposes guns 
military stores and enquipments the conveyance of police prisoners and paupers 
the conveyance of telegraph stores instruments officers and workmen and of 
any public stores whatever inclusive of stores for any other State Railway shall 
be performed by the North Western Railway on the same general conditions and 
at the same ^ rates and under the same conditions as may for the time being 
be generally in force on the North Western Railway. 

21 (u). The^North Western Railway shall" record and keep in proper books 
full and particuia*’ accounts of all its transactions and correspondence in any way 
re. atmg to or alieoting the Uudhiana-Bhuri- Jakhal Railway or the business thereof 
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or' aay of ' tlie matters or tkings included - or referred"' to^ in this 'agreement; so as 
at all times to exhibit fully and truly the' state- of 'its aflkirs in- relation ,th 
and the.Maler Kotia and Jhind Darbars or any person or persons' appointed 'by 
them in that behalf shall at all reasonable' times have free access to all the books 
accounts papers and documents of the North Western 'Railway relating 'to the 
Ludliiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway with power to call for or make copies -of or ex- 
tracts from the same. 

21 (6), The Director of Railway Construction shall supply quarterly reports ■ 
of progress' during the period of construction to the Maler Kotia' and Jhind" Darbars. ■ 

22. Tie North Western Railway shall keep the following accounts in regard 
to the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway — 

A Capital Account including the Stores Accounts. 

A Revenue Account. 

23. In the Capital Account of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway the follow- 
ing particulars shall be entered to debit and credit respectively (that is to say)— 

To debit. 

{a) The value at cost price as shown in the accounts of the Ludhiana-Dhuri- 
Jakhal Railway as and in manner aforesaid inclusive of the railway 
plant and machinery and equipment supplied by the North Western 
Railway as aforesaid. 

(6) The value as certified by the Maler Kotia and Jhind Darbars of all land 
provided b}^ them after the date of this agreement for the purposes 
of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway. 

(e) All moneys which shall be actually expended by the North Western Rail- 
way with the sanction of the Maler Kotia and Jhind Darbars out/ of 
the funds provided by them in respect of the Liidhiana-Dhiiri-Jakhai 
Railway upon works plant or machinery the cost of which is charge- 
able to Capital. 

{(1) All such other sums (if any) as ought to be. entered to debit in the Capital 
Account. 

And to credit. 

(c) All such of the moneys to be received by or on behalf of the North Western 
Railway in respect of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jaklial Railway as ought 
mider the provisions of this agreement to be treated as received on 
account of Capital. 

(/) The value of any land originally debited to the Capital Account of which 
the North Westerxi Railway shall have been allowed to take possession 
for the purposes of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Railway and which 
sliall have been subsequently relinquished. 
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24 % All moneys' expended by tbe. North Western' Bail way on the Capital 
• Accoiiiits^ of ■ tlie.,Liidliiaiia“Dinri-Jakhal Eailway. and ail other expenses of the 
North Western Railway in comiectm^ therewith shall from time to time he stated 
and ' submitted' to the Maler and Jhind Darbars. The Oapital Acmoimt 

shall from, time, to time be made up- and the baianee therecm .ascertained and 
stated therein., 

„ 25.; The; gro,ss receipts of the Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal Ra.iiway .are to be col- 

vlected and treated as rece,ipts of. the North-Western Railway. ' Moneys siicli as 
shall arise from the sale: of any property- on- any occasion other than the replace- 
ment of the property sold by - other property of the 'same or a similar character 
shall be treated as received on 'account of Cap-ital-the residue shall be treated as 
received on accoimt of Revenue : Provided always that no sale of any property 
other than stores belonging to the Darbar on any occasion other than such replace- 
ineiit as aforesaid shall be made without the sanction of the Maler Kotla and 
Jliind Darbars. 

26. A Revenue Account for the Ludhiana-Dburi-Jaklial Railway showing the 
earnings of the line under the heads prescribed for State Railways and, in total 
the percentage deduction therefrom for working expenses as per Clause 27 
following shall be prepared by the North Western Railway haif-ycaiiy to the 
30th day of June and the 31st day of December in each year or to such other 
days as 'may at any time be prescribed for Indian State Railways and shall 
be regularly submitted by the North Western Railway to the Maler Kotia and 
Jhind Darbars.

27. All costs charges and expenses incurred by the North Western Railway

28. In case any question shall arise whether any expenditure incurred for 
purposes of the Amalgamated Undertaking ” is to be treated in the whole or 
in part <as a charge incurred on Capital Account or how the same is to be dealt 
with the question shall be determined on the general principle that Capital is to 
bear the cost of new works of additional plant and machinery and of siibstantiai 
improvements of and additions to old works plant and machinery including the 
cost of any temporary new work the construction of which is requisite for the 
construction of a work properly chargeable to Capital and that subject to the 
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provisions of Clause 10 the cost of repairs restorations : renewals ' replacements 
and substitutions is to be borne by Revenue. If any dift’erence sliall arise between 
tlie Maler Kotla. and Jliind Darbars and the North Western Railway as to .whether 
any expenditure incurred by . the North Western Railway on account of the 
Ludhiana-Dhuri-Jakhal line is 'properly chargeable to .Capital or Revenue the 
matter in difference shall be ' referred ’ to the, decision of ' the .Secretary - of 
State. 

29. In addition to the electric . telegraphs already established along or upon 
the Ludhiana -Bhiiri-Jakhal road the Secretary of State may from time to time 
establish such electric telegraphs as he shall think fit along or upon the Ludhiana- 

. Dhuri-Jakhal . Railway or any part. or parts .thereof or,,any land or works belong- 
ing thereto and may maintain and work the electric telegraphs already established 
or to be .established as- aforesaid as -the Secretary of State : shall ..think fit, and it 
shall be lawful for the Secretary of State for such purposes ■ or any of them to enter 
at all. times .by. Ms agents, workmen or-, others, on. any: part or parts of the Ludhina- 
Dhuri-Jakhal Railway or the lands or works belonging thereto and to erect ])lace 
inamta,in , make do. and. , execute' thereon .all - such ..buildings machinery works 
appliances acts and things .'as the Secretary of State .shall consider necessary or 
proper ill relation to the construction 'maintenance use and working of the said 
electric telegraphs.

agreement shall so far as the questions affecting- p.rineipl.es and: important matters 
are concerned be conducted- between ''hhe ■ M.anager North "Western Railway for 
the tira.e being and the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars through the medium 
of the Secretary to the GovernDieiit of the Punjab in the Public Works Depart; - 
iiient but ill ordinary matters the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall if they 
desire to do so correspond with the Manager North Western Railway direct 
through their own officials. 

34. The Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars shall with aH reasonable speed comply 
with all such requirements as the Secretary of State shall from time to time make 
in accordance with this agreement. 

35. If there shall be any breach (whether by act or commission or default) 
on the part of the North Western Railway or of the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars 
of any of the stipulations or provisions of this agreement performed or observed 
and the North Western Railway or the Maler Kotla and Jhind Darbars respec- 
tively shall fail to remedy effectually any such breach as aforesaid within six 
calendar months after notice in writing to remedy the same shall have been given

38, In the event of any dijffere.nce of opi'nion arising upon any of the terms 
of this agreement between the Maler ICotla and Jhind. Darbars and the North 
Western Railway the matter shall -be referred through ' t.he Ptinjab fioveiiiment 
to the Government of India whose decision shall be final and binding on all 
parties®

: for the working and construction of the Jind-Panipat Eailway^— 1924. 

This Indenture made the '2nd day of September 1924 between the Secretary 
of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secref-ary of State) of the one 
part and the Jind Durbar (hereinafter called the Durbar) of the other part. Where- 
as a line of railway (hereinafter referred to as the Jind-Panipat railway) has been 
constructed from the station of the Delhi-ITmballa-Kalka Eailway Company at 
Panipat to the Jind Junction Station of the Southern Punjab Eailway Company, 
Limited which station is about two miles from the City of Jind and the "Railway 
so constructed has a newly constructed station at the City of Jind. And whereas 
it has been agreed between the Delhi-Umhalla-Kalka Rail-way Company, Limited 
and. the Southern Punjab Railway Company, Limited, with the approval of the 
Secretary of State that so much of the Jind-Pani]mt railway as lies between the 
Jind Junction Station and the distant signal on the Panipat side of the newly 
constructed Jind City Station together with the last-mentioned station should be 
constructed by the Southern Punjab Railway Com.pany, Limited and worked by 
the North Western Railway administration and that the remainder of the Jind- 
Panipat Railway (hereinafter referred to as the New Railway) should be co.nstruct*^ 
ed by the Delhi-UmbaHa-Kalka Railway Company, Limited and worked by the 
East Indian Eailway administration or by some other railway administration 
to be selected by the Secretary of State. And whereas it has been further agreed 
between the Jind Darbar and the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company, 
Limited with the approval of the Secretary of State, that so much of the Ne-w 
railway as lies between the distant signal on the Panipat side of the newly cons- 
tructed Jind City Station and the frontier of the Jind State territory (which por- 
tion of the New railway is hereinafter referred to as the Durbar railway) should 
be constructed from funds supplied by the Jind Durbar and wmrked as aforesaid. 
Now this Indenture witnesseth and it is hereby agreed and declared as follows - 

Oonstnmtion. 

1. The Durbar railway shall be a single line of the 5 feet 6 Inches gauge lying 
between the distant signal on the Panipat side of the new station constructed by 
tbe Southern Punjab Railway Company, Limited at the City of Jind and the iron**- 
tier of Jind State territory, and shall as regards permanent way, station accom- 
modation and other works, their situation and dimensions, and general structural 
character, be constructed with all reasonable despatch and made ready and fit 
for opening for public traffic, by the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Com.pany, 
Limited on behalf of the Secretary of State on a route to be determined by him, 
according to plans and specifications to be approved by him and, in all respects, 
to his satisfaction. 

Land. 

2. The area of land required in Jind State territory for the Durbar railway, 
whether during or after construction, shall be provided free of cost to the Delhi- 
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Umb^Ila-Kalka Railway Goiiipaiiy: , Limited on belialf of tlie Secretary of State 
by the , Durbar, wlio *sha]i allow the Delbi-Umballa4^alka Railway Company 
Limited or tie working agency of the Hew railway for the time being, possession 
of tlie land so provided during the continuance of this agreement. Any land so 
provided the possession of which shall have . become unnecessary for any of the 
purposes of this agreement shall, as soon as practicable, be relinquished to the 
■Durbar by the. Secretary of. State, 

Pfomsion of funds, 

3, The moneys which shall be required to defray capital expenditure sanctioned 
by the Secretary of State for the purpose of the construction of any portion of 
the Durbar railway lying within the Jind State territory shall be supplied to the 
Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited on behalf of the Secretary 
of State by the Jind Durhar. If any question shall arise as to the apportiojiment 
of any expenses incurred in relation to the New railway as a whole or to any part 
thereof lying either within British territory or within the Jind State territory 
whether in respect of the original construction thereof or otherwise, such question 
shall he decided by the Secretary of State whose decision shall be final. 

4. The Durbar agrees that the section of the Jind-Panipat railway from the 
station of the Delhi-Dmballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited at Panipat to the 
frontier of Jind State territory up to the Durbar railway shall be constructed by the 
Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited from the funds supplied by the 
Dellii-Umhalla-Kalka Railway Company Limited and that the section from the 
distant signal on the Panipat side of the Jind City station newly constructed by 
the Southern Punjab Railway Company to the Jind Junction station of the Soutlierii 
Punjab Railway Company Limited shall be constructed, worked, and maintained 
by the North Western Railway solely as a line and station of the Southern 
Punjab Railway Company Limited (which shall provide the capital necessary) 
with running powers over that section for the coaching traffic of the New railway. 

6. The Durbar shall supply to the Delhi-Umballa-Kalka Railway Company 
Limited oxi behalf of the Secretary of State the funds required for building a Loco- 
motive yard and the consequent necessary stafi quarters (including watering ar- 
rangementjs) at the newly constructed station at the City of Jind. 

Payment of Interest out of Capital, 

6, The Durbar shall not be allowed any interest for the capital provided by it 
during the period of the construction of the Durbar railway. 

Telegraphs, 

7. The Durbar agrees to the Secretary of State constructing from time to 
tim.e such electric telegraphs, telephones, and telegraphic appliances as he shall 
think fit along or upon the Durbar railway, or any part or parts thereof, or any 
lands or works belonging thereto and maintaining and working the said electric 
telegraphs, telephones, and telegraphic appliances a$ he shall think fit, and erect- 
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ing, maintainingj, maHng, doing, ■ executing on tiie .DiiAar ' railway or on any 
lands., or works belonging thereto all such buildings, , nmchiiiery, works, acts, and 
things as he shall consider necessary’ or proper in relation to the construction, 
mail} t( nance, use and working of 'the said -electric telegraphs, , telephones . and 
telegraphic appliances. .The Secretary of State shall be exclusively entitled to the 
possession of ail buildings, machinery, works and appliances erected or brought 
by him under the powers conferred on him by this clause on the Durbar railway 
or on any land or works belonging thereto. 

Police. 

8. The Durbar shall provide and maintain, at the exclusive cost of the Durhar 
such a force of Durbar police as, in the opinion of the Secretary of State, sball, 
from time to time, be required for the protection of so much of the Durbar railway 
as shall for the time being be under construction. The cost of providing and 
maintaining such police shall be taken to be as from time to time sanctioned by 
the Secretary of State and shall from time to time be paid from the capital funds 
of the Durbar railway. 

Banding ovef railway to Secretary of State and Working thereof 

9. The Secretary of State shall be the sole judge as to the standard of construc- 
tion and maintenance required on the Durbar railway and when an inspecting 
officer of Government shall have certified that the railway has been constructed 
in accordance with the provisions herein contained and is ready and fit for the 
conveyance of passengers and goods a specification shall be prepared describing 
in detail the nature and quality of the Durbar railway and the works thereon and 
setting out also the accounts showing the amount of capital money expended. 
After the specification and accounts have been approved by him, the Secretary of 
State shall open the Durbar railway for public traffic and, until the determination 
of this agreement, work and maintain the same through the agency of the East 
Indian Eailway Company or through the agency of some other railway company 
to be selected by him or through State agency on the terms and subject to the 
provisions hereinafter expressed. 

Accounts to he kef thy the Secretary of State. 

10. The Secretary of State shall keep a separate Capital account showing 
the amount of capital money expended in respect of the Durhar railway including 
the Locomotive yard at Jind City Station. 

In the Capital accounts shall also be entered all such ot the expenditure and 
receipts by or on behalf of the Secretary of State in respect of the general under- 
taking contemplated by these presents as are properly attributable to Capital In 
any case where any question may or might arise as to whether any expenditure 
in connection with the Durbar railway is to be treated in whole or in part as a charge 
on Capital or how the same is to be dealt with the question shall be determined 
in accordance with the general principles obtaining on Indian State railways. 

ii2 
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Tlie Secretary of State shall also keep' or cause to be kept a distinct and separate 
account of the gross leceijits derived from 'the working of the Biirbar railway or 
of such part or parts thereof as shall for the time being be open for |')iiMic traffic. 
Such accounts shall be made up yearly up to the 31st day of March in each year 
and a summary thereof shall be rendered to the Durbar, within three calendar 
months therefrom. The Secretary of State shall also cause to be kept such subsid- 
iary accounts and vouchers as shall be proper and siifflcient for the preparation 
and verification of the accounts aforesaid, which shall be open at all reasonable 
tiro.es to inspection by the Durbar. Every summary of account wiib respect to 
which, or to the accounts on which it is based, no written requisition for verific- 
ation shall have been delivered to the Secretary of State within three calendar 
months after the receipt hy the Dur1)ar of the said summary, shall be deemed to 
be conclusively settled l')etween, and shall he binding upon, the parties, except 
that if and whenever any error shall be discovered, in any summary or account 
such error shall be rectified and allowed for in the account for the year in which 
the error shall be discovered or for any subsequent year. 

Application of receipts. 

11, The Secretary of State shall work the Durbar railway either through the 
agency of the East Indian Railway Company or through the agency of some other 
railway company selected by him or through State agency for 48 p.c. of the gross 
earnings of the New railway which percentage diall be received by the Secretary 
of State in full satisfaction and remuneration for the use of all necessary rolling 
stock and machinery (other than fixed machinery) and for working, managing 
and (except as herein otherwise provided) fully and efficiently maiDtainiiig 
renewing and upholding the Durbar railway and railw<ay stations and "works there- 
on and appurtenant thereto. 

12. The net earnings of the New railway, that is, the earnings which remain 
after meeting the working agency’s charges, shall be divided between the Secretary 
of State on behalf of the Dellii-lTmballa-Kalka Railway Company Limited and the 
Durbar in the following proportion (subject to the deduction of any money that 
may be payable by the Durbar to the Secretary of State in respect of the Durbar 
railway), viz., the fraction which shall bear to unity the same proportion as the 
capital expenditure on the portion of the railway lying within British territory 
shall bear to the capital expenditure on the whole of the New railway,, shall he paid 
to the Secretary of State on liehalf of the Delhi-Umballa-Ivalka Railway Company 
Limited and the balance shall be paid to the Durbar. The cost of .land and the 
expenditure on junction works at Panipat and Jind City respectively, other than 
the expenditure on the Locomotive yard at Jind City and the consequent neces- 
sary staff quarters (including watering arrangements) shall not be reckoned as 
part of the said capital expenditure. 

Maintenance hy the Durbar. 

13. For a period of twelve calendar months after the date of the opening of 
the Durbar railway or any part thereof for public traffic the Durbar railway or 
+he nart so opened shall be maintained and kept in good repair and good order and 
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condition to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State at the cost exclusively of 
the Durbar, 

Alterations:, Impfovements and Additmts, 

14. The Secretary of State may from time to time give notice in \vritiug to 
the Durbar specifying in detail, any reasonable alteration, improveDient or ad- 
dition which may in his opinion be req^uired to be made in or to any part of th e 
Durbar railway or any of the stations and works thereof other than petty works 
not exceeding in cost Rs^ 1^000 belonging thereto, either for the safety of passen- 
gers or of the public or for meeting the development of traliic on the Durbar rail- 
way or for the elfectuai working of the same or otherwise. Such notice shall also 
in general terms describe the works to be executed for the purpose of effecting 
the same and state approxnnately the amount which such works are expected to 
cost. On receiving any notice under this section, the Durbar shall, with all 
reasonable speed, provide the Secretary of State with all money required for the 
execution and completion thereof, in accordance with the terms herein contained, 
for the provision of funds by the Durbar. 

Rates and ]f ares and Tolls, 

15, The rates and fares for the carriage of goods and passengers and tolls ovefc 
the Durbar railway shall be such as may from time to time be agreed upon bet- 
ween the Secretary of State and the working agency for the time being, such fares 
and .rates being not greater than the maximum nor less than the minimum rates 
and fares in force from time to time on the main line of the working agency. 

16i The Durbar shall accept such terms, and conditions as the Secretary of 
State may, from time to time, consider it necessary to impose in connection with 
the routing and rating of competitive traffic to and from Jind Junction, Jind 
City or any other station of the Jind-Panipat railway. 

Miscellaneous, 

It, The Durbar shall accept such terms and conditioils as the Secretary of 
State may, from time to time, consider it necessary to impose for the joint use 
of Jind City Station, for the working of the Jind City-Jind Junction section, or 
for the exercise by the Mew railway of running powers over the Jind City-Jind 
Junction section. 

18. The Secretary of State shall bo rcsponsib.},o for ail accidents and for loss 
and damage of every kind (including claims for lovst or damaged goods) that vshail 
occur upon the Durbar railway, except accidents, loss or damage caused by any 
extraordinary casualty not due to defects iu the construction or the mainteuaBce 
or the working of the Durbar railway by the Secretary of State. In the event 
of any of the permanent works such as bridges, stations, buildings or other works 
upon the Durbar railway being damaged from causes beyond the control of the 
Secretary of State or in the event of any extraordinary casualty occurring such 
damage or casualty shall be deemed to be exceptional and the cost of any construc- 
tion or replacement necessitated thereby shall be charged to Capital or Revenue 
or divided between them as may be deemed by the Secretary of State proper 
according to the circumstances of the case, 
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19. No claim sliali be made upon the ^ Secretary of State :bj .tbe Durbar for 
coriipeiisatioti in respect of tbe prejudicial effect upon tbe Durbar railway or tlie 
profits tliereof of any xict of tlie Indian Legislature- of general applicability for 
the time being in fore.e and tbe Durbar shall be subject to the provisions of every 
such.AcL 

20. Any notice, determination, decision or other direction to be given or signi- 
hed on the part of the Secretary of State for any of the purposes of or in relation 
to these presents shall be sufficient and binding if in writing signed by the Secretary 
of State or one of his Under Secretaries, or by a Secretary of the Government 
of India or by any other officer or servant authorised to act on behalf of the Secre- 
tary of State. 

21. In any case not herein expressly provided for, the Durbar shall indemnify 
the Secretary of State against any pecuniary liability which he may incur in res - 
pect of the construction, or improvement of the Durbar railway or the mainten- 
ance or working thereof, under these presents. 

22. The Secretary of State agrees that a special train or trains for the use of 
the Durbar shall be rim over the New railway or a part thereof free of cost up to 
a total distance of 87 miles in any one year and in addition the saloon of His High- 
ness the Maharaja of Jind shall be hauled at all times when required free of cost 
over the New railway* 

23. This Indenture shall take effect as if it has been dated and came into force 
on the ist day of October 1915 and shall remain in force, subject to any revision 
from time to time agreed upon between the parties hereto, until it is determined 
by either party giving to the other twelve calendar months previous notice in 
writing of his or their intention to determine the same.

Memorandum of Agreement made this fourteenth day of February 1928, 
between the Secretary of State for India in Council, through the Agent, North 
Western Eaiiway (hereinafter called the Administration) of the one part and the 
Jiiid Durbar (hereinafter called the Licensees) of the other part whereby it is 
agreed as follows 

1. The Licensees shall have the use of the piece of land at Sangrur Eaiiway 

Station measuring 1680 sq. ft. and coloured xiink in plan No. 90/1924 
FZE attached,^ for the purpose of maintaining thereon a masonry 
tank which has since been constructed by the Eaiiway Adminis- 
tration at the cost of the Licensees for the reception and storage 
of liquid fuel oil (having a flash point at or about 100 ft.) in bulk 
subject to such rules, regulations and by-laws as may from time to 
time be made by or on behalf of the Administration or by or on 
behalf of any local authority in relation to the transport discharge 
and storage of liquid fuel oil and subject to the condition hereinafter 
contained. 

2. The Licensees shall not transfer or sub-let the privileges in Clause 1 

herein mentioned without the consent in writing of the said Agent. 

3. The Licensees shall, in particular, strictly observe the following rules 

(i) That no discharging of oil takes place between sunset and sunrise* 

(ii) That no smoking is allowed, or lights permitted in the vicinity 

during discharging operations. 

4. The Licensees shall have the use of the Eaiiway siding adjacent to their 

masonry tank for unloading liquid fuel oil and the following charges 
will be made by the Eaiiway for the use of this siding for placing 
and removing every wagon whether loaded or empty in eidier 
direction : — 

(i) Per four wheeled wagon Ee. one. 

(ii) Per six wheeled wagon Es. one and annas eight 

(iii) Per eight wheeled wagon Es. two. 

5. The Licensees shall not use the siding or cause or permit the same to 

be used, for any purpose whatsoever other than that indicated in 
Clause 4 above. The Licensees shall make their own arrangements 
for emptying wagons.

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6, (<f) The , Licejisees ' stall, dm ■ continuance' of this agreement, 

observe and cornxjiy with ail rules, regulations, or, orders regulating 
or relating to the transport, storage; or other treatment of liquid 
fuel oil, made by the Government of India, or any local Govern- 
ment, and for the time being in force. 

(b) The licensees shall during the continuance of this agreement observe 
and comply with ail rules, regulations and bye-laws regulating the 
transport, storage or other treatment of liquid fuel oil made by the 
Local Municipality or other Local iiuthority within the local limits 
of ^those jurisdiction the whole or any part of the siding is situated 
and for the time being in force, or at any time required by such 
Municipahty or other authority to be observed. 

(<?) The rules, regulations, orders and bye-laws specibed in sub-clause 
(a) and sub-clause (b) of this clause shall be observed and complied 
with by the Licensees whether the same are by the enactments 
under which they are made to be observed and complied with by 
the Agent as the owner of the siding and the carriers of the oil or 
by the Licensees as the lessees of the siding and owners of the oil. 

[d) In the event of the Licensees or other agents or servants committing

sation whatever on the part of the Licensees and on the expiration 
of such notice the Licensees shall discontinue to use and shall yield

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, works ABd;;cGnvemences of tke-Lic^^^ tlik'eon as tlie 

, AclnikiistratioB: 'Shall elect to, purchase as hereluafter nieiitionecL 

Upon such . notice of determination , being given as aforesaid the Licensees 
.shall have the option of ofiering for sale to the Adininistration all 
or any of the, tanks, buildings, works and conveniences of the Licen- 
sees upon the said land at a price equal to the actual cost of con- 
struction thereof less a reasonable amount for depreciation as may 
be mutually agreed upon. 

Such of the said tanks, buildings, works and conveniences as the Licen- 
sees shall not offer to sell to the Adininistration or the Administration 
shall not elect to purchase shall be pulled down and removed from 
the said land by the Licensees at the Licensees’ own expense within 
two calendar months after the determination of this license and 
the Licensees shall within the period last aforesaid at the Licensees’ 
own expense restore to its former condition the land forming the 
site thereof, and if default shall be made herein the Administration 
may after the expiry of the said period carry out so much of the 
pulling down, removal and restoration as the Licensees shall fail 
to complete, and may sell any materials and things so removed to 
recover expenses incurred therein and the balance if any shall be 
paid by the Licensees to the Administration on demand. The 
Licensees shall have no claim whatsoever in this respect and shall 
only be entitled to the sale proceeds less all expenses incurred by 
the Administration incidental to the pulling down or removal of 
such material or to the sale thereof. 

10. The Licensees shall also hold the Agent harmless and indemnified 

from and against all losses and damages, cost, charges and expenses 
claims and demands whatsoever to which the North Western Eailway 
may become subject or liable, either in respect of their own property 
or of the jiroperty belonging to third parties in the custody of the 
Agent and occasioned by the explosion, burning or leakage of the 
Licensees’ oil before removal from the siding and shall make full 
compensation to, the Agent for all losses or damage sustained by 
him, or for which he may, be liable as aforesaid. 

11. All letters, notices, demands and other communications intended iot 

the Licensees shall be addressed and delivered to the Political Sec- 
retary, Jind State, and for all legal purposes whatsoever such letters

12. The free time allowed to the Licensees on wagons, and the demurrage

Answer's. 

Agreeably to the Broclamation issued 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Ochteiiony in 
1809 which declares that the Country 
of the Chiefs of Malwa and Sirhiiid 
comprehended between the Sutiudge and 
Jumna Rivers shall be exempted from 
all pecuniary tribute to the British Gov- 
ernment, no tribute or Nuzzerana will 
ever be demanded. 

Rajah Jeswunt Sing of Nowba shall 
continue to exercise the same powT^r 
and authority within the limits of his 
own territory which he lias enjoyed 
since he has been received under the 
protection of tie British Government* 
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Srdlp. — -Tlial} under the protection.' 
and with tlie support of the British 
Government, I shall cmitiiiue to hold 
possession of my Country, as I have 
held it from the first to the present 
time, unmolested by any one. 

4tMy . — With respect to the grant 
of a Jaggeer such as was corderred on 
my Brethren by Lord Lake after his 
Lordship’s return to Delhi in reward 
of their services during the contest 
with Holkar, I hope that Government 
will now manifest its favour and 
liberality towards me, as I was pre- 
vented by indisposition from attending 
his Lordship at the same time with 
the other chiefs. 

StMy . — The British Government is 
my asylum. I am hopeful, therefore, 
that the circumstances of my sincere 
attachment and devotion will be 
viewed with a favourable eye.

Translation of a Sanad regarding possession of territory granted to the Rajah 
OF Nabha by His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India, dated 5th May 1860. 

Whereas since the day of the rise of the sun of the everlasting British Empire 
and supremacy in this country of India, the acts of loyalty and devotion to Gov- 
ermnent of Farzand-Arjumand-i-Akidat Paiwand-i-Daulat-i-Inglisia Barar-bans, 
Sirmor Eaja Bharpur Singh Malwindar Bahadur and Eaja Jaswant Singh Sahib 
grandfather of the said Eaja Sahib were in former times fully conspicuous, partic- 
ularly in the year 1857, A.D., during the days of the insurrection and mutiny 
of wretched persons when the Eaja Sahib Bahadur rendered and displayed worthy 
and conspicuous services which surpassed h!s previous acliievement. There- 
fore, in recognition of such approved services, the powerful British Government, 
by w^ay of Royal favour and kindness, has conferred on the Eaja Sahib Malwindar 
Bahadur some territory and additional title for generation after generafcion and 
descendant after descendant. The Eaja Sahib Bahadur has applied for a renewal 
of the Sanad regarding his ancestral territory as well as that granted to him by 
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t'lie powerful G-overmiient. In Yiew of this His Exceliencj the Viceroy and Oover- 
nor-CTencral is pleased to approve of the grant of the present Sanad by way of 
rreaty with the conditions entered below as a memorable document ; — „ 


Clause L 

According to the list annexed to this Sanad, the' Eaja Sahib Bahadur and 
his su,ccessors will, in the present and f utee time, exercise sovereignty, with peace 
of mind and in perfect security, in accordance with ancient custom, over his an- 
cestral possessions and the dominions bestowed on Mm by the British Goverii- 
meut and consider the territory granted to him by the British Government in 
recognition of his good services as his ancestral territory with all powers and rights j 
internal and external. Ail powers great and small, administrative and criminal 
and in respect of the produce of revenue, etc., will, as heretofore, remain perma- 
nentiy vested in the power and control of the Baja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur 
and his successors generation after generation and descendant after descendant 
in present and in future for ever and in perpetuity ; and (his) brothers, Zaildars, 
Ghaharumians (persons entitled to a fourth share), feudatories, Jagirdars and 
dependants will, according to old custom, obey the orders and commands of the 
Raja Sahib Bahadur and his successors. 


Clause IL 

The powerful British Government will not demand or exact anything on ac* 
count of nazaram, land revenue, administrative or criminal cesses, compensa- 
tion on account of troops, etc., or on any other plea whatever, in the present or 
future, from the Raja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur, his successors, dependants, 
brothers, Zaildars, Jagirdars, Ghaharumians or feudatories except as provided 
in Clause III. 


Clause til. 

As an additional Royal Favour and having regard to the loyalty and devo^ 
tion of the Raja Sahib Bahadur the powerful Government desires that this terri- 
tory should always remain under the sovereignty of this family. Therefore, the 
power of adoption is granted for ever to the said Raja Sahib and his successors 
so that in case there is no lineal descendant, they may, for the purpose of perpet- 
uating the line of Ghiefship, adopt a successor, according to their own choice 
from among the descendants of the Phuikian family. The powerful Government 
cordially accepts and agrees to this. The powerful Government also grants per- 
mission that in case, may God forbid, the Raja on the masnad should suddenly 
die, without leaving a lineal descendant or an adopted successor, the Maharaja 
Sahib of Patiala and the Raja Sahib of Jind in concert with the Commissioner 
Sahib Bahadur, may select a successor from among the Phuikian family and place 
him on the masnad. In that case nazarana to the extent of one-third of the income 
of the State for one year will be paid into the treasury of the British Government 
by the Nabha State. 
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■. Glaxjse IV. 

Formerly regardiBg'. the iiifliction- of capital ' imnishment, etc., a reference to 
tlie Commissioner Sahib Bahadur used to be made. , Now this practice has been : 
stopped, and in future full authority for inflicting capital piiiiishine:Qt, etc., in his 
own territory according to the old custom is granted in perpotiiity to Baja Sahib 
Malwindar Bahadur and Ms successors. Similarly with regard to punishing 
subjects of the powerful British Government committing crime and apprehended 
in the territory of the Nabha State. The Baja Sahib Bahadur and his suc- 
cessors are granted power in accordance with the provisions of the despai.ch NOo 
3, dated 1st June 1836, from the Hon’ble Court of Directors at the Gapitalj 
Ijondon. The Eaja Sahib Bahadur will exert himself by every possible means 
in promoting the welfare of his people and the happiness of his subjects and re- 
dressing the grievances of the oppressed and injured in the proper way. He 
will preve:nt in his territory female infanticide, 8ati and slavery, which are 
opposed to the principles of justice and equity towards the people. In the 
event of any person at any time committing the above-mentioned prohibited crimes 
without the knowledge of the officials of the Eaja Sahib Bahadur, the latter will 
inflict deterrent punishment on him, 

Clause V. 

The Eaja Sahib and his successors will never fail in their faithful and devoted 
obedience to the Empress, Queen of England, and her successors, 

Clause VL 

If at any time any hostile troops with mischievous intention should appear 
in his neighbourhood from any side or direction the Eaja Sahib Bahadur will along 
with his existing force sincerely and loyally co-operate with the English inrepeiMng 
them in accordance with past practice. He will exert himself, to the utmost of 
his resources, in providing supplies, grains, etc., and transport according to the 
requisitions of British officers, 

■■■ Clause- VIL 

Complaints against the Eaja Sahib from his subjects, Muahdars, Jaigirdars, 
dependants, brothers and servants, etc., will on no account be listened to by the 
powerful British Government. 

Clause VIII. 

With regard to internal management and the affairs of brothers, house-told 
and relatives, the rules and arrangements made by the Eaja Sahib Malwindar 
Bahadur will always be respected and not interfered with by the powerful British 
Government. 

Clause IX. 

On the occasion of the construction and repairs of roads in his territory the 
Eaja Sahib Malwindar Bahadur will, in accordance with the writtenjcommunica- 
tion of the Commissioner Sahib Bahadur, arrange from his own territory, through 
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Imrdafs anci officials o! Pargaiias, aceorcling .to former custom, for tlie materials 
required, on payment : an.cl at tLe time of: tlie co.nstra^ of a rail-roa-d or other 
roads, tlie Baja Bahib Bahadur will Goii,code,;free.of: charge, land that comes under 
the roads in the same way as he has done for the Imperial road, 

■ Clause X. . 

The Baja Sahi]> Malwindnr Bahadur will always pursue .the course of obedience 
and loyalty to the pow'erfiil Goyernmeiit who will likewise continue to npliold 
his liononr, respecty rank and dignity in the manner it is done at present.

■ It is,' proper that Eutteh , Singh, being .-grateful, .-to .the B,ritish Goveroraent for 
.its favour, should, occupy the lands granted to..-him, and never at.a.ny ti'iiie t.hink 
of .laying .claim to the .places above enumerated, which have -.been disjoined from. 
Simoor, and annexed partly to the British territories, and partly to the Thakooraee 

'Keonthul. 

Further, he must not appoint a Bewan or Mutsuddees or do anythi.Bg in t.he 
management of the Raj of Sirmoor without communicating and consulting with 
the officer who w.ill be stationed there on the part of the British Government, He 
will conform to the above stipulations, and paying strict obedience to the British 
Government, he will, in the case of wa.r, join, when required, the British troops 
with all Ms force, and do the part of a true ally. He will also make roads 12 feet 
broad throughout his territory 

If he shall fail in any of the above obligations ( ■which are again eniime, rated) 
or shall encroach on the possessions of others, he will fall under the displeasure 
of the British Government and will be dispossessed. He must consider this a valid 
Instrunient, and conlorniing to its conditions, take possession of the lands granted 
to him, and he must promote the welfare of his ryots and the extension of eiiitiva* 
tion, and distribute justice, a,nd look to the security of the roads, and not exact 
more from -the ryots than their engagements, and, in short, make all people happy 
and contented. 

The ryots on their part will be bound to consider Futteh Singh aforesaid as 
their rightful lord, and to obey him accordingly^

Sunnnd, a ixiinor, a nhild of tender years, and that the restriction contained 
in such clause was removed by the Political Agent on Rajah Futteli Singh attain- 
ing his majority ; and^ further that no British officer is now stationed at Naliiin, 
and has accordingly applied for the grant' of a revised Siinniid from which the res- 
trictive clause abovenientioned may be excluded ; His Excellency the Yiceroy 
and Governor-Genera! in Council, recognizing the reasonable grounds of Rajah 
■Shamsher \ Parkash^s representation, . has been pleased to, cancel in the Suiimid, 
dated; 21st September, 1815, the following paragraph — Further, he must ,not ap- 
point a Dewan or Mutsuddees, or do anything in the management of the Raj 
of Sirmoor without communicating and consulting with the Officer who will be 
stationed there on the part of the British Government.’’

Translation of a Sunnud from the Governor-General, granting the State 
of Mundee to Rajah Bulbebr Sein of Mundee, dated 24th October 1846. 

Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British and Sikh Governments, 
on 9th March 1846, the hill country has come into the possession of the Honoi - 
able Company ; and whereas Rajah Bulbeer Sein, Chief of Mundee, the Iiighly 
dignified, evinced his sincere attachment and devotion to the British Governmetit ; 
the State of Mundee, comprised within the same boundaries as at the commence- 
ment of the British occupation, together with full administrative powers within 
the same, is now granted by the British Government to him and the heirs male 
of his body by his Ranee, from generation to generation. On failure of siieli heirs, 
any other male heir who may be proved to the British Government to be next 
of kin to the Rajah, shall obtain the above State with administrative powders. 

Be it known to the Rajah, that the British, Government shall be at liberty to 
remove any one from the Guddee of Mundee who may prove to be of worthless 
character and incapable of properly conducting the administration of his State, 
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and to appoint such, other nearest heir of the 'Rajah to succeed him as may he 
capable of the , administration of the State 'and entitled to, succeed. The, Rajah, 
or any one as above described, who may succeed him, shall abide by the following 
terms entered in this Sunnnd, mz , : — 

isl— The Rajah shall pay annually into the treasury, oi Simla and Subathoo, 
one lakh of Company’s Rupees as nuzzuranah by two instalinents, the first dnstal- 
inent on the 1st of June, corresponding with ' Jeth, and the second iiistaliiient on 
the 1st November, corresponding with Kartick.* 

2nd , — He shall not levy tolls and duties on goods imported and exported, but 
shall consider it iiicunibent on Mm to protect bankers and traders within Ms State. 

He shall construct roads within his territory' not less than. 12 feet in width, 
and keep them in repair.- ; ' 

4tJi , — He shall pull down and level the Forts of Kumlagurh,t' Anundpore, etc., 
and never attempt to rebuild them. 

Sth. — -On the breaking out of disturbances, he shall, together with his, troops and 
hill-porters, whenever required, join the British army, and be ready to execute 
whatever orders may be issued to Mm by the British authorities and supply pro- 
visions according to his means. 

Olh — He shall refer to the British Courts whatever dispute may arise between 
him and any other Chief. 

7tk. — In regard to the duties on the iron and salt mines, etc., Bifeuated in the 
territory of Mundee, rules shall be kid down after consultation with the Super* 
iiitendent of the Hill States, and those rules - shall not be departed from. 

Slh,-~~Th<i Rajah shall not alienate any portion of the lands of the said terri- 
tory without the knowledge and consent of the British Government, nor transfer 
it by way of mortgage. 

9lL — He shall so put a stop to the practices of slave-dealing, suttee, female 
infanticide, and the burning or drowning of lepers, which are opposed to British 
laws, that no one shall venture in future to revive them. . ■ 

It behoves the Rajah not to encroach beyond the boundaries of his State on 
the territory of any other Chief, but to abide by the terms of this Simniid and 
adopt such measures as may tend to the welfare of his people, the prosperi'^y of 
his country, and the improvement of the. soil, and ensure the administmtion of even- 
liaiided justice to the aggrieved, the restoration to the people of their just rights, 
and the security of the roads. He shall not subject his people to extortion, but 
keep them always contented. The subjects of the State of Mundee shall regard 
the Rajah and his successors as above described to be the sole propiietor of that 
territory, and never refuse to pay him the revenue due by them, but remain obe- 
ditmt to him, and act up to Ms just' orders. '

And whereas His Excellency ' the Viceroy and Governor-Generab having re- 
gard to the status and position of the Mandi- State,' has decided to remove this 
restriction on the powers of the Euler. ■' 

Subject to the condition that, every person sentenced to death, by ' or under 
the authority of the R-der of the said State shall have the right to submit a peti- 
tion for mercy to His Excellency the Viceroy- and Governor-Geiierab and that 
when any such petition shall have been presented for transmission to His Excel- 
lency the execution of the sentence shall be stayed pending His Excellency's deci- 
sion and that the Ruler, of the said State shall carry out any advice received by 
him from His Excellency touching the said petition.

Agbeement between the Secbetaby oe State for India and His Highness 
the Raja of Mandi for the establishment of an electeic power house in 
Mandi State, — 1925. 

An Agreement made the third day of March one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-five between the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter to- 
gether with Ms successors and assigns referred 'to -as Government) of the one part 
and Lieutenant His Highness Raja Jogindar Sen Bahadur, Raja of Mandi (here- 
inafter called the Darbar) of the other part. 
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. FIJMJAB. STATES— 

Whbeeas Clovernment lias under considexation a project ■ for tie , supply of 
electric power to tlie Punjab . 0011111101117 known as tbe UH Eiver Hydro .Electric 
Project ill Maiidi State, a description of' wbict' is ooiitaiiaefl in tie report on tlie 
said project signed by Lt.-CoL ' B. ■ G. Battye, B.E.,.ob. tlie teiitli day of January 
one tliousaiid nine bnndred and. twenty-four, and whereas if and wiien siieli scbeiiie 
is put into execution, it will be necessary to. establisli a Head Works, Po'ttxo’ House 
and connected works witMn tbe territory of Mancli State and Tf here as it is in- 
tended tliat tlie purposes for and tbe rates .at wliicb power shall be sold, disposed 
of or applied shall from time .to time be decided by the manageiiietit of the pro- 
ject appointed by Government. Noiv for the mutual benefit of Government and 
of the Darbar it is hereby agreed that if and so soon as Goveiimierit sliall finally 
decide to put into e.xecution'the said Hydro 'Electric Project, either as at present 
projected or with such changes or modifi,cations as iiiay hereafter be saiietioned 
by Government., but not in any other 'event, the following provisions sha'Il eo:me 
into 'force and. be' carried into effect- that is to say: — 

1 . . In ■ coii.siderat.ion of the . benefits hereinafter described ' the Darbar .shall 
give, on lease to Government free -of charge ail land for perm.a.neiit and temporary 
occupation which may be required for the purposes of the said project, all .. the 
ivater of the U.hi Ri.ver above the site of the proposed dam^showm' in -the attached' 
map* and all earth, lime or other building stone, required for ..the works ' herein- 
after referred to. Government will bear the cost of all expenses incurred., 'by 
the Darb.ar for the re-estabiishm nt in suitable circu.mstances of .any inhabitants'': 
•who have to be removed from any land or houses for the purposes of the scheme 
and for compensating any inhabitants not so removed in respect of damage to 
land or proprty sustained by reaso-n of- .the scheme. Further in the case of land, 
temporarily occupied, Government will bear the cost of restoring such land to 
its original condition, or alternatively, -of paying the capitaEsed va.lue of com- 
pensation and in the case of water 'at 'present used for irrigation or for driving 
flour mills Government will bear the :cost of. compensation for loss of such water 
wdien it occurs, at rates to be agreed upon. - , 

2. Government shall have ■■'the."'fr.ee, use. of water in one or more of the tribu- 
taries of the Eana Eiver for.'-.purpos.es.,of- .temporary power development during 
the period of eo.!istruction of ■■ the works.- herein mentioned and will pay full compen- 
sation for any loss caused by^ .the dive-rsion for temporary power development 
of any water at present used for irrigation or driving flour mills. 

3. Tlie Darbar will grant a lease of ninetynine years of all the land and water 
riglits other than temporary, required for the said project. Tlie Darbar will 
retain full jurisdiction and sovereign rights over such land and after the? expira- 
tion of ninety-nine years the lease will be renewable by Government on such 
terms as may be agreed upon between the parties and any case in W'hich mutual 
agreement is impossible shall be referred to arbitration as hereinafter provided, 

4. Excluding the tunnel,- flumes '-and pipe-lines and liaukgewaj which shall 
so far as possible not traverse- culturable land Governmeiit will not require fox'

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permaaeiil; occupation,. more than fo.rtj acres of eulturable land at the. Head Works 
and not mote tha,ii thirty , acres " at the power station near Shanaii' for the first, 
stage of the project' and not more than a further seventy-five acres of eiiltiirabie 
land for the second' stage of the. project. 

5. Should a, tramway be built in connection with the project, as shown 'in 
the said repc^rt or otherwise, the ordinary rules regarding the payment of com" 
pensation laid down by Government of India in the case of Indian States will 
govern the case so far as cultivated and eulturable land is concerned. As regards 
unculturable land the Darbar agrees to the principle that no rent should be 
paid. 

6. Should if; eventually be decided to increase the water supply by the cons- 
truction of a dam near the headworks, cultivated land amounting to not more 
than sixty-five acres will by flooding be thrown out of cultivation. As the flooded 
area will comprise most of the cultivated land attached to the villages of Dedh- 
angna, Bret, riiuji, Kaduhan and Ghog, it will be necessary to remove the inhabi- 
tants of these villages and provide them with land of similar area and quality 
elsewhere. 1,'he cost of these operations which will be conducted by the Darbar 
will be debitable entirely to Government. The Darbar will give its consent to 
any measures necessary for such increase of water supply upon receiving notice 
from Government of its intention. 

7. In return for the free grant of land, water and minerals as set forth above, 
the Darbar will be granted power for use or sale within the Mandi State free of 
charge, subject to a maximum limit of half of one per cent, of the peak load capa- 
city of the power station, situated in the Mandi State, according to the develop- 
ment of the ])roject and a minimum of two hundred and fifty kilowatts which 
will be supplied if required during the first year of operation delivered at Mandi 
town at a pressure of four hundred and forty volts, alternating current. 

Should the Darbar at any time require power in excess of the above free allow- 
ance of half of one per cent, or two hundred and fifty kilowatts whichever is the 
greater, Government agree to supply the extra power required subject to a maxi- 
mum limit of one thousand kilowatts exclusive of free supply at cost price as 
hereafter defined. Cost price shall be assumed to be ninety per cent, of the tariff 
rates for ordinary bulk supply for the time being in force in the Punjab. Should 
either party consider that ninety per cent, of the tariff rates is either less than 
or in excess of cost price that party may require a special audit to deternune the 
percentage of such tariff rates which represents actual cost price. The party 
requiring the audit shall bear the cost thereof in any event but the percentage 
determined by the audit shall come into force from the date when the audit was 
demanded. 

If and as soon as the maximum demand on the power station in Mandi State 
(to be ascertained in the same manner as hereinafter specified for the purpose 
of royalty) has exceeded tliirty-*nine thousand kilowatts the Darbar shall be en- 
titled to an additional free supply of two hundred and fifty kilowatts making 
^ total minimum free supply of five hundred kilowatts. 
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In .addition .to tke, above described free power ,aiid power , at cost price the 
Darbar will, be, entitled to 'royalty, of so. .many rupees ■ per kilowatt, .of maximum 
demand generated at the power station in Mandi State at any onc^ time for a con- 
' period .of. not less than twenty .ininiites within, 'each, calendar year, as , 
iiieasnred by an approved maximum demand indicator at any time dniiiig the 
said calendar year under normal conditions of working,; ' such maximum demand 
readings to be recorded monthly. The rate in. rupees per kilowatt to be paid 
to the. Darbar will be on a sliding scale, increasing with the total amount of power 
gene.rated, in accordance with the following scale:—;.. 

Scale oj Royalty, 

When t'he .maxi.inum powe.r generated at the power station, 
at one time for not less than twenty miiintes in any one 
calendar year does not exceed thi rty -five thousand inne 
hiitidred and ninety -nine kilowatts . . . . Hotliing. 

When the maximum imwer generated at the power station, 
as defined above, exceeds thirty-five thousand nine 

hundred and ninety-nine kilowatts . , . . One rupee per kilowatt. 

When it exceeds thirty-nine thousand kilowatts . . Two rupees per kilowatt. 

When it exceeds forty-two thouKand kilowatts . . Three rupees per kilowatt. 

When it exceeds forty-five thousand kilowatts . . . Three rupees eight aimas 

per kilowatt. 

lu addition to free power and to royalty at the rates described above, the 
Darbar will be entitled to the use, for irrigation or power purposes free of charge, 
of all the taiirace water discharged into the Rana River, below^ the power stations, 
provided that the water is not required for development of the fourth stage of 
the project which contemplates diverting the tail water into the Beas. The 
Government will decide within twenty years of the completion of the first stage, 
whether the fourth stage will be required. 

8. The Superintending Engineer in charge of works under construction in 
the State — or other ofllcer appointed by the Punjab Government and agreed 
to by the Darbar—shall be invested by the Darbar with the powers of a third 
class magistrate, under the authority of the Mandi State .District Magistrate during 
the construction of the works. He shall also be empowered to decide civil suits 
the value of which does not exceed rupees one thousand. All civil cases in which 
any person employed on the works is a party and all criminal cases in which any: 
such person is a complainant or an accused person which can legally be instituted 
in the court of the Superintending, Engineer or officer appointed as aboveinen-, 
tioned shall be instituted in that court and in no other. Such officer will bo giveni 
a Moharrir by the Darbar, but the Mohaiiir’s pay and all expenses connected 
with the appointment of such a magistrate will be borne by the GovernmeiitJ 
the Darbar only supplying the nsnal standard forms. 

9. The Darbar will allot an area for the supply of fuel and timber as near the 
site of the works for which the same may be required as shall be conveniently 
possible. Government agrees to do ail things possible to pirevent any felling^ 
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or loppiiigS' 'Withoiit : tlie of the State Forest Depaitiaeiit. .Pay.iii.eiit 

for wood: wiii. be 'made State Forest Department rates. ' 

■ ■ 10. ' As tiae small amoimt of iaboiir available, iir the State is ordinarily ref mred 
for the Sait Quarries, (Jo vemmeEt will have to import labour for' their works. 
In case of em.ergeneies the Darbar will, however, do their best to supply any 
coolies required at current local rates. Government agree' as far as possible not to 
emplo}^ luiskiiled Sikhs and Pathans. , 

11. Gavernment agree ■ to. ' pay due attention to -any : complaint on the part 
of the Darbar in regard to' the employment or removal of undesirable characters. 
Should there be any disagreement between, the 'parties on, this projeGt.the matter 
shall be referred to the Agent to the Governor-Generah , Pnnjab S.tates, whose 
decision will be' final, 

12. The Darbar undertake to .close ail liqnor, shops' within a radius of three, 
miles of the works during the construction of the works and Government under- 
take to make good to the Darbar any loss that may be occasioned by the closure 
of such shops. Should Government open liquor shops at the works, the amount 
realised by the sale of such liquor contracts will be payable to the Darbar. 

13. The Darbar will charge no duty of any kind on any articles or materials 
required for the purposes of the said project and the works connected therewith 
or for the harm fide use of employees at the works. 

14. : In the' event 'Of internal upheaval of a nature:- to jeopardise the safety of" 
the Hydro Electric Works and operating staff — ^if in the opinion of the Resident 
Engineer in charge of, the power station, the safety -of the works and. staff are' 
jeopardised, — ^the Punjab Government with -the concurrence of the Agent to the 
Governor-General, Punjab States, shall be at liberty to take such steps, including 
'the importation either of police or troops, as it may consider necessary for the 
safe-goarding of the said works and staff. 

15. Government shall be at liberty at any time to hand over the w-orking of 
the Hydro Electric scheme to any Body— Statutory or otherwise brought into 
existence for the purpose— provided that any such arrangements shall not affect 
the liability of Government or its responsibility to or its relations with the .Darbar 
under this agreement. In such event Government will be responsible for ensur- 
ing that the terms of this agreement are fully- complied with by the Body res- 
ponsible for the working of the scheme. 

16. In the event of any dispute between the Government and the Darbar 
■with regard to the interpretation of this agreement or in regard to points left 
open for mutual agreement between the parties or which may arise in any other 
way in connection with the project, the matter shall be referred to the" Agent 
to the GoTernor-General, Punjab States, whose decision will be final provided 
that the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab ' States, may with the consent 
of the parties, refer any such matter for the decision of one or more arbitrators.

Translation of a Sunnud granting territories to Rajah Juggut Chund of 
Kuhlor (Bejuaspork), dated 2lst October 1847. 

Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British Government and the 
State of Lahore, on the 9th March 1846, the hill territories came into the poS“ 
session of the Honorable Company, and whereas Rajah Juggut Chund of KuMor 
has always evinced his obedience and submission to the British Officers, the Gov- 
ernment hereby confirms in perpetuity to Rajah Juggut Chund and the heirs 
male lawfully begotten of his body by his Ranee, the Territory of Kiihior, with 
such boundaries as have been in his possession since the commencement of the 
British rule in the Trans-Sutlej States, with full administrative powers therein. 
In default of an heir of the above description, the territory, with full powers, 
will be conferred upon the male heir who may be proved to the British Govern- 
ment to be next of kin to the Rajah. Be it known to the Rajah, that if any of 
his successors is found incompetent and unable to administer the affairs of the 
State, the British Government reserves to itself the power of removing him and 
installing another heir next of kin to the Rajah, who may be found entitled to 
it, and capable of administering the territory. Whoever shall, according to the 
foregoing terms, succeed the Rajah, will remain in the undisturbed possession 
of his territory and State, on the conditions which are specified in the Agreement 
executed by the Eajahj, and which are as follows : — 

IsL — That he shall abolish all transit duties in his territory, and consider it 
incumbent upon him to afford protection to the bankers, tradesmen, and dealers 
in Ms State. 

That he shall construct roads mt less than 12 feet broad in his State^ 
an# mfm when necessary.

The Rajah shall not encroach beyond the boundaries of his own territory 
on the territory of another. He shall consider this Sunniid as a ratified document, 
and use Ms exertions to fulfil the terms thereof, to promote the welfare of his 

peo|>le, to improve the condition of hie country, to ado|}t measures for the increase- 

of cultivation, to redress grievances, to maintain lawful rights, and to keep the 
roads secure. He shall not exact money from his subjects, but treat them with 
kindness, that they may always be thankful to Mm. It is the <iuty of the sub- 
jects to regard him and, after him, Ms successor, as above described, as their sole 
and lawful lord, to pay without fail the revenue due to Mm, to remain obedient 
to him at all times, and to behave themselves well.

1863. 

Since the establishment of British supremacy in India Rajah Wuzeer Sing 
and his ancestors have given proofs of loyalty to the British Government, and 
have received rew’-ards in the accession of fresh honours, dignity and territory. 
More recently the present chief of Fureed Kote evinced his adherence to the cause 
of the British Government during the mutiny of 1857-58, in consideration of which 
service the British Government, has, out of Royal grace and condescension, remitted 
the service of ten sowars hitherto furnished by the Rajah ; has added to the forms 
under which he is officially addressed ; has increased the Khillut to which he is 
entitled, and raised the number of guns by which he is to be saluted to the number 
of eleven ; and has graciously acceded to the Rajah’s desire to receive “a Sonnud 
or Grant under the hand and seal of the Viceroy, confirming and guaranteeing 
to the Rajah and his heirs for ever the possession of his ancient hereditary terri- 
tory, as well as the territory acquired by the Rajah from the British Government 
by grant or exchange under the following provisions : — 

Gkme l.—The hereditary domain now in the' possession of the Rajah, and 
the country acquired by the Rajah by grant and exchange, according to the an- 
nexed list, are hereby confirmed and guaranteed to the Ra,jah and Ms male heirs 
lawfully begotten, for ever, together' with -all the powers and authority, civil, 
ciiminal and fiscal, at present exercised by the Rajah. 
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Clause 2.— With, the exception of the unredeemed revenue-free holdings in 
Illaka Kotknpoora noted below, the British Government will never demand from 
the Rajah or any of his successors, or from any of his feudatories, relatives, or 
dependants, any tribute on account of revenue, service, or any other plea.

Clause 3 .— Rajah has, in consideration of the compensation granted by 
the British Government, relinquished for himself and his successors for ever all 
right to levy excise or transit duties which have been abolished throughout the 
territory of Fureed Kote. 

Clause 4 . — The British Government desiring to see the House of Fureed Kote 
perpetuated, has conferred upon the Rajah and his successors for ever, when 
ever male heirs lawfully begotten may fail, the right of adopting a successor in 
accordance with the customs of his race. 

Clause 5 . — With regard to British subjects committing crime and appre- 
hended in his territory, the Rajah and bis successors will exercise the powers 
provided for in the despatch of the Honourable flourt of Directors to the Madras 
Government, No. 3, dated 1st Jmie 1830. 

The Rajah and his successors will exert themselves to execute justice and 
promote the happiness and welfare of their people. They will, in accordance 
with the terms of a jnevious engagement, prohibit “ suttee,” slavery, and female 
infanticide throughout their territory, and punish with exemplary rigor those 
who are found guilty of these crimes. 

Clause 6. The Rajah and his successors wdH never fail in their devotion and 

loyalty to the Sovereign of Great Britain. 

Clause 7 . — If at any time any force hostile to the British Government should 
appear in this direction, the Rajah will co-operate with the British Government 
and oppose the enemy. He will exert himself to the utmost of Ms resources in 
providing carriage and supplies according to requisitions he may receive from 
tlie officers of the British Government. 

Clause S . — The Rajah as heretofore will furnish at current rates, through 
the agency of his own officers, the necessary materials required for the construc- 
tion of railroads, railway stations and Imperiaf roads and bridges. He will also 
■freely give the land required for the construction of railroads and Imperial lines 
of road. 

Clause 9.— The Rajah and his successors will always pursue the same course 
of fidelity and devotion to the British Government, and the Government will 
always be ready to uphold the honour and dignity of the Rajah and his house.

5. The, outlet shall be constructed, at the cost of the Punjab Irrigation Depart- 
ment.

6., ' The Paridkot State Authorities shall pay to the Executive Engineer, Ferosie- 
piir Division, Sirhind Canal, the sum of Rupees sixteen hundred and fifty (Rs. 1,G50) 
for the use of water supplied through the aforementioned outlet, of which sum 
Rupees eight hundred and twenty five (Rs. 825) shall be payable half-yearly in 
advance on the first day of April 1928 and the first day of October 1928. In the 
event of non-payment in advance the agreement will be cancelled and assessment 
proceeded with in the ordinary way.

8. The provision of the Northern India Canal and Drainage Act VIII of 1873, 
concerning unauthorised use and waste of water shall be enforced when water 
is used or wasted outside the limits of the area described in clause 7 above or 
when water extracted from the canal in an unauthorized maimer is used within 
the limits of that area. 

9. The outlet mentioned in clause 1 above may be closed for a period of any 
time (1) at the request of the Faridkot State Authorities or (2) by order of the 
Executive Engineer, Ferozepur Division, Sirhind Canal, or of the Superintending 
Engineer, Sirhind Canal Circle, acting under the powders conferred on them by the 
provisions of the Northern India Canal and Drainage Act VIII of 1873. 

10. This agreement shall terminate on the 31st March 1929. Should the 
Faridkot State xiuthorities desire to renew tlie agreement for a further period^ 
they shall make an application for renew^al not later than the first day of March 
1929, to the Executive Engineer, Ferozepur Division, Sirhind Canal.

^The Rajah of Chumba finding great difficulty in arranging for the preserva- 
tion of the forests in his territory has requested tlie aid of the liritish Govern- 
ment and has agreed to give to the British officer whom the Government may 
appoint for this purpose the sole control of the forests in the territory of Chumba. 
To give effect, therefore, to the wishes of the Rajah, the followi.ng arrangemente 
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are agreed to by tlie Eajali of Cliimiba on tbe ■one.liaiid and by and on behalf of 
the Eritisli Ckm^iiiiieiifc'on, iJie'otber ha ... 

. Article 

The sole control of all forests in the territory of Ohnmba is vested in the British 
Cjovernment, who shall appoint an officer to be Conservator of the same. 

Articlb 2. 

The British Government shall he at liberty to place iiiicler strict conservancy ^ 
management snch forest tracts as it shall from time to time select and to lay clowm 
such general rules as it thinks proper for the control of all forests. 

Article 3. 

Sach exemption from these rules shall be granted, or sncb other arrangements 
shall be made as shall be necessary to ]>;reYeiit interference with any acknow- 
ledged or established rights of tlie inhabitants of Cimniba to cut wood for their 
own me. 

Article 4. 

No contractor or other person shall be allowed to cut timber in any of the 
forests within the Eajah’s territories, except with the express permission of the 
Conservator, and on the rates and under the conditions fixed by him. 

Article 5. 

For every Deodar (Kelii) tree felled on the Chenab, and its tributaries, and 
within the Chumba territory by authority of the Conservator, the British Govern- 
ment shall pay to the Kajah of Chumba four (4) Bupees, and on the Ravee and 
its tributaries for each Deodar (Kelii) five (5) Bupees, and for other trees as BI- 

dowB..:'— 

Akhrot, Walnut, three (3) Bupees per tree; 

Boor], Birch, one Bnpee eight annas (1-8) per tree. 

Sttsoon, Ash, and all other descriptions, including inferior sorts of pine, two 
(2) Rupees. 

The above rates shall be understood to refer to trees above six (6) feet in girth, 
measured at man's height from the ground ; for trees of a smaller size half rates 
shall be paid. 

Out of this sum one (1) Rupee per tree is to be set aside for conservancy pur- 
poses, of which the following is to be considered a detail : — 

1 . — Planting trees, fencing in young plantations, and arboriculture generally.

The expenditure for such conservancy to be entirely under the control of the ■ 
Q^nservator, and that of the daks under the Eajah's agency. ' ' ' 
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tl—TIie balance from this fund after paying expenses as above to be divided 
evenly, between, the Forest Department and the Eaj'ali^ and to be ,, expended at' 
the discretioiiof each on the. construction and improvement of roads and ccm- 
muiiication .generally. 

4«— That for each of the two official years j namely; 1861-65 and 1865-66, the 
Bajali will receive from the Conservator of Forests the simi of Rupees one tlioiis- 
and (iyOOO) in liem of all his claims to waif timbers on the Ravee rndthin his terri- 
tories, and that after that period and during the currency of this lease he will 
receive .five hundred (Rupees 500). per. annum on .this account, all such timber 
becoming from date of said lease the property of the- British Goveriunent, 

Abticle 6. 

The accounts shall be made up half-yearly to 30th April and 31st of October 
and .shall be rendered to the Rajah, and the payments made at the above-men- 
tioned rates half-yearly in the months of May and Noveinbar. : 

Abticle 7, 

The British Government shall manage the Chuinba forests in accordanee with 
the general system of forest management which may be' in force for similar forests 
within the territories of the .British Government, and for the preservation of the 
same shall maintain such establishments as it shall consider suitable in each case. 
The British Government will defray all the expenses of these establishments con- 
nected with the conservancy of forests except as provitled for in paragraph 5, 
Clauses 2 and 3. 

■ ■ Aettole 8. . ■ ■ ' ' 

The British Government, or the contractors employed by it, will defray all 
expenses of felling and transporting the timber, and they shall be at liberty to 
dispose of it by sale or otherwise at their pleasure, subject to no other claim from 
the Rajah than the payments referred to in paragraph 5 of the present Agreement ; 
and it is distinctly understood that any foruker or customary charge on the em- 
floyis of the British Government, sucli as Dulalee,'^ &c., is now abolished, 

Abticle 9. . 

All timber passing down the Rivers Chenab and Ravee across the boundary 
of the Cliumba territory, unless covered by a pass from the Gons(?rvator and duly 
marked in the manner described in the pass, shall be presumed to be the pro- 
perty of the British Government, and may be taken possession of as such by the 
Conservator or his Agents, and the onus of proving the timber to belong to anv 
other person shall rest upon such person. 

Abticle 10. 

The Conservator shall be authorized to exercise within the Chumba territory 
the powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the 1st Class, as described in Act XXV 
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„. of 1 B 61 , for the. trial of offeDoes: against property, and relating to property marks, 
, , mischief, .' assaults, and , contravention of . such forest rules as may from time to 
time he in force in the territories under the Government of the Punjab, 

Abticle 11. 

The Eajah engages to render every aid reg_uired by the Conservator in. the 
^ exercise .of the .above, powers for apprehending' oh'enders or supposed oflenders 
and for enforcing the penalties awarded by 'him.' 

Article 12. 

This agreement shall continue in force for a period of twenty (20) years from 
the 1st of May 1864, but on the expiry of that term shall be renewable at the plea- 
sure of the British Government for a further period of (20) twenty years, and 
shall then be again, renewable in like manner until the term of iiinetT-iiine (99) 
years from the original date (1st Mhy 1864) shall have expired. At the expiry 
of that period it shall be at the option of the Eajah to renounce the agreement 
or enter into a fresh one. 

Provided that any revision or modification of the rates and mode of payment 
described in Clauses 5, 6, and 13 that shall be agreed to by both contracting parties 
may take place at any time without affecting the continuance of the agreement 
or any of its provisions. 

Article 13. 

In order to secure to the Eajah a fixed moderate income from his forests, the 
British Government agree that a minimnm payment of Eupees twenty thousand 
(20,000) per annum be fixed, and that in the event of its not cutting wmod to tliat 
amount in any year, the Eajah will still receive from the said Government this 
sum as rent, and in event of the value of annual cutting being in excess of twenty 
thousand Eupees (20,000) the British Government agree to pay amount at the 
rates fixed and as in this lease.

R,ev.ised Agreement for the lease nf the Chamba Porests, — 1872. 

Whereas, fjy the terms of an agreement bearing date at Dalhousie the tenth 
day of September 1864, His Highness the Raja of Chamba, having requested 
the aid of the British Grovernment' in the management of Ids forests, has, for that 
purpose, ■ leased the said forests to the British (xoverniiient p.and whereas certain.' 
additions to, and alterations in, the said ■ agreement having been from time to',' 
time' consented to by the parties thereto' : it is advisable now to embody the said' 
additions and alterations in a new form of agreement, ami also, at the same tim.e, 
to make more definite provision by the terms of such agreement for the proper 
conservancy of the forests aforesaid. 

Tlie following articles have been agreed upon between His Highness the Baja 
of Oliamba, of the one part, and Major-General Reynell George Taylor, g.b,, c.s.l., 
Commissioner, at present, for the Amritsar Division of the Punjab, on behalf 
of the British Government, of the other part 

1. From and after the date of the execution of this present agreement, the 
former agree rneiit bearing date at Dalhousie the lOtli day of Beptember 1864, 
shall cease to be of force, and shall be deemed to be cancelled and superseded 
by this present agreement. 

2. The term ‘‘ Forest/’ as used in these articles, shall mean and include — 

{a) Those tracts of country covered with trees, or from which the trees have 
been felled, which, for seven years past and upwards, have paid no revenue as 
cultivated land to the Chamba State. 

(6) Such other tracts of land, cultivated, or uncultivated, covered with trees 
or barren, as the Baja of Chamba may from time to time consent to give up for 
the purpose of consolidating or extending the area of any existing forest, or of 
forming new plantations or forests. 

3. With the exception of the forests enumerated in Article 6, ail forests in 
territories subject to His Highness the Baja of Chamba shall be preserved, worked, 
and managed according to, the .-rules set .forth in the schedule hereto annexed, 
and the right to the produce thereof shall vest in the several parties therein de- 
clared to be entitled thereto, 
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■ Provided that the said rules shall be in force- for three -years from date of this 
agreement, at the end of which time the- British -Govemmeiit iiiay call for a report 
thereon and dficide wlietlier they shall' continue, as they; are or be in any respect 
added to, modiiied, or amended. 

4. The Eaja-of Ghamba agrees to the grant to the British Cioveriiment, cluiiiig 
the currency of this agreement, all his rights in unclaimed, waif and wind faH 
timber on the rivers “ Ohenab ’’ and Ravi and their several tributaries, and 
in all other parts of his territories ; and further to grant to the said Government 
the entire control of rivers and streams coming from and passing through the 
forests ill so far as concerns the floating, management, or collection of timber in 
transit to the timber depots. 

5. The British Government may invest ail or any of the officers in whom, 

under the said rules, the control of any forest, or of timber-floating operations, 
is vested with all or any of the powers of a Magistrate as described in the Code 
of Criminal Procedure in force in British India, to be exercised within the Chamba 
territory, for the purpose of trying and punishing oflenees against the rules afore- 
■said. ,- 

And the Raja of Chamba engages to render every aid required by the ofticer 
or officers authorised to exercise such powers for bringing to justice all persons 
charged with offences against the rules, and for enforcing the judgment awarded 
against them. 

6. The following forests, groves, and trees shall be excluded from the opera- 
tion of Article 3, that is to say — 

(1) The forests knowni as Jam war and Kajjia,” as demarcated and defined 
according to the terms of a letter from the Superintendent of the Chamba State 
to the Secretary to the Government of the Punjab in the Department of Public 
Works, No. 22, dated July 5th, 1869. 

(2) Two hundred trees (200) of Kelu ’’ (Gedrus deodara) around the temple 
at Kilar ; 20 of the same kind at Baira ; 15 at Kothair, 60 at Bassu, 60 at Pieura 
of the same kind ; at Chanota also 60 of the same kind. 

Provided always, as regards trees mentioned in the preceding clause, that • 
they shall not be felled, but that such trees as fall by natural causes shall be at 
the disposal of the managers of the shrine or temple for which they are set apart 
for the purposes of repairing the same. 

Provided also that such excepted trees may, where necessary, be marked or 
the area in which they stand demarcated- 

(3) All trees growing on village or other lands under cultivation, not being 
forest lands within the meaning of Article 2. 

(4) Certain groves in the vicinity of the town of Chamba, viz., a grove of CMl 
trees between the River Ravi and Sao ; and a grove of Shisham trees, about two 
miles from Chamba, between the River Ravi and the new road to Dalhousie. 

(5) Ail trees growing within 200 feet on either side of the public roads here- 
inafter enumerated, or in the vicinity of any spring or well. 

Provided that, wdien such road or spring or well passes through, or is situated 
within a forest which is reserved under the rules hereto annexed, this clause shall 
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.not fee .held to affect siich' forest, but.it sliallTeiiiai]i iii all respects as a reserved 
forest ” under the rules,-— the .British Goverii:iiient on their part engaging not 
to fell tree-s in such forest' withm''200 feet of such p'liblic road, or in the vicinity 
of such spring or well, without the previous, consent of the Siiperiiitondent of the 
•Chamba, State.

Provided always that, if the number of trees felled l:)y the British Government 
in any one year is not sufficient to make the seigniorage thereon amount to the 
sum of twenty thousand rupees, the seigniorage payable in such year to the Baja 
shall be twenty thousand rupees and not less. 

And, in consideration of the right to waif and windfall conveyed by Article 
4, the British Government further agree to pay to the Raja the sum of one tliouvsand 
rupees annually.

On the expiry of this term, it shall be renewable at the ph?asure of the British 
Government for a further term of 20 years, on expiry whereof it shall be again 
renewable in a like manner until the term of 99 years, counting from the first 
day of May 1864, shall have expired. 

At the expiry of such term it shall be at the option of the Raja of Chamba to 
renew this agreement or enter into a fresh one. 

Provided always that any revision or modification of the rates and mode of 
payment described in Articles 7, 8, 9 that may be agreed to by both parties may 
be made at any time without afiecting the continuance of this agreement or any 
'otits.provisions. .■■

5. Procedure in including waste or cultivated hnd for plaMations^ in 

any case it is desired to include in a reserved forest area any waste or cultivated 
land which is not forest within the meaning of Article 2 of the agreement, or to 
take up a plot of such land for the purpose of plantation, such plot shall only be 
included or taken up with the consent of the Superintendent of the Chamba State, 
and after payment of such compensation, if any, as he may award. After de- 
claration of such consent and the determination of compeBsatiOn, if any, the 
plot may be included in the area of a reserved forest or demarcated as a separately 
reserved forest, as the case may be. 

6. Control of reserved forests,— Reserved forests shall be under the exclusi^'e 
control of the officer appointed by the British Clovernnient to !»e Conservator of 
Forests ii\the Punjab, and of such officers subordinate to tlie Conscu'vator as may 
be appointed by the saiii Goyernnient to the charge of any divisions of the forests.

ers to take for firewood stranded pieces of timber which are not, however, to be 
larger than one man can lift by himself.

Of the Punishment of Forest O^ences, 

17. Offences in Unreserved Forests, — Any person who breaks any rule relating 

to Unreserved Forests shall be liable to the 'jurisdiction of the Eaja of Chamba

Arlicks of Agreement made this eighteenth day of September 1905 between 
His Highness Kaja Bliure Singh of Chamba of the one part and Homer Edward 
Youngbiisijandj ih‘)mmissi(.)ner of the Lahore Division, Pnnjab, for and on be- 
luiiC of the British Government, of the other part. Whereas by an agTecmeiit, 
bearing date at Daihoixsie, the tenth day of December one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-four, His Iliglmess Sri Singh, Kaja of Chamba, having reg^nested the 
aid of the Biitish Government in the management of bis forests, did for that 
})ur[)ose lease the said forests to the British Government on the terms and condi- 
tions therein set forth. And whereas certain additions to and alterations in the 
said agreement having been frojn time to time consented to by the parties there- 
to, it was deemed in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy-two advis- 
able to embody the said additions and alterations in a new form, of agreement, 
and also to make more definite provision by the terms of such agreement for the 
proper conservancy of the forests aforesaid : And wiiereas a new agreement, 
bearing date at Chamba the eighth day of July one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-two, was accordingly executed by His Highness Gopal Singh, Baja of 
Chamba, of the one part and Beyneil G. Taylor, Commissioner and Superinten- 
dent, Amritsar Division, on behalf of the British Government, of the ofher part, 
for th<3 purptrses aforesaid : And whereas it was provided by the last-named 
agreement that '' any revision or modification of the rates and mode of payment

VII. — In consideration of tbe rights and prmieges' conveyed to ■ to British 
Government by the preceding Articles/ the British Government agrees to pay 
to HiS' Highness the' Eaja of'"Cliamba the whole income accruing to the British 
Government under this agreement after deducting therefrom all sums advanced 
for' the f3ntire cost of working, supervision, protection and improvement, as 
well as all other charges which are ordinarily to form part of the expenditure con- 
nected with the management of . the said forests.

L (JlassifleMion of forests. -—There will be two classes of forests, to be cnllod 
reserved and imreserved. The Conservator of Forests, or siicli other officer as 
he may authorise in that behalf, piay from time to time, but subject always to

2. SeleeMon and demarcafdon of reserved fm^esk Conservator of Forests 
or such officer as aforesaid, may indicate- by posts or other teiii])orary tnarks, 
the boundaries which, after local enquiry. in concert with an official of tlie Chaiiiba 
State deputed for the purpose,- are in Ms opinion the true limits of the tracts to 
be reserved, but it shall rest with the Kaja of Chamba .in concert with the Con- 
servator of Forests to determine finally the boundaries of such tracts. 

. '3. Proeedure: after final demarGatdon. — ^When the' boundaries have been final- 
ly determined' as aforesaid, the Forest Officer shall, if the tract is not already 
defined by natural boundaries, demarcate the same 'by conspicuous boundary 
marks according to the final decision aforesaid, 

: Record of Immdaries.—k. record of the boundaries, shall then be p7e]>ared, 
accompanied by. such maps as may be necessary; The record shall , be signed by 
the Conservator of Forests, and an attested copy shall be sent for deposit to the 
Raja of Chamba. 

4. After fiml demarcation public notice to he given, — Whenever any forest is 
reserved and finally demarcated under this rule, due notice shall be publicly 
given ill the vicinity of such forest and the inhabitants be warned against tres- 
pass or other infringement of the forest rules. 

5. Procedure in including waste or cultivated lands for in any 

case it is desired to include in reserved forest area any waste or cultivated land 
which is not forest within the meaning of Article II of the agreement, or to take 
up a plot of such land for the purpose of plantation, such plot shall only be in- 
cluded or taken up with the consent of the Raja of Chamba and after ]>ayment 
of such compensation as he may award. After declaration of consent and payment 
of such compensation the plot may be included in the area of a reserved forest or 
demarcated as a separately reserved forest, 

6. Control of reserved /oms*ts.— Reserved forests shall be under the exclusive 
control of the officer appointed by the British Government to be Conservator of 
Forests in the Punjab, and of such officers subordinate to the Conservator as may 
be appointed by the said Government to the charge of the Chamba Division. 

7. Genefd rights to produce in reserved forests. — Except when otherwise ex- 
pressly provided for the British Government shall have the exclusive right to 
.the produce of such forests. 

8. Management of unreserved forests. — All other forests to which these rules 
apply are called unreserved forests.” They will be under the 'management of 
the Raja of Chamba. 

9. Rights to produce in unreserved forests. — Subject to the protective provision 
hereinafter contained, the unreserved forests are open to the Raja of Chamba 
for Ms own use, for the exercise of such forest privileges as are allow’ed by His 
Highness, but not for the purpose of sale and merchandise. Except tliat the 
Raja may permit the collection and sale of dry and fallen timber and inferior trees 
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for grass, wild animals, birds, lionej,- wax, fruit' and flowers, taking care 
timt suck collection is efiected in siick a manner as not to injure, the forest or con- 
travene any specific rule. 

Chapter IL 

Of protecf/mi of unreserved forests, 

10. Oonsewancy of unreserved forests ; acts joroMnfed.-— IMess: 
mitted by the Raja of Chamba, the following acts' -are, prohibited in all unxesen^- 
ed forests : , , , , „ 

{a) Brealdng up .forest land for cultivation,, ■ 

(b) Setting fire to grass tracts in the vicinity- of forests or negligently per- 
mitting fire to extend thereto. 

{c) Setting fire to trees, brushwood or stumps. 

(d) Cutting out slabs, torches, from the stems of standing trees, barking 

or boring for turpentine, or otherwise injuring standing trees, 

(e) Lopping off branches of the valuable kinds of trees afterwards enumerat- 

ed, cutting young trees of the valuable kinds if less than four feet in 
girth at three feet from the ground. 

(/) Selling dry and fallen timber and inferior trees for fuel. 

{g) Cutting the valuable kinds of trees detailed below without the written 
permission of the Raja or someone authorized by him to give such 
permission

Permission shall not be given for the felling of more than three hundred deo- 
dar trees in the unreserved forests in any one year, and the return of the trees so 
felled shall be annually rendered by the Raja of Chamba to the Conservator of 

Forests. 

Permits to cut deodar trees shall specify the places and time within .which 
they must be exercised, and they shall be' returned to the official by whom they 
.were issued as: soon., as the time mentioned. ■ therein . has expired. 

Chapter III, 

Of the protection of reserved forests. 

‘ ii. Conservancy of reserved forest — All prohibitions eiiixme rated in Rule 10 
shall (mutalis mutandis) be enforced in reserved forests. 
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In aidition tliereto the following acts aye' prohibited in reserved forests:— 

(li) Traversing a forest except on,, authorized or' public roads and pathways. 

, (?‘) Grazing' or trespass by cattle' or locks and driving of cattle or iocks ex- 

(I?) (Mlecting grass, brushwood' or fodder. 

(I) ■ Collecting fallen timber. 

, (iw.) Eemoving soil, dead leaves, or moss from the forest or collecting gums 
: ■ and resins. The collection of wm, honey, madder root, fruit, flow- 
ers, wild animals and birds which is not ■ specifically prohibited in the 
rules is permitted in reserved' forests, provided that it is effected by 
some person who is recorded as the responsible right-holder, and 
who is bound to effect such collection without trampling or destroying 
' seedlings or young trees, making deep holes, in the forest, soil, or 
otherwise unnecessarily injuring the forests. 

{n) Kindling a fire in the forests or carrying fire except on an authorised road 
or pathway. 

(o) Carrying any implements for cutting wood or grass except on an author- ' 
ized road or pathway, and except it is carried in pursuance of a license 
to cut ; and generally no forest rights or privileges of any kind shall 
be exercised in reserved tracts. Provided that the Forest Officer 
may permit the Eaja when necessary to take what grass and fuel he 
requires for his personal use, subject to the provision in rule [m). 
Provided also always that if in any case it has not been found practic- 
able when selecting reserved forests to leave a sufficient or convenient- 
ly situated area of forests as unreserved for the exercise of forest pri- 
vileges, or if there are no sufficient grazing grounds in the vicinity 
or if in any other special case it shall be deemed desirable, the exercise 
of certain forest privileges may be allowed in reserved forests. But

Conditions of felling.--ML , .trees felled under such circumstances shall be so 
pursuant to a written permit granted by the Forest Officer, which shall specify

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Permits to fell must he returned ‘to the Forest Officer as 'soon as the time 'men- 
tioned therein has expired^ or as soon as the trees have been lelledj if felled be- 
fore the expiry of the time. 

Of other privileges, --Cntting grass, grazing and the collection of fnel may be 
practised in such portion of the forest as the. Forest Officers shall assign for the 
'purpose., . 

13. Timber required for public worhs in special msea.— If in.' any case, m 
building of any place, public work, bridge, or\roadway, His , Highness i 
rec|uire timber wMci cannot be conveniently- 'taken from an unreserved forest,' 
the Forest Officer shall, if the amount be reasonable and can be spared without 
injury to the forest, give a written permit for the timber to be felled in a reserved 
forest in a suitable and proper locality, or timber may be sawn up by the Forest 
Officer and supplied at cost price at his discretion. 

Closing umiecessary footpaths in reserved /omfe.— Whenever any unnecessary 
road or pathway passes through a reserved forest, thus rendering its proper con- 
servancy difficult to maintain, the Forest Officer may, with the consent of the 
Raja, close it against traffic. Due notice of such closing shall be publicly given 
in the vicinity. 


Chapter IV. 

15, Right to timber not covered by a pass,— All timber passing down the rivers 
Chenab and Ravi across the boundary of the Chamba territory, unless covered 
by a pass from the Conservator of Forests or an authorized subordinate, and un- 
less marked in the manner described in the pass, shall be deemed to be the pro- 
perty of the British Government, and may be taken possession of by the Con- 
servator of Forests or his authorized subordinate. Such timber shall not be re- 
leased until the claimant prove his title to the satisfaction of the Conservator or 
his authorized subordinate, and pays the expenses incurred in catching and keep- 
ing the timber. 

16. Re^noval, destruction and defacement of logs,—Eo person shall, without 

the permission of the Conservator of Forests or his subordinate, remove, out up, 
burn, deface the marks of or mark again, any timber whether stranded or float- 
ing : provided that this rule shall not interfere' with the privileges, of the villagers 
to take for firewood stranded pieces of timber which while, not bearing any pro- 
perty mark, or not having been sawn are not, however, to be larger than one 
man can Kft by himself . ■' ' ' 


Chapter V. 

Of the Punishment of Forest Offences, 

17. Offences in unreserved forests, — ^Any person who breaks any rule relating 
to unreserved forests shall he liable to the jurisdiction of the 'Raj'a of^: Ghamba^^^'to^ 
punishment according to law. 
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W. Offmees in mserved Jbresls,-— person wlio breaks any rule relating to 
reserved forests shall be liable, on .conviction before 'tlie EAja of Chanib^ or beforc 
a Forest Officer invovsted' with magisterial powers under Article of: the agree- 
ment, to fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, or in^ default of -payment, to 
three months' imprisonment with or without hard labour, ' Provided always ' that 
when, the act which is a breach of the rules amounts to ,a serious offence, such as 
mischief or theft, if, the case is brought before the , Baja' he may try the case as 
for such grave offence, instead of proceeding under thcAse rales'; and if the case is 
brought before a Forest Officer with powers as aforesaki he may, instead of pro- 
ceeding as for a breach of the rules, forward the case with a written report to ■the 
Eajao! Chamba, whomay try the. case and award such punishment as, may 'be 
proper.

* Whereas by the Treaty concluded between the British and Sikh Governments 
on the 9th March 1846, the hill country has come into the possession of the Honor- 
able Company ; and whereas Raja Ooger Sein, Chief of Sookeit, the highly dig- 
nified, evinced his sincere attachment and devotion to the British Government ;

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tlie State of Sookiet comprised witiin the same hotmdaries as at the coHimeiice- 
nieiit of the British occupation, together with Ml, administrative .powers within, 
the same, is now granted by the British' Government to Mm and the ;heirs male 
of his body by Ms Kanee, from generation to -generation. ' On failure of siich 
heirs, any other male heir who may be proved to the British Government to be 
next of kin to the Eaja shall obtain the above' State, with administrative powers. - 

Be it known to the Raja that the British Government shall be at liberty to 
remove any one from the Guddee of Sookeit' who may prove to be of -worthless 
character and incapable of properly conducting the administration of his State, 
and to appoint such other nearest heir of the Raja to succeed him as may be cap- 
able of the administration of the State and entitled to succeed. The Raja, or 
any one as above described who may succeed Mm, shall abide by the following 
terms entered in this Sunnud, wc. : — 

IsL — The Raja shall pay annually into the treasury of Simla and Subathoo 
eleven thousand Company’s Rupees as nuzzuranah by two instalments ; the 
first instalment on the 1st of June, corresponding with Jeth, and the second 
instalment on the 1st of November, corresponding with Kartic. 

2nd . — ^He shall not levy tolls and duties on goods imported and exported, but 
shall consider it incumbent on Mm to protect bankers and traders within his State, 

3rd , — He shall construct roads within Ms territory not less than 12 feet in 
width, and keep them in repair. 

4tk — On the breaking out of disturbances he shall, together with Ms troops 
and Ml! porters, whenever required, join the British army, and be ready to 
execute whatever orders may be issued to Mm by the British authorities and 
supply provisions according to Ms means. 

Sth , — He shall refer to the British Courts whatever dispute may arise between 
him and any other chief. 

6lk—Th.e Raja shall not alienate any portion of the lands of the said territory 
without the knowledge and consent of the British Government, nor transfer it 
by way of mortgage. 

715^.— He shall so put a stop to the practices of slave-dealing, suttee, female 
infanticide, and the burning or drowning of lepers, which are opposed to British 
laws, that no one shall venture in future to revive them. 

It behoves the Eaja not to encroach beyond the boundaries of his State on 
the territory of any other Chief, but to abide by the terms of this Simniid, and 
adopt such measures as may tend to the welfare of Ms people, the prosperity of 
Ms country, and the improvement of the soil, and ensure the administration of 
even-handed justice to the aggrieved, , the restoration to the people of their just 
rights, and the security of the roads. He shall not subject Ms people to extor- 
tion, but keep them always contented. The subjects of the State of Sookeit 
shaH regard the Raja and Ms successors as above described to be the sole proprietor 
of that territory, and never refuse to pay him the revenue due by them, but re-

as well as la,iid revenue of them, excepting such gardens and ayma jaghire^ ptmar- 
thee, and other rent-free lands, as have been long , disposed of^ and other fixed 
and' established daily,' allowances, etc., on condition that you require no aid from 
the British Government,' and that you settle the affairs of the mehals with your 
own troops, and that you be charged with the expense of providing for the main-' 
tenaiice and support of Khanja Hanjee and other dependants of the late Mirza 
Nusseeroolla Beg Khan, and provided also that you furnish on occasions , of ' exi- 
gency, to the aid of the British Government, a party of 50 troopers, and that 
you always remain steadfast in your attachment and good will to the British Gov- 
ernment. 

The British Government having become acquainted with your character and 
disposition, and with the merit of your services and attachment to its interest, 
from the communications of the Right Honourable the Commander-in-Chief, 
has now been pleased to reward those services by confirming to you and your heirs 
in perpetuity, from generation to generation, the whole of the mehals above men- 
tioned, including both land revenue and the sayer duties, with the deductions 
and under the conditions however above specified, from the beginning of the 
Pussul Eubbee of 1213 Fuslee Era (answering to September 1805). From that 
time the British Government will have no concern whatever with those mehals, 
which will always remain in yonr possession, and that of your descendants; as 
those lands require the exercise of arbitrary power, no complaints will be receiv- 
ed from the inhabitants of them.

W IIISIM the Nawab of Gudh attempted the irivaBioii of Beagal in 
1760, he took with him the son of the Emperor Alamgir II, whom 
his father had invested with the Siibadari of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. 
Alamgir was iimrdered in 1759, and intelligence of this reached his son 
early in 1760. He assumed the title of vSliali Alam, and conferred the 
office of Wazir on the Nawab of Giidh, in wdiose hands he was virtually 
a prisoner. The Isawab Wazir’s attempted invasion was defeated in 
Jamiary 1761, and Shah Alam went over to the Engliwsh Camp. 

In the same year Ahmad Shah Abdali defeated the Mahrattas at 
Panipat, proclaimed vShah jilam Emperor, and invited him to come to 
Delhi to take possession of his throne. After niaking an offer to the 
English of the Diwani of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, Shah Alam marched 
towai’ds Delhi, but found himself unable to advance further than Allaha- 
bad, where he again joined forces with the Nawab Wazir, and accom- 
panied him in his renewed attempt at the invasion of Bengal, which 
ended in disaster at the battle of Buxar in October J764. Shah Alam, 
despairing of regaining his throne through the aid of the Hawab Wazir, 
again went over to the English. 

The subsequent proposal to depose the Fawab of Oudh and put the 
Emperor in possession of his territories, with the exception of Ghasipur 
and Benares which the Emperor granted (No. I) to the English, was 
severely condemned by the Court of Directors as burdensome and pro- 
fitless. Hence, in 1765, the ''Nawab' was/restoi^ed to his dominions* in- 
eluding the districts of Ghasiipur and Benares. The districts of Allaha- 
bad and Kara however were left in possession of the Emperor. 

Shah Alam continued to reside at Allahabad, though keenly desirous 
of establishing himself at Delhi.. : The Mahrattas were again overrunn- 
ing upper India in order to .re-establish the influence they had lost at 
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Panipat: and, for tbe easier accomplisliment of their 'designs, thej^ iiiider- 
took to replace Sliah Alain on the throne,,. , Contrary to the a(l¥ice of the 
Biitisli, Shall Alain agreed to place hiniself- in their hands. The Enn 
peror was led into Delhi in all pomp on- the; 25th December 1771, but he 
was a mere puppet in the hands of the Mahrattas. 

the Mahrattas extorted, from the Empe.ror a g,rant of . the pro-.. 
Tinces of Allahabad and Kara, but the Imperial Deputy at Allahabad 
applied for leave to put them under British protection, as the "King.; had ... 
been compelled, while a prisoner,- to" grant- the 'sa.nads A The distiicts,;:; 
were, in the following year, sold to th.e- Wazir of Oudh for' fi.fty. lakhs, of 
rupees* 

The Emperor remained a State prisoner in the hands of the Mahrattas 
till 1803, wheu he was released by Lord Lake and brought under the 
protection of the British (jovernment. All the territories and resources 
assigned for his siippo.rt by the Mahrattas were continued to him, and 
a pecuniary provision, fixed at Rs. 60,000 hut afterwards increased to 
Rs. 1,00,000 a month, was granted in addition. Shah Alam died on the 
19th November 1806, and was succeeded by Akbar Shah, who was suc- 
ceeded in 1837 by his eldest son, Bahadur Shah. The movements of the 
King were confined to the neighbourhood of Delhi, and he was not allowed 
to confer titles, or to issue a currency; but he had the control of civil and 
criminal justice within the palace. 

'When the mutiny of 1857 broke out, the mutineers in Delhi applied 
^0 the King, Bahadur Shah, to put himself at the head of the movement. 
At first his conduct was most vacillating, but he subsequently identified 
himself with the lehel cause. After the fall of Delhi, lie was captured 
and tried on the charges of, .ht^ aiding and abetting the mutiny of British 
troops; ^ndf encouraging and assisting diverse persons in waging war 
against the British Government; 3rd, assuming the sovereignty of India; 

causing and being accessory to the murder of Christians. The e.r« 
King was convicted on all of the charges, and was removed to Rangoon, 
where he died on the 7th November 1862. 

During the mutiny of 1857, w’-hen communication between Delhi and 
Agra and Calcutta was for the most part cut off, the administration of the 
v..I)elhi.:.-.and...:.IIiss,ar territories was assumed by-' .the' Chief 'CommisBioner ;,of 
the Punjab, and after the restoration of peace these districts were finally 
placed under the control of the Punjab 'Government. As regards- the 
.......chiefs ;.in.. this, :territory .see Punjab,, Part’.II.:-. - 

No events of outstanding importance occurred, in the. period from 1857 
to 1911, during which the Delhi district remained under the administra- 

, On the occasion of the Coronation Darbar held at Delhi on the 12th 
December 1911, Delhi was proclaimed the Capital of India. Subsequently 
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on tlie 1st October 1912 the new Province of consisting of the oI3 

Delhi tahsil and the thana of Mahrauli/ was constituted and placed 
under the local axlministration of a Chief Coinmissioiier directly siibor-- 
clinate to the Xioverii.meiit of' India. 65 ' villages from, the adjoining 
district of Meein^^ in "the United Provinces were added to the enclave 
on the 1st April 1915, ' . . 

The Goveriiment of India took np their pennanent residence in Dellii 
as the winter capital of India on the ^Srd December 1912.

If this country is to be kept, pnt me in possession of it, and leave a small de-^ 
tachment of the troops with me, to show ''that I .am protected by the' 
and they shall be at my expense ; that if any enemy come at ..any time 'against, 
me, I will make such connections in the country,, that, with, my own trcops, and 
the aforementioned small detachment, will defend; the country, without any fiir-* 
ther assistance from the English, and I will pay them, of the reveinies of the coim- 
try, what sum they shall demand yearly. If the English will, contrary to their 
interest, make peace with the Vizier, I will go to Delhi ; for I cannot think of re- 
ttirning again into the hands of a man who has used me so ill. I have no friends 
I depend on more than the English ; their former behaviour to me will make me 
ever respect and regard them. Now is their time to be in possession of a country 
abounding with riches and treasure ; I shall be satisfied with whatever share they 
please of it. The Eohillas were always enemies to the imperious Vizier. They 
are all my friends. 


Articles to be executed by the King, enclosed in a letter from the President 
and Council at Bengal to Major Hector Munro, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army, sent the 6th of December 1764. 

In consideration of the assistance and fidelity of the English Company, which 
has freed us from, the inconveniences we laboured under, and strengthened the 
foundations of the Empire which Clod has given us, we have been graciously pleased 
to grant to the English Company our Royal favours according to the following 
Articles, which shall remain fi.rm both in present and in future. 

As the English Company have been put to great expense and their afiairs 
exposed to danger by the war which the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah, unjustly, and 
contrary to our Royal pleasure, waged against them, we have therefore assigned 
to them the country of Ghauzepoor and the rest of the zemindarry of Bulwunt 
Sing, belonging to the Nizamut of the Nabob Shujah-uI-Dowlah : and the regu- 
lation, and government thereof, we have given' to their disposal in the same, mam :: ' 
nar as it was in the Nabob Shujah-ul-Dowlah*'s. The aforesaid Rajah having 
settled terms with the Chiefs of the English Dompany, is, according thereto, to , 
pay the revenues to the Company ; and the amount shall not beiong to the books ,'" 
of the Royal revenue, but shall be expunged from’ them- 

The army of the English Company, having joined our standard, shall put us 
in; possession of Illiabad and the rest of the countries belonging to the Nizamut

It becomes the Company to show their grateful sense of our Royal favours 
and to exert themselves to the utmost in the proper management and regulation 
of the country ; to encourage and befriend our subjects, to punish the conten- 
tious, and expel the rebellious from their territories. They must use their best 
endeavours to promote the welfare of our people, the ryots, and other inhabi- 
taats ; to prohibit the use of things of an intoxicating nature, and such as are 
forbidden by the Law of God ; in driving out enemies, in deciding causes, and 
settling matters agreeably to the rules of Mahomed and the Law of the Empire ; 
so that the inhabitants may apply themselves, with peace of mind and satisfac- 
':''tion,''to the: cultivation of the. -..countiy,. and the, exercise of other their professionB«'- 
aiid : that the weak , may -not . iabour ' .under oppression and violence. . They::' will:- 
'consi,der, these as'our strictanJunctions."'.'-''.y'
